va N January a German Prince wrote unto 
I 


\ 20þ5 one of the nobleſt Princeſſes of the Low- 
IR Countries, admiring that People were ſo ſe- 
9 cure in Holland, and not more alarmed at 
—_ the great preparations of War by the French 
and their Creatures, which he verily fore-faw to tend 
to nothing elſe, but the invaſion of the Netherlands. 
CunGtantem maxime Mars odit. 

In Febr. the Bishop of Munſter took many Officers 
into ſervice,pretendjng his own ſecurity,which cauſed the 
States, as ſuſpeCting him,to chooſe Officers for four Horſe 
and five Foot Regiments, appointing their ſeverall Places 
of railing them, 

April 23. The King of France began his journey to the 
Spanish Netherlands, which being in great Pomp and at- 
tendance, for to take a view of his Conqueſts, cauſed not 
alittle fear to the Spaniard. But the Ear! of Montery held 
a vigilant Eye; Yea, England began to be awakened, 
and ſecured their Coaſts. This State alſo took care 
both for Ships at Sea, and ſtrengthening the Guariſons 
on the ſide of Flanders. 

In May, when the French Court was at Dunkirk,abun-

dance of French and English Gentry came to and fro for _ 


toview theCourts,which by boththeK ings were ſo highly 
entertained , that it was judged far to ſurpaſs common ci- 
vility , and that ſomthingelſe was in it, as afterwards did 
plainly appear. 

In uly,upon the tidings of the ſickneſs of the Duke a 4n- 
jou, the King returned home, and arrived at ot. Germain 
the 17. dito, finding his Son bur a. litrle before departed. 

In Auguſt, beſide the continual taking on of French 
Souldiers , and preparing Magazins, 187. Commiſſions 
were diſtributed at Paris,beſide Expreſſes ſenttoGermany, 
GenuazSwitſerland,Savoy, Venice, Luqua,Corfica,Scot= 
land,and other places,for ro leavy Regiments, &rhrough- 
out all France their Sea-Equipage was haſtened. At which 
time the States Fleet was before the Wielings, and the Eſ- 
quadron of Admiral var Gent was met by the Mer/m Yagt, 
commanded by Captain Crow,ſ{ent over tofetch the Am- 
baſladrix Temple from the Hague; who, making a brava- 
do, would have the whole Eſquadron to ſtrike; but as not 
having ſuthciently inſiſted thereon, he was at his return 
clapt up in the Tower : which buſineſs proved afterwards 
the greateſt pretence of the English to tneir breaking 


with us. 
In September, Souldiers were preſſed all over England, 


Scotland and Ireland,forFrance,under pretence of recrut- 


ing Douglas his Regiment , but indeed for greater con- 


cern; it being afterward known, that aboye 12000. were ; 


raiſed for the French ſervice. 

In Octob. this State perceiving the mighty warlike pre- 
parations on every ſide, and that vait ſums of money were 
ſent fromFrancetoEngland,and manyEnglish,Scortch and 
Irish Soldiers were shipt over from Dover to Calis; they 
reſolvedalſoto ical theirMilitiazand to form a nearer 
in{truction about. a Captain General, which had ſom- 
while been in deliberation, 

In Novemb. The French were yet buſie to form Maga- 
zins in Luyk, Bon & Nuys, pretending it to be for the 
Bishop of Colen's ſervice agintit the Ciry; butzin the mean 


while, | 
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while, abundance of French entred upon divers pretences 
the Countries of Overmaſle & along the Rhyne, whicha-: 
wakened the Ducq of Montrey), to vifite and provide the 
conſiderablePlaces of his Government as far as Navagnie: 
The States alſo by theirCommittees viſited their Frontiers, 
and reſolved againſt Spring to ſet forth a Fleet of 7 2. Ships, 
and by their Edits forbad the bringing in, buying, ſelling 
or conſumption , of French Wane, Vineger, Paper, Can- 
yas , and Cheſnuts. | 
In Decemb. This State perceiving the mighty increaſe 
of the French Forces, and their great endeavours to gain 
England, Spain, Sweden and Germany, on their fide; ſent 
a friendly Letter to be delivered by their Ambaſſador de 
Groot unto the King of France, who was kept from his au- 
dience the ſpace of a Moneth : but inthe mean while, in 


\. the Hague on the 17. dito a defenſive League was ( much 


againſt the will of France and England) concluded, be- 
twixt this State and the Miniſters of Spain, and afterward 
was ratified and delivered over on both fdes. 


ALETTER to the King of France. 


M o# pleaſe your Majeſty. After ſerious conſideration of that 


bounty which the Kings your Progenitors , have alwayes She- 
wed to thus State, we could not without regres give cyedence unto the 
reports abroad , that thoſe mighty preparations for War in yous 
Kingdome Should be intended againſt #5 , which nevert heleſs by 
reaſon of advertiſements from all parts , and the management 
by your State Officers in the Courts of Kings and Princes round: + 
about , doth cauſe u5 10 ſuſpet. We therefore have ſtriftly ſear- 
ched , whither there might not ſomething in the management. of 
our affairs be found an occaſion to move your Majeſty , 16 declt- 
ne that friendsbip , wherewith it hath pleaſed your Majeſty. to - 
hanour 14 unto this preſent ; but having found nothing to aceu- 
ſe oar ſelves , nor for which ae have been reproved by your 
Majeſty, Te could not imagine, that the Fuſtice which 35 exerci= 
ſed m your Kingdome , would permit your Majeſty to improve your 
Armes againſt your moſt faithful and ancient Allies , without any 


foregoing manifeſtation of thoſe difficulties , of which you required

reparation. And really, it is ſo far fromus to give any Juſt cauſe un= 
#0 your Majeſty , or in any thing to come Short of the agreement con« 
cluded in Paris Decemb, 1662. that we apprehend, that we havs ob« 

erved the ſame with all ſtriFneſs and care , and do offer without any 
delay , to make ſatisfaftion , if through miſtake we harve come Short 
thereof. 1t is true , Great Sir, that for ſome time , there hath not been 
that Compliance as to Sea affairs and Marchandiſe ; but this was e= 
ry much to our griefe , neither have we omitted any thing that might 
guſtly be required of us 10 prevent , and whol y toremove the troubles 
that have fallen out on either ſide, even as we a'eveady yertodo, 
and not onely as to that , but in whatſoever may ſully teftifie to your 
M ajeſty ouy earneſt deſire, to render unto you the honour and high 
efleem xe are obliged unto az to your Perſon and Worth , andto grve 
You all the contemment , which you could deſire from your beſt and 
moſt affeftionate Allies , for the veſtoring of Trade at Sea , and Traf- 
Pick in the ſame way, as it was at our laſt 2greemen: ; yea, mre- 


fhed of our condeſcention to your mtereſt , to gots the uttermoſt , we 


are able without prejudice to what we ſtand bound to other Confede- 
rates. Tobeshort , Rnyal Sir , we donot believe to juſtifie thoſe mar- 
#ial prepares, which are both atk S:a and Land, according to the imel- 
ligence te daily receive ; but we would aſſure your Majeſty, that we 
do it not with purpoſe to wrons any , but throug extream neceſſity , 
and moſt ſtrong oblig ations to defend our State and Subjeits: and that 


it shall be our joy to Iay down our Armes ; when it Shall pleaſe : 
Jour Majeſty to free us from thoſe troubles, which that War doth 
bring upon us, that ſeemeth near approaching on all ſides , aſſuring | 


ptr ſelves, we ought not to ſtand in fear of yours. We have given 
Commiſſion unto our Ambaſſador D*Groot : to deſire a particular au- 
dience as 10 theſe things by your Majeſty , and 10 propound them more 
at large, with addition of whatſoever may ſerve to aſſurey our Ma- 
Jeſly of the uprightneſs of our intents. Here we will break off and 
not further enlarge; but onely to beg of God to preſerve your Majeſty.

Januar, 2. The Interim agreement between the Bishop 
of Colen and City, was ſigned at Colen, by which alſo the 


City was neceſſitated to cauſe BamphieldsRegiment being - 


In ſervice of the States , to quit the City , which by reaſon 
of many obſtructions, the Frenchurging to muſter them, 


and to take out all of their Nation among them , was gr 
© 
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tarded untill the 4 of February , but without moleſtation 
then departed to Rijnberck , and other Places on the 
Rhijn, when it manifeſtly appeared , that the French , 
Muniters, and Colens defignes, were nothing elſe, butto 
fall upon us , to which end the Bishop of Colen claimed the 
delivery of Rijnberck , and the Bishop of Munſter the chil- 
dren of the Earle of Benthem : Inthe mean while,nothingh 
more noyſed than raiſing of Soldiers , and every where 
great numbers of English were shipping over to France ; 
and then becauſe of the low waters, many flat boats were 
made ready here to lay upon the Rivers. 

Febr. 4. The Ambaſſador d'Groot firſt obtained an au» 
diencc; to deliver the States Letter to the King : receiving 
for anſwer that this Letter was already communicated to 
him from te Courts of other Princes, and that abour the 
Spring t would appear whereto this arming tended, to 
which purpoſe alfo the 6. dito a Letter was ſent tothe Sta 
tes in anſwer as followeth : 


M Uch endeared Greac Friends and allies: bythe Lord 4 Groot . 
your Ambaſſador Extraordinary to 15 , we have underſtood 
what was on your behalf to be declared to 15 , and have yeceived out 
of his hand of Decemb. 10. tbe Letter ordered by you to begiven unto 


#5. We were well pleaſed in it to find the acknowledgement you ma- 


ke to have received at divers occaſions the tokens of the goodneſs of 
the Kings our Progenitors : but we conld have wihed you hal not 
forgotten what hath fallen out ſince we came to the Crown , the re 
membrance whereof would have prevented you of judging ſo ſince- 
rely of your tranſattions tous ward as you doe, in the managing of 
Your affaires ſince that time ; you might have called to mind, tat 
you have not alwayes obſerved that fidelity , which our an- 
cient confederacy did oblige unto; and that we harye not failed in 
your urgent neceſſuies to afford you requiſite aſſiſtance , for the pre= 


' ſervation of your State : It may be , the innovation you ma- 


de in trading ſince 1662. would not have ſeemed ſo excuſable unto 
You as you make it , which Ie are willing to referre to the judg- 
ment of them that have leſſe intereſt in it than 2we. 1f what you ache 
nowledge , berrue, that [Fuſtice be the rule of our aftings , and that 
you are ſatisfied in the conſidering of our undertakings , then oughe 
ou not to be troubled at our taking up of Armes ; We grant that 
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fince our laſt journey to Flanders , we have increaſed our Bands , to 
smproveour foot in the works of our Forts , and to defend our Sub- 


Foot and Horſe by you raiſed , and the Fleet you kept before our Coaſts: 
as alſo becauſe of importune Addreſſes of your State Miniſters at the 
Court of moſt Princes , for to combine with you againſt our Crown : 
IWherein we followed the Law of ſage providence , and what the 
defence of our people obliged us ro. We would therefore let you know, 
that we will po forward with our arming , beth at Sea and Land, 
and when it shathbe brought to that height , Wwe have propoſed to do, 
ve Shall ſo improve, as we Shall thmk becoming our Honour ; of 
which we are bound to give no account to any, aſſuring our ſelves, 
that God will bleſſe our r1ghieous undertakings , and that they shall be 


owned of all Potentates , who have not ſuffered themſelves to be pre- | 


Judiced by thoſe evill impre/ſions , which now for a long time hath been 


endeavoured to be done. Thus wwas our pleaſure to given anſwer to 


your Letter, althaugh it was written not ſo much for 5, a5 10 ſtirre 
r:þ the Princes againſt us , in whoſe Courts it was common , before 
wwe had receivel the ſame. We pray God, very dear great Friends 


and Allies, 10 keep you m his holy proteition.

8. Diro , The Ambaſſador Downing , who ſome dayes 
had been in the Hague, made his publick Entrance, bur 
little ſatisfaction was taken as ro himſelf, and not much 
exſpected from his negotiation. Abour this time , the 
Lord of Amerongen went to the EleCctor of Branden- 
burg , and Sr Braſler to the Princes of Lunenburgh, for 
rotreat with them abour ſupplies of Auxiliary Troups. 

In France much people were now gathered,and the Mil 


t:2 was to be increaſed toan 180020. men; of which 14 4 15. 


thouſand were already in the Countries of Luyck and Co- 
ten, with much Prov:igon and Ammunition, and a Fleet of 
30. Capital Ships was preparing to joyn with the English, 
2nd continually English and Scorch Souldiers were shipt o- 


ver to France,whiiein England they were gathering a Re: ;- 


giment or 2400, fighting men , for the Duke of Mon- 
x | mouth, 


than ordinary number of 
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mouth > who with them and much Gentry went into the 
French ſervice; they alſo haſtened to ſet forward a Fleet 
in England, to which end the King to get money, $hut 
up the Exchequer , not permitting any moneys to be 
reimbourſed to the Merchants, which was a great hinde= 
rancetotrade, not there onely, but every where. 

Febr. 4. The Ambaſſador Downing had his farewell 1u- 
dience , declaring that foraſmuch as he could not obtain 
an anſwer to his memorial & iterated inſtances about ſtri- 
king the Flag , hewasordered to return home. Although 
the State had divers times proffered to give due latista= 
tion , in Caſe all pretences were brought in, to be together 
treated on : which alſo the ſaid States by their Letter had 
ſignified tothe King: but Downing proteſted to have ex- 
preſle order to treat of nothing , before ſatisfaction was 
made about the Flag , which the States declining he retur- 
ned home , and ſoon after his return was put into the 
Tower, and deprived of ſome of his Places of honour , 
the cauſe not being diſcovered ; onely it was given out, 
that he came back before he h2d order : although afterward 


 1t appeared that the agreement betwixt France and En- 


gland was fully concluded, and ſubſcribed the 12.dito, ſo 
that it ſeemeth this was onely done to abuſe us. 

9g. Dito, The States of Holland rook on Otkcers for 8 
Regiments of Horſe, and 5. on Foot, and the 12. dito 
by proviſion for two more : which choice of Otticers was 
pro ratoalſo made in the other Provinces. In France, Pa- 
rents were given out for 20000. Foot, and 6000. Horſe 
more :. The Bishops of Colen and Munſter alſo gathered 
Forces amain. England haſtened their Fleet under the 
Duke of York Admiral: Here alſo they neglected nothing 


” Which might haſten their Fleer. 


25. Dito, After infinite conſultations and diſputes, at 
length his Highneſs was appointed Captain General over 
the Forces of the State, but with all poſſible reftriftions , 
an Oath being taken of him, that he might neyer ſeek to 
be Statholder of any of the Provinces, nor accept of it, 
if heshould be defiredto jt. Hereupon his Highneſs trea- 
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ted the Deputies of Knighthood and Cities of Holland 
witha Royal Feaſt, March. 1. 

March. 4. The froſt , which this Winter was very long, 
now cealing , here happily arrived a great and exceeding 
Tich Fleet of Merchandiſe, with their Convoyes, having 
laid long art the lfle of Wight; fearing they might have 
been there arreſted. 

14. Dito, The Ambaſſador Meerman was ſent to En. 
oland, for to prevent, if poſlible, the breach feared, of 
which there was ſome hopes , becauſe the Ships were ſuf- ' 
fered without any moleſtation to depart from the lfle of 
Wight, and che Embargo of their Ships in England was 
made nul; and eſpecially becauſe many English and Scotch 
Ships obtained Pas for Holland : But on the other ſide, 
the mighty preparations made both in England and Fran- 
ce promiſed but little good from theſe overtures for peace; 
the rather becauſe there was declared to our Ambaſſador 
at his arrival, that there was little appearance thercof, it 
now being too late, which perhaps if had come ſooner | 
might have been attained. : 

20. Dito, 5r Digby declared in France, that by reaſon of 
Downings miitake , his Maſter the King of England , | 
would be forcedto begin the work two moneth:- before it 
was intended, and iteafily deſerveth credit, that it was not 
their delign ro declare themſelves ſo ſoon, ſo many Ships 
baving ſo lately obtained Paſports for Holland, and being 
the ſeaſon ofthe yearn r yer fit for a Field expedition. 

2. Dito, the Smirna's , Mefſina's, and Mallaga's Con- 
voy, returning with 50. Ships richly laden , among which 
were five Convoyers, from Cales, to whom the Con- 
voy from Lisbon adjoyned , being 20. in number, by a 
Catch from Zealand in the Chanel were warned. notto 
fail into any of the English Havens, or to truſt their Ships; 
whereupon they alſo made all things as far as poſſible rea- 
dy for defence : The very ſame night 4. English Ships ap- 
peared, shooting but without bullet , but ſoon after, 12. 
more, who fired with shot luftily on ours, continuing: 


all che next day , and the day after being reinforced —_ 
encr 
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ther Ships, they fell upon the Merchant Men ; but were 
ſo ſaiuted, that with their battered Ships and many t}ain , 
they were conſtrained toreturn home, taking with them , 
one Smirna's, one Meſlina's, with two other Ships of ſmall 
valuezall the reſt getting ſafe into our Harbors, where upon 
followed the Kings Declaration of War , the 29. dito. 


His Majeſties Declaration againſt the States General 
of the United Proyinces of the Low-Countreys. 


Charles R. 
W E have been al wayes ſo zealous for the Quiet of Chriſtendom , 
and ſo carefull not to invade any other Kingdome or State , 
that We hope the World will do Us the Fuſtice 10 believe , that it is 
nothing but inevitable neceſſity that forceth Us to the reſolution of ta- 
king up Armes. 

Immediately upon Our Reſtauration 10 Our Crowns , the firſt <vork 
We undertook , was the eſtablshing of Peace , and the ſethng x gosd 
Correſponden:e between Us and Onr Neighbours; andinpariicular , 
Onr care was, 10 conilude a ſtrit League with the States General 
of the United Provinces , upon ſuch equal Terms , as wou'd cer- 
zainly not have been broken , if any ob(1gations could have kept th:ms 
within the bounds of Friendship or Fuſtice. 

This Leaune was maintened inviolable on Our part. But in the 
year 166 4. we were ſtirred up by the Complaints of On People , and 
the unanimors Vote of Both Our Houſes of Parliament , finding it a 
vain attempt to endeavour the proſperity of Our Kingdoms by peace- 
able waye: at home , whilſt Our Subjets were ſtill expoſed ro the In- 
guries and Oppreſſions of thoſe S:ates abroad. 

That whole Summer was ſpent in Negotiations and endeavours on 
Our fide, tobring them toreaſonnable Terms , which not withſtan= 
ding all We coull do, proved at length ineffettual : jor the more we 
prerſued them with friendly Propoſitions , the more obſtmately they 
kept off from agreeing with us. 

Upon this enſued the War in the year 1665. and continued to 
the year 1667. in all which time Our Vittories and their Loſſes 
Were memorableenough , 10 put them in mind of being more fanh- 

Full to their Leagues for the future. But in fteadof that, the Pea- 
ce was no ſooner made , but they returned to their uſual cus 
ftom, breaking Articles , and ſupplanting Our Trade, For m- 
ſtance ., The States were Te vhati in an Ariick of 
5 the 
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the Treaty at Breda , to ſend Commiſſioners to Us at London , about 
the Regulation of our Trade in the Eaſt-Indies; But they were ſo 

far from doing it upon that obligation, that when Ie ſent over Our 
Ambaſſadour to put them in mind of it , be could not in three years 
rime get from them any ſatsfation in the material Points , nor a for- 
bearance of the wrongs which Our Subjetts received in thoſe parts. 

In the Weſt-Indies they went alittle further ; For by an Article 
in the ſame Treaty , We were to reſtore Surinam into their hands , 
and by Articles upon the place confirmed by that Treaty , they 
exe to give Liberty to all Our Subjefts in that Colony , to Tranſport 
themſelves and they Eſtates into any other of Our Plantations. In 
purſuance of tbis Agreement , We delivered up the Place, and yet 
they detained all Our men in it ; onely Major Baniſter they ſent a'yay 
Priſoner , for but deſirmg to remove according to the Articles. Our 
Ambaſſadouy complaining of thus behaviour , after two years ſolli- 
citation, obtained an Order for the performance of thoſe Arucles: 
Bur when We ſent Commiſſuners , and two Ships to bring Our Men 
away , the Hollanders ( according to therr former prattice in the 
buſineſs of Poleroon for above fourty y:ars together ) ſent private

Afrer this , We made Our Complaints by Our Let- 
ter in Augrft laſt tothe States General , wherein IWe deſired an Or- 
ler to their Governours there , ſor the full obſervance of thoſe Arti- 
cles ; yet 10this time We could never receive ane word of anſwer or 
farsfathon. 

But it 1519 wHnder that they venture at theſe Outrages upon Our 
Subjets in remote parts, when they dare be ſo bold with Onr Royal 
Perſon, andthe Honour of this Nation ſo near Us, as in their own 
Countrey , there being ſcarce a Town with intheir Territories that ts 
not filled with abuſive Pitures , and falſe Hiſtorical Medals and Pil- 
tars ; ſome of which have been expoſed to the publich view by com= 
2nand of the States themſelves , and inthe"very time when we were 
gJoyned with them im united Councels for the ſupport of the Triple Lea- 


2te, and the Peace of Chriſtendom. This alone were cauſe ſufficient 


for Our diſpleaſure , and the reſentment of all Our Subjeftts. But We 
 areurged toit by conſiderations yet nearer to Us, then what onely 
relates to our Self ; the Safety of Our Trad: , upon which the wealth 
and proſperity of 6ar People depends , the preſ:rvation of them abroad 


from

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from violence and oppreſſion , and the Hollanders daring to afſyont 
145 almoſt within Onr very Ports , are the things which move Our Juſt 
Indignation againſt them. iz | 

The Right of the Flagg # fo ancent , that it was one of the firſt 
Prerogati ves of Our Royal Predeceſſors , and ought to be the laſt 
from which this Kingdom Should ever depart. It wwas never queſlio- 
ned, andit was expreſly acknowledged mm the Treaty at Breda; and 
yet this Liſt Summer it was onely violated by their Commanders at Sea, 
and that violation afterwards juſtified at the Hague , bur it 1045 alſo 
repreſented by them in moſt Courts of Chriſtendom as ridiculous for Us 
ro demand, An ungratefull Inſolence!

they thought themſelves ſo ſecure , that for above theſe Twelve 
months therr Miniſters here have threatned Us with it, 

Atlength , hearing nothm? from them , Weſent another Ambaſ- 
ſador rothem , who after ſeveral preſſmg Memorials in Our Name , 
could recerve no Anſwer , till afrer he had declared his Revocarion.

Soldiers 1n it, for defence whereof more then 2000 had 
been needfull, was by the King ſummoned June «1. bur 
the Councel of War, conſiſting of the Colonel Moulet 
Commander , Major Koerbeeck, and 7.Captains with 
their under Officers , would not liſten, reſolving to de- 
fend the City , wherefore the King was neceſlitated to 
plant his Canon, which the beſieged ſeeing and fezring 
the great power of the Enemy, as having no hope of iuc- 
cour, 'they began to deſpair , and to think upon good 
conditions of agreement , and were conſtrained to de- 
liver up themſelves the 3. dito , to the diſcretion of 
the King , onely reſerving Life and Goods , which 
accord the French not regarding , miſerably abuſed 
- Garriſon high and low , keeping them as priſoners 

_ of war.

meny - 
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ment for the Garriſon. Oh treachery of faithleſs and effe- 
minate Rulers and Military Officers! Thus the 5. dito, 
being Eaſter day , the ſubſcription was coneluded to be 
done, and the civil and military Governours were early 
tobe with the Prince upon pain ofnullity ; no ſooner the 
Commander was come, but Conde layes a paper before 
him » which he muſt forthwith, after reading , ſubſcribe, 
withoud a word contradicting : which alſo he underwrir , 
blotting out in that treacherous act the Luſtre ofthe State, 
and alſo herewith early before day the Enemies had the 
keyes delivered up tothem, and before eight of the clock 
the Garriſon was shut up as priſoners of war in the Church, 
fo whom , after a review of them, the Capitulation wes 
read. Thus this invincible City was 1n the ſpace of 4. dayes 
forced without any force, leaving ſo royal a Magaſin tull 
of Ammunition , with above a Io0000 pound powder in 
hands of the enemy , of which, as 1s reported the Com- 
miſfary Koeck wasa principal inſtrument. 

Rees » being reaſonably well fortified , and provided 
with a ſufficient Scons over the Ryn, hada Garriſon of 
Foo. men for it ſelfand Scons; "This Turenne had blockt 
up , before the King was Maſter of Rijnberck , or Conde 
of Weſel, and no ſooner was the Enemy come before it, 
but the Scons, commanded by Captain van der Hoeve 
was shamefully delivered up by him, whoalittle before had 
yanted of wonders he would doe : 'The Citizens knew 
nothing of this, till by the Canon of the Scons turned a- 
gainſt the Ciry, they were untimely warned, They within 
$hot furiouſly , bur atter the loſs of Rijnberck and Welel 
being more {trongly aſlaulred, The King ſent a Trum- 

etter todemand the Town , upon which the Councel of 

Var ſent Commiſſioners empowred to treat with him : 
The Army being yet encamped about Welel , andthe Ca- 
pitulation was {1gned in form as with them of Welel, that 
the Garrifon should be 6. weeks priſoners, and atter have 
liberty of ranfome. So this City alſo was delivered UP. 

Emmerick not fo ſtrong as the other, ſecing it would 
now be their turn , and not willing to proſtitute the Sol- 
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dierstoa maſſacre,or tobe shut up priſoners in theChurch, 
ſeeing for want of men and {light fortifications, there was 
the leaſt appearance to defend the City, the Garriton re- 
treated in time to Schenkeſcons, at leaſt to preſerve that , 
as being a Bulwark to the State, ſo leaving Emmerick open 
for the French , who now with their three Armies came 
down upon them, the King having appointed Mr. d'E. 
{trade Governour of the Cities already conquered upon 
the Rhyne. 

When the French began to act, the Bishop of Munſter 
alſo after a kind of Declaration of War, ſoon ſent diverſe 
Troups into Twente, who ſeizing on the ſmall Towns 
Otmarſchen, Enſchede, Almelo, Goor , Delden, and lea- 
ving Sauvegard in them, the Bishop with his Army and 
ſome Troups of the EleCtor of Colen ſat down before the 
ſtrong City Groll, which without much reliſtance gave 
up themſelves to the Bishop the g. of June , whereupon the 
{mall Towns thereabout were forſaken of their Garrifons , 
s'Herenberg and Borkelo alſo fell into the hands of the 
Bishop. 

This was te unhappy ſucces ofthe beginning of June on 
the Land, in which more Cities and Fortreſles were loſt, 
than there paſſed dayes. In the mean while a battle fought 
was at SCa. - | 

After that our Fleet had often been in ſight ofthe En- 
glish, expecting they would tall upon us, having the wind 
of us , yet continually turned of from us , thereupon 
ours, having intelligence the English lay in Soulsbay , 
our Fleet with a favourable winde {ſailed up tothem, and 
the7. June early inthe morning got fight of the Enemy , 
2nd both parties ranged themſelves into three Eſqnadrons, 
and began the fight ar 8. aclock ; The French who bore 
the white Flag, engaging with the Eſquadron of Banc- 
kert, under whom were the Zeclanders and Frieſes: The 
Duke of York bearing the red Flag , with that of the Ad- 
miral de Ruyter, and the blue Flag under Montague with | 
thatof van Gent. The fight was furious, and dured moſt | 


part of the day ; the adyantage remaining on the _—_ the 
cats, . 
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States, About n6on , the whole French Eſquadron was 
cut of from the English Fleet , and followed by Banckert, 
and of both the Enemies Fleets ſomme Ships were fired 
andſunk , under which was Montagues Ship , who him- 
ſelf was drowned, and many perſons of quality tlain. Of 
ours onely the Joſuaa Ship of middle f1ze was loſt, and 
at the beginning of the fight the Admiral van Cent shot to 
death. The8. dito, the English who gor the wind of us , 
were ſeen above us, ſayling that whole day a mile loet- 
wards, without coming to us, andevening turning qui- 
tefrom us, ſoason the morrow the g dito, th: Fleers we- 
re wholly out of fight , upon which ours calt Ancre before 
Walcheren. The French had fought little or nothing , but 
left the English in the brunt, and themſelves as foon al- 
moſt as the Battle was well begun, drew back , and per 
haps they might then have been wholly ſeparated from the 
English , and their after conjunction hindered , butit may 
be there was a particular reaſon , why ours ſo ſoon retur- 
ned upon the Coaft of Zeland, which Tam nor willing ar 
preſent to enquire into, my onely aime being to rehearſe 
the Hiſtorie of what palled , and not ro mike comments 
upon it: And shortly after this fight in Engeland was pu- 
blished the following proclamation : 


I. That all ſuch of the Subjefts and Inhabitants of th: United Pro-

Reſtr aint , Trouble, or Moleſtation «vhaiſoever. es 

I 1. That all ſuch perſons being arrived in this His Majeſties King- 
dom, Shall be free in their Eſtates and Perſons, with liberty to ſertle 
themſelves and Families where they pleaſe, and as they pleaſe , and 
Shall dave and enjoy full Liberty of Conſtiene, as 19 matters of Re- 
gion and Worship , together <vith all and ſingular the priviledoes , 
mmunities , and advantazes enjoyed by , or belonginy to His Ma Jo 
ſties natuyal born Subjets of this His Kingdom ; © particularly not ro 
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PAY or be liable to any Cuſtoins , Payments or Duties whatſoever , 0+ 
ther then are paid by His Majeſties Natural born Subjefts of this 
Kingdom. 

I1I. That for their greater ſecurity in this particular , His Ma- 
jeſty will at the next meeting of the Parliament paſs a Bill for the Na- 
turalizing ſuch perſons , their Children and ſeryants ; and that in the 
mean time they Shall be mmediately and without delay made f' eeDeni- 
ons of this H1s Kingdomof England, without their charge or trouble. 

IV. All ſuch Ships , Boats, Bnyſſes and Veſſels whatſoever, as do 
or Shall belong 10 any of the perſons ſo tranſporting themſelves as afo+ 
reſaid, shall be held and accoumed as of English built , and shall hae 
and enjoy the ſame and like priviledges and immunities in matters of 
Trade, Navigation and Cuſtomes, to all mtents and purpoſes, as if they 
had been built in England , and did aftually belong to His Majeſtres 
Natural born Subjefts of this His Kingdom. Andif awy perſon or per- 
fons 5hall hereafter bring over to His Majeſty any Ships of War belon- 
ging tothe United Provinces, every ſuch perſon or perſons shall forth- 
with have and receive to their own uſe , one full moiety of the true 
Value of ſuch Ship, their Tackle, Guns, Ammrnition and Proviſions. 

V. and for the greater encouragement of all ſuch Seamen, Mari- 
mers, Fichermen, Shipwrights , Carpenters , and other Artificers rela- 
ung to Shipping or Sea affairs, as Shall deſire to make uſe of this His 
M xeſties Gratious Favor and Compaſhon , His Majeſty is pleaſed 
farther to add , and accordingly he doth hereby Declare anl Promiſe ,

V I. Andiaſtly, His Majeſty doth Declare, and Promiſe, That he 
<will from time totime, grant his free Paſsports and ſafe Condufs un- 
der bis Royal Sign Manual, for the Perſons, Familes , Ships, Goods , 
and Marchandiſes of all ſuch , as shall thus deſire to tranſport them- 
felves, and if it be feund neceſſary , will appoint even Convays 10 ſe- 
cure them and their Eſtates in th:ir paſſuge , againſt whatſozver For- 
ce , Violence , or Moleſtation ; farther Promiſing and Declaring , That 
inſupply of the vant of ſuch Paſsports , wwherethe parties might not 
have the conveniency of procurmm; them , His Majeſty will give effe- 
tual Order, whatſoever Ship or Goods , shall at any time here af- 
zer happen to be taken at Sea, being bound for any Port of this His Ma- 
Jeſties Kingdom , and Shall truly belong to any perſon ſo tranſporting 
himſclf, and his Eſtate, into thih is Majeſties Kingdom of England , 
Shall jorthwith, and without all delay,be diſcharged from any ſuch ſeis 
z'tre or detention, and b: immediately reſtored ro their Owners.

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9. June, The agreement with Rees no ſooner was ſubs 
ſeribed, buth the Prince of Conde drew his Army to the 
Yſlel-fide, and that very day took in Deutecom two mile 
from Doesburg , which ſeemed to import, that Conde in- 
tended to fall upon the Yſſel: Turenne paſled the ſame 
day by Cleef with 6000. Horſe, as far as Nimwegen, where 
the Prince of Orange himſelf then was , and appointed 
Lieutenant General Welderen for Governour of the pla- 
ce, and in perfon went intothe works, and obſervedthe 
motion of the enemy: and itis credible, what then was 
reported , that the French deſign was coſt urround Nimwe- 
gen, and ſoon the land fideto befiege it, and that Conde 
woulſt endeavour ſome way or other to break through the 
Yſlel : But foraſmuch as then by the treachery of Mombas, 
opportunity was offered to get over the Rhjjn intothe Be= 
tuw, by the Tolhouſe, the former deſign was ſtopped. Ho- 
weyer it be, Conde diverted his courſe from Doesburg to- 
wardsthe Tol-houſe, and Turenne returned from betore 
Nimwegen, paſling by Cleefto the Kings Army , which 
then wasabout Emmerick. 

10. dito, Conde madean afſault upon the Tol-houſe,for 
to come overthe Rhijn, but wag repulſed and forced to re 
tire, and Caſt up Batteries there. / The Betuw was betruſted 
to Johan Barton of MombasJCommillary General of the 
horſe, having by him two horſe Regiments & two of Foot, 
with a pretended order, that in cafe the enemy shoujd 
preſs on, & he be in danger to be driven back, by which 
Nimwegen alſo might bein danger, herather should in 
time retireto Nimwegen, and command there: but wha« 
tever might be of ſuch an order , this could not excuſe him, 
for himſelf acknowledgeth that the Field-marshal Wurts 
had theg. dito about evening, ſent him a Letter, that his 
Highneſs had made van Welderen Governour of Nim- 
wegen; and that he, theſaid Mombas , therefore wes dil. 
charged of that care: Bur that it was his Highneſs pleaſure, 
that he should take care of the Betuw, and that five Reg! 
ment more were a coming to him for that end : But not- 
withſtanding that this was order fuil enough to him, yer 
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in the morning on the 10. dito, he ſent away the Foot,and 
cauſed the Canon to be carried from his quarters, ſothar 
tae Regiment of Horſe of Colonel Souteland was onely 
left to ſuſtain the afſault of the enemy, till that Mombas . 
meeting the Regiment of Scot with three Companies of 
Painevan , the reit of the ſucconrs by his Highneſs being 
countermanded, becauſe of Conde *s approach ſo near 
Doesburg , to whom Mombas ſaid that neceſſity cauſed 
him to retire; bur yet conſidering the enemy now paſſed 
the Rhijn did nor tet upon Souteland , he with thefe and 
Colonel van Gent , whom they alſo met with ſome Muſe 
quettiers , returned, and then forced the enemy again to 
retire: Bur foraſmuch as Mombas doubred not, bur the 
enemy would the next day paſle the River, he would 
not ſtand toit, butreſolved to quit his Poſt, and took 
his way to Arnhem , and from thence to Dieren , where 
on the 11. dito about 9. of the clock, he came by the Prin- 
ce of Orange, tothe great aſtonishment of his Highneſs, 
who commanded the Lord Wurts thither with 2. Re- 
giments to defend that Poſt, where he arrived toward 
evening, but found neither Canon nor entrenchments 
there. £ 
12, dito, The Prince of Conde accompanied by Tu- | 
renne , fell early in the morning upon that Poſt , where 
Wurts acquitted himſelf as a galant Soldier, and made 
great reſiſtance, but being too weak, that Poſt through 
the hellish plot of Mombas was loſt, and our Horſe pur- 
ſued by the enemy , who in their flight met with the 
Regiment of Alua, ſent by the Governour of Nimwe- 
gen , as well knowing of what concernment the preſerva- 
tion of the Tol-houſe was, but they being weary and 
overtoyled with continual marching, were for the moſt 
part routed , and purſued almoſt to the gates of Nimwe- 
zen , where ſome of the French Troups preſently ſur- 
rounded Knotſenburg. However the enemy did not get 
tnto the Betuw withour confiderable loſs , Conde himſelf 
with 8. or 10. Dukes, Earls and Lords, being wounded, 


and the Duke of Longeville, Monſ. de Guytry , the Mar- 
quis 
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quis dAubuſſon, Earl of Nogentl, du Pleſſis-Praslin, and 
other Great ones ſlain. 

_ Before the French were got over , the Tower of the 
Tol-honſe , where lay a Sergeant with 18. men , was de- 
ſerted ; but Turenne was no ſooner got into the Betuw, 
but he marched to Aarnhem , part of them running 
through the Betuw, who the 13.dito took Heuſſen and 
made ſpoil thereof, and from thence to wards Yiſeloort, 
Shooting all the afternoon upon ours who were , upon the 
Veluw, and at night rushed over the Rhijn upon the bor- 
ders of the Veluw. And thus the 14. dito, being in capa- 
City to shoot upon Aarnhem on both tides, they within 
the day after , being the 15. dito madean accord early in 
the morning , which was ſo haſtily done , that the French 
entred before the Articles were once ſ{igned, which alſo 
remained unfigned , forſooth there being no pen and 
inck at hand.

I dread 
even to think upon the terrour , confuſion , and aſtonish- 
ment of thartime, eſpecially of the 25. June and there a- 
bout : the moſt underitanding of the Land then being at 
non-plus: The Penſionary himſelf, who feldom or ne- 
ver wasata pinch, plucking up his shoulders, and is ſaid 
to have given no oth-r 2dvice than a good and ſpeedy ac- 
commodartion witi the Enemy, asthe onely expedient to 
be found : [n proſecution of which advice three Deputies 
were {uddenly ſent for England, and three to the French 
Leger, ot whom the Lord d'Groot was the chief.

complished without any great commotion. | 

Juſt at this very time, the Communalty throughout 
whole Holland and Zealand were up ina dreadfull tu- 


mult, requiring that the Government should be altered , 
and more power put into the hands of the Prince of O- 
range: They beganat Dort, where the burgers by their 
Captains demanded of the Magiſtrates, what they meant 
to do, to defend the wag or not, and would know them- 


ſelves what proviſion there was in the Magafins , which 
was found to be very light, and the Key of the Powder- 
Tower not to be found, which made the citizens yet mo- 
reunreſttull; requiring that the Prince of Orange should 
| bemade Stadholder without delay ; and that with high 

threatnings : whereupon Deputies from the Magiſtrate, 

. andCitizens were forced to go to the Leger, to deſire his 
Highneſſe to come to Dort, the which foraſmuch as he 
often denyed todo, the Deputies told him , that in caſe 
they should return home with ſuch an anſwer, they 
Should be in great danger to be put to death as traytors; 
which peril his Highneſſe conſidering, went the ſaid 29. 
June toDort, being received with the applauſe of thepeo. 
ple:being cometo the Town houſe,the Magiſtrates made 
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known unto him , that the citizens defired he would be 
leaſed to view the City Fortificationsand Magaſin , not 
at all mentioning the Stadholdership; whereupon with ſo. 
me ofthe Lords, he rode round about the City, and ſo to- 
wards the Pekock , to dine there. The citizens perceiving, 
that they thought thus ro pur them of, began ro murmur; 
crying out, that they ſoughtro delude them , and thereu- 
pon laid hod on their Horſes, binding their pikes and mul: 
quets to their Coaches, threatning to maſlacre all of them, 
in caſe his Highneſs were not made Stadholder:TheLords 
thus terrifyed, promiſe to content the people , and being 
come to the Pekock, diſcharge themſelves and alſo his 
Highneſs of their oath concerning the perpetual Edi&, 


and ſo made him Stadholder : Cornelis de Wit , old Burgo- | 
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maſter, being come home lick trom the Fleer , kept his | 


chamber , therefore they ſent theſe Acts to him by the Se- | 


cretary,to be by him alſo ſubſcribed, buthe refuſed, ſaying | 


he neither could , nor would conſent thereto: but hisrelu- | 
Etancy was In vain, for by the perſwaſion of his Wite, and | 


the Lords preſent,but principally by the threatnings of the 


Citizens,he was conſtrained thereto: As about that time,al- | 
ſo the Magiſtrates of moit the Cities of Holland and Zea- | 
land,were either through actual inſurreCtion,or threatned | 


perill, forced ſo toadvance his Highneſfſe: Whereupon by | 
the Deputies of the cities, having a voyce in the Afſem bly | 
of States of Holland,the perpetual Edict was mortified July | 
the 1.and {o by the annulling of thar Oath the Members | 
made capable toElect aStadholder as al{othe 2.dito inZeas | 
land,and the day after inHolland,his Highneſſe rhePrince | 
of Orange was elected thereto, and alſo it was reſolved to | 
direct thecaſe of the Czenerality accordingly, deterring on | 
him the power of iſſuing Parents, and to be Captain and | 
Admiral General , in like manner , as his Predeceſſors the | 
formerPrinces of Orange had enioyed, Whereupon,the g. | 
dito the ſaid Dignities and Honour was proffered him, by | 
moſt honourable Deputies in the name of the Stares of | 
Holland: and after thatthe 8. diro, the caſe of his Higneſle 


eminent Character, as Adimfrality was finished, his _ 
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nefſe arrived the To. dito early in the morning at the Ha- 
oue,and being introduced by Deputies,and a multitude of 
Gentry, into the Aſſembly of the States Genera], hethere 
received his Commillion , and took his Oath ; asalſo was 
done in the Gathering of the States of Holland , andhe 
fate thar ſame day as Statholder in the Court of Juſtice: 
and the 16 dito , the Deputies of the States of Zealand ca- 
me to the Hague, proftering his Highnefle theStadhol- 
dership of that Province and toock the Oath of him; here= 
by re- eſtablishing him in all the Dignities of his [l1u- 
ſtrious Predeceſlſors. Ifever any thing tell outto be won= 
dred ar, it was this, wherein eſpecially is obſervable, that 
both the brothers deWits, were by indiſpoſedneſſe hin- 
dred, one at Dortthe 29 June,the other inthe Hague July 
1 and 3. to be preſentar the Councel , andthe caſe was ſo 
precipitated , that there was no time tor any to adviſe with 
theſe Lords: for who knowecth, but by thier great ſubtility 
they yet might have found ſome hindrance to this work , 

which onlikelyhood might prove fatal unto themſelves, 
Burt for all this , the ſpirits of the people were not appea- 
ſed, they ſaw the Government remained in their hands, 
againtt wohle will and endeavour, his Highnefle was efta- 
bliched , who they thought would not ceaſe, aſmuch as 
mighr , to countermine his Highneſſe, and tor to prevent 
their own tall, would preſume to plothis tall though to the 
ruineo! the State: They ſaw that the power deterred on his 
Highnelie , was fruitleſs without liberty to execute the ſa- 
me; They ſaw the ſame management ofaffairs , were yet 
as formerly ; therefore they wold have an alteration of the 
Government, and foraſmuch as for ſome years paſt the 
Magiſtrates of moſt Cities in Holland were brought in by. 
the direction of Penfionaris de F/7t , that tew other wich 
were not of his faction, were admitted to theGovernmen fs 
therefore the Communalty would have theſe removed, 
terming them the States Party,Cabalof de Witand faction 
of Louveſteyn,yeazlome ſaid plainly they were Traytors of 
che Land, of whom they 1aid, the Penftonaris and his bro- 
ther wereHead;together with theAmbaſlador deGrooz,and 
ſome 
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ſomeother ; Infomuch that the Penſtonaris complained 
ina Letter to his Highneſle 11. July of Pamphlets againſt 
him , and in ſpecial that he was accuied to have mana- 
geged the ſecret correipondence - treaſure untaithtully , 
and not to haye taken due care for the State : Whereto 
his Highneſſe anfwereddito 22. thar ſuch Pamphlets we- 
re notto be regarded ,that himſelf hath been fain to ſuffer 


= the like licentiouſneſle againſt him : That of the ſecret 


correſpondence money he knew nothing , but thatthe 
' Lords Councellers of the Commiſſion were to bewit- 
neſſes thereof: and that by reaſon of the multitude of af. 
fairs he could not {pecity: what defects ofthe Armies had 
been, nor what ſupply had from time been made, dire- 
_ Eting for his dehfired juſtification to the actions of his care=- 
_ fullperformancetherein. | 

In Zealand many of the Lords alſo were faid to follow 
the party of de I77t : — a general rifing was on a 
ſudden throughout whole Holland and Zealand , ſome 
they aſlailed in perion, others had their houſes ſpoiled, 
many were forced to quit their places in Government; 
yea, 1n ſome places all the Magilirates put by; ſome Cities 
were by force ofthe Peſants taken in, and the Magiſtra- 
tes conſtrained to act according to their wil : which con- 
futon preſaging tte unavoidible ruine of the Country , 
cauſed the States to reſolve Auguſt 27. not onely to em- 
power his Highneſs, accordings as should be requiſite 
and hispleaſure should be, to alter the Magiſtracy in all 
Cities, butalſoentreated him tor the common good, to 
doit withall ſpeed. 

The Bishop of Munſter having put Garrifons in all 
Over-Yſfel, and poſted ſome of his Troups on the bor- 
ders of Fricland, he made towards Coeverden, that fa- 
mous and impregnable Fortreſſe, coming before it the 8. 
of July, the 12 dito, without much trouble became Ma- 
ſer thereof; they within having ſcarſly loſt a Soldier, and 
though indeed the drought at this time were ſuch, as hath 
notbeen in memory of man, yet the Enemy in their ap- 
proaches were fainto run knee-deep in water , and could 
not 
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not poſſibly have done any thing to the City, if they 
within had mantully withitood them : But on the con-= 
trary , theſe faithleſſe wretches with all their might hel= 
ped them out of the mire and moores. Thus they gat faſt 
footing and an open way into Frieiland, or Omn:elands, 
and appointed the Traitor Broerſma,wno at the taking of 
Deventer, went over to the Bishop, Governor the ſecond 
time of Cueverden , taking 4. ofthe Companies of the 
Garriſon laying there , leading them about with him 5. 
weeks, and at length ler ther with their Enſigns depart to 
Groeningen, the q. Conpanies being decreated ro 110. 
men, of whom Captain Struyck remaine: with the Ene- 
my , and Captain Clant coming to Groeningen , had his 
Sword broken at his feet. After the Conquelt of Coever- 
den, the Bishop br:-ke too into the Groeninger-land, 
mking havock through Drente and the Ommelands, 
and came the 19. dito with ſome Troups betore 
Groeningen , poſſeſiing the whole Wetiern Quar- 
ter, and the 27. dito fell upon Adwerder Zil , but 
was manfully repulſed , where in the night he raiſed 
a Battery , and 28. dito began to fire on the Ciry , for- 
mally beſeging it, and upon the approach of the 
Enemy , the O/d and New Sconſes were forſaken by 
ours, 3s alſo 1:jnſchoter Zijl, The Howe teWWedde, and all 
what was thereabout , being poſlefled by the Enemy,whe- 
reby the Bourtange Was blockt up and ſummoned ; bur 
through the generolity of Captain Prot had nothing 
in aniwer but powder and shot , who afterward when 
200000. Gildens were proffered for the Sconſe, an- 
lwered , he would firit grati:'y the Bishop with ſomany 
bullets : but Captain Huysman who had commanded the 
OldSconſe, was tor forlaking it by the Councel of War 
hanged at Groeningen , and Lieutenant van der Berge 
Commander ofthe New Sconle had his Head cur off tor 
deſerting the fame, as alſo the Lieutenant Colone! Tamin- 
gaand a Major, which laid ind Devenrer were arreſted, 
and the Colonels Steck and Broerſna cited to znfwer for 
their betraying of Devenrter.

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Turenne,after the taking of Schenckenſconſe,was again 
come before Nimwegen: butin the mean while , our Sol- 
diers had quitted the itrong Houſe te Gernip , and the Gar- 
riſon being 4. Companies marched to Nimwegen , and 
the 7. and 28. June, our Horſe of Nimwegen went with 
64. Carts to fetch thence 84. barrels of powder, bullets, 
and match with ſome laſts of Rie, intending , with a ſe- 
cond Convoy to bring away the reſt into Nimwegen : 
upon whom the French shor very hard out of Knotſen- 
burg , and 2 Batteries they had made, caſting allo many 
Fire- bullets and Grados of 90. & 100. pound weight , by 


which three Out-layers betore Numnwegen were drouw- | 
ned: But they within were not behindhand with them: | 


ſo that the French the 2. and 3. July paſſed the Waal by 
their Ship- bridge, and rounded the City on the Land fide, 
bringing their Loop-graves as in an inſtant to the Moat, 
and the 4. dito made a Battery with 5. half Kartouwes, and 
aſſaulted by ſtorm thar night the Peſthouſe-bulwark , ent- 
ring the ſame , but were driven outagain , the Colonel 
van Gent , brother of the Admiral deceaſcd , being there 
{lain : The 6. dito in the night they ſtormed again , but 
were three times couragiouſſy beaten off, as alſo the 7, 


dito. In the mean while, Patents were come to the Grave, | | 


to depart with moſt part of the Garrifon to the Bos, where 


the Governour having gotten in ſome Spaniards, bir no |. 


order to recave them, ſent them back to the Grave , where 
being come near theCity,they were ſer upon by rheFrench, 
and for the moit partrouted, by which alſo the Grave was 
loft. By thistime, the French betore Nimwegen were ad- 
vanced with their works tothe Borſt-werings, and already 
undermined two Bulwarks : whereupon the 58. dito they 
began toparly , and the g.dito the agreement was made, 
that the Garriſon confitiing of 7. Companies of Horſe, 
and about 40 Foot, with one Company W aarrgelders 


from the Briel, should all remainprifoners of War, exe | 
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cepting five Companies of Utrecht citizens , and of Rhe- 
nen and Montfoort, who marched out free with thelf 
Arms. What the reaſon was , this City did fo haſtily anc 
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without more conſtraint give up to the Enemy , i$diver- 
flyjudged of, and it is ſaid that the lofle of the Grave was. 
a thing plotred atorehand. 
Then 11. July, Turenne from Nimwegen went to the 
Grave, and immediately from thence to the Bos , which 
wanting all things, ſent Depuries ro his Highnels , who 
well knowing what concerment the Bos was of , was fain 
to giye this anſwer, that he was forry he could not heip 
them , having no more power, than they to do1t: yet at 
length, becauſe ofthe great importance ot the place, ſome 
Canons and Ammunition were fent by Ships thither ; but 
coming therewith to Gorcum, they had the tidings that 
Creveceur was loſt, and therefore not pollible to bring it 
to the Bos : Therefore the Fieid - marshal Wurts com- 
manding there, unladed theCanon to uſe them for the de- 
fence of Gorcum. They of the Bos had quitted the 
Sconſes Engelen and Orten , and broughtthe Canon into 
the City, withall which they bad ſcarcely enough to defend 
the Caitle as was requiſite, the Garriſon alſo was but weak : 
The 13. July , they ſaw the enemy at Ulymen, andpart 
marching to Enge'en and Crvecceur , the firſt of which 
they pur forces into, and beſieging the other with many 
more , after two dayes shooting on it, became conque- 
rors thereof ; the gros of the Leger laying at Boxtel andthe 
Vugt, above 20000. ſtrong. 
he 11. July, the King brake up with his Army from 
Utrecht, lodging thar night in the Grep, and arrived the 
12.dito to Aarnem, drawing forth the Garriſon of Woer= 
den and Ouwater to Utrecht , they of Ouwater being 
purſued by ſome of the Earl of Hornes quarters, and ſome 
taken priſoners , beſides a gocd booty of Money and 
Arms. The King having given a viſit to the Prince of 
Conde , and Duke d'Anguin, both lying very weak at 
Aarnem ; departed thence the x 3. dito tothe Betuw,ſen- 
ding part of his Army to Bommel , ſoon maſtering it, 
forthwith putting forces into the ſmaller Towns Heuck- 
lom, Aſperen and Leerdam: The 14.dito, the King mar- 
ched oyer the Bridge by N SO tothe Grave, and 


arrived 
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arrived the 16. dito in his Leger before the Bos , being in 
perſon te 21.dito at Vugt, trom whence he betook him« 
{elfagain to Boxel. 

Not onely the Netherlands,but all Chriſtendom ſtood 
aſtonished to ſee the Enemy already approached within 
two dutch miles of Amſterdam, There keeping Poſt , ha- 
having in short a time conquered togreat anumber of 
Cities and Forts.

Nd that it may appear by the choyce of more Conditions than 
one, how nprightly his Majeſty had been pleaſed to preſent to the 
ſaid States General, divers wayes jor to obtain the Peace they deſired 
of him, and not to bring ſo far as was in his poxver the pretences,ubich 
he juſtly might by force of Arms, and the continuance of his Viftories ; 
Therefore his Maj ſty declareth , that without ſtanding preciſely ro the 
offers which here before have by the ſad States been mate, as alfo the 
Conditions which by form of alternative he had required of them , He 
will content himſelf with keeping all the Conqueſts, his Mij fly at pre- 
ſent peſſeſſeth , together of thoſe he may further Conquer , untill that 
the ſaid States Shall have conſented 10 theſe Conditions ; 10 quit, the 
Dole Province and Dukedom of Gelderland belonging 10 the S' ates, 
the Province of Utrecht and Conmy Zniphen , alltheCittes . Places 
and Fortreſſes,cubich are in the ſaid Provinces their appendencies,and 
what belongeth rothem without exception; the Soverargnite of rhe 
Provinces , Lands, Cities and Places co:.quered by his Majeſ!y wh 
the appendencies and all belonging thereto , toremaim for the ſutme 
for ever to his Majeſty. 

And tothe end , the ſaid Conqueſis , Countries and Places d:live- 
red up to his Majeſty , may the better be brought 10 a capacity, 
through the aſſiſtar.ce out of his Kingdome to be ſtrenthened ; the [au 
States Shall renounce all Soveragnity over the Cittes Maſtricht and 
Wyckhe, as alſo of what they nuw hold in Overmaſe, Dalen, Fou- 
quemont , and the Country belonging to the Bos, together the City and 
Meyerye of the ſaid Bos , and all what belongeth to the appender.cies 
zbereof, with che Fort Crevecenr, 


And that the Treaty upon the Iaſt Terms might ſerve , 70 onel) 
to re-eſtablish the friendships and alliance between bis Maj-ſty an 
the ſaid States , but to procure the reſi and tranquility of the Empire 
| which 
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which his Majeſly as Guarander , and conſerver of the Treaties of 


Weſtphalia, doth im ſþeciall Iay to heart, his Majeſty «vill promiſe , af= 
ter the Peace made, to renounce in favour to the Princes of the Empi- 
re, to all that right wwhicb by law of Armes may appertain unto him, 
45 othoſe Places 2yhich his Majeſty hath taken from the States in the 
procinft of the Empire , his Majeſty reſerving onely to himſelf the li- 
berty to demoltsh the fortifications thereof. 

But foraſmuch as his Majeſty will of himſelf contribute 10 ye-eſta- 
blige the Princes of the Empire in ihe free peſſ-ſſion of the Cities and 
Places belonging to them; therefore he hath alſo willed to procure , that 
the ſaid States General Shall draw forth ther Garriſons ont of the Ci- 
ties & Places , which they bold as yet im the Empire; namely the City 
Embden , the Fort of Leer-oort , and llerſconſe , <vhich shall be delt= 
vered up to the Prince and Eavl of Eaſt- Frieſland, with all the Pri- 
yiledges appertainmg in reſpett of the ſaid County : and1o the end that 
the needfull correſpondence betzyeen France & the City Maeſtricht 
( which 75 to be given Up to hs Majeſty) may be for the ſurure N0 OC- 
caſion of Conteſt , It shall be by both parties ſlipulated, to endeavour 
a grounded and free paſſzge for the Troups of his Majeſty from the 
French Frontiers to the ſaid Maeſtricht, from the Eletor of Ceulen , as 
Prince and Bishop of Luyck , yet upon condition ,not to make uſe of 
the paſſages, but with paying what charges they are at,that the Coun- 
try be not burthened. | 

Furthermore , the Articles mentioned in the former notition , shall 
remain in ful! as they are, even that concerning the quitting of the Ci- 
ty and County Meurs, onely excepting thoſe that concern the dilrvery up 
of other Land and Places , to be made by the ſoid States to his 
Majeſty. . 

Demands and Conditions, upon which the King of En- 
gland would conſent to make Peace with the States

I. T He King of England underſtands, that the Hollanders wi- 

thout any gainſaying Shall give unto him the honory of the

ſail for any one English Ship , bearing the Flag of bis M ajeſty throug= 
hout thexyhole British Sea, even to the Coaſts of Holland. 

2. Free permiſj1on for a whole year to all English that remained in 
the Colony of Surinam , to depart thence when they shall deſire , with 
all ther goods , of what nature ſoever they be, according tg the Trea=

3; Perpetual banishment ont of all the Texritories of che United 
Provinces of all the K:ngs Subjefs that are declared guilty of Crimen 
Leſa M ajeſtarts , together with all other, which Shall be noted by hu 
Majeſty to have published fedtious Libels , or otherwiſe ro have con- 
fpired againſt the Peace, and tranquility of his K ingdoms. 

4. Reſtoring to his Majeſty the expences of the war , to the ſum 
of one million of pounds ſterling , whereof 400000. Shall be paid , be- 
eaveen this and the month Ofober next enſuing , and the reſt by 
100000. pounds ſterling every year. 

5. A yearly pay for everof 10000 pounds ſterling , for the grant 
they shall have from the King to catch Herrings upon the Coaſlsof 
 Engeland, Scotland and Yreland. 

6. The preſent Prince of Orange and his Succeſſors , shall have 
the Seuveragnity of the United Netherlands , excepting of what shal 
fall to the share of the Two E ings andtheir Allies , or Shall at leaſt 
enjoy for ever the honour of Admiral General, and Stadtholder in the 
higheſt degree , that hath by the foregoing Princes been enjoyed.

The 19. dito the Englich Ambaſſadors came in the}

ings own coach , conducted by 500. horſe to Antwerp)| 
where they had conference with the Earl of Montery , ha! 
ving a Commillioner of France with them, labouring » t0! 
| draw 
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draw Montery from ſiding with us, foraſmuch as hithertoz 
notonely by order from che Spanish Court , but through 
hisown inclination and vigilancy he had much aſfliſted 
this State,by ſending auxiliary troups in moſt Frontiers in 
Brabant, Flanders, Maeſtrichr , and into our Army itſelf ; 
wherefore they deſired , that he would call them back 
again , or make himſelf maſter of thoſe Cities in which 
they lay : but perceiving they could gain nothing upon 
him , departed the 26. dito from Antwerp over Calis for 
London, where they arrived the laſt diro. | 
The 26. July , the King brake up from Boxtel, with 
Monſieur &.other Grandees, with a conduct of 14000. 
men, paſſing through the Meyery over Beringen, St. 
Truyen, Hanuyt , Charleroy, Queſnoy, dire&ly to St. 
Germein, where he arrived 1. Auguſt: the Prince of Conde 
following him shortly after with moſt of the Gentry and 
Voluntaries : in which return they of Maſtricht, (as for- 
merly & afterward) got very great booty, daily going forth 
for prey, and fince the beginning of the war til] now , have 
2ot an incredible ſpoil, of which the Spanish Auxiliaries 
had not the leaſt part, whoſe horle were moſt in this ſervi- 
ce. The Duke of Monmouth went home over Flanders, 
his Regiment of 2400. being melted away to 1500. And 
thusto the admiration of every one, this Compayne was 
before Auguſt broken up , Monſr. de Turennealſo, Ge- 
neralidfimo of the Kings Leger in the Netherlands , left 
the fiege of the Bos, and marched higher up ; ſome Troups 
ar times appearing before Heuſden , and the Bos, to fetch 
in contribution, and burned ſome Villages about Breda. 
The Bishops of Colen & Munſter had begun 28. July 
to play with their Canon upon Groeningen, &to open 
their Loopgraves. They in the City werereaſonably pro- 
vided, & had preparedall thing without for to hold out 2 
hege. But that which was moſt ofall,they hada gallant Go- 
vernour, the Lord Rabenhaupt, andanotable Comman- 
der,the Duke of Holſtein Pleun,zand other worthyOfficers: 
The Governour took upon himſelf the whole manage- 
ment of the Militia and Fortification being yery ſtrift in 
5 diſcipline 
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diſcipline ofwar , and very vigilant to look toall things: 


Hereby the Magiſtrate was fruſtrated of their opportuni- | - 


ty, to play their parts, as they 1n other Cities did, and Citie 


zens and ſoldiers kept from mutiny. The Enemy made | 


bis approaches both out of the Munſters and Colish Quar- 
ters, shooting very hard continually, whereby they gor to 


the Counterſcarp , caſting without cealing fiery Bullets, | 


Bombes, Granados , Stink- pots and Pitch - Garland into 
the Ciry. Bur they within both Citizens , Students and 
Soldiers, defended the City with unwearied pains : never 
appeared the leaſt diſcouragement amongit them ; bur 
contrary itincreaſed , through the ſucceſle of diverſe ifJu- 
ings forth-upon them , and by the ſuccours of ſuch as came 
from other places, as many Companys of Koningsmark, 
ſome Frieſes, and the whole Regiment of ſorman of Am. 
ſterdam , beſide the ſupply of all neceſſary Provifion and 
Ammunition. W hen they ſaw their Houſes through the 
force of the Bombes tumbling down, in ſtead of being dis. 
heartened, they were the more encouraged, The Wo. 
men themſelves ſtepping over the ruinesof their habita- 
tions ,to encourage their Husband to the fight; they light-ſ 
ly eſteemed the loſe ofan Arm, Leg, Child or Friend, in 
reſpe& of their purchaſed liberty, in which they conrinued 
with ſuch conſtant mantullnefle and unwearied zeal , un- 
till that the Enemy the 28, Auguſt was forced with shame 


to quit the fiege. Oh! Praife-worthy Groeningers , howf 


wickedly did other Cities betray themſelves; yet in truth, | 
| this of Groeningen could hardly be termed a fiege,the City| 


being onely cloſed at 2. or 3. Bulwarks, and the reſt free, 


being provided ofall neceſlaries, never ſuſtaining a ſtorm} 
onely furouſly shot up on with Bullets and Granados,f 
which did little hurt except to the houſes ,-alrhough it 1s re-| 


ported , they caſt in above 5000. Granados, many of them} 


weiging 4. and5. hundred pound a piece, which indeed} 
did ruine thar part of the Cuty , burdid little hurt to peo-! 
ple, there being nor above 50. ilain during the whole 16+. 
ge, but very many ofthe Enewy , who beiides the woun;F 
ded arnounted tothe number of 4536. under which wergs 
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thee Commanders , two Lieurenmts Colonels, 63. Cap- 
tains with many other Officers: many were taken priſo- 
ners, and about 5000. ran away ſo that thearmy of 24.000, 
was decreaſed to 14coo and an infinite number of Fire- 
works conſumed. The Enemy leaving the City, ſettheir 
Tents and Leger-place on fire; bor were fain to leave ſome 
Canon with much Ammuaition and Leger inſtruments 
behind them , the which they ofthe City made good prize 
of, and {lighted allthe Enemies works. : 

Ar Sea, lince the battle ofthe 7 June, nothing confides= 
rable fell out , our Fleer ſtill keeping near Zealand , upon 
what ground , is diver{ly conjectured, The Enemies Fleet 
alſo ſeemed to have little intention for another engage- 
ment, yet in the midft of july they came betore the Texel 
in all appearance thedeſign being to Land their men ſo- 
me where or other , but the Heayens by a violent ſtorm 
hindred the ſame,which ſooner than they werewilling dra= 
ve one of their ships ashore, and ſent back many shattered 
home again , the reſt remaining croſting about our Seas 
ports, thinking in appearance yet to bring about their de- 
ling : in the mean while, our Fleet having no conſidera» 
ble loſſe by that ſtorm. But the Enemy having repaired 
their Ships for the moſt part, ſpread themſelves all about 
on Sea, for to watch our marchand men ; but eſpecially 
our Ships returning fromthe Indies. And the r. Auguit 
ſome Searmen came hither in an Advice- Yaght from Chz- 
lon, and being purſued by the English to our very Coaſt, 
and ſeeing no way of eſcape , they themſelves endeavored 
to finck her , and ſoeſcaped in the Boat, however the En- 
glish ſaved the {id Jaghr, and brought it for England, bur 
wasofnogreat valew, The 6.dito, tidings came of 14. 
Eait-[ngies Ships , happily arrived upon the Eems , who 
not knowing of the war , and having met with no English , 
ſaving two Frizats before the Eems, who made ſignsfor 
alliftance, but in vain; and therefore were fain toſuffer 
them all ſafely to ger in, which being at the time ofthe be- 
heging of Groeningen, the FortDelt-zijl had the hap to'be 
iurnihed with poder and shot out of Ealt-India, the ber- 
cor 
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ter to defend the ships. Suddenly many Smack - bots 
wereſent thither, to take out the fineſt Wares,and to bring 
them home oyer the Wadaer , and our Ships of war went 
to the Eams, to fetch off theſe India Ships, all which by 
ſpecial providence arrived at their ſeveral Ports without 
any hinderance, and the Fleet returned again to Zealand, 
And it is very remarkable, that the English lurking for 
our Eaſt-Indie ships, themſelves,loſt a very rich Indie ship 
of their own, called the Faulcon, being taken by a Zealand 
Caper , and brought up at Bergen in Norway. After thi; 
nothing was done by both Fleets,the deſign of theEnemy, 
which was to Land on our Coaſts , being continually hin, 
dered by hard weather , in the mean while our Caper, 
which at the beginning of the War were not permitted, 
with many other that had Commiſſion from Zealand, 
went out to Sea , and yet daily do, whichalready have 
much endammaged the French and eſpecially ti} 
English, that their loſſe is rated ar ſome millions. 


The condition of the remainder of our Country , w 
left under the ſad tumult of the Inhabitants , by which al 
things were like to come into a lamentable confuſion, 
and if {judge notamiſle, in greater peril , than througi 
the Armies of the French , every moment we being uj 
danger to ſtrand upon the blind Rocks of the incenſed vub 
gar, of which the effe&s were ſo many and diverle, 
that it would be too confuſed and tedious a wor 
to rehearſe or read them ; it will be ſufficient to rel 
te the chiefeſt , by which may eaſily be judged 6 
the reſt. 

Upon the general inſurre&tion of the Citizens againi} 
the Magiſtrates, it was in ſome Cities published , an 
Letters from his Highneſle divulged dated the 9. Juljj 
wherein the Citizens were commanded to abſtain fron} 
ſuch manner of proceedings , and to let things remains 
formerly they were, upon pain of diſpleaſure , and to by

punished as diſturbers of the common peace, it being at; 


intrenchement on his Highneſle authority as Sradholder} 


whoſe office it is to diſpoſe of the concerns of the Magi! 
| {trac}! 
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fracy : wherefore if any in the Regency were guilty » 
they might be orderly charged, and being found guilty » 
chould be according to deſert punighed. Hereupon the 
Citizensexpected that bis Highneſs would make a gene- 
ral reformation in the Government, but nothing came of 
it; and no wonder , for this Iron was too hot for him to 
Jay hold on, the rime not being yetſuitable to begin a work 
of ſuch conſequence: Nevertheleſs, the Commons would 
johave it, and theretore they {et upon the work again. 
Rotterdam and Dort diſplaced the molt part of the Magt= 
ſtrates, and nominared others in their room : and in many 
other places,by threatning Petitions;the reſtitution oftheir 
Old Priviledges laid by , were required. Delf was taken 
inby the Peſants of Maesland , and the Magiſtrates con- 
ſtrained to give them and the Citizens ſatisfaction. The li- 
ke was done at der Gouzand at der Tholen the Peſants ca- 
meto alter the Magiſtrates. Ar Zierickzea they brake the 
windows ofthe Town- houſe, but the Citizens shut out the 


| Pefants that were entring,themſelves emptying the Town- 


houſe , shutring it up, ad diſplacing all the Magiſtrates, 
At Middleborough the Citizens and common people 
had ſer upon the Magiſtrates till ſuch time the Peſants ca- 
me, brake open the City gates, and lifting up the Doors 
from off the Bars , drew 7. of the Lords without the City, 
whom they would not let gotill they had received fatis- 
ftion. Vliflingen and ter Vere allo turned all upſide 
down, and at ter Goes, the Citizens roſe up againſt ſome 


| whom they termed Traytors: Leyden was deep in the 


reformation, depoling all their Lords and shut up the 
Town-houſe, Haerlem did not much lefſe: In North- 
Holland the Women themſelves very buly , to have 
things ordered to their mind. At Amſterdam alſo were 
meetings attheir Doelens,fome of whom, not fatisfyed to 
have occaſioned great trouble in the Church, were ring- 


| leadersalſo to dothelike in the Policy : But the Magiſtra- 
tesaccording totheir wonted wiſdom,defirous to prevent 


the ſtorm opproaching reſigned the whole Government, 
andevery one his charge to the free diſpotal and pleaſure 
Or 
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ofhisHighneſs,who ſecing the unavoidible neceſſity forthe 
common peace, did according to the reſolution ofthe Sta. 
tes General in date of 7. Auguit , take in hand the altering 
of the Magiſtracy , diſpofing thereofin ſome Cities as he 
thought beſt himſelf, in others he choſe out fome of then 
that were upon nomination,in {ome he did it by Commil. 
fioners , which notwithſtanding gave not full content ty 
all, bur much dis{ztisfaCtion ſill remained , which was nat 
alictle fomented by ſuch as imagined themſeves 1njuried 
by this alteration. Burt blefſed be God , that this drew ng 
further diſaſter along with it, and the Gouvernment wy 
in ſome meaſure broughttoa more ſetled poſture , by puts, 
' ting by ſuchas tne commons ſuſpected. W hatconcern; 
the plundrings, and perſonal aſſaulrings , they were diver 
ſe, whereby alto the greateſt ofrhe Land were in j2opardy, 
as Burgemaiter Grazf, the Ambaſſador de Groot,the Lor 
of Beverning ; yea, the ancient Prince M:zurice of Naſlay 
himſelf ; ye, tuch was the rage ofthe yulgar, as they threat. 
ned to plunder the houſe of Admiral de Ruyrer; which al 
ſo was really done to many of the Magittrates houſes it 
diverſe Cities : but it shall ſuffice to nore in irs place one 
example thereof , happened at- the Hague the 21 
Augult, 

After the King of France his departure, the quittir! 
ofthe ſiege before the Bos, the breaking up of Turenne 
Leger, and the delivery of Groeningen , no great matte 
of concern paſſed between us andthe Enemy , except {6 
me skirmishes, of which I will note the principal as the] 
fell our. 

22. July, the Ambaſſladorde Groot, who was the chid 
ofthe Commitiioners ſenttothe King of France, tilentlj 
departed the Land with his Family , as perceiving that thy 
change oitime, would not permit the transattions witl. 
France to go forward , his Htghneſſe not being altogerhe 
{atisfyed with him therein ; bur difavowing the ſame , de 
clared, that he was ready to defend his Country to theut 
moſt, and to hazard life and all for the ſame. De Groo 
wrote a Letter to the State in way ofexcule, that he ws 

| onell 
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onely retired for to eſcape the machinations of his ene- 
mies , and the rage of the vulgar , by which tor ſome while 
he had been in perill of being overwhelmed : 'Thart all his 
ſervices had been improved for the good of the Lands 
neither would yet undertake any thing to the prejudice of 
the State. 

26.dito, The Frieſes under Alua, were unawares al. 
faulret by 13. Standards of the Bishop , between Dragten 
and Bergen , where the Fricles being allured intoan Am- 
bush , would have fallen short , had rhey not been {econ- 
ded, whereby thoſe of the Bishop were driven back with 
the loſs of 150. horſe, being onely 25. of our ſoldiers ſlain. 

21. dito, The Penſionaris de 1/72 > for the firſt time went 
to Church, after his recovery of his wounds, wherein he 
was the more haſty, for to have the opportunity , to be 
aſ{tanr ro rhe intricate and dangerous condition of his 
brother the Ruart van Putten,who the 24.dito was brought 
from Dortto the Hague , and there kept priſoner. The x. 
Auguſt, the Penſionaris went and complimented his 


Highnelle over his Illuſtrious Character and advance. 


The 4. dito, he appeared 1d the Aſſembly of the States of 
Holland : where he made an Oration of his grear ſervices 
and care for the welfare of the State, but perceiving rhat in 
this conjunCture they could be no longer for the profit, but 
contrary wile to the diſadvantage of the Land, he therefore 
| wascometo lay down his office of Penſtonarship ; perhaps 
| becauſe he foreſaw he was not like long to hold, or at leatt 
toexecure the lame, and withal deſired that according to 
| thereſolution beforetaken, he might have his ſeat in the 
{ High Court of juſtice; but foraſmuch as there fell diſpu- 
{ teabourthe Ranck, and afterward Zealand was oppolite 
| to the Seliion it ſelf, and as is reported tne Chair of Sta- 
| tewasdenied to him inthe Church, he neverafter appea- 
| red inthe Councel. 
} Uponnorice given in England of his Highneſſe advan. 
| cetothe Stadtholdership , came a reſCription dated 28, Ju- 
ly, which his Highneſſe communicated to the State.

To his Highneſs the Prince of Orange: 


From Whitehall the 28. July 1672. 
Coſin < 


M which you are brought , it went wery near me , but whit 
w2oft troubled me , was that you ſeem to have an apprehenſion, asf ! 
had leſſe care and affefion to you than formerly : 1 pray you , that 
you be pleaſed to aſſure your ſelf , that they are groundleſs apprehen- 
ſons, & without cauſe, but on the contrary that 1 have the ſame ten- 
der reſpeits and affetion toyour perſon that ever 1 had, both ine 
gard of your on worth , as in reſpett of that blood of which we both 
partake : Neither have 1 ever forgot any of the leaſt good ſervices 
which your Father in his hife time hath shewwed to me, the obligations 
whereof Shall al:vayes remain engraven in the bottom of my heart, 
Be pleaſed, 1 pray, to believe, though the preſent State of things haw 
not permitted me to correſpond with you , and to communicate my de- 
ſigns and Treatres , that in all tranſattions 1have undertaken with 
the moſt Chriſtian Eing,1 have alwayes endeavoured to advance your 
Intereſt ſo far as the nature of the treaty could any way pcrmit. The 


inſolencies and conminual Mackinations againſt me , by thoſe that for| 


ſome time ſince have had ſo great diretion in the Government of th: 
United N:therlands , have neceffitated me to joyn with the moſt Chri- 
ftian King who alſo hath the ſameSubje of complaint againſt them) 
to theend onely to caſt down that inſupportable greatneſſe of the Lou- 
veſtainish fattion, and to aſſure our ſelves from the like future inſults 
and mockage : The truſt that Tharve to the Fricndship of the muſt 
Chriftian Km , the afſedion he bears to your Perſon, and his aver- 
bon to them which have manifeſted themſelves to be my Enemies # 
well as yours , do promiſe unto me a good ifſue out of all theſe turmoi- 
les as to your ſelf, and in caſe the in habitants of t hoſe Provinces , had 
intime conſidered their miſtake, andconferred upon you the authority 
and dignities, where with your 1lluſftrious Predeceſſors have fo worthil)

1. Aiiguſt, Towardsevening went out of Utrecht about 
2000. men, molt Horſe,having ſome pieces by them, with 
which the day after they came before Kroonenburg , whe- 
re Captain Witze commanded with about 200. men, it 


wasa ſtrong Fort ,but not provided with Ammunition, of 
which the French with ſome lofſe made themſelves ma- 
ſters , Carrying away our Soldiers prifoners to Utrecht ; 
which alſo they did to the Fort Loenertloor , in which lay 
onely a tew ren , both which Forts a while after they lett; 
by powder demolishing Kroonenburg , and having plun- 
dered all Loenien and what was thereabour, retired with

8. dito, In the Quarters of his Highneſſe, Captain de 
Hingyofla, who had laid in Welel, was ſentenced by the 
High Councel of War to be beheaded, for cowardize, 
mutiny, and treachery.

Maſtricht, others at Gorcum and Bodegrave.

The Citizens having a few dayes before heard arumor 
that the Ruard, was eſcaped, would not be quiet, before he 
had shown himſelt before the grates of the windows , and 
from that time keptthe priton gate with watch Seeing the 
Barber come off tree, and hearing that the Rxard onely 
was banished, began again tumulrcuouſly to riſeup, and 
{et on by theinitigation of the Barber, all the6. compa- 
nies role upin Arms. Inthe mean while, John deVWit Ca 
meina Coach, forto fetch away his brother, according to 
the Ruards defire,theFather becauſe oftumult riding away 
with the Coach : when now both the brothers came from 
above, they were forced by the Citizens that kepr the 
watch, to go up again , till that two whole Companies ca- 
me tothe Gate , who with their Pikes and Muſquets drave 
away the Horſe that were coming thither ; In the mean 
while, the mutiny ofthe Cirizens encreafſed, crying now 
we have both the Traytors within, tbey shall not eſcape us; 
and two of the Citizefs Officers, with ſome Gentlemen 
of the Companies and Commons went up, to bring them 
down , where they found the Rzard in his Gown upon his 
bed, and Fo+z ſitting before him , who with ſoft words 
andin way ofexcuſing did pacifietheſe Officers, and pre- 
valled with them to fit down at Table to eat: by which 
ſtay and the encreaſle of the yulgar , the tumulr roſetoan 
extream height , and ſo shot they furiouſly at the _ 
ates 
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Gate, and at length with iron Inſtruments brake1t in pie- 
ces, as alſo ſome inner-doores : upon which the dooreof 
the priſon chamber was opened , FohndeWit asking , well 
good people, to what endis all this force? but ſeeing it 
was their intention Cauſe them to come down, he took his 
brother by the hand, and went with much thruſting and 
kicking down the ſtairs : coming below , Foh»rhought to 
have gone behind the armed men, and not thorow the 
ranks; but was by the vulgar przſently ſeiſed on , and by 
acitizen ſtroke on the head with the thick end of his mus- 
quet, ſo that he fell down , but foon roſe up again; butat 
the ſecond blow he ſunk down ra the ground , and then a 
citizen ſetting his foot upon his neck, shothim with a 
pocket piſtol rhnorow the head : The Ruard was ſerved in 
the ſame kind, being fallen upon, beaten , shot, and thruſt 
thorow ,and the Gown of the Rvard , and Cloak of Fohn 
corn into ſmall pices with their cloths, and (o thrown 
abour. : 

It remained not thus onely , but their dead bodies were 
dragged to the place of execution , and hanged by their 
feet ſtark naked upon the aſſents ofthe Gibber, in the 
fight of allthe World : whereupon the vulgars fury not 
yer ſatisfyed , they toward the evening firit cut off the 
rwo foremoſt fingers of Fohn de Wit , wherewith he had 
ſubſcribed and ſworn the perpetual Edict , and afterward 
cut of the Fingers, Toes, Noſe, Ears, and privy Members 
of both of them , and prying into tho innermoſt parts , 
plucked out their Bowls, winding them abour their arms, 
tore their Hearts out of their boſoms, ſcrewed open their 
Bodies wit wooden pricks, offering, to ſale in all parts of 
the Ciry , yea, in other Townsinlandiſch and ourlandish 
the torn pieces of their Garments, and Members of their 
bodies; A Toe was ſold for 10 the joynt of a Finger for 
I2. a Finger for 15. andan Ear for 25. ſtuyvers, and fo 
prorato, accordingly, ſome of them they dryed, embal- 
med, and carried about to be ſeen for money ; and they 
that went tothe highelt pitch of inhumanity , did (horreſcs 
referens) roſttheir Flesh and ate ir, Who would believe

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| thatever our Netherlands should have brought forth 4. 
' thropophagi ? ' 
The night drawing her Curtains before this tragical | 
Theatre, the Actors and Spectators departed ; whereupon Þ 
camea Coach with five Laquies , which took away what Þ 
was left of the Bodies, bringing the ſame inthe Houſe of Þ 
TohzdeW:t; burying the ſame ſilently the'next night in Þ 
the New Church, in the Grave where JohndeWits Wife | 
laid: Some there were that ſpake of taxing them up out of 'Þ 
the Graves again , to burn them to ashes, and fling them F 
into the air ; fearing perhaps , leaſt by another change of Þ 
time, their bones Should rear them up, a Grave ofhonour Þ 
as Martyrs of the State as was ——_ foretold , should F 
be doneto Barneve/t. However, they ſatisfyed themſelves 
\ inputting their handstothe laſt work of breaking to fitters 
their Arms,which were made to be hung up in theChurch, 
for they would root out their memory , itthey could , as F 
well as their Lives from the Earth. $ 
Fheir Kindred complying with the intemperance of 
theſe times, did not appear in mourning apparel : Stran- 
goers ſpake of the transiaCtion, as their fancies led them, 
ſomejudged it an act of Chivalry and reftauration of our Þ 
oppreſſed liberty ; Others did not commend , yet would 'þ 
not blame it, looking upon itas a ſpecial judgement upon Þ 
them; yet m_ condemn the whole aCtion, fearing the | 
deſtruction ofthe whole Land would follow hereupon; | 
but they who would ſeem the moſt impartial , judged that'Þ 
in this conjuncture of time, itwas a good ſervice tothe}.

About this time, alſo ſome Yaghts and Small=ships 
with Soldiers under the conductof one Muller,went from 
Amſterdam with a deſign upon S wart-ſluce, before which 
after long hinderance by contrary wind , they came; but 
the plot not being well laid, did not proſper,the Munſters 
being ſeconded by their friends, whereupon ſome of ours 
returned to Amſterdam, leaving therethe Yagt of Muller, 
which was red but moſt of ours made for Block - z1jl, 
from whence the 11.dito, Captain Holbaarn with 240 
men made a gallant aſſault uppon Sliyckenburg , or the 
Kuynder-Sconle, ſoon putting $50. of the Epiſcopal to. 
flight, taking 28. priſoners, a Coach with shorfes, and 
other booty , tew being {lain or wounded on either fide, 
Captain Holbaarn remained Commander there. 

7. dito, Toward evening 2000. Groeningers with 12. 
Field Pieces went forth out of Groeningen , under the 
chief Lieutenant ofthe Governor Rabenhaupt, to Win- 
ſchoten , which the Epiſcopal were a making ſtrong , by 
that Fortreſſe to ſtraiten the Bourtange, DelF-zijt, yea 
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Groeningeu it ſelf; Whereupon the Ep1icopal being $800, 
Dragoons went the 8. dito out of Winſchoten, and ſet 
them ſelves in poſture by four Eſquadrons in the Field till 
ours came, but were ſoon pot to flight , and withal driven 
out of the Winſchoter-Sconfe, looſing about 2co man 
fix pices, many waggons , ſpades, and fuchlike Inſtru.

which ours put a Garrifon in the Fort Te Wedde, which 
is the Pas rothe Bourtange, whereby the Paſſes of the Old 
and New Sconles are alinuchas polhble could be shut and 
blocktup. 

16. Dito, Some Troupsfrom the quitier of the Earl of 
Horn, marched into Oucewater , putting forces intoit, 
making foon after his quarter there, leaving the Poſt of 
Gouverwelle {luce beſet with ſome Troups onely: Which 
alſo his Highneſs would have done art Woerden , it they 
hat not been unwilling to ſpoil their Tile-houſes , fo defi- 
red they might be excuſed , whereupon his Highneſle ſee. 
ing he could not be ſecured, put no forces intothe Town, 
but the French awakened through our ſtrengthening of 
Oudewater, the Duke of Luxenburgh, Stoupa, Mombas, 
and many other Officers, marched from Utrecht with 
about 4. or «eco. Horſe and Foot, 4. Peeces, and much 
bagage to Woerden , where arriving the Duke, by: 
Trumpetter deſired of the Lords paſſage for ſomeTroups 
which was granted: whereupon they all entred , and held 
their Poſt there , tothe great aſtonishment of the Inhabi- 
rants : The Ig. dito, many boats with bagage and provi» 
fion, alſo carts with inſtruments and bullers , and two Ca- 
nons, (for the other did ſtick in the way ) were ſent in , and 
with all ſpeed the Peſants round about with the Citizens 
were forced to worck at the fortification , for the ſtreng-

, thelighrer shipsonely keeping at Sea , The French Eſqua- 
_ dron allo prepared to go home, but were kept at Sea by 


contrary winds till the midſt of November , betore they 
gotto Breſt: And it ispaſt apprehenſion , how theſe two 
Fleets of Enemies could be ſolong thus ney to each other , 
without any engaging. 

The War which till now hath been fo fore upon us, was 
driven on by the profeſſed enmity of 2. mighty Kings , 
one Elector , and the Bishop of Weſtphalia , befides ma= 
ny other who under hand did favour and aſliſt them : 
where on the contrary , we onely alittle ſupplied by the 
Spanish Netherlands, were forſaken ot all our former Al- 
lies. With Brandenburg 1n deed a Treaty defenſive was 
made, but hitherto without any effect , untill that the 
Lords of Amerongen and Pelnits took their journey thi- 
ther with vaſt ſums , the ship in which they were, happily 
mecting a boat frem Hamburg betore the Weler, who 
told them there lay three English ships before the Elve, 
which waited for the coming of an Holland ship with mo- 
ney , and that, if they would but look up, they might ſee 
them + wherefore it ſeemed moſt ſafe rotheſe Lords, to 
fail with the money to Bremen , where they well arrived ; 
from that time forward, there was a gathering of ſome Sol 
diers, of which continually was much ſpoken and long ex. 
pectation « At the ſame time allo the Emperor raiſed for- 
cesat Egra ,occording to aleague defenſive between him 
and Brandenburg, tor the _— of the Empire againſt 
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Erancein which Ieague Spain and Denmarck , alſo were 
included ; which to us ſeem ed to promiſe ſome good, and 
the rather becauſe it was certainly reported the Branden. | 
burgers traine came down , and the Elector himſelf 26, 
Auguſt arrived at Halberſtadt, where alſo the Earl Monte. 
cuculi , Generalof the Imperial Troups came the 10. Sep. 
tember. Ir was expected that both theſe Armies would 
have come further to the Rhijn ſide,and preſſe into Weſt 
phalia: wereupon , alſo Turenne gathered his Forces and 
encamped between Weeſel and Doesburgh, tor to have 
a waking eye upon them : but the Auxiliary Troups ha- 
ving laid ſome while about Halberſtadt, changed their | 
courſe , returning back to Franckfurt, The EleCtor les 
ying ſome Forces upon the borders of Weſtphalia, and the 
Ausiliaries fate down at Fridburg and Burspach ; whereu- 
pon Turenne alſo marched up higher with his Army, 4- 
long(t the Rhijjn, and pitched over againſt Ceulen. 

And notwithſtanding , we here were altogether 1gno- 
rant of the intent the Auxiliaries had in this march , yetit 
put ſome courage into us; for hereby Turennes Army 
was kept off from us, and inthe interim our Armies en- 
creaſed mightily withanlandish Forces, as diverſe Regj- | 
ments of Konincksmark, The General Polens, of the 
Duke of Holſtein Pleun , ofthe Earl of Witgenſtein, and | 
the like, which came out of other Countries: the method 
alſo of the Militia was better ordered; the Leger Poſts in 
better defence, and the commorions at home ſedated ; all 
which gave more ſatisfaction to the Citizens ; but on the | 
contrary , it encreaſed the miſery of the conquered places, 
and daily augmented their oppeſſion : On the plains all 
was ruinated by fire and ſword, in theCities exceſfive bur- |.

blowing very hard, the Tower, Church , and 15. orb

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Houſes were conſumed to ashes, the fire during till the 
iffernoon was the City-houſe wouderfully preſerved... In 
the mean wihle, his Hieghnefſe made his approaches tothe 
ide of Bodegrave , to make an attempt upon it ; but they 
within ſent torth ſome to ſet on fire the Tile-houſes, 1t 
being about the evening , which in meaſure ſucceeded , 
butrhey were ſoon driven in again by ours: At which ti- 
me Duke of Luxenburg with 6. a 7000. men, fell upon the 
quarter of Zuyleitein , but was mantully reſiſted : The 12. 
dito, arly in the morning, the Princes men ſcaled the 
walls by the favour of Fire-balls andGranados,upon which 
they within iſſued out, but fell short, and ſoon returned 
back to the City , leaving behind many dead, among 
which were 18. Othcers, being followed by our men to 
the very gates , Whichthe French had out ofa ſudden fear 
lefra good while open , and without guard; ſoas it might 
by our men hbaye eaſily been taken, had they gone for- 
ward. | 
While this wasa doing , andallthings prepared to force 
the City, for which the Prince himſelfin perſon advanced 
to the very Gate , the Duke of Luxenburgh ( who the 
night before was beaten off from the quarter of Zuyle- 
ſtein) through the help of ſome Peſants was led along the 
Houdijck to Camerijck , and from thence came by the 
Cruipin (thoughthe waters were knee-deep and higher ) 
| betwixt Woerden and the quarter of Zuyleſtein , and on 
a ſudden fell upon them from behind, where it was naked 
and the Canon turned: and however they fought man=« 
fully, yet that quarter not able to ſtand out againſt the 
whole power ofthe French, would have been ruined, in 
caſethe Earl of Horn, had not come to their afliſtance, 
| who fell upon the French with ſuch courage , that many 
wereſlain , fighting with the rapier in their hand, and the 
Mariners with their knives. By which defence our men 
| had. opportunity to retire in order, onely the Canon of 
Zuyleſtein, with his Ammunition was taken + but the 
| Earlof Horn brought of his men,and ſummoned the City 
before he departed : And his highneſle hearing the ridings 
| hereof, 
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herof, gaveorder to retire with the whole train, andtor 
turn to the Leger-polts , the city by theſe ſuccours beiy 
too much fortityed , for to attempt further upon it. In 


encounter indeed the deſign upon the City did notpy 
ſper, yet there was no diſadvantage 1n the battle ; the 
being loft on out fide not above 500. men in all, bothyj 
ſoners and ſlain , among whom was the Lord Zuyleſtey 
and Lieutenant Colonel Schimmel-penning , on the oth 
hand the French loſt above two thouſand , among who 
were ſome of great quality with many high and inferj 
Officers, ſo that France it ſelf did not greatly boaſt oft 
encounter. 

At the ſame time it was appointed, that the Garriſon 
Schoonhoven should make a diverfion,under the Margy 
de Lovigni, and alarm Vreeswijck , otherwiſe called 


Vaert, over againſt Vianen,which was alſo done,with ſuf 


ſucceſs that our men approaching longſt the Dike , wi 
the lofſe of 75. or 8. under which were two Captains ent 
.red the fame, but inſtead to advance further and fally 
on the French , who notabove an hundred meanly ret 
ched lay below the Sluce, every one fell a plunderingu 
with their booty retired , ſetting ſome houſes on fire; wy 
reupon the French came afterward and burnt downt 
Church it ſelf with ſome other houſes.

gether in France, what potlible could be, to ſend to Con. 
de: The 24. dito, the Duke of Anjou, who was born, 
while the King was 1n the Field died. Te French tearing 
that the Emperialiſts would march longit the Bergttrax 
through the Palts , and paſle the Rhyn at Straatsburg over 
the Bridge, to come into the Elfas , thereupon the Com: 
mander in Briſack shipping 700. men, came the 16. No- 
vember in the night and burntthe Bridge at Straatsburg, 
ruining 8. arches thereof , to the great attonishment ofthe 
Emperialiits not {eeking that way, made a Bridge over 
the Rhjjn a little higher than Maints, and in part. marched 
over the ſame; Whereupon alſo the Marshal "Turenne 
laid over the Rhyjne , ſomwhat below Coblents by Ander.

And the day following, the Marquis 
de Touars Commander of the Goverwelle - fluce with a 
allant party, ſet upon many Boats with proviſion , going 
for Utrecht and Woerden, taking 30. ofthem, and ſunk 
8. before Woerden , whereupon ſoon after the French de- 


| ſerted the Cities Yſlelſtein and Manfoort, blowing up the 


Tower of the Fort of Monfoort. 
16, dito, The Munſters forſook the Yler-ſconſe , becau- 
ſeas it ſeemed, 2500. Horſe of the Prince of Courland , 


*| taken into ſervice of this State, were arrived at Lier in 


Eaſt-Friefland, for to come here into our Country trough 
Groeningen. About an hundred of our men laying be- 
fore the Old-ſconſe , were commanded to take poſſeſſion 
of the Yler-ſconſe; whereupon a day two or three after 
3000. Munſters fell on again , driving our men our, and 
taking ſome prifoners, as alſo routed 200. of the Courlan- 
ders, who were gone a graſing too far in Weſtphaly , yet 
many oftheſe afterward made shift to return to their main 
body : the Munſters loft not mapy lefle in this rencoun- 
tre, and quitting the Yler-{conWagain , it was well nigh 
wholy ruinated.

quisde Caſtelnou, 2 chief Commander and Head of thi 
action , who dyed of his wounds at Utrecht: Tay had, 
times as many ſlain, as we, among whom were many 0 


ficers, for our Outlayers or Boats shot with their Cano: 
ſore upon them. Many of the Regiment of Bamphiel 
ran away , and he himleif was accuſed of misdemeanor, 
andas itis reported, pur in priſon at Langerack ; Th 
French ſeeking by «ll means poſlible, through one, 
other ofour Potts to breack into Holland , made ſomefey 
dayes after an attempt uggn Schoonhoven, but werebe 
ten off with great loſſe.  *

The ſeaſon of the year , the badneſle of the wayes, and 

ill ſucceſs of our undertakings, did ſuthciently shew , that 

this Winter time very little good was within the Country 

tobe exipected : as alloit could not help much to the re- 
dreſſing of our decaying State, in caſe it could havebeen 
attainable for us this Winter to gain Naarden, Woerden, 
yea » Utrecht it ſelf; therefore it was a molt prudent and 
praiie-worthy-reſolution , and an undertaking of a more 
glorious and higher deſign ot his Highneſs, leaving the 
Land ina good poſture of defence, to go forth and meet 
the Enemy upon the borders, not shunning to facethem 
in the #1eld; hereby peradventure being like to put ashort 
iduetoa long War. ' And however it might tall out with 
the undertaking , the tucceTe whereof depends on the 
blefling ofthe Lord';; nevertieleſs, the Imparrizl will in 
equity free him from that imputatton , wherewith the en- 
viers of his Greatneſs and proſperity have beltpatrered 
him ; and be conitrained to confeſs, that the liberty of his 

Country is more precious to him thanhis Lite, 6c that his 

Princely youth doth not came short of any of the noblett 

undertakings of his [[luſftr19us Predeceſſours. 

This State not being ſatis.yed with the pretended neu- 
trality ofthe Country of Luyck , where the French had 
put Forces in the Cities of Maſeyck, Torgeren, and Val- 
kendurg , and fortifying the whole Country ( though 
againſt the will of the States cf Luyck ) and kept under 
tiiexr devotion ; Therefore on our f1de alſothe ſaid Coun- 
try was ſet under contribution , and with force furthered; 
upon Which there followed enmity between Luyckand 
Maitricht, all communication being cut off: In the mean

The Imperialiſts and Brandenburgers ſtill remaind | 
with their Forces betwixt the Main and the Rhijn , guar 
ding their Bridges over both thoſe Rivers, and by tome 
Horſe had ſecured to themſelves Keyſerlauter, beingi | 
Pas to Mets , whereabout the Prince of Conde yet lyeth, 
and on the other fide of the Moeſel the Marshal de Tu- 
renne, to whom the Earl Duras hath adjoyned himſel: | 
but the T'roups of Brandenburg left on the borders « | 
Weltphalia, under the General Spaan and other Com- 
manders, were now grown toa formal Leger , and begut | 
already to act as Enemies, falling into Munſterland, even 
to Warendorp hard by Munſter ir ſelf. | 

Here in our Country allpoſlible care was taken to re 
{iſt the Enemy, and in this moneth of November , upot | 


the adviſe of his Highneſs, a General Amneſtia was pro- 
Claimed for all tormer differences and inſurrections # | 
gainſt the Magiſtracy , to be wholy forgotten and pard0-! 


ned, thereby upon pain ofdeath forbidding , to m_—_

ke any account in word or deed againft the preſent Ga« 
yernmenrteſtablished by his Highneſs; that ſo the Goyer- 


' noursbeing the better ſecured, they might unanimouſly 


watch tor the well-being of the Commonwealth : as al- 
ready for the ſtraitning ot the enemy, the Magiſtrates have 
cauſed all Proviſions which are in the open Contry where 
Enemy might come by, as Hay, Turf,Butter, Cheele , &c. 
tobe brought into Places of ſecurity , and augmented 
and fortifyed their Poſts; and the better to defend them , 
five Regiments of Foot which were going with his High- 
neſs tro Maſtricht, were ſent back; and that no fear of 
danger might be by the froſt to be ſurprized by the enemy, 
the fortifications of the Cities Rotterdam, Gouda, Delt, 
the Hague , Leyden and Haerlem were mended and aug- 
mented. Amſterdam by its Outworks and ſtrength being 
made formidable, and ſeats for 320. Canons already pla» 
cedupon the Wall, of which many are already mounted, 
the moſt being whole,three quarter, and halt Kartowes;the 
Rivers and Streams with Outlayers filled with Mariner : 
in which poſture we are wayting upon God for his blef- 
ling on the righteouſneſs of our War. 

Being every thing thus ordered at home we returne 
to the expedition of his Highneſle into the land of Lie- 
ge where the greateſt part of the States Horſe now was , &c 
a confiderable number ofSpanish forces under Count Mar- 
c:jn, Prince of Salms , Vaudemont & other chief Comman- 
dars who made, as if theire deſigne was againſt Torgerer , 
thougha ſtrong Guariſon lay there. Both the Infantry , & 
Artillery at Maeſtright , were in readineſle to draw out, 
when ſoever ordersshould be given. The news whereof 
came no ſooner to Paris , but immediatly orders were di- 
ſpatcht, tothe Governour of Charleroy , to betake him- 
ſelfe, with all the Horſe he had, what ſoever it coſt him, in- 
to Tongeren to detend the ſame , which accordingly ſuc- 
ceeded ; and fo much the eafier becauſe ir was enviroud 
with a few Troops only: inthe mean time, Dzras , finding 
himſelfe not able to ſtand againſt thearmy ofthe States, 


\ retreated to the Roey , ſecuring the Paſſe thereto Lin-

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nigh. His Highneſlſe on the 21. Decembr. purſued him , 
that ſo he might ſend him farther out of the way , but Du- 
ras , not waiting his coming y paſled the Roere, & broke 
downe all the Bridges behind him , whom his Highneſſe 
ſtillfollowing to the Roer, made, as if he would alto croſ- 
ſe it ; whereupon Duras marched forward , towards the 
Rhyne, in the upper Province or Co/ex thence inten- 
ding tothe Moeſe/ & ſo to Twrennes Army ; leaving many 
Horſe & weak Souldiers on the Road. 

On the 5. of Decemb. Whilit the Prince lay by the 
Roer, three Regiments of Horſe were drawn out of Mae- 
ſtright before the Cattle of Valkenburgh , where Sr. Mar- 
fllascommanded with 150 men; and on the 7. after ithad 
without any intermiſſion , been shott againſt rwo nights 
& one day, with 7. demiculoers , & couragioully aſſaulted 
by our men, itwas ſurrendred on mercy to tone Earle of 
Waldeck & Naſſou ; wocommanded betore it, 14 ſound 
Priſoners 12. Demiculoers and other ſmall gyns , with the 
Commandour and Captain were carryed, to Maeſtrighr. 
Ofthe Enemy were not above 5. or 6. killed, on our fide 
20. belides many wounded: it was made very ſtrong , & 
the works this ſummer much enlarged, fo tar its ſo ſud- 
dainſurrender, was contrary.to all mens opinion; the For- 
tifications were immediatly demolisht. Afeer this enter- 
prize his Highneſſe returned from the Roer to Miaeſtright 
and on the 1o. and 11. Decemb. c-uſed all che militia 
to paſſe the Macg,and lodged between Hatleltand Tonge- 
_ renleaving the Canon and Artillery inshipping at Mae- 
{trigt:The French being ſtill in ſufpence whether the deſi- 
gne was againſt Tongeren or Maieyck: 2ut his Higneſle, 
being now come to the point of his Enterprize, on the 
14. he ſent away ſeverall Spanish Troops to blocke up 
Charleroy ; who under the command of Monſr. de Lou- 
vigny arrivedthere on the 15. and at the ſame time ſeverall 
Forces from Bruſſels, Mechelen , and cther adjacent 
Places came with (upplyes of all ſort of Proviſion and on 
the :6. his Highnefle with the grofle of his Army , and 
allo Count Marcyz with the reit ofthe Spanich Forces ca- 
ne 
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men before it , the Ordinance being shipt up the Maes,for 


Liege, thence intending to Namen , and ſoalong the 


Sam;bre to Charleroy : Burt by reaſon ofthe violentneſſe 
of the Colde, the guns could not gett forward, nor could 
we getta ſpade intothe ground, to make any entrench- 
ments. Whilſt things were in this poſture, the Gover- 
nour 4e Montall, onthe 18. early inthe morning with 80. 
Horſe from 'Tongeren under Command of Colonell du 
St. Clar , came to the firſt watch of the Spanish quarter , 
and being unknowne, he paſſed it without any rehitance 
and with little oppoſition forced his way through the reſt 
into che ciry, whereby they within being much animated, 
beganne briskly to fire , and the ſame day fallyed out , 
and the day following made annother ſally upon us, whe- 
reby was killed Baron S?.Fohn;Louvigay and others woun- 
ded: Our men, remaining ſti!l without their guns, and 
not able by the bittercold to keep the Field any _—_ ; 
were neceſſitated to breack up with the whole army: which 
they not withftanding did, not with intention toleave 


_ their deſfigne, but only for thattime,and ſo, makeing them 


ſelfs Maſter of ſome ad jacent plzces, thereby to hinder 
the carrying in any ſupplyesinto the Towne,and when the 
ſeaſon should gron more favorable, to reaſſume the deſig- 
ne, in order whereto the Marckquis de Montpilian on the 
22, ſeized on the city Binck, diſtant, about 3. leagues from 
Charleroy ; where they found good Booty, and took ſe- 
verall Switzers Priſoners: bur the weather abateing no- 
thing of its sharpneſſe, whereby both Horſe and man we- 
re manyfrozen to death; and fo rendring it impoſſible 
forthe militia to remain in the Field, the defigne was 
wholy broken,Binck quitred and the Troops ſent again to 
their reſpective Guarriſons , many of our Horſe perishing 
on the way, through cold, and other hardships. 

And, though it isnot at all our deſigne to intermingle 


'our owne conſtructions ofthings, with the hiſtoricall re- 


lations, yet wee cannot paſſe this by , without confuting 
thoſe hard ſpeackes and that disreſpect, which on this oc- 
cation 1s caſt on his Highneile,and rhar not only, by ſome 
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\l-afFe&ted People, but by ſome alſo who are well inclined, 


yet, from the event take occaſion to ſpeak againſt the | 


deſigne itſelfe , but as many as pretendto be inſpired with 


a rationaleſoul will never judge ofthe worth of any matter 
by the event, but well weigh the reaſons,whereon any un- | 
dertakeing is grounded, and according tothe weightinefſe | 


thereof, either commend, or miſpriſe any deſigne; and 
whosoever shal make a ſtrict inquiſition into the circum« 
ſtances of this attempt , wil find , that nothing was wan- 
ting , which might be required, to make any enterpriſe 
ſuccesfulle, and the manadger thereofglorious: To make 
ke an enterpriſe laudable it muſt firit of all be poſlible 
What could be more poſlible, than this, that an Fortifica- 
tion , with ſo weak a guariſon might be overpoured , with 
ſogreat an army ? in truth, fare more probable , than the 
Project againſt Coeyerden : and that without the leaſt dan- 
ger: the army being capable to bid head to any power that 
might fall on them « andeven the miſcarriadge it ſelfe was 
without danger. A deſigne muſt be of fuch moment, that if 
it ſucceeds, it may fufficiently recompence all the danger 
and chardges thereof: and what could be of greater advan- 
tadge tothe State than this? The city itſelfe would have 
been asmuch, as the ragaining ofhaltour loſſe : and fo the 
King of France did apprehend it, who, on the firſt news 
thereof, diſpatcht his chief Miniſter Monſr. de Lowvoys, 
to Flanders , and immediatly followed himſelfe , with the 
Court, towards Compeigne, to benereat hand ; which 
he would not have done, if it had notbeen a matter of 
great moment, ag he did not, when the Germans threat- 
ned to fall into Lorrain, A deſfigne in truth wort the march 
of ourarmy into thoſe quarters, which , iFhad ſucceeded, 
would, without the leaſt danger, have largly counterbal- 
lanced all the chardges thereof. 
When Prince Mayrits , in the like difficult times as the- 
ſe, (People grumbling becauſe nothing was acted ) reſol- 


ved to carry the States army into Flander ; and hazard a - 


battel there 3 it was a generous ſeſolution and tor the ſafe- 
ty of the land; but not without eminent danger: here on 
the

the contrary, was as great adyantadge , and no danger in 
| appearance. For the manad ging any warlike defigne, 
perfect ſecrecy is required; and according to the weight , 
ſo was alſo the ſecrecy in this matter ( a rare thing among 
| us) for from the firſt taking this reſolution , till the exe- 
cution of it > was a - conſiderable ſpace of time : for 
it was fully reſolved on, before any Souldiers went hence 3 
for we wanted neither Tongeren , Maſeyck, nor Val- 
kenburgh, Maeſtright was enough tor us: and, ſuppoſe 
we had thoſe places , we could not havehindred the Ene- 
myes march through the Country of Liege over the Maes , 
by the way of Viſe, or otherwiſe. Charleroy was that alo- 
ne, which could have been a barre unto their marches; and 
that was the only aim of this expedition , knowing before 
hand there was but a weak Guarriſon in it and might poſ- 
ſibly by enticements another way, be made weaker ; of all 
which the French knew nothing : Belides all this, the pro- 
ject was carryed on withas much-prudence,as ever deſigne 
was manadged. Al the world could judge that , when ſuch 
an army was gathering by Maeſtright, ſome deſigne of 
great conſequence was under hand, therefore they made 
as if all their work was to ſecure the Province of Liege, and 
tothatend, they treated with the city Liege; environed. 
| Tongeren; followed Duras; took Valkenburgh; and kept 
the Enemy in ſuſpence , whether they should tall on Ton- 
geren , or Maſeyck : but when by this means his Highe 
nee had enticed the Governour of Charleroy , with the 
Horſe thart lay there, into Tongeren and had ſent Duras 
tar enough, out of the way : he turned his courſe upon 
Charleroy , in which place werenot above 700. men and 
in 24. hours time he brought 24000. men beforeit, and all 
things were ſo ordered , that at the ſame time, outofall 
the Spanish cityes came , every way , all kind of Proyi- 
ſion and refrechment. Who in the World could have 
imagined that a deſigne, ſo manadged should miſcarry ? 
and hitherto, it was fo prudently direted, and with ſo 
oreat probability of ſucceſle , that the like is ſelden paral. 
leld and , j doubt, wee hall ſcaersly meet with ſuch an 
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opportunity again, and although its ſucceſſe hath not 


in the leaſt anſwered ourhopes and expectations, it will | 


never the lefſe ſtand asan eternall teſtimony, to his High. 
neſle of his moſt unblemisht faithfullneſſe;great wiſdom, 


and indefatigable valour, though the Envyers thereof tri. | 
ve never ſo much tocarpat, and exclaime againſt it , as | 


prejudicial, and dishonourable to the State : hut they de- 
ſerve not the repute of rationall men , that judge of this 


action by theevent, it being, attended with nothing, that |; 


can diminish that honour wich is juſtly dueto bis High- 
neſſe, for it is impoſſible, that all warlike deſignes chould 
ſucceed, and as\itmpoſlible to prevent all impediments, 
that might hinder its ſucceſſe: the Heavens will not be 
limitted by any humane underſtanding , tbe extraordinary 
cold which killed both man and Beaſt , hindred their dig- 
ging , and kept away all needfull ſupplyes , was a principal 
_ of this unh-ppy event, to which alſo the eſcape of 
Count de Mor:tall into the city ( whether by accident or 
treachery God knows ) did contribute very much : 
Our lofle is not great , the expences not bareing the leaſt 
proportion with the weightineſſe of the defigne : and 
without the adventure of men and mony no great matters 

caneyer be done. Some dare ſay, the Souldiers were car- 
ryedout ofthe Country,that the Enemy might ſo much the 

eaſter force our Poſts, but their imprudence brings them 
in ſome degree, under the guilt of the comitted Villany; 
our Poſts being shamfully deſerted , not overpowered 
by force for his Highneſle hadleft them ſufficiently pro- 
vided againſt all attempts of the Enemy. 

Seeing now 1n our diſcourſe wee are gott abroad, wee 
shall proceed, with an account how things went with the 
eux:iliary forces , part whereotunder Major General Spaar , 
and the Commandour Elar were left on the Borders of 


Weſtphalia: which Troops in the beginning of Decembr. - 


after the il|uftrious Prince El/edour of Brandenborroug had 
declared warre againſt the Bishops of Murfer and Collogne, 
beganne to make hoſtiie invaſions into theland of Mun- 
ſter,running over ſeveral places;and every where makeing 
them 
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[them pay contributions ; & took alſoſeverall wagons with 


Proviſions, Ammunition , cloath, and monys, and car- 
ryed them to Spaerenbergh , whereupon the Bishop of 


{ Mwz/eer gathered all his men togeather trom all quarters, 
{even from the conquered places themſelvs, and fell into 


Bergsland and the County of Marck, where hepattall un- 
der contribution , and encamped before Lunen, where 
lay 400. of the Brandenburghs country ſubjects and took 


{ it, 0n the 12. of December, and after that, the city Unna 


and the ſtrong Fort of Rheda, wherein he put a Guariſon, 


| and forced contribution from Kamen and other places, 


yee from Ham it ſelte. 

In the mean time the body of the Auxiliary forces lay 
between the Maes and the Rhijn, from whence under 
command of Generall Go4s they ſent 4c00. men to fall u- 
pon the French , who lay at Andernach, to ſecure theyr 
Rhijn bridge there ; but they found the Enemy ſo — 
polted, that they were forced to reſtreat , which they could 
not doe, neither without iome loſle, being enticed by the 
French under a ſmall Forty, whence theEnemy plaid upon 
them with their canons, but retreating, as well as they 
could , they returned to the Army without doing any 
thing. The French, under Marshall Tuwremze lay encam- 


| ped6. miles along the Moeſel, two miles from the Abby 


Hemeroll, nere Trier, and the Prince of Conde at Lirick , 
whence is nou broack up towards Thionville with ſome 
Troops to ſecure Lorraine. And whilft wee were herein 
ou expectations of what the auxiliary forces would doe, 
or the ſervice of this State, ſome were diſſatisfyed thatno- 
thing at all was done: which comeing to the ears of the Ele.

A Letter from the Eleftor of Brandenburgh to the 
States of the United Provinces. 


Vi Ee have by acctdent,been informed that your High. 
neiles, or, at leaii, ſome of them are not fully fatis- 


tyed 


Qor of Brandenburgh, he diſpatcht this following letter un. 
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fyed with our march and condudt hitherto , as if more 
might have been done forthe good and welfare of the 
State, than hath been performed ; yea that ſome should ta- 
ke upon them to ſay , that the Treaty made with us, hath 


not in any part, been performed ; and that notwithſtane.| 


ding all propoſitions and motives thereunto, wee have not 
undertook any thing to the prejudice ofthe Enemy , nei- 
ther againit Turenne here about, nor in Weſtphalia. It 
isnot our intention , to make any large relation of what, 
. for ſome timepalt , wee have acted tor the ſervice, wel- 
fare and preſervation of yourStare; for wee cannot imagine 
that thoſe Highneſſes who have had ſo many tokens , & 
proofs , of our {incere friendship, and cordiall affection, 
should entertain ſuch prejudicated and mean opinions of 
us and our conduct; for wee,with all freedom, doe, in this 
matter appeal to your owne ſelvs,and the whole world;and 
the notoriouſneſle of the things themſelvs, as they have 
Been transatedzand can in very truth aſſure yon , that we 
have ſpared neither diligence, pains ,nor colt, to deliyer 


your Highneſſes,out of thoſe ftraits,in to which by the per- || 


miſſion ofGod almigty,you,and your wholeStatewere fal- 
len: Andasto the reaſon,why wee have not (according to 
the litterall meaning,and contents of the Treatyproceeded 
on our march into Weſtphalia , wee have oftentimes both 
by,letters and word of month given account thereof unto 
your Lordships and your Deputy extraordinary refideing 
with us, fo which , neither he nor your ſelvsever obje&sd 
any thing : For at that time, when, by thetreaty , our 
march was determined for Weſtphalia, your Lordships 
had under your ſubjection all your Forts , on the Rhijn, 
and other where and made us beleeve wee should thence 
be ſupplyed with all need full proviſions and beſides that, 
promiſed to raiſe abody of 2400. men our of the ſaid places 
to joyn with us, in that Treaty alſo your Highneſles 
promiſed, to bring other Crowns and Potentates, particu- 
larly the Dukes of Brunswijck, Sell, and Wolfenbuttel in- 
to the ſame allyanceand confederacy : but how greatly 
the whole ſcene was ſoon altered, even betore jour High- 
neſles 


reſſes had ratifyed the Treaty , and how all your forts, on 
the Rhijjn and ſome whole Provinces were fallen into the 
hands of the Enemy is to well knowen ; as alſothat, ro 
this very hour there is noe agreement made with Den- 


| marck, or Brunſwick , noany League of aſſiſtance con- 
cluded on with any of them : and your Higneſles accor- 


ding to your great wiſdom may eaſily concieve , that had 
wee, atthattime, according to the litterall tenour of the 
Treaty , marched with our ſo few forces into Weſtphalia, 
wee could not have done the leaſt ſervice unto your Sta- 
te, or for your intereſt , nor have done any conſiderable 


fortification , and other advantadges; but that wee should 
thereby have ruined our owne Army , and brought the 
whole concerne into eminent danger; wich wee shunned, 
not for our owne ſake; or the ſake of our owne Country , 
andArmy ; but with reſpect unto your Highneſles : So 
that wee were forced to take another reſolution , and 
march another way , whereef wee advertized his Hizgh- 


 neſſe the Prince of Orange ,and your Lordships fore mentio- 


ned Deputy here reſident ; which march alio hath had ſuch 
effect, by divin aſſiſtance, that thereupon Marshall Threz- 
ze, With the moſt conſiderable power of the French with- 
drew out of the very heart of your Country , to the Ene- 
myes greateſt inconvenience and prejudice, firit into 
Weſtphalia, then over the Rhijnto the Overmoelſel , as 
far as were Trier , whereby the Army of your Highneſſes 
gott the opportunity of aCting offenſively againſt the Ene- 
my both athome and abroad : And wee are ſti]] ſtedfaſt- 
ly reſolved, not to neglect any thing, that maytend to 
thegood, and ſertlememt of your State if poſlible ; but 
that, in this affair, wee should pleaſe every ones mind, 
and according to the variety of mens fancyes , under take 
ſome times one thing , ſometimes another as it is, init 
ſelfe, impoſlible , ſol thinke, norationall way candeſire 
it:knowing well that all warlike actions cannot be manad- 
ped, according to the defire and expectation of any one

other the like circumſtances , and we could heartily wish 
our conduct had ſucceeded to all your ſatisfaction and 


perfect deliverance : and althoug wee have been much | 


hindered by many inſuperable obſtacles, yet wee hope, 
you will not from thence take advantage to accuſe us, as 
if our expedition had been wholy unproffitable to yuur 
State, contrary toevident truth , and to our great disre- 

utation , reproaching alſo my owne Perſon withall kind 
of groundlelle flaunders and calumnys, but wee aſlure 
our ſelves for better things from your H:ghneſſes equani« 
mity, and are confident that your Highne/es as well 
as wee our-ſelvs will give neither audience nor credit to 
thoſe, that feigne ſuch things,to the weakning of that mu- 
tuall affyance, which is of {0 great neceſſity ro be maintai- 
ned between us. 

After which declaration,theE/efor of Brandeuburgh was 
at Maintz by the Bishop, by whom he was maynificently 
entertained and the 11 of Decemb.took his leave from him 
and his Coadjuror,and thereupon he took away the Bridge 
overtheRhyne,and repaired therewith the Bridge over tre 
Main;alſo made a iecondBridge by Coltteym,over which 
twoBridges,theArmy onthe 14 beganne to paſſerhe Main, 
on the 15.was their head quarter at Flersheym.,on the 16 at 
Fridbergh, andButsbach, whence by the way ofthe Lhaan 
they marched to Gieſen and on the 22 had their head quar- 
ter there; whence,through Weſterwzlt, they marched for- 
ward,almoſt the fame way they came,towards Weſtphalia 
again;to keep their winter-quartersthere,and on the 28 his 
EleforalHighneſſe with 6. of his Regiments,and 1000.ſeie- 
&ed Emperiall Troopers arrived at Lipitadt: whereupon 
thoſe of Munſter decamped from Unna,haveing firſt plun- 
deredit, ardretreared to Lunen with 24. Companyesof 
Horſe, and many Foot, guns and Morterpieces: On the 21 
the Elector Brandenburgh arrived at Bilefeld,the Emperialls 
encamping in the Province of Paterbirne , the Luke of 
Brandenburghs men , in the county of Marck: Vſhercupon 
Marshall Turezze being recruited with neuw aid from 
Conde; 
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Conde, (who , haveing viewed the Fronteers in El- 
ſas & the cityes Brifack & Philipsburgh, returned unto 
the court ) marched downe the Moeſel towards the 


| Rhijn. But the Bridge , by Andernagh being much 


$hattered by the ice he marched through the Province of 
Cologne, & making a Bridge hard by Welel, paſſed over 
the lame into Weſtphalia; but the Actions of theſe Ar. 
mys wee $hall give account of afterwards; and returne 
now again unto our owne Provinces : About this 


time the Prince of Courland arrived in Eaſt Frieſland : who 


had raiſed , for the ſervice of this State three Re- 
giments , conſiſting of 18.  Standaerds Horſe and Dra- 
goons, brave Souldiers, amongſt whom were many No- 
ble men , who all arrived in Eaſt Friefland nere Ween- 
deren and the New Schans, where, in the beginning of 
December, he had ſomeadvantagions skermishes, with 
thoſe of Munſter: after which, this Prizce came to Holland 
inperſon; his milita following bim afterward. 

On the 6. of December arrived at Rotterdam in 
one of the Kings Pleaſure Boats, and the 9 dittoin the 
Hague the Swedish Miniſters , Baron Spar, and Eh- 
zenſieyu Who been in Engeland to profter the mediation 
of that Crown, for the putting an end unto this rageing 
warre ,and were now cometo make thelike proffer here, 
as alſo, for the ſame end, two were gone to France: Their 
Publick entrance and audience , by reaſon ofhis Highneſ- 


 ſesabſence, andthe indi{poſtion of my Lord Ehrex/teyn, 


was deferred. 
On the 7. Some of our Souldiers who lay at the Fort of 
Abkou, ſeized on an paſſadge boar belonging to Breukel , 
and went thither with it, in the njghr, where they found 
14. Sculdiers in the Brewhouſe making good cheer and 5 
more at a Countryhouſe; whom they brought all Pri- 
ſonersto Abkou; on the ſame day, came 6. French drum= 
mers, and 5. Souldiers to Amiterdam who were ranne 

away from Utrecht. | 
On the 10. ſome Souldiers belonging to Capitain 
WFitzen of Amſterdam ( whole Brother was carryed _ 
= 
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ſonner from the Caſtle Cronenburgh to Utreght ) went 
towards Naerden under diſguiſe like Anglers; being 
informed , that a certain Captain of Naerden was wonted 
co recreate himſelfe thereabouts , with fowling, who again 
comeing there, was apprehended by them and carrycd to 
Amſterdam and was atterward releaſed in Exchange for 
Caprain Y/:7ſer : about this time alſo the remainder of the 
French Guarriſon that lay at Leerdam drew out thence to 
Ceulenburgh , which place, as alſo Viane obtained neu- 
trality from both ſides. 

On the 12. went from Woerden to Camerick a Troop 


ofabour 500 French for plunder and ftuell to burne, whe- . 


reupon Colonel Degeveld betook him ſelf the ther with 
400 men and encountered the French , who, after a ſmall 
skermish, were driven back intro Woerden many of the 
Enemyes being killed, without any conſiderable loſſe 
on our fide. 

On the 12. Ran away from Naerden to Muyden in 
20r 3 partyes about 5o of the French: on the next day 
about 200 marched from Utrecht to Vrealand, where they 
committed many outrages whence about 50 of them as far 
wentas theHinderdam,whereof 3were shott,5 took Priſo- 
ners; and the reſt retreated again towards Vrealand, and ſo 
to Utreghrt ; haveing burned many Places in 's Graveland 
an thereabouts. ; 

Count Kozmgsmarck, Lieutenant Generall of the In- 
fantry of the Stare; who in abſence ofhis Highneſſe com- 
manded the Poſt at Bodegrave, and Swammerdam, hea- 
ring that the French, by reaſon of the Froſty Weather ma- 
de great preparations tor ſome Enterpriſe; and were de- 
Ggning directly forLeyden,on the iceand ſo to miſſePoſts 
therefore renforcedScons theNieuwbrugge and little Wie- 
rick with two Regiments under commando of Colonell 


Pan & Vinquarter MarterGenerall ofthe army,and ſo lea- 
ving ſome feuw Compagnyes, at Bodegrave, Swammer- | 


dam,and Goule-Sluys,ontie 2, and 27.marched with the 
body ofthe army and artillery belonging unto it towards 
Alphen, and ſo lower towards Leyden for the ſecurity 
of that City, 27. ditoy 
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27. The French having now trom all quarters gathe- 
red togeather about 12 or 13000 men at Utrecht, and 
Woerden , and made all manner of preparations for an 
Expedition,they beganne to march,by the Way of Woer- 
ten, and advanceing foriward the whole night, on the 28. 
inthe morning cameto Segveld, where one of our men 
food ſentinall ; who retreated to Mey : there, the French 
jutt themſelvs in poſture on the ice and (o marched to 
Nieukoap ; where, being reſiſted by the Boors , who we- 
rin arms, they were forced to paſle by that villadge; and 
o followed our men to Mey with a fore troop of about 


. [4or500 men: Ar the ſaid Fort lay a Lieutenant with a- 


hout 62. men, who immediatly ſent aSouldier for ſuccour, 
who between Swarnmerdam and Gouſle- {luys met 
Count Coningsmarck and Colonel Pain & Vimrideing both 
toAlphe, to ſpeak with the Deputyes of the Army there : 
Whereupon the ſaid Count ordered Paingy Vim to ſtreng 
ten them with more men,wich he did to thenumber of $0 
men , and then returned to Rpdegrave and little Wierick 
oſenda like Number thence, and accordingly haveing 
riven ſuch orders there , rode to Alphen, to acquaynt 
CountKozirgsmarck with he had done and in what poſture 


| things were. 


In the mean time they of Mey were forced to retreat to 
Wwammerdam , breaking downe the Bridge that was be= 
hind them, whom the French gently followed , by 
the way of the Mey-dike , over the yce quite to 
Swammerdam ; doubtleſſe becauſe we gave them ſuchan 
opportunity to it; whereupon thele , that were in the 
chips thereabouts ; ſunck or burnt them before they had ſo 
much,zs ſeen the Enemy and molt 6ttizeSoldiers ran aways 
only about 200 kept their ground on the Swammerdam 
bridge; who if they had been aſſiſted , as they ought toha- 


| ve been, and not treacherously deſerted, would have putt 
- aſtoptotheEnemy ; but being to weak, many were killed, 


the reſt made $hitt only to ſave them ſelves; whereby the 
Enemy became Maſter of the Bridge and whole Villadge 
where they ranged themſelyes 0 Ordre, jult at the time 

Pain 
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Pain & Vin, came theither to ride to Alphen, who fin- 
ding them there, rode 1immediatly ro Gouda z where arri. 
ving at evening, he told them that he came to ſee whether 
the Regiments from Nieuwerbrugge were arrived there, 
and ſince not, he was to ferch them 1immediatly , otherwiſe 
all would beloſt ; for by the breaking in of the Enemy , he 
was cutt of from the Army: And delired the Magiſtrates of 
Gouda to graunt him ſome guides, to conduct the ſaid 
troops thither over the yce , for the ſervice of the State 
and that City. Ad thereupon rode with 3. guides to dry- 
bruggea league from Nieuwerbrug;z Whence heſent his 
ſeryant and an officer with order to Colonel Manger, 
and Lieutenant Colonell Feullanz, who lay at Nieuwer- 
brugge &:Molker-ſcons;to demolish and ruine all as much 
as they could, & come with their men to Drybrugge, to 
march rhence with him toGouda,which the next morning 
early accordingly they did. In the mean while the French, 
being Maſter of Swammerdam , and being ſeconded with 
moreTroops,marched to theGoudle-{luys,where they we- 
re ſtopt and forced to make a ſtand , whilett Koningsmarck, 
not knowing but, perhaps , the French mightfall in by the 
Rhijn , below him, drew of the Army to wards Leyden; 
keeping him ſelf his night Quarterat Koudekerk , becauſe 
ſome part ofthe Army being cometo the gates of Leyden, 
were denyedentrance. 

On the 29. Early in the morning came the States Depu- 
ryes from the Hague into the Army , being all the cityes 
and villages, round about were with the alarme in a great 
frightand confuſion: as ſoon as the Deputyes arrived the- 
re, they immediatly diſpatcht this following account unto 
their Highneſles. 


Moſt Honorable Great and Mighty Lords: 


I Uſt now are we come into the Qarters of my Loyd CountKonings- 
marck, and to our great joy, fmdaffaires here in a better poſtu- 
Fe, than Tee were ang at the Schouw neer Leyden : "The Gouſe- 
Sluys is well guarded, the Enemy bath neither H orſe nor Dragouns;the 
bridges as Buskoap and Wadding yen we broke down and that free 
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made a conliderable F Si of It. I gone das

bnger » than for this day , Wee wish and beſeach thy Ho- 
nrable,Great and Mighty Loydships, to ſend us wuith all ſpeed, as ma- 
wm armed Countr.,ymen as you can poſſibly. All the Souldiers , that 
were before Leyden , have order to returne to Alphen., Wherewith 
Honorable Great and Mighty Lords , weeremaine

And in deed , here wee might have had the beſt oppor- 
tunity in the World to have knockr all theſe French on 
the head ; if Colnel Pair & Vir had not ſo shamfully forſa- 
ken his Poſt, whereofthe Deputyes had yet no knowledge; 
for that ſame night it beganne after a wonderfull manner , 
very ſuddainly to thauw , ſo that the French could not 
march ofthe ſame way they came, and being hindred to 


| proceed farther might have been abſolutely shutt up, by 


our reinforced army marching upwards, if they had but 
been ſtoptat the Nieuwerbridge. And yet this thauw her- 
vedus, asthe arm of God, to itop the Enemy, that, in that 
univerſale and unconcievable aftrightment, he broke, not 
farther in upon us, to deſolate our Land. The Deputyes 
cauſed the army to march up higher toward Alphen , whe- 
re finding, how things ſtood, at the Nieuwerbridge; whes 
rethe Enemy had gott a conveniency to Poſt him ſelfe; 
and if followed, to retreat that way with eaſe, ro Woerden; 
they made it their greateſt care , and induſtry to ſecure the 


Goudl(e- Sluys , being a very advantagious Poſt, wich 


jet ſtood out; and to itrengthen themſelvs there as much 


 aspoſſibly they could , wich they accordingly did , and 


made a conſiderable Fort of it. 
On the31. Early in the mo_ arrived his Highneſſs

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inthe Army, without once going unto the Hague : the 
Deputyes wrote agein tote Hague, that their forces were 
now poſted at the Gouwle - >luyce, and were capable 


enough to withſtand the Enemy ; that they had gave order | 


for the examination of Pain & Vin , and delivered him 
up tothelaw , and that that nighr they had ſeen on both 
fides of theRhijn,many fires,judging theFrench had burnt 
all that ſtood by theRhyn trom theSluice to Woerden,and 
lefr again the pottes which they had taken, but was found, 
thatthey had in deed fatr al on fire, and among!tt thereſt, 
even thoſe brave Villages of Boodegrave . and Swammer- 
dam. but ſtill kept their Poſt ar Nieuwerbrugge and that 
they had burnt ſeverall ships which lay at Swammerdam, 
and Boodegrave and bad committed the moſt barbarous 


crueltys that cn be imagined againit both man and beak, |/ 


with burning, murdering, raviſling and abuſeing them; 
The gloryinys and trumphing boaſtings of which crueltys, 
are {till to be read in the ruins of forme burned dwellings 
in great Characters thus, Fazt, par moy 30. Decemb.ſubſcrie 
bed with their name;thus concluding the yearwith ashor 
ſummary of. theirafted crucltyes, making the end a 
miſerable unto us, as the beginning and middle was fatall 
and to give youa repreſentation thereof ; wee shall dire 
youreyetothe Mirrour of theFrench Tyranny of thet in- 
duſtrious Artiſt R.de Hooge, and yourearto the relation 
of many Eyewatt nefſes and with one to the following Ex: 
tract out ofan certain credible letter wrote in Utrecht. 


Utrecht the 11 Januar. I 6 7 3. 
Worthy Friend: 


I Cannot , out of the abun1ance of my heart forbeay , to ſend the 
lines unto you, containing an accotnt of the crue!tyes and murder 
committed by the French in that laſt encounter at Boodegr aavve and 
Swammerdam, according , as 1have heard it , from the mouths of 
the French & confirmed by many of them , yea ſome of their Officers 
who have been in the Tnrky warre doe reſtifye , that they never [a 
er heard of ſuch crueltyes: as for inſtance in t100 Gentlewomen ; «vl 
wer firſt ſtript naked , by the Souldiers , and then by many of th 
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kflowred; which aFrench O cer ſeeing, reſcued them; and threw his 
tak with <vhat other covering he could find over their naked bodyes: 
put this Officer being commanded to his Poſt , Wwas forced to leave 
theſe Ladyes , whom he recommended to annother , but this sbhamel- 
iſe Villain , preſently rav:5hid them agam , & lat chem in the like 
manner be abuſed again by the Souldiers ; who, haveing ſatiated 
ther filthy Iuſt with them , thruſt the rammers of their guns into 
their bodys , & ſo tnrn them up; © moſt miſerably murdered them. 
The Gentleman , who declares that he ſaw theſe things,you know ve- 
well ; as alſo him who firſt ſaved them, and covered them but 


ſt, afterwards, with great grief , beheld them laying dead , on the way.

The ſame Perſon relates, that , hearing a dread full ſchreaching in « 
zrtain honſe he went im, © found th:ye a yonge gentlewoman , who 


| was Violated by ſome Soldiers ; whereupon , he took his Piſtol inten- 


ing to have sbox one of thoſe Villains through his hea ; but it refu- 
ing; he ſtruck it in preces on one of their heads: he ſaid alſo, thatin 
the ſame chamber lay two old people a bed, being Man & Wife , abo- 
wefourſcore years old, the Father & Mother of this yong Gentle- 
wman : who embraceing each the other in theyr arms , lai Shakeing 
O rrembling for fear of being murdered. Theſe should with houſe , 
and all have been burnt, had not he ſaved them, for in like manner , 
they moſt Ia» entably murdered a woman togeather with her four 
tildren , who for fear and diſtreſſe flew about her and brept under 
hrr cloaths, to [ave themſeſys. Amonelt thoſe that fled intothe church 
ſome they moſt m:ſerably ravisht, afterwards hung them up by the 


tair , and short them to death ; others they cutt of their breaſts , and 
then buyned them yea the French them: ſelvs declare that they ſaw 
ſeverall yongue maids run into the fire themſel vs, to eſcape the ty- 
rannous cruelty of thoſe Blood-hounds : The Gentleman, that fats, he 


| ſaw theſe things tyes ſich a bed, meerly, as heſaith , from alteration 


at the ſight of thoſe dread full maſſacres and abuſes , wich he was 
forced ro behold ated upon the poor People ; A certain officer ( who 
les here on the New graft declares, that in one houſe were ſeven Per- 
ſons whom he ende-:voured to protelt, but bemg commanded to look 
aſter his Poſt was forced to leave them, and comeing again found them 
all murdered : And tis not to be expreſſed what wee daily out of their 
rune mouths hear of their cruelty. But ſome of the Officers were more 
Cmpaſfftonate , wo have brought ſeverall children with them hither , 
whom they jay, they ſnatche out of the fire; of wich my Lord Peter- 
fon hath took one a girle of 7 jars old to him ſelf, zvhoſe P.rents are 
alſo burnt , and'"t is evident , it is born of 790d Reformed Parents; 
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' of her ſelf she vill mornings & evenings fall on her knees anj 
__ Y ls: Annches and — fay the Belief and ten Comman.- 
dements. A certain Capuchin Munk ſaid to the Duke of Luxemburgh 
Will you give that Soul to the Devill which wee havve fetcht out of the 
fire 3 it ought not to be: Neverthel:ſſe my Lord keeps the Child. Thy 
have alſo brought with them another pretty Lad , about whom hath 
been noe ſmall difference amongſt them , becauſe ſome of them , out 
of their cruelty , would ſtill burne him or dash him againſt the Wall, 
But they have carryed him upwards along with them ; ſo can writ | 
noe more about him. 

Theſe are but ſome ſamples of their barbarows Crnelty; for Shoyll 
| Irelate all thoſe filthijn eſſes and murders whereof they boaſt, 1 shoull 
to farre exceed the limits of a letter.

- Buthow painfull ſoever this wound was to the Staat,it- 
was very much lenityed by the takeing of that very confi. 
derable Fort of Coeverden : and wonderfull it is, that juſt 
on the ſame 27. of Dec.when theFrench beganne to march 
towards our Poſts , thoſe from Groeninghen beganne 
their march rowardsCoeverden;& maſtered it alſo though 
aftera farre different manner , on the ſame 30. day of De- 
cember that the French deſtroyed theVillages of Bodegre- 
veand Swammerdam: And this being ſuch a conſiderable 
exploit, it will be worth our while to relate ſome circum- 
ſtances thereof. 

On the 2p. Decembr. Lieutenant Generall Raberhauy!, 

( having made all things ready that were needful for the 
expedition ) cauſed the City-gates to remain shut till 10 of 
the Klock in the forenoon , at which time Leutenant 
Colonel Bebber with three companyes of Dragoons , & 
Major Sikkinga with five Companyes Horſe, marcht out 
to guard the way to Coeverden,and about twoo clock in 
the afternoon followed , about 1100. foot under Colonell| 
Eybergen , who commandedin chief in this expedi« 
ion : he divided the Troops into three Eſquadrons the 
foremoſt whereof he him ſelfe commanded : the ſe 
cond Sergeant. Major Wyler ; the third Major — 
WIIL 
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who, comeing before Coeyerden light of from his horſe 
and ſtormed himſelte. Haveing marched on in this order 
on the 2”. 28 29; they made alittle halt , about one ofthe 
clock at noon 1n a Village called Armer, abouttwo hours 
yourney from Coevyerden, where they refresht themſel. 
vesalittle, and made all ready for theſtorme, each Es 
quadroon being aſligned his Poſt, where he should fall on; 
Yceſpurs, Axes, Granados, Bieshbruggen, were all gott 
ready ; the Word , and Signe wereall given , & every one 
encouradged to doe what duty and honour bound him 
to, by aſſureing rewards tothe couragious, and levere pu- 
AY to, thoſe that should be negligeut in their 
uty. 

On the 30. in the night or rather in the morning at two - 
of the clock they beganne to march, when ir beganne to 
thaw a pace, ſo that they were fain togoe up to the Ancles 
in water; and being thus, with much diff.ulty advanced 
nere the City , each Eſquadroon took up their bridges on 
their halfpikes and marched diretly on theCountericarp, 
which they quickly paſſed and, before the Enemy was in 
right polture, they brought bridges over the yce which the 
Enemy had cutt open ; and thus our men gott under their 
Canons and Musketts, whereby many Bullets flew over 
their heads; though ſome amongſt themalſo; yet noe bo- 
dy was wanting in his duty , each being as eager in afſaul- 
ting as the other; ſothat they made bur ashort diſpute for 
the Walls ; the Enemy, not knowing where to turne 
or to defend themſelves, being attacqued round about; 
the Governour that defended the Caltle & Bolwerck Gel- 
aria againſt the aſſault of Eybergen, was killed there , and 
one Lieutenant Colonell on the Bolwerck Holland , be. 
fides many other Officers and Souldiers who ſould their 
lives dear enough unto us - who had alſo many Officers 
wounded; and about 150 men killed ; and the Enemy a- 
ve 300. 

Having thus made themſelvs Maſter ofthe Walls ; was 
ordered to beat the Princes march,which brought theEne- 
my ingreat Confuſion,part of 4 madetheir eſcape out ...

ofthe Bentemer Gate , the reſt which perished not by the 
ſword fled intothe Watch houſes, and Courteguards,who 
were ſoon overpowred, and with one the Friete-gate was 
opened, and the Horſelettin , and ſo all was overcome: 
the Militiatoock Priſoners above 400 in number, among 
whom 50. both , Chief Lieutenants, Capitains, Lieute. | 
nants, and Enſignes : and for a short time, the Souldiers 
had conſent to plunder, and made good booty, eſpecially 
amongſt ſome ofthe Officers and was gott agreat deal of 
plate from the Threaſurer var Meppe : the place it ſelf was 
wondrous well provided;both with reference to the forti- 
ficationsand Magazinenothing being wanting,that could 
be required in any renouwned Fortreſle : there was found 
beſides a good ſumme of monny; very much corn , and all 
ſorts of Proviſion, a ſtore of linnen Cloaths , Stockings, 
Shoos, and Hatts for Souldiers; and as to other Ammuni-

This ſo advantagieus a conqueſt was no leſſe honora- 
ble unto the State , Coeverden being ſuch a conſiderable 
Fort; inferiour tonone inall Europe in the ſtrenght of its 
works, and abundantly provided with all things need full, 
beſetr with a Guarriſon of 27. Compagnies confiſting of 
about goo or 1000. men and , was not took by a suddain 
ſurpprizall, for the Enemy was informed the day before 
of their comeing and had ſent unto Swoll for ſuccours,bur 
was ſtormed with main force, and, not withſtznding itout 
reſiſtance, was took ſtorming by the magnanimous cou- 
radge of ſcaers 1500 men well reſolved Souldiers, who ha- 
ve confirmed the glory of their Victory, by ſending to 
Groeningen 13. Colours which they had taken from the 
Enemy, and two Herpauks, and ſo reſtored the luiter of 
their name again.

Anuary. Inthe beginning of the year, returned home- 
[] wards the Generalls, and Officers , ofthe Army ; as al- 
ſothe Lord Beverning Deputy in the field , who not 
long after at his owne requeſt was diſcharged of that em- 
ploy, andthankr for his good ſervice: the Army , being 
now broke up followed them who, haveing been much 
worne out by this hard winter , were quartered in ſeve- 
rall cityes, a little, to refresh them telves, and many Sea- 
men new raiſed were ſent totheArmy to ſecure us againſt 
any farther incurſions; whereupon the French on the 4. 
uitred the Poſt of Nieuwer- bridge , without being 
orced; hayeing firſt burntall they could,and in part, rui- 
| ne 
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ned theFortification,carrying aionge with them, 12. pieces 
of Ordnance;afterwards ſome of our men were ſent thiter 
and ſomeships were placed there, bur the people could not 
ſtay there longe,by reaſon of the high waters, whereby not 
only wholeSouth- Holland, but theFrench themſelvsas far 


as Utrecht were much incommodated cauſed by the ope- 


ning ofthe Yſel-ſluys at Gouda, but chiefly,by reaſon ofa 
orcat breach in the Banck of the river Leck, through which 
the water continually flowed in ; and breach growing 
{ill bigger; it will very ditfcultly be repaired. Is 

In England many of their ſeamen run away , leaying 
their ſervice, and betakeing themſelves into the Country, 
whereupon the King the better to gett them togeather a= 
gainſt the next Canipagnie, cauſed this following Procla- 
mation to be published on the 2.

Or as much as ſeverall ſeamen and others in his Majeſtyes ſervice 
by ſea and regiſtred on ſeverall Ships under his Majeſiyes Pay, 
have {orſaken their ſervice and hid themſelvs m obſcure places , ſome 
whereof have been apprehended , and according to their deſert punis- 
hed with the death, his Majeſty defireing graciously to shew his mer - 


£9, to the reſt of the Offendours, f-eely pardons, veleaſeth,and forgives, 


allſuch ſeamen , Marmers, and others all therr offences of this kind , 
a to death or any corporall punishment , © releaſeth each of them , 
from any mquiſition , or proſecution therefore * and his Majeſty ex- 
prefly commanAerh all and each Magiſtrate , Officers and infer1our 
Miniſters both politich and Military , that they preſ ame not to call in 
queſtionn any ſea man or Mariner for any offence which by theſe pre= 
ſents is Pardoned. And hy Majeſty expetieth chat all ſeamen and 
Mariners, and others, who harve now feenthe Examples of his Fu- 
ſtice and Mercy will hereafter ſo behave themſelvs im his Service, 
that they shall not fallagaine into the commiſſion of ſuch offences; 
which if any one sball dare to adventure, he Shall be proceeded againſt 
with all r:gour and ſeverity. 


And not long after came outan other Proclamation , 
forthe incouradgeing of ſeamen to givethemſelvs freely 
into fervice, on Ships of the firſt, ſecond, and third Ranck, 
promiſing a month, or 6 weeks wages before hand, and 
when they had once take fervice an {uch Ships should nor 
be turned 
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be turned over to any other ; and the Widows of all thoſe 
that ſhauld be {leain in the Kings ſervice, should be provi- 
ded for, witha yearly penſion. Alſo, in France, and in 
theFrenchConqueits was published a generall Pardon for 
Runnigaeds, and Delertors of their ſervice, on condition 
of their returne into their ſervice, otherwiſe should be 
proceeded againſt with all rigour. 

5. Dito, the Lords Extraordinary Embafſadors of Swe- 
den made their publick entrance into the Hague, and had 
audience the next day ; their propoſitions confiſting in a 
manifeſtation of the danger and damadge of this preſent 
watre; the great delire of their King, for the promotion of 
the peace - and arelation of what they had done in order the 
reunto: firſt, the offer of their mediationunto their High- 
neſſes; and their acceptance ofit; and afterwards the ſame 
offer unto the Kings of France and England; woalſo we- 
re wel pleaſed therewith ; and farther deſired Commiſſio- 
ners to treat withall , for the carrying on the work , that 
was now begunne: whereupon, Deputyes were aſſigned 
. them; with whom they entred intoa diſcourſe about the 
ſubject of their ſecond popolition, made on the 20,contai- 
ning an ample deduction of the English their inclination 
| tothe peace, in theſe Terms. That the moſt illuſtrious King 
of Great Britta , ſo willmgly accepted of the Swedish Me- 
diation , that he with one nominated a place , choſe Embaſſa- 
dours , and that it might net beſaid he left any thinge that 
might be a hindrance to the purſuing of peace with all induſtry , 
he even aſſured that he would be willing to conſent to a; - 
tion of Arms with us : whereby the ſingular goodneſſe of that 
Great K:ngs aud his moſt comendable generoſity , as alſo his in- 
clination to the reſtauration of peace , may eaſily be ſeen: The 
like they declared of the French King. Then deſired , that 
for the promotion of this worck their Higneſſes wotld 
x. accept of their Perſons, and ſervice for the carying on 
the worck of the meditation. 2. Accept the city Dunkirke 
for treplace ofT reaty,which both the kings had approoved 
of. 3. Elect fitt Perſons for Embaſſadors, furnished with 


ſufficient inſtructions, 4- Conſent to a ceſſation _ 
| Whe- 
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Jhereupon on the 13. was reſolved , toexcuſethemlel- 
ies both of the place nominated for the T reaty,and alſo the 
:efſation of arms; and haveing communicated this reſolu- 
tion with theMiniſtersof their Allyes,on the 16 they reſu- 


| med it and declared that the propoſed place was not ar all 
| acceptable, and the ceſſation of arms both hurtfull and rui- 
[/ nous unto this State; and *r would be truitlefſe ronomi- 
ll

nate Deputyes before we were agreed about the place; and 
that they could not have convenient &c plenary inſtru. 
@ions, before *t was known what was to be the ground, 
and conditions to be treated on; whereof they defired ſome 
explication , and propounded tothe choice of the Kings 
8. other places; which, on the 21. was concluded on, and 
ſodelivered tothe Sweeds Embaſladours, who the ſame 
day had delivered in a Memorial to make the place of 
Treaty , and the ceſſation of Arms the more pleaſeing & 
relishing unto us, bur, on the 26. gave in another, giveing, 
ſus little thanks for the aforeſaid rejection, eſpecially as to 
the place, which they judged, the Miniſters of their Al- 
lyes ought not to haye any influence upon , but this Sta- 
te, for themſelvs, had their freedom, to makechoice of 
any place without them , which might be alike commo. 
dious for the three intereſted Partyes, and concerning the 
Ceſlation of arms they complained, that we should judge 
any thing ruinous to the State which they , the Lords Me- 
diatours had propounded, and did notexpect to have re- 


. cieved ſuch unfriendly words from us, yet, they rook it 


upon them to uſe all their indeavours they could with 
both the Kings, eſpecially abourthe place of Treaty , that 
the defire of their High and Mighty Lordships might be 


|| fatisfyed.

5. Dito, the Lords Extraordinary Embafſadors of Swe- 
den made their publick entrance into the Hague, and had 
audience the next day; their propoſitions confiſting in a 
manifeſtation of the danger and damadge of this preſent 
warre; the great delire of their King, for the promotion of 
the peace - and arelation of what they had done in order the 
reunto: firſt, the offer of their mediationunto their High- 
neſſes; and their acceptance ofit; and afterwards the ſame 
offer unto the Kings of France and England; woalſo we- 
re wel pleaſed therewith; and farther deſired Commiſſio- 
ners to treat withall , for the carrying on the work , that 
was now begunne : whereupon , Deputyes were aſſigned 
. them; with whom they entred intoa diſcourſe about the 
ſubject of their ſecond popolition, made on the 20,contai- 
ning an ample deduction of the English their inclination 
to the peace, in theſe Terms. That the moſt illuſtrious King 
of Great Brittam , ſo willingly accepted of the Swedish Me- 
diation , that he with one nominated a place , choſe Embaſſa- 
dours, and that it might net beſaid he left any thinge that 
might be a hindrance to the purſuing of peace with all induſtry , 
he even aſſured that he would be willing to conſent to a; - 
tion of Arms with us : whereby the ſimgular goodneſſe of that 
Great K:ng., aud his moſt comendable generoſity , as alſo his in- 
clination to the reſtauration of peace , may eaſily be ſeen: The 
like they declared of the French King. Then deſired , that 
for the promotion of this worck their Higneſſes would 
x. accept of their Perſons, and ſervice for the carying on 
the worck of the meditation. 2. Accept the city Dunkirke 
for tkeplace ofT reaty,which both the kings had approoved 
of. 3. Elec fitt Perſons for Embaſſadors, furnished with

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Whereupon on the 13. was reſolved , toexcuſethemlel- 
yes both of the place nominated for the T reaty,and alſo the 
ceſlation of arms; and haveing communicated this reſolu- 
tion with theMiniſtersof their Allyes,on the 16 they reſu- 
med it and declared that the propoſed place was not ar all 
acceptable, and the ceſſation of arms both hurttull and rui- 
nous unto this State; and *r would be truitlefle ronomi- 
nate Deputyes before we were agreed about the place; and 
that they could not have convenient & plenary inſtru- 
ions, before *t was known what was to be the ground, 
and conditions to be treated on; whereof they deſired ſome 


| explication, and propounded tothe choice of the Kings 


8. other places; which, on the 21. was concluded on, and 
ſodelivered tothe Sweeds Embaſſadours, who the ſame 


day had delivered in a Memorial to make the place of 
| Treaty , and the ceſſation of Arms the more pleaſeing & 
| relishing unto us, bur, on the 26. gave in another, giveing 
ſus little thanks for the aforeſaid rejection, eſpecially as to 
| theplace, whichthey judged, the Miniſters of their Al- 


lyes ought not to haye any influence upon , but this Sta- 
te, for themſelvs, had their freedom, to make choice of 
any place without them , which might be alike commo.

Onthe 10. cametothe Hague one var Daleand Duſ- 
ſart,to preſent unto the State , & his Highneſſe a certaine 
project, of bringing , in ashort time intothe Field 100000 
armed men out of theProvince of Holland alone, withour 
burdening that Province : wherein they have not only 
shewn their laudable, and forward zeal for the Common 
Wealth ; butalſodid produce many notable conſidera- 
tions and the Project it ſelfe was of apparent probabilitye; 
ſo that it was not rejected; but was eſteemed by hisHzghne/- 
ſe, and the Councell of State, and States of Holland, worthy 
ro be taken into their deliberation : but for ſome difficul- 


tyes which would have attended the execution of it, it + 


hath not yet been ſett on foot , and very probably ( under 
favourto the Authors well meaning) might have prooved 
deſtructive tothe ordinary Militia of the State. 

On the 11.in the forepart ofthe night happened at Am- 
ſterdam a violent firein the Warehouſe ofthe Admirali- 
tyes ould Ropeyard, where now was kept the Magazyne 
of all preparations tor thneLandsFireships,good ſtore whe- 
reof was there in Proviſion , as alſo agcod quantityeof 
Brimſtone , Rozin, and other Fire - ftuif,whichall , with 
ſome houtes, that ood thereabouts, were, in a shor time, 
conſumed by the Flames; not without ſtronge ſuſpition of 
being wil fully ſett on firethe more, becauſe hard by ſtood 
a Powder Mill which was in great danger, but with great 
care it was ſaved. 

On the 13. the French with about 2500 men had a de-

ned thiter very-ſtrong:; At home were we very buily in 
takeing care of all things; and ſome ſeamen , beſides thoſe 
that went inthe beginning of this month , were ſent to ſe- 
yerall Poſts: and both the Country People and Citizens 
were commanded , that they should be inreadineſle to 
march out on firſt notice given : and for the preyention of

On the 17. Thoſe of Ouwater , haveing been abroad 
with ſmall boats, brought home good booty , which they 
had taken from the French; among which one Smallship 
with victualls,and 4000 Rijxdallers ready mony,and ano- 
ther full of corne ; the news where of Count of Hornes ſent 
by expreſſe unto the Szates: on the 18. came into Maſtrigt, 
a party who had been abroad with ſome Spaniards of the 
Regiment of the Prince of Satms in the Quarter of Stave- 
lo, belonging to the Bishop of Straesborrough to take con- 
tribution , butthe Inhabitants by order of the Bishop re- 
tuſed it, and putt themlelvs ina defenſive poſture, ſo that 
they fell upon the Village Pannus and plundered it , burnt 
the Caſtle of the Meyer , and took much plunder 
of Horſe and Cattle and brought and ſould them in 
Maeſtright where on the 25. dyed the old Rhijngrave Go- 
\ vernour ofthe {aid City , and in February the Comman- 
der Colonel Aſquin: Colonel Wee being made Coman- 
dour in his room , and Colonel Fariaux Governour, 
who waschoſenalſo, to be Major Generall of the Army, 
and given to him the Regiment of Aſquin given to him. 

On the 20. The Commiſſaryes ofthe State capitulated 
with the Prince of Coerland, for two Regiments , and 
with the Duke of Holſteyn P/cer, Baron Spar, Eulenberg , 
and Prodde , each for one Regiment Infantery of x2.Com- 
panyes,cach 89 heads; to be raiſed out of the Country, and 
againſt the middle of Aprill to be ready here: - Alſo were 
we very buily in fournishing of monyes , to bear the bur. 
dens of the warre; to whichend came out the Proclama- 
tion , concluded on the 10 ofthis month ; whereby it was 
reſolved , by way of Cappitall Loan to raiſe the 200 pen- 
ny of all obligations, intreſt-bonds, Actions of the Eaſt 
India Company , Houles, Lordships, Lands, Tenths, 
I So — Fishings; 
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Fishings , and all other goods valued in the publick taxa- 
tion of goods: tobe paid betore the firit of April: and his 
Highneſle alſo, as a generous Prince, in this preſſing 
needof the Land , proffered his owne Sallary, and alſo, 


| all that wasdue to him , by vertue of a Proclamation of 


the States, as Admiral out of the Prizes, that were took 
by the Capers ; a great number of which was daily brought 
up into Zealandr and on the 20. was brought up into Flus= 
hing, an English ship richly laden bound for Smirne and 
Alexandria of about 300. Tonne burden, with 14. pieces 
of ordnance; took by Adventuroux Captain Far Springer » 
the ladinge was 200. Balls of Pepper, 700. Pigs of Lead , 
150. Barrels of Tin, 200. Packs of Cloaths, Cerlyes, Bays, 
and ſtackins, and many other commodityes which were alf 
ſould for a good price. 

In the mean time, France was much diflatisfyed with 
the Spaniards, & eſpecially , thoſe that had been on the 
exploict againſt Charleroy ; and haveing , by the English 
Miniſters, complained hereof and demanded fatisfattion 
at the Court of Spain but without effect, they begonne 
to ſeizeon the good and effects , which the Spanish Lords 
had, under the jurisdiftion ofthe French : amongſt which 
were thoſe of the Duke of Bourneville Generall of the 
Imperiall Army: they granted alſo unto the Counteſſe 
d Auvergne Letters of Repriſall , on the Prinsdom of O- 
range in Lieu of Goods which she had in the Marquis- 
dom of Bergenopſoam : they alſo difarmed the Citi- 
zens of Ryſlel , Cortrijck, Dovay , and other Spanish 
Conqueſts, as well, as 1n this State, and reſolved to diſ- 
mantle 15.0r 16, Cityes on the Frentiers, beſides ſome 
Cityesin the conquered Provinces, to demolish all their 
Fortifications , that they mighthave the fewer Guarriſons 
to beſett; and appointed Monſr. d'Afperont Captain of 
the Guards, and Ingenier of the King to execute theſe Or- 
ders: Thus France putt it ſelfe in poſture, not only to 
proſecute the warre in Europe , but about this time alſo 
camenews into England, trom the Eaſtindies, which was 
afterwards confirmed from F _ that the French wee 
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notquiet there neither : but en deayoured to gett footing 
on Ceylon, to which end Monſr. de /a Haye was arrived in 
the Bay of Trinkedall with an Eſquadron of 9. Ships, lying 
Eaſtward to the Eyland , where he caſt up a Fort to ſetr up 
therea Factory, under pretence , ofhaveing conſent from 
the King of Ceylon : but we finding itto befals, the Lord 
Goens with 18. Sail made thiterwards, and as ſoon as the 
Lord Generall heard of this news, he prepared ſeveral] 
Ships in Batavia, to joyn with the other , and the King of 
Ceylon alſo proffered his afliftance to fall on them by land, 

fothat we are not much concerned for there abode there 

Jong, becauſe they muſt have all their proviſtions from the 
Continent, and two of their Victuall Ships were already 
taken; and beſides that , many dye away, through the un- 
uſuall unhealtbyneſſe of that Climate, ſothatin all pro- 
bability, they muſt ſoon remove thence. 

On the 22. The French, by favour ofa darck miſt be- 
ing about 6 or 700 ſtrong adyanced from Woerden as far 
as our outlaying Ships by Nieuwerbridge, meaning to ſur- 
priſe them, and caſta bridge over the Wierick to paſſe 
that way : but our men diſcovering them shot luſtily ; and 
getting fuccour from Alphen ſtopt the French, and the 
miſt breaking up , our ships diſcharged hotly amongſt 
them , whereby many were killed and the reſt retreated, 


being purſued by our men as for as before Woerden. The ' 


next day were tryed in the Hague ſeverall ſmall guns, to 
uſe on Iceſledges, which wereall found good, and ſo made 
ready, that when needfull they might make uſe of 
em. 
P 23. Was the tryall ofColnell Pain & Vin for his deſer- 
ting the Poſt at the Nieuwerbridge , ended, being by the 
chief Councell of Warre , on the 10. January declaredto 
have forfeited of all Chardges, or Officies ; condemned to 
everlaſting banishment , and his goods confiscated , he 
haveing laboured toexcuſe himſelfe by pretence of being 
deſired by the Magiſtrates of Gouda to march of with the 


Souldiers, and bring them into Gouda for the ſecurity of |, 
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that City, and the whole State; whereupon the Sheriff, and 
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Burgermaſters of Gouda as alio the Marquis de Thouars 
who commanded there, declared ſolemnly under Oath, 
that neither they nor any one of them in particular had 
ever gave any ſuch order unto himyrelateing the buiſneſſe 
to be as was wittneſſed: but this ſentence of the Councell of 
warre,being to be approuved of by thePrince ofOrarge,wit- 
hout whoſe approbation it was of noe value; his Highneſſe 
haveing read it, wrote this following letter unto the Field- 
Marſchall Wurts Prefident of the Councell of Warre,

Whereupon the Councell of Warre, after a reviſion 
of the whole tryall , anda ſecond hearing of the Priſoner , 
and weighing all matters that had relation thereto,perſiſted 
in their former ſentance, condemning the Priſonner mo- 
reover to be broughtto the place of publick execution,and 
there, by the Hangmen to have a Sword ſwayed over his 
head. Thus reſolved at Alphe the 16. January 1673. 

His Hzghneſſe, haveing examined the ſaid ſecond ſen- 
tance paſſed by the Counſell of Warre, in the buiſneſſe 
of Colonel and Quartermaſter Generall Pain & Vin , and 
not being ſatisfyed in himſelfe with the punishment which 
the ſaid Councell had condemned him to, did after mature 
deliberation , reſolve that the whole proceſſe, entered a- 
gainſt the ſaidPriſoner by the Adyocarte of theState,should 
in each part of it, be,read overgain, revieuwed in preſencc 
of his Hizneſſe and before two Lord Comiſtioners both 
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from the High Concell of Holland, Zealandt, and Fries- 
land, and the Provinciall Councell of Holland, and Weſt- 
Frieſland , as alſo the Councel of Brabant ; and that they 
Should hear, what arguments the ſaid Lawer could produ- 
ce, in preſence of his Highneſſe, and the forementioned 
Commiſſioners, for the adſ{tructing the demandes, and 
concluſion which he had made againit the priſoner. And his 
aforesaid Highneſſe, after mature examination, ofthe who- 
leproceſſe and whatſoever had reterenceto the buiſneſſe 
in hand , did, with the unanimous adyice of the ſaid 
Commiſtioners, and according tothe demand made by the 
Advocate of the State before the Councell of War- 
re againſt the Priſoner , condemnc the ſaid Priſoner, con- 
demning him by thefe preſents , ro becarryed by the Pro- 
yolt of the Army , to the place they were wont toexecute 
Juſtice uponCriminals,and there to be executed by the pu- 
blick Hangman , with a Sword ri]l death should follow: 
declareing alſo, that all his goods were confiscated to the 
uſe of the Stare: Giveing farther order to the ſaid Lawer 
or Councellour of State to take care for the ſpeedy execu- 
tion of the ſaid Sentance Given inthe Hague , the 20. Jan, 
Which Sentance, on the 23.was pronounced atAlphen, 
and the ſame day executed, his heat being cut of at the third 
ſtroke, but he, to the very laſt, Keptto his former proteſta- 
tion, againlt his haveing had any communication with 
the Enemy , whereof ſome were ſuſpicious, bur accuſed 
himſelte of bare couwardize. 

The 24. and ſome following days his Highneſle ſpent 
in theHague conferring daily with theGeneralls andChief 
Officers of the Army, Field Mar/challs Wurts and Waldeck , 
Coxingsmarcs, and others , & ſeverall Colonells were ſent 
for, to recieve orders; alſo they worked hard about the ar- 
tillery,and ſome Guns were ſent away,thelce-{ledges were 
made ready,with {mall pieces on them,and many Wagons 
prepared for an expedition ; Patents were prepared for 
the gathering of Townsmen and Boors, through whole 
Holland, as ſoon as opportunity should preſent, tor to un- 
gertake any thing. Alſo Count Montery gave Patents - 
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the Regiment Intantry of Prince Yaudemornt, and Colnell 
Fariaux and the Horſe of Baron de Boulers, Sr. Caraffaand 
Defes, to come to the ſervice of this State. And the French 
alſo at Uytrecht ſeemed to prepare them ſelves, as if they 
intended, to undertake fome other deſigne,pretending, if 
it froze again,they would hazard oneAtracque more: butin 
truth we tound all their preparation was of noe great mo- 
ment, all being only to ſecure themſelves, that they might 
not themſelys be anywhere fell upon , knowing well thar 
now here were {uch orders given every where, that 't was 
not ſoeaſy for them to break in again. 

On the 28, My Lord Appe/boom, Envoy extraordina- 
ry for the Crown of Sweaden Complimented his High- 
zeſſe and the State with the notification that theQueen had 

iven over the Gouvernment into the hands of the yonge 
&ing , who had aſſumed the ſame delivering ; with onea 
letter from the King his Maſter full of maniteſtations 
of aftection to this State, - 

His Higneſſe the Prince Eledour, beinge about the latter 
end of laſt year come to Bylefelt, his Conſort on the 5. 
ofJanuary was delivered ofa yonge Prince; the Army was 
now quartered in the Provinces of Hildesheim , Minden 
Paterborn & the cityes Unna, Camen, Ham , Soeſt in the 
County of Marck were again filled with Brandenburghs 
Souldiers, whileſt Majour General Spaar beſieged the city 
Werl, wherein was commandor one Weſterholt; and Ge» 
nerall Elar ready with Brandenburghs Forces to march 
into Munſter-land, as ſoon as the wayes were fitt to be 
uſed : but the continuall rain hindered them, and was allo 
the occaſion that Spaan could not uſe any force againſt 
the City , but was neceſſitated in the midle of January to 
break up that Siege, only kept it blockt up, and carryed 
the Ordinance to Soeſt. | 

TheFrench in the mean time, were continually mar- 
ching towards Welel, the Infantery and Artillery went by 
Shipping downe the Rhine, many Ships paſſing daily by 
Cullen: Tyrexre him ſelfe arrived at Welel on the 8 Janua- 
ry, from whence , on the 17. with ſome pieces of Ordnan- 
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ce , he marched toDorſten , where he gathered his Troops 
togeather and ſo returned to Weſel waiting there for the 
Cavalry, which yet were quartered in theProvince of Cul. 
len, untill the Bridge over the Rhijn should be ready , 
which, on the 20. wasfinished, and ſothe Horſe crofled 


the Rhijne, and came to Dorſten comitting many info. | 


Jencyes on the way , ſomeſmall places , as Keſteren , and 
littleDortmont were plundered; alſo ſeverall skirmishes 
happened between partyes , till the French , did begin 
tro marchup higher, quartering at Dormont & Lu- 
nen - the Imperialiſts , and Brandenburghs forces thereu- 
pon joyned, forming an army of above 20000. choice 
Combatants, which on the 26. January beganne to march 
towards Lipſtadt , where his Ele&oral Highneſſe on the 2, 
Febr.arrived with theDukes of Bourzeville and Lorarme,who 
onthe q. marched in the head of the Army towards Soelt, 
Marſchall Tirezze on the 3. ſent ſome of his Avant-Troops 
before Unna under command of. Sr. de Sz. Abres one of 
his Lieutenant Generalls : That place being not very 
NKrong and few Souldiers in it, only about 1oco. Boors, 
they yetftoutly defended it ſlaying many French betore 
It,t1ll at laſt the city being moſt part of it shott on fire they 
ſurrendered it on mercy, though unmercitully enough 
dealt withall. Brandenburgh on the 5. arrived at Soeft, but 
not being able timely nough to ſuccour Unna he encam- 
ped himtelfe not many miles from thence , expec- 
ting, that the French would come into the Field , and give 
| Battel; but Zwrexze expecting ſupplyes from the Prince of 
Coxde,and from the Land of Lieze remained atDortmont, 
Loenen, and Unna, makeing himſelt Maſter ofCamen , 
Altena, and other ſmall places; in the mean time Bourne- 
ville cauſed the following mandate of the Emperour to be- 
published :

bnt ſeeing his fore mentioned Excellency Lord Lieutenant Generall by 
reaſon of the indiſþoſition of his body , and. his departure thereupon 
enſuing could not performe the ſame : therefore his ſaid Impes= 
riall Majeſty on the 31 Fanuary laſt was pleaſed to transferre the 
ſaid Commiſſion in Paterborn on u Alexander , Duke and Prince 
of and at Bourneville , Coun of Hennin , Chamberlain of hs Em- 
periall Majeſty , Councellour of Warre and appointed Field Marſchall 
over his Armada: Wherefore ,in confirmuy 10 this Commiſſion tran= 
eferred upon 145 , and the more becauſe the ſorementioned his Empe- 
riall Majeſtys moſt gracious intentions are , that the arms took up 
in the Holy Romish Empire should be made uſe of to noe other aim yg 
then for the better eſtabliching the peace , reſt and welfare of the boly 
Romish Empire; contrary to which his Emperiall moſt gracious 
intent and deſigne they all dos aft, <ho doe bare Arms in the ſervice 
of an other , beſide the above mentioned his Emperiall Majeſty , 
and his Alles. Therefore all Military Officers m Service of the E* 
letour of Cullen , or Prince of Munſter, but eſpecially al! thoſe who are. 
Vaſſuls to his ſaid Romish Emperiall Majeſty , and the Holy Ro- 
mh Empire , of what quality ſeever , horſe or foot are by this pre> 
fent Patent publickly , and earneſtly , exhorted and entreated , t@ 
deſert the ſaid ſervice and liſt themſelfs in the Army ef the Emperour ; 
where each one according to his State and Condition , and command 
which he there had shall be accomodated and advanced: ani , inthe 
mean while , be maintained with Mony, O#arter , and all other 
needfull proviſions : But , whoſoever , not regarding this publick 
Patent , 5hall diſobediently contmue m the ſervice of the ſard EleQor 
of Culten, and Prince of Munſter shall incurre h!5 Empertall Majeſtyes 
moſt high diſpleaſure , with confiſcation of their Goods and Poſſeſſions, 
and according to deſert , corporall disgrace and punifſement and death 
it ſelfe. Accordingly , each may regulate himſelſe , ſo as to obtain 
grace , and honour ; and eſcape shame, reproach , and loſſe. Signa- 
ium and Publicatum. Ham the 10. Febr. 1673. ; 
ALEXANDER, Duke of Bourneville. 
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Whereupon the Bishop of Munſter published an Contra- 
Manifeſt , wherein he ſaid, this was not the Order of the 
Emperour , but done by Bourneville of his owne account, 
and that , in very deed all his Men were Emperiall Men, 
and for the ſervice of the Emperour; farther indemnifying 
all and every one of them, from all loſſe which they might 
ſuffer on this account. 

The Army of the Confcoederates haveing been thus 
long in the field , marched again to Soeſt, ſeing the French 
came not up againſt them : But Tirerre , being now rein- 
forced with the Infantry of Conde and ſome Cavalry of 
Dura , and being now allo joyned with Munſters, and 
Cullen Forces, marched directly againſt Ham, where the 
Duke of Brandenburgh had left 2000 Men in Guarriſon 
who, finding themſelys imable to with ſtand to great a 
power drawing upon them, left the Citty , and retreated 
to the Army at Soelt. The French haveing took Ham in- 
to their Poſleflion , marched forward towards Zoeſt, in 
the way whereto lay the Fart Berkeboam , wherein was a 
Guarriſon of Brandenburgs Men , which Twrerne maſter- 
ed with his Avant-Troops under command of Marquis 
de Bourlemont ; upon the loſle of which, the Army of the 
Confcederates broak up from Zoeſt and marched to the 
Lipſtadt, whence,on the 23. Febr. the Brandexburgs Army 
drew to Byleveid with the Artillery , and the Emperialiſts 

to Paterborne, leaving Soeſt open to the Enemy ; but left 
a ſtrong Guarriſon in the Lipſtadt. The French advan- 
ceing higher towards Zoett and Lipſtadt , the Emperialifts 
and Brandenburghs forces, quitted their Quarters , and 
paſſing the Weſer on the 28. the Emperours arrived in 
the Province of Hildesheym ; the Branderburgs ſoon 
after at Halberſtadt and Maagdenburgh ; from whence a- 
ain the firſt were to march towards Frankenland , and 
theſe towards Berlyn. 

Thus the whole County of Marck was left open to the 
Enemy todomineer there at his pleaſure, except only Lip- 
{tadt, and Sparenbergh, where Guarriſons were left: The 
 Frenchencamped about Zoelt and Ham , and the Bishops 
forces 
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forces marched higher upwards) as far as the Weſer brin= 
ging all under Contribution. Now , whether want of for- 
radge, in equality of power , orany other finilter reaſon , 
was the cauſe of this retreat of the Confcederates, I shall 
not here examine, not intending to detain you with Po- 
litick diſcourſes , but remaine farisfyed , with our haveing 
given you a barerelation of the things as they have paſſed. 

The 1. February was the Magittracy of Amſterdam 
changed again after the old manner as in the times of the 
Government of the Stadthouders; and two Lords were 
ſucceſſivly choten to remain Old-burgermaſters this year, 
and both of them refuſed ir. 

On the 2. Dito was beheaded in the Hague one Arnould 
van der Minne , Citizen of the City of Delpht, who, on 
the 29. December , when the Enemy deſtroyed Bode- 
grave, committed many mutinous actions; ſtirred up the 


rabble to fall upon the Town-hous,raild at the Magiſtrates, 


calling them Rogues, and atter proteſting that he would 
that day wash his hands in the blood of ſome of the Ma- 
giſtrates and had committed ſeverall other ſeditious 
Attions; which,as being the ready way to {ett the common 
people in uproar again , and being directly contrary to the 
Att of Indemnitye, the Court to make timely proviſion 


' therein condemned him to be beheaded. Alſo, on the ſame 


day , one Peter Teuniſe Smit of Yſelmonde was whipt , and 
banished for his life , tor haveing ſlandered the Magiſtrates 
calling them Rogues, & ſaying they had dealt knaveisbley; 
and that others (amongſt whom he named the Preacher) 
more were excuſed to draw out then himſelt; that they thee- 
vishly putt into their owne pockets the mony, that freely 


| hadbeengiven; breaking out into many the like inſolen= 


cyes in their preſence,in theJuſtice Chamber. Which tende 
to nullifye the orders given for calling the Country Peo= 
ple togeather; and was alſo ſeditious, and directly cons 
rrary to the Act of Amneſty, and therefore to be pu- 
niched : And to the end that no body may decieve 
himſelfe in this matrer , relying on the former licens 
tiouſneſle in ſpeaking and doing, which was ſo ruinous 
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to the State; wee have ſubjoyned the faid Act of 
Amneſty. 


He States of Holland and Weſlfrieſland, To all Perſons who 
Shall ſee theſe preſents , or hear them yead, Greeting ; Be it 
Knowne that we have experienced, for ſome time downwards , that 
in ſeverall Cities and Places of theſe our Countrys , many murmurings 
and diffidences have aroſe between the Inhabitants of the ſaid places 
and Eyes , one amongſt another , but eſpecially againſt the Gover. 
nours and Magiſtrates there , and that the aforeſaid diffidences and 
enurmurings , have given occaſion to great diſorders and confuſion in 
the ſaid Cityes and Places: and conſidering that the progreſſe thereof 
muſt unavoidably cauſe the deſtruftion of theſe Lands, bringing them 
into a perfelt Anarchy , and unfitneſſe to defend themſebvs or oppoſe

Full means to prevent the ſame for the future; eſpecially, ſeeing Mylord 
tbe Prince of Orange , by vertue of that authority conferred on him 
by us , onthe 27. of Auguſt laſt paſt, hath, toremovve the aforeſaid 
diffidences , murmurings and confuſion (without any blemuh to the 
good name and repute of the Governours,) ſett all things in ſuth 
good order , as his Highneſle hath judged convenient for the ſervice 
of the ſaid Land in General , and of thoſe fore mentioned Cityes and 
Places in particulay : Therefore Wee out of our fatherly affeftion and 
providence, takeing care in all things for the reſt and Welfare of our

mow or here after : Wee have farther alſo, with the advice andon 
earneſt recommendation and deſire of his ſaid Highneſle , expreſ'y 
ordained and Eonſittuted , as by theſe preſents wee doe ordain , and 


conſtitute that , from this time forward no body, of what State, 
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or Condition ſoever he be , Shall dare either ts abuſe in words therr 
Stuperiours , Magiſtrates , Officers , Fudges , Sherriffs, Adminifters 
of Fuſtice , and others in what ſervice or employ ſoever they may be, 
in City , or Country; or to leſſen that authority and reſpet which ts 
due unto them, much lefſe, to give any occaſion or indacement thereto : 
but , on the contrary , grve them all honour and due obedience : on 
paine , that , whoſoever shall be found , to have afted contrary the= 
reto, Shall be punisbed , according to the written Laws , and Statutes 
of this Land ; as the exigency of the matter may require. That alſo 
none , of what State, or condition ſoever he be, Shall dare, either 
by any underhand-work , or by violence , to abuſe, to prejudice 
or any way force and conſtrain to the doing of one or other things the 

foreſaid Superiours , Magiſtrates , Officers, Sherriffs , Adminiſters of 
Fuſttce , and others in what ſervice or employ-ſoever they be eithey 
in City or Country , 0r any other of the good Inhabitants of his State 
under any pretence , or Shew what ſoewer , either as to their Perſons

On the 4. Febr. His Highzefe went towards the Army, 
and all other Chiet Officers, each to their reſpe&ive Poſts: 
The Burgers of the 'Towns, in South-Holland drew alſo 
tothe Army, thoſe of North-Holland, to Amſterdam; 
and the Country People, in to the Villadges round about: 
in hopes, and on expectation , that, whilit it froze , there 
mighr be an opportunity tor ſome exploict, all things 
being 1n readineſle thereto, and a great number of Men 
gott to geather; but, it Freezing not very hard, and the 
itrength of the Stream hindring the Ice from growing 
thick, it was not fittto truſt themſelvs on its and , there- 
fore all their preparation ſerved, only to ſecure us, from 
the Enemy : The French alſo ſeemed to have had ſome de- 
ſigne by their prepareing ſome ſmall pieces, on fledges, 
and getting ſeverail Ice-{ledges togeather; but, what their 
Intention was, appeared beit , when they fetch*r gr of 

enelr 
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their biggeſt Guns out of the Arſenall at Utregt, and, in 
prooving them , fo overchardged them , thar 3, or 4. of 
them flew about their ears, and all the reſt, except 2. 
broak : this shewed their deſigne was, rather to be on their 
watch, to preſerve their owne City , than any expedition 
on the Ice, where ſuch heavy Canons are not of uſe: When 
the froſt was gone our Army parted againzand the Burgers 
and Boors returned home. 

On the 7. Inthe Tower of London were examined my 
Lord Sas,and the Notary &rto,by the Duke of Lauderda- 


| le; Theſe, being arrived tew days before out of Holland, 


were there detained, and ſecured, on pretence , that Sas, 
haveing been in England before , was ordered to depart 
the Country , and now comeing with Commiſſion to 
treat, without haveing their Paſports were lookt upon as 
Spyes : whereupon their Proceſſe was preſently to be ma- 
de, and were ofter examined; which continues in that 
manner ſtill , perhaps to ballance thoſe English , whom 
wee held herein arreſt on ſuſpicion of ſecret correſpon= 
dency. 

Tic French, not only burthened the Inhabitants of 
their Conqueſts in Generall, with intollerable Taxes and 
Impoſitions , executeing their goods , very ſtriftiy , with 
Souldiers and heavy quartering of Souldiers and carrying 
away of all they had in their Houſes; but alfo proceeded 
yery rigorously againſt thoſe that fled, ſeverall of whom, 
being oft catcht, were delivered over, as a prey unto 
the Souldiers, who ſtript them quite naked, and abuſed 
them beſides. They beganne alſo to putt into execution 
the Proclamation of Confiſcation and Demolition , a- 
eainſt thoſe who were out of the Country , but had their 
effects ſtanding there;pulling downe theHouſes of ſeverall 
that remained in Holland ; and ſummoned all to appear 
upon 50 gl. a day, forfaitt ; executeing the Parents 
goods for the Children, and the one Friends for another. 
The Proclamation of Retorſion whereby all were ſum-

On the 10. marched out of Coeverden the Lieutenant 
of the Dragoons, with his Dragoons, and a Company 
Horſe of the Lord S:zck:wga , to Ormarſen, where the Mun- 
ſters Commandour Randsorf had layn almoſt four weeks 
with one Company of Horſe,8& one of Dragoons; and had 
alittle fortifyed it, bur was now drawn out towards Swoll: 
this place had before been ſummoned, by the Guarriſon 
of Coeverden , to pay contribution ; and thereupon they 
now plundered it, and carryed thence ſome Perſons, with 
the booty to Coeverden, ſoon after Commandour Rarns- 
dorf with his Horſe and Dragoons returned thither again. 

On the 12. came into Weſep 15 Men, who laying in 
ambush about the Tolacker , of 26 French Troopers shatt 
F. or 6. and brought 14 Priſoners _ the City, with 


lome 
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ſome Horſes and Arms : on the ſame day went out 4 Men 
on their Fortune, who, nere Naerden, fell on a Boor with 
6 Horſe: and agreed with him for a randrſom for himſelfe 
and Horſes, which he was to feth our of Naerden , whilt 
thoſe Companions ſtayed for him , on the Yce with them 
Horſes; the French hearing thereof, would have gone out 
againſt them , but the Boor prayed them not to doe it , be- 
cauſe,faid he, they would shoot his Horſes, and the Scaets- 
rijders, never the leſle, eſcape; therefore (though it ſpited 
them) they were forced to ſee. the Boor goe and randſom 
his Horfes. But on the other hand the French took a Bar« 
ber of Formans Regiment, who was on his ſcaers , but fin- 
ding hitnſ{elfe encloſed he cryed Quarter , which they pro- 
miſeing , nevertheleſlſe {tript him quite naked; and thruſt 
him alive into a hole under the Yce. On the 12. dyed fud- 
dainly at Wyrtsburgh the A4rchbr5hop and Prince of Ments 
a great Favourite of the French Party ; and was fucceeded 
by Lotharius Fredericus , Baron of Metterniche , Bichop of 
Spiers, who Anno 1671. was choſen Coadjutor at Mentz. 

On the 13. On notice , that about 6co French were 
marching towards Linſchoten , Ouwaters broek , and Pa- 
pekop, to Spoil thoſe Villadges, haveing about 300 Sled- 
ges with them, tocarry away their plunder and hay : a- 
bont 300 Burgers of Dort and the Hague , and 4oo Soul. 
diers, under Count Yaz Horuss marched towards then, 
the Burgers in the front, on their Scaets; who being pre- 
ſently at their heels fired at them, and killed ſeveral!; 
whereupon the French leaving their Sledges retreated be- 
hind ſeverall Haycocks, where they putt themſelys in 
poſture to make reſiſtance, but our Souldiers alſo drawing- 
neer they were forced to make their eſcape, and fo fled to 
Woerden , whither were purſued, till wee came within. 
Canon..shott of the City ; Ours brought with them the 
recovered Booty and 14 Priſoners into Ouwater ; of us 
only were two Burgers a little wounded. 

On the 14. Both the Houſes of Pariiament afſembled at 
London and his Majeity {ignifyed to the Houſe of Com- 


mons. Thar their ſpeaker Sr. Eaward Turner being = 
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advanced, they should elect another and preſent him the 
next day unto the King , which they did in the Perſon of 
Sr. Fob Charleton , whom the King haveing admitted ; He 
made, with the uſuall ceremonyes , fitting on his Throne 
with his Royall Robe, the Crowne on His head, this follo« 
wing ſpeech unto both the Houſes of Patliament. 


Y Lords and Gentlemen : 

1am glad to ſee you bere this day ; 1 sLould have called you 

ſooner togeather , but that 1 deſigned to eaſe both you , and the Na=' 
tion , untill there should be an abſolute neceſfity : Since you were hers 
laſt, 1 have been conſtrained 10 a very weighty , neceſſary, and char= 
geable Warre; and, 1 doubt not , but you will give me an effettually 
and ſutable aſſiſtance for the carrying on pa je th 1 referre you to 
my Declaration concerning the grounds , and indeed , the neceſſuy of 
this Warre. And 1shall now only ſay , that 1 could harve paſſed by 
the indignityes againſt my own Perſon rather than have brought 
things to this extremity , if the Intereſt , as well, as the honour of 
the whole Kingdome were not endangered thereby : and if 1 bad 
negleFed this occaſion, wee Should perhaps never have mett with 
ſo advantagious an opportunity. You will find , that the laſt ſuppiys 
you gave me, did not anſwer the expeitation , as to the end, for 
which you gave it , the payment of my debts ; therefore, in the next 
place, 1 muſt again earneſtly reccommned that to your ſpecial care. 
Some few dayes before 1 declared the Warre, 1 garve out my Procla= 
mation of Indulgence for the differing partyes in Religion, and have 
hither to found the good effeits of it , in aſſurance of peace at home, 
*vhile I had Warre abroad; there 7s one part of it , which 1s ſubjett to 
miſconftruftions , that , which concerns the Papiſts; as if more free= 
aom was graunted them , than to other Recuſants; where as "115 
evident , they have leſſe ; for others have publick places allowed 
them ; and 1 never intended they Should have any; but only that 
they thould have the freedom of their Religion m their Howſes , 
Without any concourſe of others ; and leſſe than this 1 could net 
graunt them , ſeerng 1 had shewn ſo much more indulgence unto 
others , moſt of them havyeing been fairhfull in their ſervice to me 
and my Father : and inthe <whole courſe of this indulgence , my in- 
tention is not , that it Should, in any wiſe , prejudice the church; but 
will maintain it in all its priviledges, and that in their full power. 
Haveiag now ſaid this 1 Shall take it very ill to meet with any con- 
tradition in what 1 have done. 41d to be plain quith yon, 1 am 
I 2 | reſolved 
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reſolved to perſiſt by my Declaration. There is one Scruple more wich is 
maliciously divulged abroad , but yet fo ſlight and frivelos , that 
1 ſcarce thought it worth makeing mention of , had it not perhaps al- 
ready goit credit awith ſome well meaninge People, and that 65, that 
#he forces , which 1 have raiſed in this Warre , Should be contrived to 
poſe the Law and Propriety. I wish 1 had more Forces the laſt 
ummer the want whereof convinceth me that 1 muſt raiſe more 
#dwards the fpring ; and doubt not but you will conſider the chardges 
Fhereof in your ſupply : 1 will conclude with this aſſurance to you z 
that 1 will mantame the true Reformed Proteſtant Religion , and 
#he Church, as it now is eſt.«bIished im this Kingdom, and that no body's 
Propriety or Freedom Shall be invaded on. 


Whereupon the Chanceller illuſtrateing every thing 
more fully, made ad eduction of the neceſlity ofthe W ar- 
re from many inſolencyes, which this State had commit- 
red , againſt all Crowns in generwll, afpireing after an 
univerſall Empire, as great, as that of Rome; but eſpe- 
cially againit England , ſo that His Majeſty might 
well call it, the Parliaments ware; and expect a ſuth- 
cient ſupply: rthereunto, adding that the States had di- 
vulged amongſt their People ſuch rumors , that they 
were ſure the Parliament would not aflift the King in 
this Warre; and, if they could but linger it out untill 
the Seſfion of Parliament, then their work was done , but 
His Majeſty knew the Parliament better , being fully afſu- 
Ted, on the contrary that they would give him effectuall 
aſiſtence; that, thereby the Dutch being decieved in 
their hopes, should never more be formidable to Kings, 
or dangerous to England. And , if they should after this 
time ever riſe again ; they should remember that the Sta- 
tes of Holland are always Enemys to England, both in 
intreſt, and inclination; Aﬀterwards recommended to 
their care the payment of the Kings debts, and excuſed the 
Shutting of the Exchequer; and he ſo vindicated the 
indulgence of his Majeſty to the Papiſts, that he knew that 
noe good man could make any rationa!l ſcruple againſt 
it, and finally took notice of alike joealozy which ſome 
had, of His ſo great militia; which, he faid, was found 

ro 
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to be to weak , and therefore his Majeity reſolved to enlar- 
ge itwith7. or8. Regiments more, concludeing farther 
with a thanksgiveing to God, for ſuch a King, the Re- 

ſtorer of their Church, and State ; that in the midſt of 
Warre and miſery , that reigned in their Neighbour 

Countryes, their barns were full , noe complaints were in 

their Streets , and {carſe any one knew that there was a 

Warre; A Kg who poſlefled the hearts of His People, 

eſpecially of His Parliament , who exceeded all their Pre- 
deceſſors in affetion and Loyalrye. 

Oa the 15. the French took Faſſe in the Province of 
Liege , 2salſo Covigne, Chaſteler, and other ſmall places, 
intending allo to ſurpriſe Thuyn, but wererefiſted there : 
in the Country they bvrnt all that refuſed to pay the Con« 
tribution they demanded, and made themielys by force 
Maiter of the whole Land of Luyk , without doubt, to 
lodge their Army there in the ſpring ; and thar they might 
more commodioully block up Maſtrigt. Ar this time Mar- 
quis de Genlis , and Count le Marcq , Governour of Woer- 
den, being ſent for, on the complaint of the Duke of 
Luxenburgh, arrived at Paris, and were both disgratiated, 
and banished from the Court ; the firit becauſe he had not 
ſoon enough, followed ih2 Duke of Luxenburgh with the. 
body of the Army , to releaſe Woerden; the other, be= 
cauſe he bad not, according to order, burnt the Panntyle= 
kills, or Bakenouſes of tills. 

On the 18. was executed at Amſterdam one John Fra. 
2era Schotehman , who, on the g. paſt, on the accuſation 
of a Seaman, was apprehended, and freely confeſſed , 
that he came our of England with the Packett-boat, with 
intention, toemploy ſome perſons , to ſetr the City and 
Ships on fire; bringing along with him, as a faithfull com- 
panion one Paul Andrews; he, and the ſaid Paul Andrews 
haveing before made tryall inthe preſence of two other 
Perſons, of one of thele fire Inſtruments, on a Ship; 
one of which [nſtrumentrs was dureing his impriſonment 
produced and shewn him, which he had made with his 
owne hands. And that he under his hand had promiſed to 
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pay twenty pounds Sterlings to the Brother of the ſaid 
Pau! Andrews , as ſoon as he should have ſett on firethe 


Eaſtindia-houſe, or any of the States men of Warre , she- 
wing him a Fire-inſtrument, and directing him, how to 
makeuſeof it; that he came out of England on purpoſe 
to {ett on fire the Men of Warre here ; and laſtly he con- 
feſſed , that he had employed this Paul Andrews to procure 
another many accordingly as he had gott his Brother to aſ- 
fiſt therein ; after confeilion of all which , the Lords of the 
Judicature, with advice of the Lords Burgermaſters con- 
demned him, to be brought to the Scavold before the 
Townhous , and there by the publick Executioner to 
be broke on a Croſle from his leggs upwards, then to be 
choaked and a bundle of Straw to be lamed over his face; 


his body to be ſett on a wheel at the Volewijk , there to be 


devoured by the fouwls of the air; and to have a Potr 


hung by him , denoteing the fre intended , with confiſca- 
tion of all his Goods ifhe had any, execution accordingly 
followed Preſertibns , the Stadtholder of the Chief- officer, 
Three Burgermaſters and all the Schepens, 

This Pau/ Azarews, that came with him out of England, 


ſeemed to lave ſome contelt in himſelfe, but becauſe of 


thegreat Oaths he had made of faithfullneſſe and ſecrecy, 
did not dare to reveal it;and theretore endeavouredto gett 
hisBrother into playztaat ſoir might by him come to light; 
accordingly Frazer had noe {ooner bound himſelfe by his 
hand writing unto the ſ2id Part Andrews to give him 20 
Pound Sterlings but he prelently made it known , as appe- 
ared by Fr-zers being apprebended on the g. the next day 
following his engagement : The houſe which he moit fre- 
quented at meals, was narrow]y ſearched , the Man of the 
Houſe runne away, tne Woman was apprehended , and 
carryed to goal, thence tothe Spinhous, not without great 
ſuſpicion otknowing ſomething of this Frazers deſignes. 


On the 19. The Bzshops Men , fell out from Nieuw- 


ſchans upon our Watch, which lay on the Boonderdijk 
and killed ſome of them, but went noe farther , retreating 


again into the Nicuwe-icans; in the mean time ſome

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Men were commanded from Groeningen to enforce our 
Men : Ar Schoonhove were two Perions Shott through 
for haveing deſigned the fireing of that City : ar Coever= 
den was one allo apprehended, on preſumprion of the 
like defigne ; and was afterward beheaded and quartered. 
On the 20. Ar Groeningen were concluded the procee- 
dings againſt Eſquire Oſebrand Johan Rengers , who, with 
one Pzccart , ſoon after the beſieging of Groeningen were 
apprehended , on preſumption of keeping correi/ponden- 
cy with the Bishop of Munſter, nder haYfrures he would 


confelſe nothing but, both under th tures as well as 
wien free, perſiſted in the negerive) there was ſufficient 
evidence by Atreſtations under Oath and other clear {1- 
gnes, that he endeavoured to perſwade Madam Sophia war 
der Kamp » to goe tothe Bihop of Munſter , and by means 
or her Friends ro buy of him the Lordship Wedde, though 
ir should colt him 5coco gl. but that it should not be t1- 
gned before snhe had rhe news of Groeninghens being ta- 
k-n: and that, by means of the ſame Gentlewoman, he 
treared with the Bzs/op for the preſervation of his Houſe 
and Goods, at Sloghteren ; that he told her he kept allo 
correſpondence with the King of France, which it it was 
known, would coſt him his head : that dureing the Siege, 
he had always good information from the Army , that a- 
monglt þ:15 writeings were found many ſeditious Papers of 
one Schuylenbergh; thathe had engeayoured ro corrupt his 
Judges, and enriched himielf unjuſtly with the monyes of 
the Land : for which he was condemned to emyriſonment 
tor life;to be at his owne chardge maintained, and to make 
reſtitution of all he had fraudulently took away ; Picard, 
being found guiltleſle was releaſed. 

On the 21. Drew out of Utreght, under the Marquis de 
Bouffler 300 Dragoons, and ſome light Horle, for to re- 
cieve Contribution , and komeing ro Nichtevecht 150 
Men drew out from the Hinderdam againſt them ; bur 
being to few in number ſome of them were killed in 
the Reſconter , fome fled, and 55 were carryed Priſon- / 
ners into Utreght; whom they __ naked and fo moſt

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were forced to march bare legged, and barefoot over the 
Yce and Snow, whereof ſome dyed on the way; The Vil- 
ladge Nichteveght was quite plundered and burnt, church 
andall; and the next day the fair ſeat, Amerongen,was laid 
in ashes, and the flame was ſeen in Graveland : at the ſame 
time ſeverall Zealand-Privarteers falling on the English 
Fleet, comeing trom Mallago, ſoon maſtered ſome of 
them, and brought them up, very richly laden.

which , the French takeing the occaſion of this accident , 
putt upon theImperiali{ts,by ſending this tollowing coun- 
terfeit Letter unto the Marquis de Grana , Reſident for the

within Cullen, 


A Letter from the Baroz de Schweris to the Marqut 
de Gra , datedin Byleveld, 26 Febr. 1673. 


] Thought it my duty to aiv2 you advice by this Expreſſe , howit 
bath pleaſed God to proſper our attempt upon the City of Mun- 
ter , and that , although wee <vere not ſo happy at the firſt as wee 
could have <w:5hed ; haweing loſt great number of our Men , yet <vee 
hare carryed the place at laſtk. The Bishop himſelfe had much adoe 
#0 eſcape our hands , by retireing into a Gentlemans Horſe hard-by ; 
bavemg with him ſom# ſew Heyduches, and. ſome of his Horſe 
Guards. His Eleftorall Highneſle , my Maſter', #5 juſt nox2 about 
20 inveſt the place, and force him to an avreement: he has likewiſe 
given order for marching of ſeverall Horſe and Foot to WWarendorf, 
zo make themfelvs Maſters of that Place. At this inſtant , while 1 
am 7yriteing , is arrived on Officer of bjs Highneſle who te/'s , 
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that a Party of our Forces, have beaten a Party of 4000 Horſe z 
beſides certain Dragoons and ſome Foot , under command of Mat 
quis de Renel , Marshall General! of the EleQtour of Cullen , whe 

were poſted at Geſecque; and that they have taken the Marquis himſelf 
Priſoner and will bring him hither in few hours ; that Major Ge- 

nerall Solms is killed on the place , and ihe Count de Lippe , Colonel 
of a Regrment , being very much wounded, 15 took Priſoner , t0- 
geather with a Couſin of the Bishop of Straetsborrow. AW the Bag- 
gage and ſome ſmall pieces of Cannon are fallen into our hands ; 
and they Tere in hopes that Prince Willem of Furſtenbergh ha# 
been amongſt the Priſoners , but theſe affirme he wwas not preſent at 
the 4Rion: in the mean time , they have taken his Baggage, amongſt 
which is found a great quantity of Plate Silver and Gold, and our 
men , itaaoineing he 15 not far of, ſhare no paims to find him outs 
The Marshall de Turenne , was certainly upon this advice retired 
in great confuſion: on our ſide the Prince de Anhalr hath recieved 4 
flight wound: as alſ> Major Generall the Count de Caprara , who 
arrived there in the h;ght of the Aion; and our men, being ſtillin 
purſait of the Enemy , Wee cannot yet give any farther particulars 
or the number of the ſlain on both ſides.

The Marquis haveing recieved this Letter , as fromthe 
Baron of Schwerin , Chief- Miniſter of the EleCctor of Bran- 
denburgh , h:d not the leaſt thougrs ofany cheat; bur ſent 
immediatly the news thereof by expreſles, to the allyed 
Courts, were this news was w2lcomed with much won- 
dering , bur, ſoon a'ter, was diicoveredto be a trick of 
the Enemy, to abuie them. 

Awong(t the generall Commotions in theſe Countrys; 
upon the ſuddain invaſion of the French , the Province 
of Vriesland hath had noe {mall Share , wiich hath ever 
fince brought them into ſuch a contuſion, that their hands 
have been as 1t were bound up, from, doing any thing 
for the preſervation of the Land, and were treatned with 
utter ruines; for, inſtead of oppoſeirg the Enemy, and fo 
to reſtore their lapſed State, the Rulers, by their mutuall 
differences did as much, as in them lay , abandone the 
Government , and defence of their Country ; divideing 


I5 them- 
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themſelvs into ſuch FaGtions;tinat broke out tothe keeping 


of two ſeparate StareAfſemblys,ſome of whomyrather than 
to move one inch from their owne Intereit, leave this 
whole bleſſed Province for a prey to the Enemy, on which 
the totall ſubycrſion of the whole State mult needs have 
followed: Wee muſt acknowledge, allthat difference aroſe 
from the ditidence of the Subjects againſt their Rulers . & 
by this Action of Vrieſ{land,it appears,how much this otate 
is behoulden to the wiſe direction of his Highne//e , next 
under God, for their preſeryation, Thele ditturbances be- 
GAnnec 1N Holland and, ſpread themſelvs ſo tar, that ſcaerſe 
any place was tree , which 1r1t had not been timely ſtopt by 
the prudent carriadge of his Hghnefſe abour the Magiſtra- 
Cy. Theſe Provinces would unavoidably have fallen into 
an abſolure Ararchy,or at beſt into thoſe confulions,which 
wee lee Frieſland 1n, tor, the Government could not heal 
the wound becauſe themſelvs were ſuſpected, nor the 
Commonaliry, becauſe tamultious. In Vrieſland there 
wasa Stadthoider , and the Princeſſe his Mother , but they 
had not the happineſſe to decide thoſe differences to ſuch 
content , whence it followed, that the old , and new Go- 
vernment , cach repreſenting the Soveraignty of the Pro- 
vince, aſſembiing the one at Leuwaerden , the otter at 
Sneack , made laws contradictory , each to the other, 
without , in any part right underſtanding one another: 
Which being very prejudiciall to that Province and the 
State 12 generall, the High and Mighty States , and his 
Highnejje deputed thicher on the 11. January , ſeveral 
Lords; toendeavour as Mediators, with the Stadtholder 
of Frietland to decide the difference, and to reconcilethe 
disagreeing partys, who, after great}abour and teadious 
toyl;the bulineſle brougt fo farre that on the 19. Febr. writs 
were {ent out, & a Staets af/embly was held at Leuwaetden, 
as the only repreſentative of the Souveraignty of that 
Province; who should compoſe all farther differences and 
redrefle all abuſes that were crept in ; wheretoe on the 22. 
of February the Mediators delivered in the Aſſembly 
their lorme of their regulateing and reforming Refolu-

tions» to be confirmed as. done by theStates, and ſo all 
matters were brought ſo farre, that cis hoped may tend to 
a perfect agreement, and good ofthe Common wealth. 
On the 13. Febr. The Lords the Sweedish Mediatours, 
delivered their Memoriall unto the Aſſembly , whereby 
they gave notice how that, without lofle ofany time , they 
had wrote to England and France, that their Highneſſes 
were pleaſcd to reject all mention of a ceſlation of Arms; 
and retuſeing Dunkerk , had propounded other places for 
the treaty ; And that they the Mediatours had uſed all et- 
fectuall means to perſwade them tothe acceptance of one 
of the propounded places; whereto from France though 
they had noe {ure and ſfollid hope, yet, he shewed noe 
great aversneſle thereto; but fromEngland', that his Ma- 


; jeſty there interpreted this refuſall of theirs, as a token of 


their abſolute aversneſle tro any thoughts of peace and fo 
told the Mediatours, that indeed the pains they had been 
pleaſed to take was very 1Cceptable unto him ; but, ſeeing 
all means propoled tor the obtaining of the peace were 
not latisFactory., he was neceſſitated ro committ the far- 
ther iſſue of affairs to God , and his owne Arms. Where- 
upon the Mediatours being at a ſtand , defired their High- 
reſſes to produce means for the promoteing of the 
Peace, that ſo all their endeavours made uſe of to that 
end, might not vanish into ſmoak : Whereupon their 
Hizhnejjes on the 21. an{wered, that they heartily thanked 
the Lords Mediatours for the pains they had took; and 
unanimouſly with the other Miniſters of their Allys, 
protetted, that they deſired nothing more then the pre- 
vention of all farther Jarrings which would ſoon, appear 
in the Treaty of Peace : that Duynkerk , on many ac. 
counts , was not judged, by their Allys, a place any ways 
convenient; and, astoa Ceffation of Arms , they decla- 
red that they were ſorry, to their hearts, that they muſt 
refule it, unavoidably foreſeeing their ruine thereby , bur, 
it ſuch a refaſall made any impreſlion on his Maje/*y of 
England ; as if they refuſed this Celfition , that, in the 
mean time they might the more annoy his Subjects witty 
their 
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their Privateers; they teſtitye, that they have noe ſuch 
intention in the leaſt, but from their defire unro Peace are 
ready , to fatis:ye any reaſonable pretences what ſoever, 
and if it might be pleaſing to the King of England they 
are willing to make with bim a generall and abſolute Cel. 
fation of Arms by Sea, from this time forward; for the 
Space of an entire year or longer ; not doubting but the 
 Mediatours will, by this their carriadge, eaſily ſee their 
Highneſſes ſincere endeavours for the promoteing of the 
Peace, and, that they will ſecund the ſame , with their 
moſt effectuall ſervice. 

Whilit wee were thus buiſy about the preliminaryes 
of a Treaty there was on all fides vigourous preparations 
forthe Warre carryed on : The German Princes ſeeing 
the fire approaching them ſo near beganne to awake, 
and putt themfel vs into poſture. The Princes of Limen- 
hs beganne to raiſe forces apace : that each of them 
might have tome Souldiers in ſervice. Beyeren gott his 
Troops home again, which he had lent the Duke of Savoy, 
10 his diſpute with the Genueſers; and gave out Com- 
millions tor new levyes. Saxon gave order to raile feverall 
Regiments, appointing Count van Eberffeyn, for Gene- 
rall of all his forces, and the Baron van Wallenrode tor Ge- 
nerall Maſter of the Guards of the Infantry , and Count 
van der Nat? tor the Horſe; all under pretence of defen- 
ding their owne Lands, and State ; but doubtleſle, de- 
fignedly to follow one Intereſt or other, as opportunity 
might ſcrye, and molt probably that of the Empire; i 
_ not corrupted by bribes another way. 

The Crown of Sweeden , who by its Mediation ſeemed 
ſuch a {trong Promoter of Peace, made therefore not the 
lefſe preparation for War; continually ſending over their 
new Levys into Pomerland ; and raiſing more in Ger- 
many,gathered a conſiderable power togeather in the Pro- 
vince of Breemen. ' 

The States of Liege finding , that , under the name of 
Neutrality, they were ſufficiently ſacrifized to the plea- 
{ure of France, who, by force madethemſelvs Maſter - 
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ſeverall places, and whoſe inſolences in the Country, 
daily encreaſed , they beganne alſo to raiſe Men , to de- 
fend themſelys, as much as po{lible, from that oppreſſion : 
accordingly they laid Guarriſons in ſeverall Places. 

Spain knowing at what uncertainty she enjoyed Peace, 
prepared alſo for War , raiſing many Souldiers, but nor 
to-ſuch a proportion as was needfull at an open Decla- 
ration againſt France. Part of the raiſed Forces were ſent 
towards Catalonia , others to the Nederlands, where Count 
Montery , by his preſence perſonally , being very vigilant 
for the Intereſt of the Crowne, did facilitate the burden 
of the Taxes in all the Provinces under his Government ; 
and , ſeeing the French aſſembled ſo many Men in Char- 
leroy and the Conquered Citys, asal{o, in the Country 
of Liege : He went, and viſited moſt of the Fortreſles un- 
der his Command, and ſett on foot ſuch new Levys that, 
with the expected Succours from Spain , we might not 
only be in poſture to ſtand againſt any onſett or inva- 
ſion ; bur, in caſe of a rupture with France, should be able 
to carry on the Warre offenſively. 

France, Who, to the admiration of all , preſſeth for= 
ward the Treaty for Peace more then any , ſeems never=- 
theleſſe , by his great preparations z as if he should frlt Be- 


| ginne the Warre, being almoſt wholy employed in gi- 


yeing out new Commiſhons, and preſſe Mony : and 


| qoco Men were tranſported into his ſeryice from Savoy, 


and ſome from Genoua ; and *twas reported that the 
French Forces with their Recrutes and new Levyes, 
«hould be augmented to the number of 2009000, that ſo 
he might act with 3 formidable Armyes, one whereof 
chould belead rowards the Frontiers of Brabant, by the 
Kirg bimſelfe, and his Brother tne Duke of Orleans , as 
Generall under him, the other on the Borders of Holland, 
under Command of the Przce of Conde, and his Sonne 
the Duke of Anguine , thethird to be uſed againſt the Ger- 
mans under Marshall de Turenne , Duke de Navailles to re- 
maine 1n Lotheringen; And the Bishops of Cologne and 
Manſter Should act in Groeningen and Frieflande. Which 
repcortsy 
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reports, though perhaps greather , then the thing itſelte 
yer*tis certain agreat number ot Men were gathered to. 
geather; 5 or 6000,whereof on the ſu ſ1 picion which France 
had againſt Spain were ſent to Rouſiilion, and conſtantly 
through Loraine ſeverall 'I'roops along the Moeſel and 
Rhjjn were ſent by Shipping towards Weſel, and Turen- 
wes Army; allo, by tne way of Charleroy and Maſyck 
ſeverall marched towards the Rhijja, and gathered to- 
geather in the Dukedom of Cleat, alſo the Country of 
Liege, and other Conquered Cityes were crowded with 
Militia, and grezt Magaſijnes of Forradge and Vidtualls 
erected in ſeverall places : ſo that this Winter, befides 
Recruits tor the old Militia, were in all give out Commit. 
fions, for the railing of Zo new Regiments of Horſe, and 
£©o Foot : and the Marquis de Villeroy as Commiltioner for 
the King was ſent tothe Sea-havens, to haſten the Equi« 
page of 3ogreat Ships, and 9 Friesnps, tojoyn withthe 
English Fleet. The King was pleaſed to oblidge ſome 
Commandours, by tarther advancements,among(it whom 
Conde to the Gouvernment of Elias, and Anzuin with 
rich revenues, the Governour of Charleroy with the 
Kings Lievetenantsl1p in Bourgundie , and other Bene- 
fices; on the other hand ſeverall others were degreaded. 
In Erzg/and they Armed both by Sea and Land very 
ſtrongly, prepareing a Fleet of7o Say], which they ſovi- 
gorouſly attended , that *twas thought they would haye 
been 1n Sea, before wee should hayerefolved to Equipy, 
and was to be divided into two Efquadrons, one bareing 
the Red-tlagge to be commanded by Prince Rupert. as Ad- 
mirall in Cief, Fob Hermans Vice-admirall , and Fob» 
Chichely Rere-admirall; Robert Hohnes , and Capt. Neget 
as decundsto tne Price. Theother bereing the Blew Flag 
by Sr. Edward Sprag , John Kempthorne , and Capt. Norty 
as Admirzil, Vice- and Rere-admirall. The White Flagge 
was left for the French Eſquadron: and they haſted 10 
much the more with this Ficet , becauſe they beleeved, 
that wee should not here be able to gett a Fleer into Sea, 
parily through want of power , and partly through ſcaer- 
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city of Seamen , ſuch a grear number being already em- 
ployed on our Privateers: to thatend Sr. Edward Sprag 
was ſent over to France as Envoy extraordinary , to adjuſt 
the Orders, for the joyning of the English and French 
Fleet: and with one to renew the league between thoſe 
two Crowns: whereto was alſo employed the Duke of 
Monmouth, and Earle of Sunderland : and ?twas reported 
that the Duke of York hicaſelte was there incognito. They 
were at home, ſtill buylſy in gathering of Land Souldiers 
and Shipping them by partyes into France ; and gave out 
Committions for the raifing 8 nieu Regiments, and ma- 
de choice of the Colonels thereto, being all Perſons of 
quality and high deſcent. 

Here at home wee fat not ſtill, belids the 6 new Re- 
giments to beraiſed as before mentioned ; wee reſolved to. 
recrutethe decayed Companyes , and to raiſe 4 more new 
Regiments : and, for the better regulateing of their Pay, 
our of that great number of Sollicitors , who hitherto had 
the adminiſtration thereof, were choſen Pagadores, ten 
Treturers or of the Militia, to be kept ata certain Sallary; 
each, according to certain inſtructions, that should be 
given them, to pay that part of the Militia in their divi- 
fion monthly, and accordingly to recieve the Mony at the 
Pay- Officers ; and for the furer manadgement thereof, 
the 200. Penny in forme of Capitall loan was concluded, 
on tor the ſecond time to be paid in manner as the former 
haveing an eſpeciall reſpect to the great Chardge of the 
Sea-equipage , being after ſome deliberation reſolved, to 
ſettout a conſiderable Fleet , not inferiour to that of the 
laſt year, either in number or mountures whereto the 
Ships were immediatly ranged, Otkcers appointed,and the 
equipage beganne , which went on fo ſucces fully, and the 
Leavies alſo with ſuch a confluence 0 5eamen , that *rwas 
noe wonder that wee were in Sea as {ſoon as. our Enemys 
though they would be, as 'twas reported, almoſt ready 
before wee beganne. 

In this poſture, afairs ſtood, in the end of February ; 
very probable ro break out in the beginning of March 
intro 
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Into a heavier Tempeſt then before: in the interim the 
Sweedish Mediatours were very earneſt for ſetting on foot 
the negotiation of Peace , whole procedures wee $hall here 
proſecute, before wee take any more notice of what farther 
occurred in the Month of March. . 

On the anſwer which the States on the 21. Febr. had 
given to the Mediators, the {aid Lords Mediatours did, 
on the 3. of Marci, by many Arguments, preſle hard to 
the acceptance of Duynkerke for the place to Treat in, 
and haveing afierwards recieved a Miſſive trom the Kzzg 
of England , whereby He ſ1gnityed his perſiſting in the 
choice of that place they did on the 13. of March deliver 
in a farther Memorial] , shewing the Kings reaſons there- 
to drawn from his honour, convenience, andl\ecurity of 
his Miniſters ; thence concludeing the King of England 
was reſolved to keep to that place; ande therefore though 
the Kzng of France might re{olve upon any other place, yet 
*twas to be thought that by vertue of the inditloluble band 
of the two Kings, he would comply with the ſentiment of 
England. 

On this foot they were very earneft to have Dunkerck 
accepted, attributeing the danger of all Chriſltendome to 
ſuch a retfuſall; and leftit to the States to conſider, it on 
this refuſall the Negoriation should be broak off, and the 
States should afterwards meet with any diſaſter, how they 
could anſwer it to God and Poſterity for ſuch procee- 
dings; farther teſtitying , that it was their grief that they 
mult be forced to depart, refed : but ſoon after they 
recieved two Letters, one from Secretary Arlington , gi- 
veing notice that the Kzng of Erg/and, at the delire of 
France had defilted from Duynkerk , and had pitched u- 
pon Cologne or Aix la Chapelle , leaving the choice or 
either to France. The other Letrer was from Count Todt , 
ſignifying that the Kizg of France had made choice of 
Cologne. Which on the 22. of March, the Mediators ac- 
quainted the States v/ith , by Memoriall, with re{tification 
of their great joy, and congratulation on that account. 
Alſo delired the States , that their Fi:ghrefſes would be 
| pleaſed 
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pleaſed without. any delay to make choice of Embaſſa- 
dours , and Plenipotentiaryes, giveing them all needfull 
intiruction to negociate for Peace at the appointed place. 
On which notice the States did , that tame day , by their 
Deputyes returne thanks to the Lords - Mediatours for 
their pains, and Vigilancye, promiſeing them to doe what 
liy in their power to facilitate the Treaty , and prefentley 
they nominate Perſons to fend thither , defireing they 
would take care to procure Paſports, and Safe-condudts 
for their Perſons, Train and Baggage. But notlong after the 
Lords-Mediatours did by Memoriall acquaint the States, 
that the King of France , (lecing the Marquis de Grana lay 
with his Regiment in Cologne, and haveing underſtood 
by an intercepted Letter that he was to bring 2000 Horſe 
more into the City) could not look on that Place as Neu= 
trall untill, de Grana should leave it: & therefore declared, 
that untill Cologne was cleared of that troubleſome Guar= 
rtiſon, He would ſend his Embaſſadour to Aix la Chas 
pelle; Whereupon the Mediatours defired, that their 
Highneſſes would doe what in them lay, to dire affairs 
ſo, that Cologne might be freed of that Emperiall Guarri- 
ſon , and allo, that , in the mean while, they would not re- 
fuſe to ſend their Embaſſadours to Aix la Chapelle. 

But moſt probable it is, that the deſfigne of France, in 
dislodging the Emperiall Troops from Collogne, was to 
make himſelfe Maſter of that Place, which had allalong 
been owned as a neutrall Place; bur, ſeeing, that did not ſo 
ſucceed he made choice of Aken , which theſe States con= 
ſented to, and nominated for Holland the Lords Bever- 
ningh and Rhede ; for Zealand Yan Odijck , for Friefland 
my Lord Hayrer, and for Groeningen my Lord Y:sbrants ; 
In France were nominated for the ſame Negotiation the 


Duke of Chaulnes , Courtijn , and Barillon, In England the 


Earle of Sunderland , Jenkins , and Williamſon, 
March 1. The French, finding little opportunity of 
doing any thing conſiderable againſt their Enemy, made 
It now their greateſt buiſneſle to further every where 
Contributions, Taxes, and os ru , ruining all 
| | that 
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that did not pay to the very utmoſt; ſetting on fre at this 
time both the Sears at Daalwijck neer Marſevean , and al- 
{o one called Sjonkeveght, Konings-veld, and Sluys. 
Oort; threatning within few dayes to burne 12 more, if 
they brought not their ranſon timely. 

On the 8. A Party that went out from Oudewater re. 
turned with good Booty , which they had took away trom 
the French between Woerden and Utrecht, among 
which wasa boat laden with Victualls. At the ſame tine 
ſeverall Souldiers belonging to Weſop, went out towards 
Utreght, and falling upon the Boat of Breuxei , wherein 
were ſeverall French: going to Utreght , they kilied four 
and carryed the reſt with good Booty ro Welſop. 

Onthe 10. The States publihed ſeverall Placaets, for- 
bidding a new, the importation of any Brandewijn or 
French Cool Wijnes, alſo the great and ſmall Fishing, 
and Cathching of Whales, and with one the exportation 
of any materialls for the ſaid Fishing , or the employing of 
any Ships thereunto , alſo that none of the Inhabitants of 
this Country should hire themſelys there to our of the 
Country, or ſuffer themſelvs to be made uſe of by any 
Nation - and that none of their Inhabitants shall be Part 
owners in employment of any Ship thereto out of this 
Country. Alſo was forbidden all Navigation to the Eaſt, 
or Weſt, or North ; eiter to Cape or Trafhck : or to goe 
in to the ſervice of any Strangers; and thoſe , who were 
in Service of any Strangers, were commanded to quitt the 
aid Service, and returne home; all Privateers were allo 
called in, and ſeverall other matters, for the regulation 
both of Warre, and Policy at home. At Paris the King 
Cauſed all the Spanish Attendants of the Queen to depart 


the Court, for Madrid, to the great diſſatisfaction of the | 


Queen ; becauſe they communicated many ſecrets of State 
unto Spain. 

On the x2. of March, deceaſed at Weenen the Em- 
pereſle then reigning, to the great grief of that Court, and 
eſpecially of the Houle of Auitria , being with child of an 
Emperiall Prince, q 
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On the 20: About 2000 choice Men wereShipt from 
Amſterdam in about 50 ſmall Veſſels, deſigning to make 
an attempt upon Harderwijck , under the command of 
Colonel Palm: they were all ſelect Men, and well provi- 
ded both of Arms and other things neceſflary ; and, not 
to be diſcovered , they ſett their courſe Seawards , and ha= 
veing the Wind with them deſigned , againit it was dark , 
to come before the Towne, and on the 21. at 23 of the 
Clock in the morning, drawing towards Land, they found 
themſelvs, through the neglect of the Pilots, a great way 
lower than the City; whereupon the Pilots beganne ta 
diſpute among themſelvs whether, and at what place 
they could reach the City that night; but, the Wind not 
favouring them, they reſolved to reneiv the deſigne the 
next night , and, in the mean time , putt of again towards 
the Sea: but, they being thereby ſufficiently diſcovered , 
the force that was there abouts came into Harderwijck to 
defend it: our men comeing the next night, before it, 
and finding all in alarme, and hearing many Soul- 
diers there, they retreated without attempting any farther: 
the deſigne itfelte, from the good contrivance, and ne- 
ceſſity of it, and correſpondency with thoſe within, ſeemd 
to promiſe nothing leſſe thana good iſſue; but it ſeems z 
that hitherto ſome accidents have oft hindred the accom=- 
plichment of our Enterpriſes. 

On the 21. Amoneſt the ſeverall Partyes that conti- 
nually went out of Coeverden one where or other , ſome 
came, early in the morning to Almelo , in T went , to the 
Houſe of a certain Womam , who, dureing the Siege of 
Groeninghen, had drovea great trade between the Ciryes 
of Overyfiel, Utrecht and Amersfoort, and, but few 
daysagoe , was come home with a good ſumme of ready 
Mony ; they made her open her cheſts , where they 
found the Mony , to the yallue of fix, or ſeven thou- 
ſand Gilders, which , with ſome Plate, and fine Linnenz 
alſo three Wagons laden with Wine, Brandewine and 
Stockfish , dehigned for Amersfoort , they brought with 
them unto Coeverden, And iomade good gheer them- 

k. 2 felys, 
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ſelvs, with that , which was intended to have fed the FE. 
nemy. 

r- <4 the 23. Several! French Horſe came by the way of 
Flanders nere a place called Ouden-Man, and ſome of 
them at low water rode into the Villadge, where they 
burnt ſeverall Houſes and ſo returned with their prey; but 
comeing again ſome days after, were repulſed by the 
Boors : On the ſame 23. our Men at Ouwater , hearing 
thata Company of French , amongſt whom were ſeverall 
Officers, were marching with Convoy from Woerden to 
Utreght; about zo Musketteers, in 5 Sloops , under the 
Command of one Captain Sarder/or, 2 Lievetenants, 
3 Enſigns , and 5 Sergeants, drew out to meet them, and, 
lying nere Harmele in Ambush , dischardged on the 
French as they were comeing by, in 3 Boats, and killing 
ſeverall of them , made the reit call for Quarter , eſpecially 
the Women, who were amongſt. them : and when wee 
Had given them Quarter, Captain Sazder/oz and ſome 
Few more only firſt appearing , the French shott amongſt 
them , wounding Sanderſon , and ſome more , and killing 
one Sergeant; but ours, being ſecunded by the reſt of the 
Ambushment, fell again ſtourly upon, and killed many 


of them, amongſt whom one Lievtenant Colonell, and | 


Jeverall Officers; and the remander of their 160. (for ſo 
Emany they were) Viz: 2 Captains, 4 Lievtenants , 45 
»vouldiers, and 5 Women - Huxters with all the Booty, 
they brought with them into Ouwarer. Alſo ſome of our 
Men , who were lodged by the Woerdſe Verlaet , encoun- 
tring with a Party of about 86 Men, killed 3o of them, on 
.the place, and puttthe ret to flighr. 

On the 29g. Seycrall French came from Utrecht to 
Vrealand, intending to have carrycd the Bells away , 35 
they did trom many other Places, but, a Boor bringing 
tideing thereof to Hinderdam, Captain Ho!tharent with 
26 Volonteers went thence ina Boat, to meet them , and 
On their arrivallat Vrealand, they tound the French buily 
about getting the Bells into their ſmall Ship ; but our men, 
diſcharging but once among them , putt them m_ to = 
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fight; and, purſuing them, took {1% 0: them, Whom with 
their Bells, they carryed to Welop. 

On the 3o. The Spanyards, who had a long time laid 
in Calker, drew out thence ; this was the only place the E- 
lector of Brandenburgh,now had in the Dukedom of Cleaf, 
Taying on the ſide of the Rhijne , not very itrong of itſelie, 
but fortifyed with a ſtrong Caſtle; and there being bur 
a weak Guarriſon in it, *twas enforced with Spanish 
Auxiliary Troops, under my Lord Meſnagne , and ſome 
Horſe under Count de Merode, who dayly went out againſt 
the French , lying ſcattered throughour all Cleaviand, and 
took much booty from them, and once took 2 wholl 

Companyes of French Priſonners, at Udam ; thereby 

the French were much enbittered , and gathered a great 

number of Men togeather to revenge themſelvs of them : 

Bur, the Spaniards being adviſed of it, and finding them 

ſelvs not ſurhcient to detend the place,they broke through 

the French, with great advantadge, and 1o Coun? de Me- 
rode Caine very happily with his Horſe to Venlo, and 

Meſnagne with the Infantry to Srevenſ{waert: About this 

tune our Cayalry drew out of the Boſch, Breda and thare- 

bouts, under the Ear/ of Najjou, to rouſe up ſome 

French , who had encamped themſelvs between the Maes 

and the Rhijja ; but . comcing tothe Maez, the Water was 

ſo higR, that they could no: paſſe it; and ſoreturned again 
each to their reſpective Guarriſons. In fine, All the 

Reſconters, that happened in theſe 4 Months, are very 

inconſiderable in compariſon what paſſed in the former 

Months , and wee may truly ſay , that wee have nothing 

more toadd to the Litt of our loſſes formerly ſett down, 

Except the rumour of the [slands of Tabago, Euſtache and 

S. Martin beeing taken by the English; but on the con» 

trary , wee Shall now add, how far the ſame liſt.is leflened ; 

to witt , by the regaining of Winſchoten , Oude-ſchans , 

Boonder-icnans, >lizckenburgh , or Kuynder - ſchans, 

Blockzyl, Coeverden and OQudewater, hopeing the num- 

ber will ſoon encreale; | 

At preſent the Armys of our a2 are ſeperated , 
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The Elefour of Brandenburgh himſelte, is arrived at Ber- 
lijn , and his Troops divided , as likewiſe the Emperiall; 
and, not withſtanding all this the conferences with their 
Miniſters , were continued; it being not true , that was 
reported , of their being agreed with the Enemy ; butthey 
are buily in recruiting their Militia with new leavies , that 
ſo they might bring a conſiderable power in the Fieid 
againft the next Campagnie. 

Count Monterey wgs continually buiſy in ſecureing the 
Spanish Netherlands,and raihng of Souldiers to torme an 
Arrny of 30000 Men. [t being moſt probable,that the dif- 
ferences, that lay Smothering between France and Spain, 
would ſoon break out into a publick rupture : ſo that, in 
Spain alſo, they beganne with more vigilancy ro ett for- 
ward their preparations for Warre , to which the returne 
of their Silver fleet was noe ſmall help : which , being 
richly laden , arrived at Cadix and St. Lucar the 18. of 
March, under the Convoy of the Spanish Armada, and 
ſeven Dutch Men of Warre. An Esquadron of English 
and French Men of Warre lying then in the Bay of Cadix, 

In England the Parliament , proceeding on the Subje& 
againſt the Papitſts, and takeing ſcaerſeany thing elſe into 
conſideration; His Majeſty was pleaſed on the 23 March 
to make this moſt gracious ſpecch unto both the Houſes 
of Parliament: 


Y Lords and Gentlemen , 

Yeſterday , you preſented me an adireſſe , as the beſt means 
for the ſarsfying and compoſeing the minds of my Subjes, to which 
4 freely and readily agreed , and hall take care to ſec u performed 
accordingly. In hope on the oiher-ſide you Gentlemen of the Horſe 
of Commons will ace yorr part. For 1 muſt putt you in mind that it 
z nere five Weeks , ſince I demanded a ſupply , and what yor then 
wvored unanimouſly, did both give liſe to my affairs at home and 
disheartened my Enemyes abroad: but the ſeeming dzlay ir hath 
mett with ſince, doth give them new couradue; and , they ave now 
Prepareing for this next Summer a greater Fleet , (as they ſay) than 
ever they yer had: ſo that if the ſupply be not very ſfoedily dis 
patched, it will be altogeather ineffeftuall, and the Safety, __—_ 
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and Inireſt of England muſt of neceſſity be endangered. Pray lay 
this to heart , and lett not the fears and Fealouſies of ſome draw an 
mevitable ruine on us all. 

My Lords and Gentlemen , 

Tf there be any ſcruple yet remaining with you , concerning the 
uſhenſion of penall Iaws , 1 here faithfully promiſe you , thaz what 
hath been done in that particular , Shall not for the future , be drawn 
either into conſequence or example. And, as 1 dai'y expett a Bill from 
you for my ſupply, ſo, 1 aſſure yeu, 1 Shall as willingly recieve 
and paſſe any other, you shall offer me, that may tend to give you [a5 
ti; ation, in all your juſt grievances. 


Soon after , his Majeſty lett the Parliament know he 
intended on theG6. of April to adjourne them untill Ofto- 
ber ; ſo that they had time, only to diſpatch ſome matters; 
and,the Bills not being ready on the6. April, they had two 
days more graunted; ſo, on the 8. of April preſenting 
their Bills togeather with that of ſapplyes for his Majeſty, 
they were all paſſed and the Parliament the ſame day ,ad- 
journed. Preparations tor Warre were in the mean time 
ſtrongly carryed on, eſpecially by Sea, and many Land 
forces allo raiſed , part whereof were deſigned to be em*- 
ployed on the Fleer. 

In Frenche they were as active: all things were prepared 
for the Prence of Conde , againſt his comeing to Utrecht 
about the middle of April - and all materialls provided 
for the building of a Cittadell there by the Catharines- 
Gate. And againſt the end of April, the Kzng was to bee 
at Charleroy , where a great Army was raiſed. Marshall 
de Turenne lay yet inthe County of Marck , and Ravens= 
bergh, being Maſter of all Brandenburghs Dominion , 
from the Rhijn to the Weſer , excepting only the Towns 
of Lipſtadr, Sparenbergh, and Minden, in which the 
Elefour of Brandenburgh hath his owne Guarriſons. The 
Army of Turenne was reſresht, and recruted with new 
ſupplys. 

This State alſo made all poſlible preparations, yet, in 
truth, to flowly , in conſideration of ſo great a Power 
threatning them , and their differences one amongſt 
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another , {to the wonder of all men being as yet the occa- 
ſion of the neglect of many neceſlarves, and of the due 
ordering of many aftaires : nevertheleſie, wee were buy 
about all things that r=iated to the detence of the State 
the Fortifications every where well lookt aiter, and 4- 
mended; Ammunition laid upin ſtore, the Militia re. 
formed, and recrutcd , and new Forces raiſed , and the 
Sea-equipage , withall diligence lett forward; incredible 
numbers of Sezmen running into our ſervice, 10 that, 
ina short time, the Fleer may probably purr out to Sea; 
and nothing is left undone that may {erve for the detence 
of the Country. 

In the interim the Sweadish Mediatours , and our ap- 
pointed Plenipotentiaryes, arc in expectation of their 
Paſports to depart for Aken s 1n order to the Negociation 
for Peace there: TI he Mediatours induſtriouſly labounng, 
for the promotion tnercof, and ipareing noe pains, to 
make the Profters of the Kmmgs acceptable unto the States, 
with high proteſtations of their fincerity, zeal, and the 
concern ot the Kingdom of Sweaden in this preſent 
Warre; and perhaps it may happen, that , by their prel- 
fing perluaſions , wee might be induced to accept of ſuch 
Articles which in themſelvs , wee should nor eaſily con- 
ſent unto, 

The Preparations of France this Year are not infe- 
TiOur , to thoſe of the Year paſt : Severall of Threnmes 
Troops and others out of the Netherlands march towards 
the Rhijjne, and fo, crofling theRhijn, to the Land of 
Liege; ſome quite into France , to returne again from 
thence, after they had been refreshed, with the Kinge: 

behaveing themiclvs in their March, according to the 
manner of the French cruelty. They cauſed ſeverall of 
their Fronteers to be demolished , that ſothey might need 
the tewer Guarritons ; the new leavyes, and recruites for 
the old Companyes, went on very eagerly, and leverall 
recruits: beginne their March downwards; 1co Comp: 
of Foot, and 60 Horſe being aiready compleated , and 
muſtered; Ar Utreght was the Court prepared for Prince 
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Conde : AtRyſel the very Proud Caſtle there, at Door- 
nick, Cortrijck , and Charieroy ſeverall Lodgings were 
made ready for the reception of the Kirg ; many of the 
old Militia come downwards, to forme a Leager nere 
Charleroy : Andin the Sea-havens they were alike buiſy 
about their Sea-equipage, and repairing of the diffabled 
Ships; furnishing them both with men and all neceſſa- 
ryes, and omitting nothing that might ſerye for the ſet- 
ting forward the Warre, 

In their laſt Conqueſts they were noe leſſe buiſy : The 
Houſe at Gennip was demolished ; Tiel and Doesburgh 
wholy demantleds Harderwyck turned toan open Vile 


| ladge, the Walls being quite pulied downe ; to eaſe the 


Guarriſons, which were every where reinforced, with 
new Troops ; and, to that end, the Recruits for the 
Royall Regiments of Bourgondze , La Ferte , and Souches, 
ari1ved at Cuylenborgh; their Fortifications were every 
where repaired and bettered. At Nimweagen , they were 
buily abour ſtrengthening their Wails, and erecting a 
Cittadell at the upper end, which could not be undermi- 
ned: Ar Aernhem they preſſed torward the finiſhing of 
the Fortifications , makeing a very high Katte by the 
Sandbergh , where the Borgers were forc*t to work, and 
raiſed a great Magazijn for all Provifions, whether the 
guns from Utreght and Harderwijck were carryed : 
Campen was well turnished, and much Proviſion ſtored 
up there; Commander Yoxck , Governour of Swartſluyce, 
fortifyed that place caſting up an high Wall, by the Haven, 
ard ſetting off the Swart - Water with heayy peales of 
timber, unto which work they prefied the Burgers of 
Gealmuyen. Ar Utrecht, all Materialls of Wood, and 
Stone were prepared ; W orkemen preit, and ſome Hou- 
ſes thrown down, in order to goe on with their projected 
Fortification,and building of their Citradell, Utrechr,and 
the whole Country round about, being much incommo- 
dared by the high Waters, they reiolved toftop the breach, 
which was washed in the Leck-dijck : The Fortitications 
at Naerden and Utrecht, were _=_ bettered daily , and all 
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the Conqueſts brought into ſuch a poſture, that they jud. 
ged them caſlily tenable; and, for the defray of the chard- 
ges, new Taxes were raiſed, and ſtrictly executed. 

In England , they werealfo very buily, the Equipage 
of their Fleet, haveing for ſome time ſtood ſtill, went now 
forward apace , ſome Ships beganne to fall downe Sea« 
wards : The Land-militia from all parts of England ga- 
thered togeather about London, ſeverall new Regiments 
wereraiſed, and ſome Companyes of Horſe , were made 
ready, to be {ent over with the Duke of Monmouth into 
France. The Regiments of Buckingham , and Power with 
{ix Companyes orthe Kings Guards, were deſigned to be 
embarckqued on the Fleet, two Companyes whereof, 
comeing downe the Theams, the wheary Boat was funck, 
and many of them drowned: alſo one Ship carrying le- 
verall forces to France, was caſt away, and moſt of the 
Souldiers drowned : and all thing prepared , which could 
poſſibly be thought on tor carrying on the Warre. 

The Bzshops of Cologne and Munſter made ſome ftirre 
in Weſtphalen playing the Maſter there, while Brazden- 


burgh was at home , but their farther preparations were of | 


noe great concerne; and the Guarrifons, in Overyſfel 
and T'wente were very mean; makeing more bravadoes, 
and showes of undertakeing ſomething againit Frieſland, 
than really intending ir. 

+ Here at home wee negleCted nothing , that might 
tend to the bringing us in a poſture of defenee. "The dea- 
equipage eſpecially of Holland , was ſett forward with all 
- Imagineable vigour , and incredible expedition , ſeveral 
of the Ships being now made rezdy, vailed towards the 
Sea-Ports, and the men were ſent aboard ; one Ship in 
the Maes being overſailed by another , moſt of the Men, 
Women and Children were drowned. And for the ob- 
ſerving of the better orders at Sea, and couragioully reſi- 
ſting the Enemy, The Admirall Generall and the States 
Putt out ſeverall Placaets. One , whereby the Officers 
were bound to their duty,both in obeying of higher Com- 


mands, andalſoin due manedgeing their owne Chardge » 
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on pain of ſevere punishmenr in caſe of delinquance: 
another , for the prevention of all disorders, ettablishing 
a raack to be oblerved between the Sea- and Land-Off- 
cers, that were on board, limitting each their Jurisdittion : 
A third, for the rewarding of thoje , that should turne aff 
an enemyes Fireship : A torth, appointing whar Premze 
he should have that burnt or ſunk any of the Enemyes 
Ships , forbidding , without exprefſe order from the Ad- 
mirall, to take any. A fifth, tor rewarding thoic, that 
Should take an Enemyes Flag, or Wimple; A ftvth for 
rewarding of thoſe that might have loſt any of rheir 
limbs : And laſtly, one for obſerving better order and 
Oeconomie 1n the Lands Navy. 

By Land wee were recruitihg our defects , and raiſing 
new Forces, ſome whereof were already arrived from 
Hamborrow , and Oldenborrow : The new Governour 
Fariaux arrived at Maeſtright , putting all rings there in 
order, and zealoully looking after , what ever mightierve 
for defence of the City, altering ſome of the Fortifica- 
tions, that lo they might be defended with the fewer Men: 
And leverall Deputyes and Chief- Commandours were 
appointed to look atter other Fortifications, and Poſts, 
ro order what was there needfU1] : The high land of 
Groeninghen, as far as Heipen , was ordered all of it 
to be taken of; At Gorcum the Deputyes appointed ma- 
ny new Works to be made, Worcum, Schoanhoven 
and Oudewater were putt in to compleat poſture ; The 
Goud{ie-Sluice was ftrongly fortifyed , and was reſolved 
tO take Polt again at Nieuwerbrugge, and to make it 
itronger than before ; The Fortifications of Muyden and 
the Hinderdam were much bettered, and Weeſop 'twas 
reiolyed on tobe formally fortifyed + and good care took 
abour all other Places. Thus buiſy were we here in ta- 
keing care for what was needfall, for the preſervation of 
the Land, intending to have a greater Fleet ar Sea, this 
Year, than ever betore; and, by Land, Soo Foot, 
13942 Horſe, and 200c Dragoons; thus much in gene= 
rall, wee shall now come to particular paſlages. 
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In the conquerd Provinces, eſpecially at Utrecht, 
the Placcaets were renewed for the calling in of all, thar 
had lefrthe Country, on pain of demolishing their Goods, 
and , the ſame was executed, by the throwing downe of 
ſeverall principall Houtfes. On the other hand the States, 
on the firſt of April, by way of retorftion renewed their 


Placaet of the 27. September 1672. whereby it was ordai- , |. 


ned, that all Perſons, poſſeiling any Goods within the 
Pominions of this State , who remained with the Enemy, 
Should , within the ſpace of one Month, returne under 
the command of the States, on pain of hayeing their 
Goods demolisht; warning each one, in the Conquered 
Provinces , that they buy noe materialls of any demolishe 
Houles, on pain of reitoreing tourtold their worth in 
caſe of a turne of affaires. 

The Ear! of Na//ou , haveing gotten the Horſe of Ber. 
gen, Heuſden , Breda and the Boſch togeather , intending 
to ſurprize the French , as they lay camped about the Gra- 
ye, and Caine with them of the fide of the Maes, but 
found the Water ſo high , that there was noe probability 
of getting over, ſo thar the Deſigne went not forward; 
bur the Horſe were again divided and ſent to their reſpe- 
Etive Guarriſons , and the Earl of Naſſou on the 3. of 
April arrived again, at Breda; in which March a cer- 
tain Captain of Horie , was killed in a Duell by another 
Captain. 

His H:ghneſſe made preparation for his journey to 
Zealand ; tor the ordering ail things needfull, there and 
on the Fronteers of Flanders , haveing firſt made ſomere- 
formation in the Militia, and gave the Regimenr of Co- 
lonell Schort , who, by reaſon of his indiſpoſition , had 
Quitted it, nnto Lieutenant Colonell Greyms , Greyms his 


Placeunto Major Lamy, and that place to Captain Colers; | 


Amongit the Sea - Officers his Highneſje was pleaſed to 
excuſe theſe from that expedition Viz, Captain Hendrick 
Toll; Fohn Minne ; Balthaſar vauder Voort; Henry Brouwer, 
and Kind? , in whoſe place He putt Barent Hals , Cornelis 


ae Haan , Cornelis Tyioos » Fakob van Bergen , and I/:lam 
Van 
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wan Ewijck: and the place of Lievetenant- Admirall Var 
Gent , haveing been thus long vacant , the Lord Cornelius 
Tromp , by order of the State, and approbation of His 
Highneſſe was appointed to ſupply : He being thus reſto- 
red to his former Charge of Lievetenant - Admirall for 
Amſterdam , from which the envy of thetimes , had cait 
him out before; The differences between him and the 
Admirall Generall were, by mediation of his Highneſſe , 
laid alide : for which inſtallation , and Charge he imme» 
diatly preſented his Commiſſion to the Admirallity- 
Court, at Amſterdam ; who , preſently aſſigned him 
the brave Ship called the Guolden Lyon , and that 
ſtout Captain Thomas Tobias under Him : whereby, 
not only the Seamen , but all the Subjects of the State 
in generall recieved ſingular content, and were much 
pleaſed. 

April the 4. About 7o of our Men being gone out 
on their Fortune, at a place called the Veluwe, took {1x 
French Officers Priſonners, amonglt whom one Major 
of the Switzers Regiment of Pfeiffer. From Muyden 
Count van Styrum ſent out a Party of about 30 Men, who 
fell on a Convoy , killed the French Othcer, took 3 Soul- 
diers Priſonners ; the reſt made their eſcape leaving their 
booty in our hands, to witt 4 Ships, laden with all ſorts 
of Priviſions, and Victualls and much wood. | 

The ſame day Count Waldeck returned to the Hague, 
and made report of his Embally tothe Courr of Brandez. 
burgh , wee being here not fuliy ſatistyed with the conduct 
of that Prince Ele&tor; who , on the other hand complai- 
ned, that Tis State did not Act according to their Con= 
rract , eſpecially in the matter of Subfidye; pretending to 
haye due 15000co Gilders: preiiing hard torthe payment 
thereof: and pretending, that, by the Power of the Ene- 
my falling ſo nere upon him, he should be forced to 
take ſome other courſes , if wee were not ſpeedy in paying 
thoſe Arrears; and accordingly hereupon the Duke of 
Newborrow , preſented himtcite as Mediatour between 
France and Brandenburgh, ſending my Lord Straatman, 
as 
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as his Envoy extraordinary , to Paris: Monſr. Yerjzs alſo 
departed abour thistime for Berlijn : Wee, in the mean 
time, endeavoured , by all reaſonable ſatisfaction to 0- 
blidge that Prince, to the intreſt of this State ; but the 
treaty between France and Brandenburgh was followed 
ſo cloſe, that it ſoon came to a perfect agreement and 
ſeverall Articles thereof in print ; but, ir being very 
improbable, that they are authenticke , wee shall not in. 
ſert them here, but the ſumme of them, feemd to have 
been: That Brardenburgh should deſert the fide of this 
State , yet bee free from any engagement to embrace 
any other Party ; in conſideration whereof, all that was 
took away from him, in the Dukedom of Cleaf, and 
County of Marck and Ravensbergh, should be reſtored 
again untohim, and that he should maintaine his right 
of uſeing his weapons , for the defence of his State and 
Country againſt Cologne and Munſter. The Emperour 
alſo, being with drawne as well as Brandenburgh , wrote 
2 civill Letter unto this State, difſayowing the retrait, and 
aſſureing the State of his conſtant and fincere affeCQtion 
unto the Intereſt of this State, promiſeing to traverlſe the 
Deſſignes of France, by all moſt effectuail means ; unto 
which a like civil] anſwer was ſent. 

April the 6. Cornett Croſeck and Enfigne U/drick , who 
were ſome time fince took Priſoners by a Party of the 
Bishops nere Hardenberg, and carryed to Otmarſen, 
broke out of Priſon, and arrived fafe at Coeyerden; A 
Burgermaſter and Miniſter at Otmarſen were thereupon . 
apprehenced: and the Miniſters maid made to run the | 


Gantlett , on ſuſpicion , of haveing been helpfull to them 
in makeing their eſcape. The Commandour Houtjn 
about this time, marched out of Deventer with about | 
700 Men, and many. other Troops out of Overyſlel, | 
with their Bagzage and ſome Field-pieces towards Mun- 
ſterland, to be employed againſt Brandenburgh ; the Ci- 
tyes of Overyilel, referving very ſlender Guarriſons. At | 
Munfter the Emperiall Commiſtioner Kette was ſenten- 
ced , and accordingly executed, tor haveing a hand in the 
deligne

deſfigne againſt Munſter , whereof wee made mention on 
the 23. of February : He was beheaded , drawn and quar- 
tered, and his Bowels putt into a Coffin, and hung on 
the Gallows : One or two more of his Complices, were 
alſo in detention and carryed to Coesvelt, to be executed 
there. 

On the 7. The Prince of Conde, with the Dukes of 
Anguien , Vendoſme , and the Earls of Guiche , Soifjoxs , and 
others departed from the Court , comeing downwards 
on the next day the Earl de Lude , followed with the ſmall 
Artillery , and on the 10. the Prince arrived at Charle- 
roy ; upon whole, ſoſuddain march and the caſuall lea» 
ving one gate of the City Namen open, it was reported, 
that the French had a deſligne againſt that place, where- 
upon Count Morterey apprehended ſeverall Perſons, but 
it remaind without any further evidence. 

On the 13. The Prince, with his Traine and 400 Hor- 
ſemen went to Tongeren , where he arrived that night, 
and, the next day, went thence to Maſeyck , whence 
2gaine after a tew-days ſtay he went to Nimwegen ; there 
he arrived, on the 20. and was viſited by ſeverall Greato- 
nes, amongſt whom the Marquis de Bethune , Governour 
of Cleaf, haveing left his Train at Cranenbergh, and 
accompanyed only with two Lords; were ſet upon by 
12 Men , under the Lieyeternant of Njmwegez, and, 
though they defended themſelvs well, yett were forced to 
yeeld , but were rantſomed the next day - he, for 150 Pi- 
{toletts , and they, that were with him, each for 30. Count 
a Eftrades met with better luck , who, being fell upon by 
a like party , not only defended himſelfe but rook ſome of 
the Aſlaulters, Priſoners, and carryed them into Weſel. 
The Prince, in the mean time, haveing viewed Tiel, 
Bommel, Creveceur, de Graat and Aernhem, and muſte- 
red allthe Guarriſons, arrived on the 13. at Kuylenburgh 
to goe thence to Urtreght. | 

On the 8. The King of England, ſeeing that affairs 
in Parliament, by reaſon of their mutuall differences, 
were delayed, and not like to cometorn end ; acquainted 
them 
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them that he intended todismiſle the aſſembly ; and afſu. 
red them, that he was ready to paſſe all their Acts, for the 
removeing of their grievances, and that he much longed 
for that , appointed for bis Majeſtys ſupply ; ſo, appearing 
with uſuall ſolemnityes in Parliament, adjourned them, 
untill 3o. of October next, ſeverall buiſnetles remaining 
un pertected ; Beſides the particular Acts , ten publick 0. 
nes were paſſed and conſented to, two whereof were the 
chietfeſt : One tor the raiſing of 123875 Pounds Sterl. in 
x13 Months, for aſupply for his Majeſty's uſe ; and another 
for to prevent the danger, they might tear from the Popish 

Reculants: whereby, not only, all former Acts againſtthe 

Romish Clergie were renewed, but alſo all thoſe that 

should refuſe to recieve tie Sacrament, according to the 

uſe and cuſtom of the Church of England, and takethe 

Oath of Supremacy , shouid be, de fa#o, turned outof 

all Service Military and Civil : By the help of this ſubſidy, 

they now beganne to goe forward vigorously with the 

equipage of their Fleer , and, ſeeing that not witſtanding 

the Proclamation of the 2. of January , many of the Sea- 

men runne away , and , by all ways poſlible , endeavoured 

to keep themſelvs our of the Kings Service ; His Ma- 
jeſty _—_ again titis following Proclamation to be pu- 

blished : 


Or as much as his Majeſtys Fleet 1s not ready 10 20e to Sea, 

and that ſeverall Scamen , Mariners , and others , avho are ve- 
giſtired in the ſervice of the Fleet, doe negle(t to appear , his Majeſty 
with the advice of h1s Private Councell , had found good ſtriflly to 
command , and entreat , that all Seamen , Mariners, and others, 
-yho are lifted m the Service of his Majeſty's Ships, or have recieved 
Preſſe-mony , or any other means whatſogvy are under his Maje- 
fty's pay by Sea, immediatly , after the publication of this , doe be- 
zake themſclvs to their reſJetive Ships : and , if any one , after the 
publication of his Majeſtyes Proclamation, Shall be found 10 behave 
kimſelfe contrary thereto , they shall be proceeded againſt , as dr- 
ſertors of his Majeſty's ſervice , withall exemplary ſeverity. 


On the 11. Their Highneſs the High and Mighty Sta- 


tes , ſeeing that the Enemys of the State were ee 
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with all Sorts of Counterbands Goods, both by the In- 
habitants ofthis State , and by other neutrall Kings, Prin= 
ces and Staets, they, (to provide for the contrary as 
much as poſſible, ) did by Placaer, declare all ſuch Goods, 
and Ships to be lawfull prize, which, (by wham ſoever 
it might be) were carryed to the Enemy, and took by any 
either publick Man oft Warre, or Particular Privateer 
regulateing alſo, by ſeverall Articles, the viſitation and 
condemnarion of all ſuch Ships, to prevent the juit com- 
plaints of any neutrall Princes, as alſo the frauds of the 
Maſters. 

On the 12. His Highneſſe the Prince of Orange , ha- 
veing took his leave of the Swedish Mediatours, and re- 
cieved the Farewell- compliments, of the Great-Ones , 
being accompanyed with ſeverall Nobles, at 11. of the 
Clock before Noon , went from the Hague for Zealand, 
by the way of Rotterdam and Dort, with ſeverall Plea- 
{ure-boats, and, on the 13. towards the Even arrived at 
Ter Vere; ſtayd ſupper aboard , and then came on Land, 
and , immedaiatly , took Horſe for Middleburgh , where 
he arrived about 11, of the Clock : The Penſionary , being 
advertized of his comeing immediatly came and ſaluted 
him , and called the States togeather againſt next day in 
the afrernoon : On the 14. inthe morning his Highneſſe 
was welcomed by all the ruleing Colledges, and Depu- 
yes of the Ciryes ; and, inthe atternoon , was preſent in 
the allembly of their Highneſſes , where he was again wel= 
rorned by the Penfionary, with the teſtimony of their 
content and great joy in {ceing him there, giveing with 
one, a brief account of the potture of affairsthere, pro- 
pounding thoſe ſeverall matters, which were there to be 
handeled : to all which the Prince anſwered in a very lo- 
veing manner , tothe great content of them all; andthen 
ſaluted each of them with great civility. The next day was 
employed in very earneit debateing , how beſt toredreſſe 
ſeverail matters, ior the ſecurity of the Province, and 
reſolved on ſeverall things, both concerning the publick 
revenue and Militia; efpeclally about the equipage of a 

L Fleer, 
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Fleet, to fett that forward , withall their'power : on the 
16, being the Sabbath, His Highneſſe was preſent, atthe 
Church-ſervice forenoon , and afternoon; on Munday, 
he viewed the Fortifications of Walcheren , and the 
Eaſtindia-houſe at Middleburgh , where he was preſented 
with ſeverall qurlandish Rariryes: On Tewsday , the 18, 
haveing made a delired end of ſeverall weighty Matters of 
State , laſt of allan Ac of Pardon wasrelſolved on, tobe 
ſett on foot there, as was in Holland; and thereupon his 


arrived at Sluys; and havieng viewed the Fortitications 
thereabouts, on the 19. at 1. of the Clock, he arrived 
at Aerdenbergh , where his Highneſſe was preſented, by 
the yonge Ladyes with a Key , and ſome other Galantries, 
and three Vollyes of Shott from the Town ; thence he 
departed for Yiendijck, and ſo ro Bergen op Soam, 
whence on the 2 1. he departed for Breda, and, on the 
22. by the way of Heuſden , to the Boſch, from whence, 
that Even, abour eleven the Clock, he again depar- 
ted : at which time the Sloops , that cruiced in the 
Boſlſe-velt, being allarmed by the shooting of the guns, 
putt themſelvs in poſture of defence, ſuppoleing they 
Shott to give them a Signe, by which means many Per- 
ſons might have been kilied before the miſtake was know- 
ne; from whens by the way of Gorkum, his Highneſe 
on the 23. arrived again in the Hague; haveing took a 
{trickt View of all the Fortifications, throughour Flan- 
ders and Brabant; giveing all needfull orders about them: 
and was every where recieved with the highelt I eſtimo- 
ny of honour and reſpect. | 
On the 15. The Duke of Luxenburgh layd the firſt 
Stone, whereon the Kings Arms was hewen , of thenew 
Caſtle Vreedenburgh, at Utrecht, judged by moſt tobe 
very ruinous to the City ; but the prudentelit ſort were | 
not very Sollicitous abour that; eafily foreſeeing that, | 


by want of Materialls, it muſt either quite be Jett und- 
ONC5 


Highneſſe , the ſame day , departed for Flanders, being | 
farewelld with all ſigns of reſpect, and rettimony of affe- | 
ction , and 'generall applauſe of the Commonality , and | 
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one, or, atleaſt could not, in years and days, be finished : 
thar night was fisht up, out of the old ditch, before the 
Hoſpitall a Man , whoſe head was cutt of , doubtleſſe 
by rv of the French , and his Body ſunk downe 
with Stones; alſoa yonge Child , whoſe neck was broke. 
Farther , all things were prepared for the reception of the 
Prince of Code , and tothat end the Guns were brought 
to the Walls, and great preparations for ſome weighty de- 
ſigne, many Men gathered togeather from all parts; and 
orders given for the ſtopping the breach, in the Banck of 
the River Leck : for they were reſolved, to make all dry, 
both, for their getting Forradge for their Horſe, and for 
their better ſetting forward any Deligne upon Holland ; 
thinking , they should gett over the other Waters well 
enough, with their Hurdles, Floating-boats, and Stor- 
ming=bridges, and ſome new=invented Boats , about 600 
in number, being wrought of Wicker, wherein not a- 
bove 3. or , atmolt, 4. could ſtand: ridiculous to all that 
ſaw them : they bought alfoall the Henp, they could pro- 
cure, and made Ropes with it for their uſe. 

It being relolved that the Recruits should be complea- 
ted, againſt the middle of this Month , On the 10. Count 
Waldeck , and the Lords Deputyes beganne to Muſter 
and Review , and continued, from day to day , in ſeveralt 
Cityes, and Polts of the State, and in ſeyerall places, 
eſpecially at Delpht, were found ſeverall falfe Souldiers , 
who were not actually in Service but appeared to fill up 
the Companyes; who were pounished with a condemna=« 
tion to continue 1n the States ſervice four years : but fin- 
ding at that time ſo many defects every where, the time 
for the Recruits was prolonged untill the beginning of 
May, againſt whichtime, they were to have all their Com- 
panyes complear, on pain of Cashierment : and, to pro- 
vide againit the keeping ſuch counterfeit Souldijers, the 
States published a Placact forbidding them on pain of 
death, and arbitrary corporall punishment of all thoſe 
thar should ſuffer themſelvs ro be made uſe of to that-end ; 
yea death alſo, according to the nature gf the offence 
L 2 and 
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and that without the uſuall formalityes of the law, but 
immediatly , on order of the Lords Deputyes of the 
Multer. 

On the 18. Severall Troops from Deventer, Swoll, 
Haſſelt, and Steanwijck , gathered togeather, and mar- 
ched into Drent , where fell upon the Polt at the Houſe ar 
Echten;where Lt. Generall Raberhaupt had placed a Guar- 
riſon : who defended themſelvs ſtontly , untill ſome Re- 
lief came , and then they fell our upon the Bishops, and 
broke them up; many of them were killed on the place, 
the reſt ſaved themſelvs by flight. 

On the 21. The Enemy with 300 Men from Stean- 
wijck renewed the Enterprize , and advanced quite under 
their Counterſcarp, ſo they within oppened the Gates as 
if they would letr them in, who crowding towards the 
Gate were ſo ſaluted with 2 great Guns laden with ſmall 
Shot , that many were killed on the place , the relt putt to 
flight ; ſome whereof were took Prifoners. 

From Maſtright ſeverall Partyes went daily out, who 
made good Booty : as for inſtance, one Party of 11 Men 
broughr into the City 10 French Priſoners, haveing kil- 
led two more, onthe place: allo Captain Wrange/ gotta 
brave Booty, who, with his Troop about Spiers, had 
took Prifoners 5 or 6 Chiet-Commanders, with ſeverall 
ſumpture Horles-and rich Portmantles:and not well kno- 
wing which way to bring this booty ſateſt home; he mar» 
ched for Lotharinge , thence, to the Paltz and ſo , through 
Worms, along the Rhijn, towards the Land of Marck; 
where meeting with a Cologne Party , he engaged them, 
and eſcaped with 3 of his chiefeit Pritoners, whom he car- 
ryed to Hamelen as being a Neutrall Place, where be 
himlelfe was detained and his Priſoners ſett looſe: Alloa 
Party of the Spanish Regiment of Prxce of Salms brought 
in alike number of French, and another Party a rich laden 
Wagon with piece Goods ; and 3 Priſonners, took ia the 
Land of Cologne. 

Oan the 20. Four Boats with Souldiers went from Ou- 


Water , nere to Harmelen , where they fell upon a Party 
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belonging to Woerden, and shott ſome of them, and 
putt the reſt to flight, and ſo returned with ſome prey to 
Ouwater ; the next day 200 French were ſent from U= 
trecht, to drive us thence, but they came to late; The 
French ſetr a Country Houſe on fire, and farther burnt 
and pulled downe all the Houfes between the Segvelder 
Mill and that Villadge ; being abour a bundred in num- 
ber, that ſo, they might not be ſurprizcd again by our 
Men : Soon after ihe Ear/e of Horns lent unto the Duke of 
Luxenburgh a Boat with ſeverall rare Fish, Citrons, and 
curious Glaſſes, and other refreshments : a civility, which 
is uſuall amongit great Commandors. 

Ditto departed the Duke of Monmouth, with a Train 
of Nobility trom London for France, to ſerve the French 
Kirg inthe next Campagne; on the 24. he arrived at Ca- 
lis, where he was magnificently recieved by the Gover- 
nour ; and travelled immediatly forwards to Paris, where, 
before the Kings departure he was made one of the Liev= 
tenants Generall of the Kings Army; and was to follow 
the King with ſome Troops 1n the Netherlands, and joyn 
with him at the generall Rendevous at Lille. 

On the 24. NineSeamen, belonging to the Cruylſers 
on the Boſlevelr, engaged with about 5o French belon- 
ging to Creveceur, whereof four were killed, and ſeverall 
wounded: and one only of the Seamen fel}: the reſt gotrt 
all fate on board: and another Party of about 2oo ſtrong, 
brought 12 Wagons with Goods in to the Boſch , which 
were going from Liege to the Grave. 

On the 2H. and 27. The Generalls, and chief Officers 
by vez and Land mett in the Hague to conferre with his 
Highneſſe , who haveing ſtriftly obſerved the Conſtitu- 
tion of affairs, now deliberated with them, what might 
be judged for the ſecurity ofthe State* The Enemy being 
already in motion , and without doubt, would endeavour 
to break in upon us one way or other: The Sea forces were 
committed ro the truſt of my Lord De Ruyter , and the 
other ſubordinate Li-vtenant Admiralls, to defend the 
Country againſt all invaſions that way , and to doe the 
ho3 Enemy 
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Enemyall poſſible damadge. The Land-militia under the 
hegd-cornmand of his Highneſſe was committed to the 
three Field-Marshalls; each of them to employ the ſame, 
att his aſſigned Poſt, tor the good of the State : and ſeveral! 


places of great Chardge which, by the death of ſome, and | 


treachery of others, fell Vacant , were ſupplyed with ſu- 
tabe Perſons. 

Frietland was in danger, of being ſurprifed , by the 
Bishops Troops, and , tor the more efteCtuall, and una- 
nimous defence of that Province, Prince Manritz mar- 
ched thither with a conſiderable Force , moſt Horſe, to 
havea generall command there, as Field- Marshall over 
the Militia of Frieſland and Groeningerland, but eſpe. 
cially, of Holland, in ſervice there; by which means, 
was took away the differences, that had been ſo long the. 
re: and ſecured the mutuall aſliſtence of thoſe two Pro- 
vinces , without incroaching upon each others Jurisdi- 
Etions The Lord Raberhaupt commanding the Militia, 
as Lievtenant - Generall in Groeningen , and 4{y/ua in 
Frieſland: in each Province , care was took for the pre« 
ſcryation thereof , by fortitying the Poſts and Paſs, 
eſpecially in the Hearen-vean: By a generall Summons 
the Country- People were cited (according to the Placaet 
of the 19. April, whereby every tamily in which was one 


or more Men, should deliver his man for the ſervice of 


the Country) to be ready with a Firelock , or Pike, a third 
part of the Pikemen might paſſe with a Vaulting polſe 
tipt with-iron , and under each Regiment one Company 
was to be Armed with Spade and Mattuck, and W heel- 
barrouw , and the like; every one, under 60 and above 
18 yeares of age, were reakoned fitt for ſervice. 

Flanders and Zealand were in danger of the firſt Af- 
fault of the French and English; therefore that there 
might be one Generall thereallo, to command rhe Ar- 
my 7 Chief, that ſo the weakeſt might be aſſiſted, The 
Field- Marshall 1/:7ts was ſent to Flanders, being follo- 
wed with {everall Troops both Foot and Horſe , that he 
might bring all in poſture of defence, and, in cale ofany 
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invaſion , be ready to ſecund the Ifland Walcheren ; and 
in a very short time, he brought all things into a defired 
good poiture, demolishing Ooitburgh , with ſome Scon= 
ſes thereabouts, and forti*ying oth:rs: The Oude-man, 
and other Polders or drained Marishes he ſett under Wa- 
ter , the Polts being there all commanded by good Offi- 
cers : At vHluice the Heere van der Lecq was Governour , 
at Aerdenburgh Y#count d* Are in ablence of Spindelet , 
who was made Commandour of Walcheren , at Philip- 
pine Trinkelman in the room of Scott , who by reaſon of 
his indiſpoſition had retigned his Chardge:; At Sas van 
Gent Marignault , in the room of Maiſon Neufue » who 
was cashiered; at Yſendijcke De Lonne, at Liet kenshook 
De Was: , in the Jufferſchance Saal; and the like at Axel, 
Ter Neutle, Moerspeu , and Bierylietz Men of courage, 
and fidelity. 

In Holland, and the Frontiers of Brabant, the Field- 
Marshall Count Waldeck was to command , under the dis 
rection of his Highneſſe; by whoſe ſpeciall zeal the For- 
tiications were much ameud-d; andelpecially , the For- 
tifications at Nieuwerbrugge , which were almoſt com- 
pleated; andall the Militia , throughout reformed : The 
command of Gorcum , being Vacant, by the departure 
of the Field-Marsball Wyrts , was fupplyed by Count var 
Hornes ; and his Brother in his place, at Ouwater : at Muy- 
den Count van Styrum in the room of Prince Mauritins ; 
and, that nothing might be wanting , orders were rene- 
wed , and Patents gave out , for the ſummoning the 
Towns-men and Country-men. 

In this poſture ſtood the warlijke Aﬀ/airs; lett us now 
ſee, how the treaty of Peace went forward: concerning 
which , the Mediatours , had acquainted the State on the 
5. of April, that the King of Fraxce , in ſtead of Cologne, 
had made choice of Aken , tor the place of the Treaty , 
where with their Highneſſes were wel pleaſed ; where- 
upon Paſports were prepared here, for thoſe Miniſters, 
which were to be preſent there, and the like were ſent 
from France and England for the Mediatours , and Pleni- 
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potentiaries of this State: The King of France excepted 
againſt the Perſon of the Lord Rede van Renswoude ; on 
pretence of his being one of his Subjects, by vertue of 
his Conqueſt of Utrecht , and therefore refuſed to accept 
him at the Treaty ; which wee, to avoid all occaſions of 
makeing the breach wider, were willing to paſſe by: Inthe 
mean while, the Mediatours ſtood hard upon the Subject 
of Ceſſation of Arms conſented to by this State with 
England : about which on the 18. they ſignifyed unto 
their Highneſ/ſes by Memoriall, that they had now recieyed 
an Anſwer from England ; ſignitying , that the Ceſſation 
of Arms was now untimely propoſed; that it would be 
of no moment with reſpect to the Treaty of Peace; and 
that it was preſented under very inconvenient reſtri- 
tions : at whichthe Mediatours tettifyed they were much 
amazed and troubled : eſpecially becauſe ir ſeemed to 
threaten the danger of this State , therefore they were ſtill 
reſolved conſtantly to labour the effecting thereof; and 
to thatend , they ſaid they not only wrote by the laſt Poſt 
about that point; but were reſolved , that one of them 
Should make a ſtep into England; in order to work out 
the Ceſlation of Arms, defireing their Highneſſes to pro- 
pound the Conditions for the Ceſſation on more larger 

terms: Asfollows, 

I. That the two Months intended for a Ceſſation, 

Should commence from the yery day of the Publication. 
2. That the limitation of it at Sea should reach, at 
leaſt as far as the Cape St. Vincent or the Straits of Gi- 
bralter ; and that the time of the Ceſſation in each reſpe- 
Eive Place should beginne after certain Days or Weeks 
from the Day of the Publication , on ſuch a manner , or if 
poſſible in shorter time, as was agreed on by the Treaty 
of Breda, according to the diſtance of each place; and that 
it chould not expire before the end of two full Months, 
reakoning from that time, that notice of the Ceſlation hall 

bave effeCtivly been given in each place. | 
3. Incaſe the Kzzgs should pleaſe to referre the time 
for the prolonging of the Ceſſation unto the er”. 
| that 
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that they may after the expiration of the ſaid two Months, 
or when they are almoſt at an end, extend this Ceſſation 
ſo farre as may appear needfull for the promotion of the 
Treaty of Peace; defireing to know, whether their High= 
7eſſes might not think fitt,to graunt unto this before hand. 

4. That immediatly , on notice that the Kings shall 
have unanimouſly agreed to this Ceſſation of Arms, 
though the Day of the Publication might not be conclu- 
ded on; The Privateers or Capers, should not beſuffered 
to ſett or goe into Sea; to the end, that, dureing the 
Ceſſation, the ſecurity of the Seas might by all poſſible 
means be promoted. 

Ar whichthe next day Anſwer was given to the Media- 
tours, thanking them highly for the labour they had been 
at , and the proffer of ſuch troubleſome voyadge; and 
preſently , the firſt Article was conſented to, on condition 
thePublication should be within 14 days after theCeſſation 
was agreed on; and that, in the time of the Ceſlation; there 
Should be no communication or Commerce, between 
Parties, without Paſports as convenient , and that their 
Allyes should be comprehended in it. Teſecond was con= 
ſented to. To the third Their Highneſſes anſwered , that 
they would not give their conſent , without the commu- 
nication of the particular Provinces, and the Alyes of 
the State; but did aſſure them, thatas to ſuch a prolonga- 
tion , this State Should not be wanting in any thing that 
might ſerve for the promotion of the Peace. The fourth 
was conſented to On condition that it should hould on all 
ſides, both as to Privateers and Men of Warre. 

The Mediatours haveing again wrote unto England. 
waited ſome days for farther Anſwer; but England who= 
ly rejected the Ceffation , as the Mediatours in a confe- 
rence on the 29. acquainted the Deputyes of their High- 
neſjes; whereupon the 2. of May was concluded on to 
give Audience againſt their departure. 

In the end of this Month a French Eaſtindia Ship 
was Calt away before Liflabon , comeing from Goa, 
120, Men were aboard, and was richly laden ; wherein 


5 came 
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came alſo the Dire&tor Carox , who, for his particular had 
a great treaſure there; he came to give a Relation how 
the French had took Trinquenemale, and St. Thomas, 
from the Dutch in the Indyes ; The circumſtances whe- 
reof were, as appears by what follows : 


EXTRACT of aLetter from the French Conſull 
at Lidabon, to one of his Friends, dated the 5. 
of April. 
| Have beth good and bad News to communicate unto you from 
Iniia. Firſt of all you know, that Monſ. De la Haye harh took the 
Fort of Trinquenemale , fcituate on the Weſt of the Iſland Ceylon , on 
8 Degrees ; But , on the 8. of Oltober , it was reported that the Hollan- 
ders had driven us out again , and , in all probability , it ſeemed ro be 


zrue ; but wee had yet no confirmation the-e of : you alſo know, that 


S. Thomas lays en the Coaſt of Cormandel , on 1 Degrees of the Nor- 
thernLatitute:but perhaps you know not,that the aforeſai- Manſ. De 
Ia Haye hath maſtered that Place , with the loſſe of not above 5 Men ; 
and placed a good Guarriſon there of 5 or 600 Men. This Place had 
been twelve years under the Portagall, who had made it very ſtrong; 
The ſame u well ſctuated , and abounds with Vitualls and other 
neceſſaryes , and *t will be eaſy ro gett ſuch Contribution, as will 
maintame the Guarriſon ; but wee muſt be ſure 10 ſend Ammuni- 
ron enough thither. Some of the Netghbour Kings , have took the 
Field, to re:ak- the ſaid Place , but wee beleeve not, that they will 
doe mech : TheCoaſt 15 good and plain, for 9 Months in the Year ; 
bur the other 3 Months the Ships muſt depart becauſe there is noe 
Haven thrre; Goa , which belongs to the Portugall is not far of, 
whether Monſ. De la Haye hath ſent his remaining 5 Ships , 10 be 
repaired , and tocontinue there untill the bad weather be paſt: On 
#he 2 of Otober Monſ. De la Haye ſent the Ship called the Fulius 
to France , to acquaint the King of the takeing of the ſaid Place. 
The Dir:for Caron , had embarqued himſelſe in the ſaid Ship 3 
awith a great Treaſure of Pearls , Diamonts and other coſtly things, 
which was reported amounted to more , than a Million of Mony; 
and that may well be, conſidereing he had 30 Pearls which coſt 
bim each of them there, above 15000 Gl. a Piece. The ſaid Ship 
had a very profperous Vayadge , as far as the very mouth of this 
River , if the infortunate Portugall Pilot had not caſt it away on 
#he Eſcachops ; who forceing the Ship in againſt both wind and vo, 
 /C 
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it fell upon the Rocks and ſplit in a 100 pieces : without any hopes, 
that any thing of it should come torights. The Direttour himſelſe,wuhs 
<v4s ſo "well acquainted, wh the aff airs of India » loſt his life there, 
and all his Goods , hu Sonne , only With about 100 Seamen were ſa- 
wed; whom 1 by night , as well as I could , fiched up in ſmall Boats. 
Beſides there were two Captains , namely Dullett , and Languiller, 
and ſeverall Officers , and the Secretary of our Envoy , Monſ, 
Renier , who went to viſits my Lord Caron, with about 20 Sea- 
men were all caſt away. - But , what us moſt to be lamented, noe 
writeings , nor any body , who had any knowledge of things were 
ſaved; except one Capucyn , who ts able 10 give a good accoum of all 
things, and therefore us ſent to France, The Seamen that were ſaved, 
1 cauſed to be new cloathed , and furnihed all things convenient ; 
for they eſcaped even quite naked. 


The Seamen alſo reported that they , comeing from 
Goa, calling at the Iſland Sr. Helena to refreſch them- 
ſelvs; bur they, no ſooner caſt Ancker but immediatly 
they diſcovered five great Ships with French colours, who 
made towards them ; The French ſuſpecting them to be 
Dutch, chapt of their Ankers and went their way, being 
in yain perſued for ſome leagues by the ſaid four Ships. 
The English would, by no means give credit to this 
ſurmiſe of the French'; but haveing ſome time paſt ſent 
four Men of Warre thither , they ſuppoſed thoſe muſt 
needs have been the Ships, and, that the French took 
them to be Dutch : But, two Ships from S. Helena arri- 
veing at Pleymouth, reſolved the doubtthe in following 
Relation : That the Ship the Humphry and Elizabeth,com- 
manded by Captain Robert Metrfort , which the Eaſtindia 
Company in July the Year before, had ſent toS. Helena 
with Souldiers, Guns and Ammunition forthe fortifying 
of the Iflandt, arrived there, on the 18 of Noyember ; 
and that, accordingly all was made uſe of, to bring it in 
poſture of defence; and that on the 20. of December fol- 
lowing came into the Rode four Dutch Eaſt-]naia Ships, 
with above 600 Men , Viz: The Freedom , Polsbroeck , Got- 
tenborrow , and one ſmall Ship more, which came our of 
Holland in April or May 1672. who, comeing to the 
uſuall 
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uſuall place of landing , were engaged for ſome hours with 
thoſe of the |ſland , and the Ship Humphry and Elzzabeth, 
but finding it hotr ſervice there ; aſſauJred the I{land at 
other places , and were ſeverall times beaten off : rill on 
the 31. Decemb. and 1. of January they had gott on shoar, 
abour 400 Men at an unuluall place, & (the English being 
tired by continuall watches.and labour) gained the top of 
the Ifland , and fo the Iſland itſelf, the Fort not being de- 
fenfive on the Land ſide; whereupon the Governour, 
and the People of the Iſland retreated on board the Ship 
The Humphry and Elizabeth , and the Suratt Merchant 
which, with one French Ship (doubtleſfle the Julius, which 
was caſt away betore the River of Liſlabon) jult arrived 
there rom Bantam: who altogeather, on the 1. of January 
in the night made theireſcape, and on the 1. of June arri- 
ved at Pleymouth. . 

Alfo about this time, the news came to England, from 
the Barbados, of the takeing of Tabago by the English, 
from whence the Lord Peter Conſtant , who commanded 
there departed for Curaſſow. 


A Relation of the takeing of Tabago. 


N the 16. of December , the Ship St. David, Captain Pool , 
Commanier , with 5 other ſmall Ships, wherein was em- 
 barcqued the Regiment of Tobias Bridge , ſerr ſail ſrom Barbadoes, 
and arrived on the 18. at Tabago: and preſently the whole Regi- 
ment was landed , but by the Guides fault at ſuch a dangerons place, 


4 if it had been done deſignedly to deſtroy them: all : but Captain 


Pool , knowing the danger , went on Shoar , and, by much perſwa- 
fions , prevailed on them to goe on board agam : the next day, in the 
morning , they landed with their Boats at a ſecurer place , about a 
Mill and a half from the Fort without looſing one man ; all the Mi- 
litia being goneto the place, There they firſt wyent on Shoar , had noe 
time toreturne to the ſecond place of their landing 10 hinder them : 
the men being landed , Captain Pool ſayledinto the Haven, and at- 
racked the Fort , but was briskly reſaluted by them , for the fpace of 
5 hours , the Ship being much diſſabled, and but 4 Men killed: On 
rhe 20, and 21. they were buiſy abont treating , and at five in the 
: evenings 
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evening , vas the Fort ſurrendred ; There were almoſt 400 Priſon- 
ners , and as many Negros. 


Not long after wee gott the Relation from the Gouver- 
nour of Curaſiou Johbz Doncker , of what the French had 
undertook there: as follows. 


Short Relation , how the French landed at Curaſlou, 
intending to ſtorm , and take the Forr. 


O N the 13.0f March, Anno 1673. arrived 18 Sail of French, 


( whereof 7. were Menof Warre) in ſight and on the 14. landed 

12.4 1300 Men at the Fuyck, the Haven of St. Barbara,& Kraecke- 

bay , havemg wind and weather to their hearts deſiie, Water even, 
and the Stream runnmg upwards ; on the 16. they shewed themſelvs 
with flying colours wihin ſight of the Fort , marching forwar.is , as 
far, as the ſlony way ; as if they intended,wvithout any more adoe, im- 
mediatly ro ſtorm it ; but when <wee diſchardged ſome shott amongſt 
them, they retired ſo farre , till they ere ont of the reach of the 
Canon ; and then encamped within ſight of 15 , in theValley, hard 
by an Alehoiss called Altena , and ſoon afir ſent a Drummer with 

Letters from the Generall Monſieur De Baas , whoin Perſon com+ 
manded there , to ſummon the Fort , with all that depended thereto , 
upon pain of giveing noe Quarter , if he Should come 10 take it by 
force of Arms : ro which (not like thoſe of Utrecht) they anſwered , 
that they imtended to defend it to the laſt man ; and that they with 
joy expelled their Aſſault; and , when the Drummer was carry'd out 
again, our Men shouted for joy, Vive la Prince d'Orange : the 

whole day wee diſcerned the Enemy to be very buiſy, as if be fortifyed 


himſe'fe there ; and wee verily beleeved they wwould have ſtormed that - 


night , but it ſeemed they had noe courage to 1t. 

On the 17. Wee ſaw them buiſy , as before ; and from the other 
ſide of the Haven avee commanded out the Horſe , with 5 or 6 nimble 
Freemen , to goe and Spy out the Enemy , and 1 promiſed them , if 
they could gets one Frenchman Priſonner , to diſcover tbe peſttire and 
condition of the Enemy , that 1 would grve them 50 pieces of eight for 
areward; and at noon they brought two to the Fort 5 and 1 made 
good my promiſe unto them : towards the evening came another 
who run away from the French Army , and told #5, that the Ge- 
nerall had abuſed them; that they were in great Want of Water and 
Vitualls: for they had nothing but the Flesh , which they sbott them 
ſelvs, 
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ſelvs, and that there <v48 little courage among theMen ; and noe 
hopes of ſtorming , the Fort to any advantadge , but that they would 
bring [ome Guns on Shoar , to fire on us from a Hill that 1s here a- 
bouts , and ſo force to ſurrender : in the mean time wee longed , with 
more then ordinary couradge , both Citizens , Seamen , and Souldrers, 


another Runaway came over 10115 , reporting that the Enemy , in 
the night time, was retreated with all bs Army , to the Ships ; 
without any noiſe, fearing that he might be fell upon by us: Wee 
now knowmg the Power of the Enemy , a Party of our Burgers and 
Captain Peter Marcuſle , being a Zeland Caper , with his Men went 
out unto the Enemyes Camp , which he found they had quitted ; and 
teſt behind them much flain Flesh, a parcel! of Granadoes, Ports, 
and Kattels, 3 or 4 Piſtols , one Sword , a Cloah, and other triffhs. 
Inthe mean time our Horſe, who early in the morning were rode out 
from the other ſide of the Haven purſued the Enemy , t0 St. Barbara, 
= _ moſs embarcqued; and took 4 Priſonners , beſides 2 or 

ead. 
c On the 19. of March, early in the morning , wee ſaw the Enemyes 
Fleet fer ſail , and thought they would come and make a Bravado 
before the Haven ; but eleven of them both Ships and Barcques, 
failed by , out of reach of Canon - shott , without shooring one 
Shott againſt us , and ſo tacked about Weſtward , and ſett their 
Courſe goward the Coaſt of Spaniola ; and afterwards , wee ſaw 3 
or 4 Barks ſailing upwards , probably gone 10 the Caribies Iſlands, 
10 give account of their reſcounter ; ſo that wee , at this inſtant , being 
the 2.3. doe find our ſelvs quite rid of our Enemy , for which wee praiſe 
and thank the Almighty God , who hath ſo well defended #5 : praying 
that he ſirengthen us with courage , whenſoever wee may again be 
attacked by theſe , or any other Enemyes ; ſor the French Priſonners 
report, that they heard there was an English Fleet made ready at 
Barbadoes , to come this way. Inthe mean time the Lords the Di« 
redtors muſt doe their beſt to provide for us , without delay, ſufficient 
Ammunition and Vitualis , that ee may always be able to defond 
our ſelvs as Men of honour, 

Wee every day evidently ſee that God Almighty is very gra- 
cious unto us : for , juſt before the comeing of the Enemy , here ar- 
rived two Ships from Guinney , firſt Santa Cruz then Santa Carlos, 
which brought wwith them above on? hondred thouſand Pieces of 
Eight , and yeſterday anather Ship called the Concordia , wuh fourty 
thouſand. 

On 


that they tvould attacque us; the next day bemg the 18. of March 
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On the r. of May. After long delays , and great pre< 
parations at laſt, the Prince of Conde arrived at Utrecht, 
He came from the Vaart in the States Pleaſure-boar, as 
far as the Solſteegs- Gate, conducted by the Duke of 
Luxenburgh and other great Ones; and there, togeather 
with the Buke of Luxenburgh and Anguin , and Count de 
Seaux ; He took coatch, and was recieved at the Gate, 
with the fireing of the Guns, from the Walls, and all 
Tokens of Joy , by the Commandour Stoupa , who pre- 
{ſented the Keys of the City, in a Silver Charger to His 
Highneſſe; and, ſo through the ranked Troops conducted 
him ro his Lodgings, in St. Johns Church-yard, at the 
Houſe of Burgermalter Nel/efteyz , and his Kinſman 
Martens ; the whole Guarrifon in the afternoon paſſed by, 
and were foundt tobe 8co0 Men ſtrong. The Papiits re- 
joyced as much, at the comeing ofthe Prince , as the Jews 
lately at their conceited Meſhas. The French now aſſue 
red themſelys, of the good Succelle of all their Deſigns 
many Men being ( beſides the great preparations at U- 
trecht ) approached from Gelderland ; four Regiments 


whereof, being Foot, were ready at Amerongen : and, 


two at Amers-foort, and two at Nykerck ; one, not far 
from the Wijck inthe Betuwe, and 1000 Horſe at Hoef- 
laken , two leagues from Amersfoort. 'Fhe Prince of Conde 
makeing , as it he would march, with them on ſome De- 
ſigne, the ſecond day, after his arrivall, ſent a ſtrong 


Convoy for the Governour of Woerden, to conſult with 


him, and preſently after, a generall Counſel of Warre 
was held; onthe 6. He was departed in Perſon for Naer- 
den, where he was recieved with the fireing of the Guns; 
and, haveing viewedevery thing there hereturned unto 
Utrecht, and cauſed all preparations to be made , which 
might be needfull for any Atracque : accordingly on the 
9. wereG600 Men commanded out of Utrecht , who mar= 
ched towards Breukelen, and, at nighr, were followed 
with 300 more, and about 5o Horle , amongſt whole 
Leaders was Conde's Sonne , and Luxenburgh himlelfe; in 
appearance to doe ſome great matters, and were to be 
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ſeconded * ſeverall others; they talkt of noe leſſe than 
maſtering the Hinderdam , Welop , and the Fort of Ab. 
kou altogeather; burt,after they had but once shewed them- 
ſelys in Bravado before the Hinderdam , on the 10. they 
returned again to Utrecht, without doing any thing. Bur, 
ſeeing many Men remained thereabouts, & that ſome Re- 
giments), V 1z: thatof Languedock, Champagne, Navarre 
and Piemont marched higher : and ſome whisperings 
there were, of adeligne againſt Schoanhoven :; wee there 
took ſpeciall care to guard all our Poſts, in particular wee 
Lodged good Guarritons in Gorcum, Schoonhoven, and 
the places on the Vecht; to that end the Burgers in the 
Inland - Towns , and Country People of North- and 
South - Holland , were ſummoned, and a ſpeciall Order 
and Regulation published for the preventing all unwil- 
lingneſle and disorder : and the Fortifications which were 
beganne, wee went forward with , with all poſſible ſpeed: 
and on the 3. was putt out to. be made 3 Hornworks at 
Gouda, and one detenfive Schans on the Yſel : and on the 
13. the Royal Fortifcation at Welop ; and the bettering 
ot the Works at the Uytermeerſe Sluice and Hinderdam ; 
and the breaking downe the old Sluice, at Hinderdam, 
haveing already begunne anew Sluice at Muyden, in the 
room of 1t. 

On the ſame 1. of May that Code came into Utrecht, 
the King and his whole Court departed from St. Germain, 
haveing firſt committed the manadgment of the affairs 
to the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, and the Councell: 
He was Complimented before his Departure, by all the 
Courts, Grandees, and Miniſters of State, that were 
there preſent, ſeverall days being already paſt in ſending 
away the Artillery before them , and an unconceivable 
rich and coſtly Equipage, as well of the Train , as of the 
King himſelf, and were conyoyed, with the greateſt part 
ofthe 'Troops, both Horſe and Foot. 

The Kzzg in great Pomp departed from St. Germain 
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he dined at Bourges, and lodged that night at Louvre in | 
Paris ; the 2. day He had hisdinner at Senlis & Lodged | 
at 
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at Pont S. Maixence : on the3. He arrived at Gourney, 
the 5. at Roye: the 6. at Perone: the 7. at Bapaume ; _ 
being welcomed by the Marquis de Mompeſat , on the 
Frontiers of Artois, on the 8. arrived at Atregt , and lod- 
ged in the Bishops Palace , were he remained ſome days, 
and took a Review of the T roops,under command of Sr. du 
Clar , which were arrived there, from between the Sambre 
and Maes,and of the other Troops being encamped there- 
abouts : on the g. being ſent thither from Paris 30 Wagons 
with Mony, took out of the Spare-Cheſt : on the 12. the 
King departed from Atreght , and dineing at Lens he ar- 
rived, in the Evening , at Baſle, where he recieved two 
Couriers , the one brought the Ratification of the agree= 
ment between France, and Brandenburgh ; the other, 
the news of Marquies de Granae's leaving Cologne, and, 
that the Emperiall Regiment, had took their Oath to the 
Magiſtracy. On the 13. His Majeſty departed from Baſle, 
dined at High Bourding, and, at the Eyening , arrived 
at Riyflel; where he was recieved with great State , and 
viewed the new Caſtle glorying with theſe proud in» 
{ſcriptions : Gentes laudabunt te & Reges Terre gloriam 
tuam; and, In ſole poſui Tabernaculum meum. On the 15. 
He went from thence, to Cortrijck , where he arriyed 
towards the evening ; and , on the 17. arrived there alſo 
the Duke of Monmouth , who was to march thence with 
the Kings Army, as Lievtenant-Generall under Duke 
Orleans , to the generall Rendevous about Harlebeack , 
the Duke of Orleans himielfe being on the 18. departed by 
Poſt from St. Clou to the Army , where he arrived on 
the 20. and, the ſameday, His Majeſty was Complemen- 
ted at Cotrijck by Don Feronime Agourto, in the Name 
of Count Montery : on the 22. in preſence of his whole 
Army , he gave Audience to the Muſcovia Embaſſadour 
1n the open Field. | 
On the 2. of May. The Lords Mediatours of Swee- 
den were recieved by the States Deputyes in the pri= 
mier Coach of State, being followed witha Train of 25. 
more , in order to take their. _: They made their 
Pros 
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Propoſitions in the Swedish Language ; conſiſting in 
theſe particulars: that they had , in the beginning , metr 
with many unexpected difficultyes , both with reſpe&, 
to a Ceſſation of Arms, and concludeing , on a Place 
to treat in; concerning the Ceſſation , they were yet in 
ſuſpence, not quite deſpairing of the Succeſſe; and thar 
they would loole no opportunity of reviveing the ſame : 
but , concerning the Place of Treaty , whether they were 
now ready to goe, they rejoyced at the agreement the- 
reon, where they hoped, not only to ettect , by the Afli- 
ſtance of God, an equitable Ceſſation , but alſo an honou= 
rable Peace: farther ,thanking the Szaze for their acknow- 
ledgment of his Maje/tys of Sweden ſincere and well= 
meaning [nclinations, and the wellintentioned Zeal and 
Pains of the Mediatours, promiſeing their perſeyerance 
therein , and thankfully acknowledging thar civility 
which they had recieved, dureing their reſidence here: 
Whereupon the Lord Ysbrantz , who was Preſident of the 
Aflembly, returned thanks unto the ſaid Lords in all civil 
Terms, wishing them much proſperity , and ſucceſle, 
and lo they were again lead downe, as they were con- 
ducted up : after which Farewell they held two Confe- 
rences more with the Deputyes of the State; and, on 
the.5. took their Solemne leave of his Hzghneſſe, and other 
Great Ones: Whereupon on the 6. they were conducted 
by the Deputyes, and a Train of Coaches of quality , from 
their Lordships lodgeing to the Horn- Btidge, from when- 
ce, their Excellencyes, haveing took their Leave, retur- 
ned again [ncognito into the Hague ; to wait for a fuller 
Anſwer from England about the Ceſſation; but ſeeing the 
King of England, and France perſiſted in their refuſall , 
of the Ceſſation ; they , on the 19. departed, to the'Houſe 
Viverſteyn, belonging to the Lord $:/verkroor , to depart 
thence, the next day to the Place of the Treaty. 

On the 3. of May. The French being gone out of 
Creveceur, intending to caſt up a work nere Viymen on. 
the Banck; in the evening 80 Men were commanded 
from the Boſch , thither , who , the next day , in the mor- 
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ning, beganne to skermish with them , but , the French 
being about 5oo Men ſtrong , our Men retreated, till the 
Goyernour of the Boſch being informed thereof, ſent 
400 Men to their Succour , who beat the Enemy back 
again , with the loſle of ſeverall ofthe Enemy, and fo ſtop- 
ped their intended Deiigne. 

On the 7. of May. Fourty French Troopers were on 
their March, trom Creveceur, to burne the Villadge of 
Suſteren in the Barony of Breda , becauſe, they were wan- 
ting in paying their contribution : bur, the Guarriſon of 
Breda , hearing of it, immediatly ſent thither , a Troop 
of 120 Horſe under command of the yonge Court of Sty- 
rum, and Frits van Naſſou, who fell upon them nere 
Eyndhoven, but the French finding themielvs overpowe- 
red in number, lett their Horſes, and retired to a cerrain 
Houſe, where, being very advantagiously poſted, they 
defended themſelvs ſtoutly;many of our Men were killed, 
but, at laſt, they haveing loſt ſome of their Men , were 
forced to yeeld, and were all carryed Priſonners to Breda, 
on our ſide the yonge Count of Styrum was killed, and 
Count Frits van Naſſou wounded in his Shoulder. | 

Ditto: Colonell Bamphield , who was apprehended 
on his leaving the Poſt ar Ameyden, and had been, for 
ſome time, detained at the Houſe art Langerack , was 
carryed Priſoner to the Hague, and there, fetr in the Ca= 
Releymie, in order , to be farther proceeded againſt; but 
was again ſent from thence to the Army at Alphen, to be 
examined betore the great Councell of Warre. _ 

On the 8. 5 Mariners of the Guarrifon of Heuſden 
went into the Betuw , andina certain Villadge, called Op- 
heuſden fell upon 5 French Sauveguards, who betook 
themſelvs all, into one Houle, and , after a shortencoun- 
ter, cryed for quarter; whoreupon two of the Mariners 
were ſent, to fetch the 5 Priſonners, but one ofthe Sau- 
veguards , contrary to that Quarter which was given him, 
Shot with his Piſtol], one of the Marriners eys out; which 
the other 3 ſeeing , fell in upon them, and killed 4 of the 
French, and took the fifth Priſonner and they found with

theſe Goal-birds 3500 Gl. in Gould: at that time alſo,hap- 
pened 2 Reſcontre at Tienhoven, between 10 French, 
and 10 of the Prince's Souldiers ; the Prince's, ſuppo- 
ſeing there might be more French behind, ſett one of 
their Company at an Avenu , that, in caſe of need, 
they might there have a retreat ; the other 9. run pre- 
ſently , upon the French, shotr 4. of them, and took 
the other 6 Priſoners, without looſing one of their owne 


Men. 

_ Onthe 9. of May. The Lord Admirall de Ruyter with 
thoſe Ships, that were readyeſt, putt to Sea, out of the 
Maes , and, at the ſame time, ſailed from Texel ſuch 
Ships, as were there ready, haveing befides the Fireships 
ſome Sinckers with them , who on the 10. being joyned 
togeather , arrived before Schonevyelt makeing a Fleer of, 
about threeſcore Sail; moſt of the biggeſt Ships of Am- 
ſterdam were, by the shailowneſle of the Waters, hin- 
dered from getting over the Pampus; and moſt, in the 
other Chambers, were not ready. Nevertheleſſe the Lord 
Admirall , with thoſe Ships, that he had with him, on 
the 11. early in the morning with agood N.E. Wind, 
made over for the River of Londen: ſailing on the 12. 
at 9. ofthe Clock in the morning, by the Bay of Alborow, 
and came to an Ancker that Even behind the Bardliey 
Sands, from whence fome Ships, ſailing up the River, 
diſcovered 3o ſtout Ships , ranged in order, makeing, as if 
they would come farther , all things being well provided 
for,ſo that wee were hindered;either by Fireships or Sinc- 
kers to undertake any thing , to any great advantage; fo 
wee rerurned again, in good order to Schonevelt, the 
Place of the generall Rendevouz { where wee were daily 
{trengthened, by additional! Ships, eſpecially on the 28. 
by the arrivall of Lievtenant Admirall Tromp, haveing the 
greateſt Ships of Amſterdam with him; ſo that, in a 
Short time, wee became a conſiderable Fleet : for whoſe 
greater encouradgment his Highneſle, on the 22. ſent 
the following Miſlive to the Admirall, who with the 
other Officers there preſent , on the 23. divided the Fleet 
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Into2 Eſquadrons; according to the following Liſt, that 
ſo they might in better order meet the Epemy.

Honourable, Valiant, Beloved, Faithfull, & ſingular Friend, 


Ee could heartily have wiched , that the affairs of our Coun- 
try , would have permitted us, 10 have gone in perſon to the 
Lands Fleet , and to have rejoyced our ſelfe in ſeeing there ſo many 
noble Patriots togeather , who cordially ſett their hand to the work , 
fo defend our native Country from the violence of the Enemy : The 
honuur able Sea-force which to that end ts come togeather , 1s one of 
the moſt needfull and conſiderable means , which the State can make 
uſe of, for their preſervation ; and therefore wee may hope that this 
conſider ation wil! give new vigour tothe courage of thoſe, who have 
the honour of being entruſted therewith. The eyes an1 hearts of 
all the Inhabitants of this country , yea , of all the Chriſtian World 
are turned that way , obſerving with the ſtrilteſt reflection 5 what 
Shall be undertook and manadged by them ether prudently and cou- 
ragiouſly or otherwiſe : and therefore it would be the greateſt in-

that no body will ſo deſtroy himſelfe , but that every one , with a

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On the 10. of May. The Lords the Ambaſſadours of 
Sweden, departed from the Houſe of Viverſtein to the 
place of the Treaty , takeing their way by Rotterdam , 
trom whence on the 11. in the morning they took Wa. 
ter, being greeted with Vallie of great Shott, and in like 
manner they were recieved at Gorcum; from whence, 
on the 12. they took their joutney , by 's Hertogenbolſch , 
thence, to goe by Maeſtricht ; but, being come nere 
Oofterwijck, they were ſett upon by 3o French Troopers, 
bur as ſoon, asthey knew, who they were, they lett the} 
Excellencyes goe on in their journey , proteſting with 
great ſubmiſſion, that they knew them not ; the ſaid Lords 
departing towards Noon , on the 14. from Oirſchott, 
they came to the Villadge Achel, to refresh themſelys 
there; and, when they were juſt ready to itt downe to 


_ table, about 2co French Troopers came rideing from 


Cranendonck, and poſted themlelvs in three Troops , 
without the Towne. W hoſe Officer came and Compli- 
mented the Mediatours, bur*t was chiefly to ſee what way 
they would take for Aix la Chapelle ; and, underſtanding 
that they intended to goe , by the way of Maeſtright, they 
endeavoured, by many Arguments to divert them , from 
that intention, eſpecially pretending that their Kizg had 
already ſufficiently blocked up this place, and had given 
generall order tolett none paſle that way , prelling it very 
bard, yet ſtill containing themſelvs within the Limitts of 
reſpect and Civility , fo that the Lords Mediatours, were 
a little amazed herear: yet, after ſome conteſt, yeelded 
thereto, and choſe the way by Stockheym , to Sittart, and 
ſoro Aken, where they arrived priyately on the 16. avoi- 
ding the Ceremony of being publickly recieved. 

On the 11. of May. Their Highneſſes Plenipotentiaryes 
departed alſo towards the Place of Treaty with a conſfi- 
derable Traine and Baggage, takeing the ſame way the 
Swedish Embaſſadours had done , being in like manner 
diverted from going by the way of Maſtright, on the 
18. they arrived at Aken, being ſolemney, recieved there, 
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On the 12. of May, Was diſcovered a certain treache< 
rous Deſigne againtt Sas van Gent ; for the French co- 
meing now with the greateſt of their force into Flanders, 
they intended eaſily ro make themſelys Maſter of that 
Poſt , that ſo, haveing gott faſt footing there, they might 
eaſily force their way , in, farther ; and , under the favour 
of the low tides, fall into Zeland : the Defigne was thus 
contrived, thata, French Officer, haveing formerly been 
in the States Service, at Gent; but, now being in Service 
of the French King was come to Selſate, half a Mile from 
Zas van Gent, on the Vaert of Gent, and had thence 
ſent for onedu Surſeau from Zas, a French Gentleman, 
who had been formerly a Captain, but was now refor- 
med : promiſeing him, that, it he would doe the King his 
Maſter a good Service, he wonld doe great Matters for 
- him; proffering him 3coo French Crowns before hand , 
and 3000 more, when he had performed the engagement: 
but, this man asking him what was the Service he deſi- 
red of him , he anſwerd, to deliver Sas van Gent into the 
hands of his Majeſty , adding the manner, how he should 
doe it , namely by giveing Licences to ſeverall Switzers, 
who, as Renegades, should take Service at Sas, and ſo 
help him execute the Deſigne , promiſeing that he should 
be Governour of the Place; But, Du Surſeau delireing 
time to conſider of it, revealed the whole matter to the 
Field - Marshall 1/:r:z, and , ſo the Defigne vanished : 
wee might have gott thoſe Blades into the Towne that 
were deitinated for the exploit , but, for ſome reaſons, 
it was not done. | 
May the 13. The Princes Men took Poſt at Niuwer- 
fluys: The French at Utrecht makeing all preparations 
for their concieyed Deſigne, gathered very ttrong nere

of the Clock in the morning came to the Sluice; the 
French , who lay thereabouts, {being warned by a Miller 
there, by drawing up the Sail of che Mill) retreated to 
Breukelen. 

Our Militia , being come to the Sluice immediatly 
they beganne to make their Works, and by noon our 
Men lay all entrenched : and within 2. or 3. Days were in 
ſuch a poſture of detence, that wee were ſuthcient to ſtand 
againſt any Attack, being ſchanſed ſtrong enough, to 
turne of a great force : One French Officer with 16 Soul- 
diers, came, in the morning, from Breukelen to reco- 
gnize, how things went, but one of his Company was 
killed, and therelt retired to Breukelen : Captain Toutle- 
monde went on the 16. with 150 Men from Nieuwer- 
{luyce to Breukelen , where the French being about 300 
{ſtrong retreated to the Houſe Grundeſteyn, enticeing our 
Men under the reach of the ſmall Guns, which were plan- 
ted there , wherewith they shott briskly amongſt us , with 
ſmall Shott; and, at the firſt Chardge killed 4. of our 
Men, ſo that wee were forced to retreat : which, that wee 
might with the more ſecurity doe, Captain Toutlemonde 
defended a Bridge, which they were to paſſe, untill the 
latt Man was over, and he, ſtriveing to through downe 
the planks that lay looſe, was sbott 1n his Back, but one 
of his Sergeants carryed him away , that he might not fall 
into the Enemyes hands, and was carry'd with ſeverall 
other wounded Men to Amſterdam to be cured there. 
This 
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This Poſting of our ſelys , at Nieuwerſluys, did fo 
alarme the French at Utrecht, that they knew not how to 
behave rthemſelvs; the more, becauſe all their Chief- 
Commandours were at Woerden : and ſurprized ar this 
News, firit of all made the Boors pull downe the Stone 
Wall of Nieuwenroy , the berter to defend themiel vs 
there, if our Men shuuld march up higher : Soon after 
came Conde and Luxenburgh , with above 4000 Men to 
Breukel; bur finding all things well guarded, they ſaw 
there was nothing for them to be done, only to forritye 
thernſelvs there & prevent our breaking in farther;where- 
upon haveing ord:zred the makeing of ſeverall Batteryes 
and Entrenchments , they returaed to Utrecht, leaving 
molt of their Men at Breukel , Nieuwenroy, Maarſen and 
thereabouts , and preſently went about catting up ſeverall 
Batterys, but were now and then hindered by our Men , 
Skirmishing with them , and killing many of them ; yet 
they went on , as well as they could, ruining and burning 
all that lay in their way , even the greateſt part of Breukel 
itſelfe, and thoſe curious Country houſes ; as wee alſo pul- 
led downe ſome, that were in our way ; ſo that this Arbour 
of pleaſure, was ſoon turned toa perfect Wilderneſſe. 

T his Poſting our ſelvs here was not only prejudiciall 
to the French Defgns, bur alſo of ſingular advantadge 
unto this State, being a Bulwork to the Fortifications of 
the Vecht, and a Wall of defence to many Villadges; 
which , hitherto, have been under water , but now can be 
kept dry and ſe-ure ; eſpecially , His Hzghneſſe haveing 
o1ven order to Colonell Pam, he on the 16. with two or 
300 Men from the Uythoorn , poſted himſelf at Willis 
and 'Demmerick, and entrenched him there, whereby the 
round Fer:lands were defended from all violence, and the 
French hindred, from marching in by the way of Bile- 
velt, or the Emmericks Zuwe, and ſo to fall, by the way 
of the Geuſe-loot,upon the Nieuwerſluyce, or any of the 
Inland Villadges. By this means the Line of Circumvalla- 
tion round all Holland was cloſed : and that Province 


compaſled about with a Wall of Fortifications from the 
Southern- 
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Southern-Sea, as far, as the overſide of the Waal River, 
ſo that there was no gap for the Enemy tocomein : Wee 
haveing poſted us at Muyden', Welop, Uytermeers- 
{luyce, Hinderdzam , Gronenburgh , Nieuwerſluyce, 
Willis , Uythoorn, Woertſe=Verlaet, Nieuwerbrugge, 
Oudewater , Gouda, Schoonhoven , Nieport , Gorcum, 
Louveſteyn and Worcum ; where round about wee are 
ſtill daily makeing it ſtronger, eſpecially at Nieuwer- 
fluice, where wee have already digged round about the 
Sluice;z and caſt up an Entrenchment over againit the 
Vecht-bridge , the way on both ſides of the Vechr, as far 
as half way Breukle, where the outer moit watch is kept, 
being every Where Fortityed with ſeverall Traverſes , 
Grafts, Wolts-kuylen, Pitts, and Vriefſe-ruyters, and 
the like, andeſpecially with a conſiderable Battery, in the 
form of a Redour, with a compleat Conterſcharp : and on 
each ſide of the way was nothing , but Water, and ſuch 
Land , that could not be gone upon ; ſo that this Poſt, in 
reſpect of its Scituation , and Fortification , is invincible, 
if a ſufficient Guarriſon be laid there, for the {upply whe- 
reof on the 7. 'twas published , that a Free-leger was to 
be kept there, and ſo everyone, haveing their required 
Paſports might carry thither and ſell all kind of Proviſions 
whatſoever. 

On the 15. The Commandor Rarsdorf who had lain 
a long time in Otmarſen , came before the Caſtle of 
Gramsbergh, with goo Foot-ſouldiers, and 11 Cornets 
of Horſe; They of Coeverden had laid here a Guarriſon 
of one Enfigne with 36 Men, for the ſecurity of their 
Men that made the inrodes into Overyſiel, and to be a 
place of retreat for them on all occaiions; ſo thar the 
Bishops Men, to hinder them , and the more to annoy 
thoſe of Coeverden, which was but rwo Miles diſtant, 
had a Deſigne to make themſelys Maſter of this Place, 
and fortifyethemſelvs there; ro which end they brought 
many Guns along with them , Bombes, Wheelbarro:ys, 
Spades and Shovels, and other Materialls : and (o imme- 
diatly ſtormed it with their Dragoons, but were twice

beat of by the beſieged, leaving many dead onthe place; 
but they within finding the number of the Enemy to be 
ſogreat, that they could nat poſlibly hold it out , parlyed, 
and agreed to march out with their full Arms, and co- 
lours flying ; but the Enemy, ſeeing, thar ſo ſmall a num- 
ber had done ſo great miſchief, they , contrary to their 
word, kept them all Priſonners: on notice of which Ar- 
racque , ſeverall Men were ſent from Coeverden for Suc- 
cour to thoſe of Gramsberg . but cameto late; and fin- 
ding the Enemy ſo conſiderable, they hid themſelvs in an 
Ambushment, and had the good luck of falling upon 
Commandor Py/agh and Houtyr , in their Arrear, asthey 
were marching oft to Ormarſen, and killed many of them, 
and brought 70. of thcm Priſonners into Coeverden : 
Ransdorf remained in Gramsberg, to command there, 
he fortifyed the Place very ſtrong , and brought it in full 
poſture of defence. | 

Art that time, ſeverall Skirmishes happened nere Mae- 
ſtright. The Governour reviewing the Horſe on the 

Wicker-veldrt, ſeverall Troops of the French Cavalle- 
ry, under Command of Sr. De Montall, shewed them- 
ſelvs nere St. Peters-Hille , whereby the Guarriſon was 
alarmed; but our Men, ſending ſome Horie todiſcover 
the Enemy, the French again departed : Count 7i{y with 
25 Horſe trom Maeſtricht mett a Company of 17 French, 
one whereof they killed, and brought the reſt Priſons 
ners into Maeſtricht, amongſt whom was one Lievte- 
nant, and one{Quartermaſter. One Major Le Grand , 

being in Service of the Bishop of Munſter , had raiſed 31 
Men at Aken, and Captain Merode pretendedly gave Li- 
cence to 13 of his Men, to take Service under him , but, 
marching thence, the ſaid Merode followed him on Hors- 
back, as far as nere unto Nuys, and then the 13 Men, 

ſeeing their Captain,turned themſelvs againſt the Major; 

whom they deadly wounded , and brought the new raiſed 

Souldiers Priſoners into Maeſtricht : many the like Skir- 
mishes happened, bur not always alike ſuccesful. 

'The French Plenipotentiaryes for the Treaty of Peace 

{lowly 
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ſlowly following the Court from Paris, were now come 
to Liege ; and were denyed their paſſadge by the way of. 
Maeſtright > becauſe the French had diverted the Swe- 
dish, and Dutch Embaſſadours in their journey that way. 
Thethird Sweedish Embaſiadour Count To? was allo arri- 
ved from Peris at Aix la Chapelle; and on the 18. of 
May the English Lords Plenipotentiarys departed 1n the 
Kings Barge, trom London for Greenwigh , togoe from 
thence in the Kings Pleaſure- Boat tor Flanders ; but. 
being gott on board , they were forced by _— winds, 
to putt in at Quinborow , and on the 26. ſetting ſail then- 
ce they could not paſſe the Foreland, but were forced to 
rurne into the Swallow , which made them reſolve to goe 
by Land to Dover, and ſforhence to ſail for Calais. 

The English Fleer haveing been, for a good time z 
moſt ready , excepting only a tew Seamen, which were 
wanting, there arrived in one Week on the River of 
London three Fleets of Merchant Ships: Viz: the Canaris 
Fleer conſiſting of 22 Sail: The Bordeaux Fleer of 130, 
and the New-Cattle Fleer of 300 Sail ; molt of whoſe 
Men, and ſome Land-militia being divided on the Men 
of Warre, Prince Rvpert as Admirall in Chief, putt ro 
Sea therewith ; and on the 19. paſſed Dover to meet the 
French and the Portsmouth Ships , who on the fame day 
{err Sail for the Downs; and on the 24. came within fight 
of each other nere Rye, and there caſt Ancker ; where= 
upon the Kizg , Duke of York , anda Train of many No- 
bles, on the 16. early inthe morning departed for Rye, 
to (ee the Conjunttion of the French and English Fleet, 
which happened thar day, before Dungenefſe, where the 
King and Duke of York on Whitſunday Old ftile, dined 
on board the French Admirall,where He made the Earl of 
Of/ery Rere Admirall of the Blew Flagge; and on the2g. 
departed again trom the Fleet for London ; and on the 
30. this Potent Sea - Armado, conliſting of 84 Men of 
Warre , (whereof the French Esquadron eſpecially , ſee- 
med to terrify the whole World with their thundering 
names) were under Sail, and paſſed Doyer on the 31. mas 
keing oyer for the Coaſt of Holland, On 
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nant, Generall of the French Army, Monſieur de /a 
Feuill:de Roannes , being lent before him with a 1'roop of 
2000 Horſe , putt the Army 1n Battaillia as they lay en- 
camped berween Cortrijck and Harlebeke , to take a ge- 
nerall Review of them, in thepreſence, and to the great 
Satisfaction of the Queen , and all the Court Ladyes; and 
thereupon the Army , being above 20000- Men itrong , 
broke up, to march rowards Deynſen, and Landerham, 
hard by Gent, 8o Pieces of Ordnance being already at 
Audenaerde, and 50 more were to come to Aeth , to be 
carryed tothe Army. | 

Oathe 23. The Queen, with the Dutcheſſe de /a Va. 
liere , Madame de Monteſpan , and all her Court retur- 
ned again from Kortrijck to Doornick, to remain there 
as long the Campagne was kept, being convoyed by 
the K7zg halte way, trom whence , haveing took their 
Farewell in the Villadge Lovinghem , the Qzeer, with a 
conduct of 200 Horie departed for Doornick , and the 
Kzrg to liis Army, who lodged that night at Gothem, hard 
by Deynſen , and the next night at the Abdy of Dron- 
gene, 2 mile from Gent. 

On the 24. Monſieur de Fenillade, being encamped at 
Mary-Church , caſt ewo Shipbridges over the River of 
Bridges, and on the 25. marched over with 2000 Horſe , 
under the command of Monſieur de Lorge , as Lieutenant 
Generall, and Sr. de Lorraine , as Field-Marshall , and we- 
re followed by the Duke of Orleans, with a Brigade of 
Foot , and two Bataillons of Horſe. The Vant-troop of 
his Army, conlilting of about 400 Horſe under Sr. de 
Hauteville , paſſed on the 26. 0on a Ship-bridge over the 
Water between Sas and Gent,nere Selfaten,and preiently 
Shewed themſelys at St. John-Stoone, halfe a league from 
Sas, to recognize in what poſture the Land was there, 
and in the way fell upon ſeverall Watches , which were 
ſent our by the Spanish Regiment of Colonell Cajaffe » 
who lay diſperſed in ſeverall low grounds, and on the 


arriyall of the French retreated to Hulit ; ſome of oo 
tne 


On the 22. of May. The Duke of Monmouth , Lieute= 
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the French took Priſoners, and killed others, but , not 
without as much loſſe on their fide ; who finding that 
moſt of the Country was under Water, and that the 
Marshes of Klinge, Kieldrecht , Ferdinandus , Absduele, 
and others were overflouwne, plundered only St. Johns 
Stone, and another Villadge or two, and on the 25. went 
againe over the Ships-bridge at Marickercke, and joyned 
with the groſle of the Army nere Deynſen,ſeeing the little 
probability of doing that here by force of Arms, which 
they did before by treachery. For the whole Defigne 
ſeemed ro be, only to gett ſome footing in Flanders, and 
ſo to maintaine a correſpondency with the Fleets atSea: 
but, being diſſapointed in this project , the whole Army 
broke up from Gent, and took their March towards Little 
Brabant by the way of Gayre, Gearsbergen, Liekerke, 
Dermonde and Bruſſel. 7 

On the 26. of May. The following Conditions and 
Articles for the exchanging and Rantſoming of Priſo- 
ners, on both ſides were concluded on between the Duke 
of Luxenburgh, as enpowered thereto by the King of France 
on the one fide, and the Conn? wan Hornes as authorized 
thereto by the High and Mighty States Gererall of the 
United Netherlands,and his Highneſle the Prince of Orange, 
on the other fide.

All Officers of the Artillery , except the Generall and 
others already ſpecityed , bearing the ſame name withthe 
Infantry, shall be redeemed withoutany difference in the 
room of others their Equalls , orelſe pay the ſumme aba- 
ve mentioned. 

Ifitshonld happen that the Priſoners of each fide should 
not have thoſe that are of alike degree, that may be regu- 
lated by releaſing ſo many inferiour Officers, whoſe rant=- 
ſome may amount unto as much as one Higher Officer , 
which may be done as well, as if it were mony, ſuppoſeing 
the mony for the rantſome of ſeverall Infertour Officers, 
can but be made equall to the Value of the rantſome of an 
Higher Officer. T 

A reformed Officer shall give but a fourth part of the 


appointed Rantſom ſuppoſeing he be really in Service. 


Thoſe Officers , who have any Chardge not releating: 
to the Warre, shall pay a moderate rantſome according; 
to the proportion of the Office they are in , lett it be, what 
if will. 

It shall not be lawtull for either fide to detaine the 
Trumpetters and Drummers , which come to reclaim the :

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Priſoners, nor after demand made, to keep the Priſoners 
above three days, on pain of paying their Chardges as 
long as either ſide doedetaine them beyond that time. 

The Wowen s$hall pay no rantſome, nor Boys under 
twelye years of age. 

Officers great and ſmall, high and low, whoare in ſer- 
vice and recieve pay , without the Limittsofthis Quarter, 
who are obliged to follow the Army, shall be rantiomed, 
upon payment of 6 Months Sallary. 

And incaſe any diſpute should ariſe about the qualitye 
or Sallary of any the above mentioned Perſons; it shall 
Þe determined by a Declaration which the Commandour 
of that Army , Province or City , to which the Priſoner 
Þelongs , shall give in writeing , on his Word , Truth, and 
Honour, without need of any farther Proof. 


The Entertainment of Priſoners.

of that Place , whether they are ſent, that ſo, after the 
releaſing of all the Priſoners , thoſe that shall remaine de- 
bitours may take care to make ſatisfaction in conformity 
to the above ſpecityed Rantſome. :

After the French had the laft time took the Poſt at 
Ameyden, and againe left it, wee afterwards layd npe 
more Guarriſon there; the rather becauſe by means of 
Vianens agreeing for a Neutrality, the fame belonged 
unto this Place alto, as depending on Vianen ; which nor 
withſtanding, the French came with ſome Guns, and 
poſted themſelvs there , from whence on the 31. of May 
they Deſigned to break in with 500 Men at Langerack - 
but 15 Men laying there on their Watch , who had made 
a Baricado of Hoops, and other itubble and rubbish ; 
kept them of ſo long till the laid Watch was ſecunded 
with more Men both Horſe and Foot, anda Ship that lay 
thereabouts with Souldiers , who then beat the French 
back with conliderablelofle, and ſeeing little likelyhood 
of doing any ur matters there they atterwards quitted 
again that Poſt: In that Encounter was killed Captain 
Turk , Captain of a Troop of Horſe, and the Sonne of 
the Lord Y2z Maasdam wounded , & took Priſoner : being 
both shamefully deſerted of by their Men, which they 
had with them ; wherefore afterwards two Officers were 
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hott through ; and three Troopers by lott were hanged, 
the fourth haveing drawn two Lotts , one which the Gal- 
lows was drawn upon, ſaved himſelfe by eating ir up. 
The French hitherto had done nothing at Utrecht, 
ſave great preparations, but now it ſeemed as if they world 
commence all 2 Sacris; and pretended they would doe 
great matters after the Holy Sacramentsday , which was 
to be celebrated with great folemnity on the 1. of June, 
and their ſo called H: Sacrament was then to be carryed 
about in Proceſſion 5; At which time the ſtupid zeal of 
many Citizens by their ſottish fooleryes, and Blaſphemous 
Inſcriptions, repreſented more Paſſion, than Devotion : 
Conde , Angum , and Luxenburgh being , ( as moſt of the 
Greatones are ) not over devote were not preſent; theſe 
were inthe mean time plotting, which way they might 
beſt atrempt any thing upon the Poits at the Vecht, ſeeing 
they were ſo noſcd by the Nieuwerfluyce : they conclu- 
ded to draw of all the Water trom the growned Lands 
Eaſtward of the Veght: Towhich end they firſt came to 
Muyerbergh , and pitched there; and allo on the High- 
_ dike abour a quarter of a league diſtant from thence, 
where they caſt up a Battery , and entrenched themſelvs , 
as alſo on the low way by the Hackelaers- bridge, that they 
might not that way be tell upon by our Men, and hindred 
In tizeir Deſigne on the Dijke 3 which work they notably 
advanced, notwithſtanding wee fired h:rd upon them 
both from Muyden, and from our Ships on the Y : and 
ercat Flattboats in the Vaert : They chiefly employed 
thereto the Country-men of Goyland , whom they preſ- 
Ted to Work there , and held their Head=quarrer art Niuy- 
derbergh , where they made many Tents under ground; 
and caſt up a thick Mud-wall ot about 8 or 10 toot high 
round aboutevery Houle,to ſecure them irom the Canon: 
and by this Battery on the High - dijke they made a 
breach , to lett out the Water from ofthe Land, into the 
Suyder-Sea: and ſo makeing deep Approches, advanced 
200 Rods farther on the Djjke , where they madea lecond 
Breach , with another Batterye to defend it, m_—_— 
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doubtleſle have proceeded farther, 1f they had not been 
hindred: and the better to draw of the Water they had 
made Sluyce gates, to keep the Water out at high tides; 
and at Utrecht they ſtopt up all Sluyces, Locks, and other 
openings for the paſſage of Waters, that ſo, no Water 
from above should come downwards; and, thinking they 
had now well ordered every thing , they brought ſeveral: 
Men to Muyderbergh, to*sGraveland , Weſtbrook, and 
Breukel, for the efteCting their Deſigne : but, as the pro= 
ject was foolish , ſo the whole Defigne , and all the pre- 
paration thereto vanished ; and they alſo were much de- 
Cieved , who thought the French had poſted themlelvs 
there, the ſecurer to complear their Fortifications of Naer- 
den , and that the ſtopping their Water-paſles at Utrecht 
wasto deprive us of our retreshments of Water. 

June 1. The Admirall de Ruyter lying at Ancker on 
Schonevelt, on notice that the Enemyes Fleet was ma= 
keing towards them , called the Councell of Warre on 
board , and communicated unto them his H:ghneſſes Let- 
ter , and the intention of the State , encouraeging every 
one to his duty and valour; with one gave ſuch orders 
every where, as was requiſite ina matter of ſo great con- 
ſequence : whole laudable exemple the Admiralls of the 
reipective Eiquadrons followed to their ſubordinate Ofh- 
cers, and each Captain to his Men on board ; and ſuch 
Couragie was generally amongſt the Seamen, that it 
{cemed to promiſe a good iſſue: On the 2. the English 
and French Fleet came nere the North-foreland : on the 
3. betore Ooſtende, and the next day within fight ofour 
Fleet, but kept of and on; becauſe the unconſtancy of 
the weather for ſome days hindred any engagement, till 
on the 6. the weather beganne ro be alittle {tiller , which 
night the weather quite cleared up; the next day in the 
morning being the 7. the Enemy beganneto move, and, 
the Wind being good for them S, S. W. with full Sails 
they lett their Courſe directly upon us, who winding in 
our Ankers till they came to ſtand upright under our 
Ships, and full of couradge waited the comeing of the 
N 4 Enemy :

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Enemy : Tac Engagement beganne at one of the Clock 
at Noon : it was very furious , and laſted till late in the 
Evening in fight of the Zealand , and Flemish Shoar :

VA about non, 

That afternoon the weather began totlear up , and towards the 
Evening avee gort ſight of the Enemy again , and at night the weather 
<vholy cleared up. 

0n the 7. in the morning the Wind <was Northweſt , and brave 

fightmg weather , <chereupon the Enemy began 10 move; ant I, 
haveing given ihe ormary Signe , called the Councel! of Warre on 
board, and refotved 10 Shorten in onr Anckers , that ſo , when the 
Enemy came upon 15 , wee might the eaſier weigh them , and with 
ie Ebbe meet the Enemy. 

The feverall Members were not all gone from on board my Ship, 
but the Encmmy beganne to advance upen 15 , with all their three 
Esquarrons, in the forme of a Halfe Moon ; and the Esquadron of 
the White Flag which wwas the Northermoſt , was the firſt , that en- 
gazed at one of the Clock , with the Esquadron of the Lord Lievte- 
nant Aimrall Trompz who ſteered togeather Northeaſtward : Weez 
and the Lord Lievienant Admiral! Banckert , with our reſpective 


Esquadrons , could not be ſo ſoon attacqued by the Enemy ; and, i 


the mean time , that wee might not be ſeparated one from the other, 
wee hell or Courſe alſo North-Eaſtward , till about txvo of the Clock 
in the afternoon , and then judgeing that was the trme and oppor- 
etnity,to tack about Southward, 1 gave a Signe accordingly 7 and 
with an Advice-baat ſignifyed the ſame to Lievtenant Admirall 
Tromp : and ſo weecame 10 ation alſo with the Chief- Esquadron ; 
any Lievtenant Admirall Banckert with the Blew Flagge : Wee 
quite pierced through one another ; but , 1 with better ſucceſſe , than 
cbs Lord Lievtenant Admirall Banckert , whoſe fore Top-maſt 1 
jaw sbott off , and took ſpeciall noticeof it ; ſo that , when wee were 
paſt them , baveing cut off from the reſt ſeryera [of the Enemys Sheps 
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having gott the <vind of them, awee gudged it not convenient to purſue 
them; but with the reſt to ſail againe Northwards , and meet the 
Lord Lievienant Admiral/ Tromp : which wee towards the Even 
did , and then altogeathey ſteered Southward with the Enemy , and 
fought till the darkneſſe ſeperated 15; and wee came to Ancker 
IW. N. Weſt about two Leagnes from Weſt-Capel. 

It is mmpoſible for 11s togive an exat relation of all the circum=- 
ſtances , which happened in this Engagement , as haveing not yet 
been able fully to inform our ſelvs thereof ; but <wee abſolutely judge 
that (praiſed be God) thus far the Victory 15 0n our ſid: : and for the 
compleating of it ; Wee Shall on our ſide with good reſolution and 
anmoſity diſpute for it , fil! hopeing and truſting on the bleſſing of 
ihe Moſt- High. 

Both ſides fought very furiouſly , but on our fide ſome more than 
others, a4 havemg had the advantage of the Wind thereto ; the like 
wee judge of the Enemye. 

There are in both Fleets many diſabled Ships ; the Officers on our 
ſide killed , are, the Vice- Admirall Schram , and the Reer- Admiral! 
Vlugge, aljo Captain Van. Bergen, and Backer, and Captain 
Naſſau ſorely <vounded. 

The Fireships on both ſides have done Iuth execution , yet many 
were burnt and conſumed ; the Enemy was very deſirous to have 
employed ſome of them againſt 15, 

Wee have authoriſed the Reer- Admiral! de Haen , to ſupply the 
Place of Vice- Admirall Schram , undey the Esquadron of the Liewte- 
nant- Admirall Tromp : and the Rere- Admirals Ship wee have 
beſtowed on Captain Van Meeuwen , who yeſterday came 10 115, 
whilſt wee were in fight ; who tells u5 he hath took an Engli5h Keth, 
comeing from London laden ih rich Cloaths and varmu Deli- 
caſſes for Count d*Eſtre : Here #5 aiſo arrived a Frigat from Fries- 
land , with 3o Pieces, and 132 Men , Jan Vinckelboſch Captain. 

To make the leſſe alteration in iranſporting of the Flagge, 1 have 
commanded the Captain of the ſaid Rere- Admirall Vlug, to bare 
the ſame till farther order. 

A Commandour of a French Fireship , whom <vee have ſaved , 
relates that zhe English were 60 Sail of Men of Warre ſtrong , and 
between fourandtwenty and thirty Fireships ; the French thirty 
Men of Warre , the leaſt carrymg 50 Guns , and ten or eleven Fire- 
Ships : and with Pleaſure-beats Ic. were in all one hundred and 
Fourty Saul ſtrong. 

Prince Rupert cOmmanded the Fleet in Chief ; Count d'Eſtte 
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#he Esquadron of the White Flagge ; Sr. Edward Sprag the Blexy : 
Jet the Englich and the Frenth were ranged one amongſt the other,

The fame day the Wind beganne to blow ſtrong ont of the South- 
weſt , and wee being come 10 Ancher the evening before m the dark, 
and [o lay very nere one another , and now were forced to lay ſit! , 

Jo that wee hqd enough to doe to avoid danmifeing one anoth-r. | 

On the 9. The Wind continued wery ſtrong , nevertheleſſe wee 
went forward with knotting our ropes , repairing the Sailes ; fit- 
ting owr Shrouds , ſtopping our Lecks , and filling of Cardooſes : ee 
alfo ſent out to diſcover the Enemy , whom wee found im hike manner 
employed : for by al! information it « evident , they have had preat 
damadge. 

Wee hare had 3 French Seamen a board, whom our Men had 
faved our of a French Frigat , called la Fripone , manned with 
2co Men, and mounted with 36 Guns, commanded by dc Sourdis 
Enight, which was ſunch, 

They alſo declare, that another French Ship, called le Foudroyant, 
mounted with 70 Guns , manned with about 5 or 609 Men , con- 
manded by Captain Jean Gabaret , was ſunch. 

And that they had ſeen two or three more Ships of their Fleet 
inch , whoſe Names they knew not , nor could diſcerne whether they 
Were English or French , which others alſo doe confirme , and with 
Fireships, abaut 13 or 14.

Certaine Officers of ſmall Veſſels , <vho kept themſelvs evithout 
our Elect , affirme that they had feen three of the Enemyes Ships 
blowwne up , which were no Fireships: on the other ſide , <wee miſſe 
not one Ship except what here after mentioned, and three Fireships. 

One of our Galliote-Maſters, ſaved alſo a Sloop with Men, 
comes from a French Fireship : where wee found certaine Divi- 
ſions , Orders » and Stones for the French Ships , or the Esgquadron of 
the White Flagge : which , for curioſity , 1thonght needfull herewith 
70 ſend a Copy of. 

On our ſiae wee fought generally with good ſucceſſe, and have 
few dead , or vornded , conſidering the ſuriozys Shooting of the Enemy 
with both great and ſmall Guns, which <vee , next 10 the ſpecial 
bleſſmg of God , impate to the unexperiency of the French. 

On the 7. In the fight whilſt wee were breaking through the Red 
and Blew Esquadren , a great Ship ran aboard , the Ship Deventer 
of Amſterdam , commanded by Captain Willem van Cuylenburgh, 
under my Esquadron , and in my judgement againſt both their <uulls, 
they fouuhe hand to hand; but the event by reaſon of the ſwift- 
neſſ: of our Ship 3 and the ſmoke that yas between us, 1 could not 
a{cerne. 

On the 8. Afﬀter 1 had diſpatched away my former Letter , came 


the ſaid Captain Cuylenburgh 07 board, ro make report of what 


ha been doie 3 who ſaid, the Frenchman entered him; and that 
about 3 4 of his Men with the Sloop abandon'd him , yet he ſo reſiſted 
him , that havemyg killed ſeverall, whereof 4 or 5 with his one 
hand on the Halfdeck, he forced the reſt to quit hus Ship ; and ſo, letting 
his Anckev fall , they fairly left one another , the Captains Ship was 
very much damadged ; 1 therefore ordered him to ſail into the Wie= 
ling 0n the Flatts, an there to repair himſclfe , and, tothat end, 
gave him my owne Pilot along with him. 


Afterwards 1 was from a good hand informed, that the ſaid 


Ship Deventer the ſame afternoon , by the maJvertency of the Pilot, 
comemng before the Wieling , fell on the Point of the South-eaſt Raſſen, 
and in a moment was broke in pieces, and of 106 ſjournd Men , and 
65 wounded , which were mthe Sh19 , mah:ing inall 171 Men, not 
above 4© or 50 were ſaved: among ft «:hom, both the Lientenants, 
but the Captain and Puott , who brought them there, and could 
both ſwim , wyere drowned ; both whom , as alſs all the reſt 1 ſpecially

the Men on board the Frigat Rotterdam, commanded by Captain 
Swart , and otherwiſe , ſlrengthen him with as many Seamen , as 
poſſible. 
Captain la Sage , with a principal Ship , and ſome Frigars of | 
particular Patrons and Lovers of the country , who have male | 
an agreement with the Admirality Court in Zealand , wee doe , ac- 
cordmg to the hope that is given us, hourly expeit from the Wee. 
Ing , as alſo the Frigats Delpht , and Goes , who were unmanned 
by Lieutenant Admirall Banckaert , but now ſett out again with 
fresh men by Captain Lonpu , and William Hendrickle. 

Their Highneſfes there would feigne have ſent unto us 200 
French Priſoners to be droided amongſt the Dutch Ships , and ſo to 
have Seamen in therr room on their Ships , but T could not embrace 
that propoſal! , on nccount of the reſolution made by their Highneſſes 
the High and Mgihty States , «pon that ſubjet the 5. of Fune, 
167 2. and my owne mean conſiderations beſides; ſo I have referred 
that buiſneſſe to the expreſſe order of the State, and your Highnelle. 

The tong expeded Advice-boats begin now at laſt ſome of them 
to appear , which wee shall ſend thu day to Zealand with wounded 
men tobe looked after in the Hoſputalls there , ſeeing the Northeaſt 
13 ind hineys therr voing in tothe Maes without much trouble. 

Wee find it to be a miſtake that was mentioned in our laſt of 
Captain Backers being filled , but "tis the Commandoyg Matthew 
Megang , who commanded the Amſterdam Frigatt Damiata.

As ſoon as the Enemyes Fleet arrived on the Flemish 
Coaſt, the Field- Marshall #/rts , with a good number 
of Horſe and Foot, shipt himſelte over for Walcheren, 
in about 100 Smackſail, to ſecure that Yiland, and the 
whole Province of Z.caland from any invaſion, becauſe 
was ſtrongly reported that the Enemy 1ntended under 
favour of their Fleet, eſpecially it they had gotten an 
advantage, to have landed in Zealand. 'The Fieldmarshall 
being there arrived, putt all things in good order, and lod- 
ged his Men, on , and nere the Shoar, and, on the aproach 
of the Enemy, the Townſmen appeared there alſo in 
Arms; Burt the Enemy's Victory was not ſo conſiderable, 
that they dared hazard a Landing. 

- The French, after their ſo deyout Celebration of the 
H: Sacraments-day at Utrecht, beganne to fett upon their 
Deſignes : Their Bridges of Communication over the 
Leck, nere Wijck te Duerſtede , and over the Wael, by 
Thiel, were now ready. Much Folk came from the 
upper Countryes, and paſſed through Utrecht rowards 
Breukel , to the guarding of that Poſt, viz: underCount 
Doucan 2000 Men ; whether alſo much Ammunition of 
Warre was ſent: alſo by the way of the Mertens-dijck 
paſſed 80 Wagons with Vivres and Ammunition, who 
at night unladed at Weſtbroeck: And a great body 
was coraTanded towards Hilverſum, whether the Dukes 
of Anguin and Luxenburgh themielvs alſo marched , car- 
rying-with them 8 or 10 Canons, ſeverall Wagons and 
Carts with Powder, Lead, Matches, Storming-bridges, 
Scaleing- ladders, Shovels , Spades, Axes, and what els 
was needfull for ſuch work. Alſo many Men gathered 
togeather by the Vaertand Vianen: at Utrecht and Ame- 
rongen ſtood ready 3o Pieces of Ordnance, with the Ar- 
tiliery thereto belonging ; and about 2000 Foot Souldiers, 
and as many Horſe. 

To thwarttheſe their Defignes , wee uſed a!! poſſible 
. En- 
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endeavours , eſpecially abour Muyden, againit whith they 
ſeemed chiefly to lay their Plotts : bur eſpecially on the 
Ix. june wee fired sharply on their Works with our Ca- 
nons out of the ſmall Ships in the Souther-Sea , and from 
the Flatt-boats in the Naerder-Mear and the Low-way, 
and alſo out of the 'Towne of Muyden itſelfe; and ,;un- 
der the fayour of our Shott, wee caſt up a Batterye on the 
High-way , within Muskett-shott of the French , which 
wee ſo vigorouſly ſett to work about, that , onthe 16, the 
great Canon was planted there , whereby the French at 
Muyderbergh ſuftered much damadge. 

Whileſt the Enemy continued defending theſc Poſts 
at Muyderbergh and Breukel, there were daily Skirmishes 


between us, in which the Enemy had an innumerable 


number of Men killed and wounded: befides thoſe thar 
daily run away from them to us, in 10. 20. Zo. and more 
rogeather ; of whom , conſidering the great number of 
them, wee formed a Regiment apart. And the French, 
ſeeing they ( beſides their conſiderable loſe) could not 
advance any thing by their Poſt at Muyden, they left 
it againe of their owne accord , whereof more after.

nere Meldert and Hogarden , the 9. at Straten , the 10. at 
the Caſtle of Baron van Boekhol? , on the 11. he arrived, 
in Perſon before Maeſtrichr, his Quarters being prepared 
in a place called Ouwater; and Count de Lorge aſſured 
him , that ſince his arrivall there had noe body gone into 
or out of the City: on that day the Line of Circumvalation 
on this ſide the City was meaſared off; and the Bridge of 
Communication was made over the Maes above and be- 
low; the King himfelte kept watch that nzghr, becauſe 
ſuſpected they might make a Sally out of the City upon 
them. On the 12. the Line of the fide of Wijck was alſo 
drawne, and that Quarter committed to Duke de Orleans, 
the upper Quarter on this {ide of the City the King kepr 
to himſelfe, and lower the Duke of Monmonth was en- 
truſted with, under whoſe command , the King gave him 
8000 Men , Horſe and Foot together. Onthe 12. and 12. 
the French were buiſy , in caſting up their Line of Cir- 
cumvallation, and Contravallation , which they made ſo 
Irregular, and flight, that it sheived they intented noe 
long fiege, but, either ſuddainly to fall upon ir , or ſoon 
tO 
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toquittit: inthe interim there happened noe great mat- 
ter ot importance, only by their continuall shoocing from 


within , ſome of their Blades in the Army were killed and | 
wounded, ſome {mall Sallyes were made from the Towne, | 


and ſeverall Military Perſons, by craft and viva force, 
got ſtill into the Towne : and moſt remarkable was 


the Exploict of Count var Dona , who, being habited like | 


a Frenchman , with a white Scarf, and fullowed by two 


or three Servants, haveing wel intormed himſelfe of the 
Poſture of the Army on the ſide of Tongeren, paſſed |. 


the Watches for a Frenchman , and, haveing viewed 
moſt part of the Army , rode paſt the innermolt Watch, 
as it he would recognize ſome thing , or courſe his Horte; 
but was noe ſooner paſt the Watch , but he ſett Spurs to 


his Horſe, and through a whole ſtorm of Shott , eſcaped 
into the Towne ; his Servants, not being able to tollow | 


their Maſter, hid themſelvs among(t the French , and ſo 
watcht their opportunity ro make their eſcape. 

3. June. At Nieuwerſluys a Piece of Ordnance burſt, 
killed a Gunner, and wounded ſeverall others : in the 
Hague were two Troopers, both Brothers ett Priſoners 
on the Voorpoort , being both catcht in a Medow killing 
of a Cow: which infolences haveing been often com- 
mitted, theſe two Offendors on the 6. of June were hung, 
firſt within the Hague, afterwards on the Gallows without 
the Towne. 

6. June. The Commandour Houtin , with 18 Stan- 
dards Horſe, and 1500 Foot, appeared nere the Polt at 
Sonnega in Friefland, and fummoned the Guarriſon 
to ſurrender; but being denyed, ſome of them shewed 


themſelvs nere the Bleſſer-Bridge , where Marquis de Mon- 


powillan lay entrenched , who ttopt them there, being ſe- 
conded with the Cavalry of Berkoop and Wolvega , who 
deſigned to cutt of the Enemyes paſſadge to Steenwijck : 
whether alſo Prince Mauritz approached with the Troops 
of Herevean : but the Enemy being retreated , ſome ot 
their Arrear were only killed, and ſome of them took

- Poſt ar Gramsberge , the Bishop was there him 
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Fouquette , and Hans Stavoren were killed , and about 
5o wounded , were brought into Deventer : The Pri- 
{oners declared , that orders were given tor the divi- 
deing of the Troops againe in their Guarrions ; yet, for 
the prevention of any farther invaſion of the Enemy , his 
Grace Prince Maur:tz ordered , that by the opening of 
the Sluices, the Country thereabouts should be overflo- 
wed, which, by the help of a ſtrong Wind, ſucceeded 
according to defire. 
$8. June. About 100 Men in ſeverall Sloops and Row- 
ing-boats went out, rowing behind Breukele towards 
Weſtbroeck , where the French had caſt up a ſmall Breſt- 
work; they ſurprized the Watch ſleeping , and then fell 
upon the reſt, about go in number , moit of whom they 
killed, andreturned again with their Plunder and good 
Booty to Nieuwerſluyce, leaving behind them 5 dead 
and had two more wounded. At the ſametime , Captain 
Tſelmuyde , who lay at the Poſt of Derrick , hearing that 
there were about 80 French , who lurked neere Jooſten= 
dam, ſent out in 6 ſmall Boats 3o Men, under command 
of an Enſigne, who ſurprizeing them in an Houſe, kil- 
led 14 of them, amongſt whom was one Lieufenant, 
and fo returned againe with the Plunder unto their Poſt. 
About 100 of our Men drawn out of Nieuwerbrugge , 
went in a ſmall Ship before Woerden , againſt whom the 
French ſending out firſt 200, afterwards niore , were 
forced to retreat into the 'Towne again with the lofſe of 
40 Men : our Men turned again to Nieuwerbrugge ha- 
veing loſt but one Man : about 30of our Men about the 
9. Or Io. ofthis Month marched to Kokenga , on Notice, 
that the French had ſerrtthere, a Forelorne Watch ; our 
Men made towards them , who ſeeing them retreated 
into a Houſc, neverthelefſe forced in upon them , and 
Killed 8 of the Enemy , took 11 Priſoners, 3 more fled, 
_ ſo faved themſelys ; and ours returned with good 
Ooty. . | 
The Bishops Men were ſtill buiſy about oo their 
elfe in 
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perſon to heip forward the great Banke, which , by the 
advice of a yongue Gentleman Rzzgel/enkamp was caſt up 
thwart the River Vecht, partly by'the ſtopping of the 
Water to diſtreſſe Coeverden , and hinder any incur- 
fions, and partly , that by means of the ſame, they might 
paſſe through the Moraſles into Drenthe, for the ſecurity 
of which Dijke they had caſt up 3 a 45Sconſles : thoſe of 
Coeverden , nevertheleſſe , ſent their Partyes abroad ,and 
on the 8.of June brought into the City 4 Troopers with 
their full armour ; bur on the 12. about 4o Men gonne 
out under Command oft an Enſigne , poſted themſelvs in 
the Church-yard, at Schoonebeeck, but were tell upon by 
the Bishops Men of Gramsberge, who killed titze Enſigne, 
and 16 Men, and putt the reſt ro flight : thoſe of Coeyer- 
den , hearing the shooting , ſent to their aſſiſtance Captain 
7/:be , with 300 Foot-men , and Captain Szgtermar with 
his Companye of Horſe ; but they came to late, and gott 
only fix of the Bichops Men Priſoners; thoſe of Grams- 
bergen came and shewed themſelvs under the Canon of 
Coeverden, and ſett ſome Turf-houles on fire, and would 
have ſtole ſome Catle, but a Party being ſent out againſt 
them , under the Governour Eybergen , drove them 
back again , and purſued them quite under the Works of 
the Fort Olthoen, and killed about 320 of them. At this 
time alſo about 6co Men marched from Heuſden and 
 Hemert, who, comeing above Bommel hidd rthemſelvs 
in ſome thicketts there, and fell upon 150 Troopers, kil- 
ling their Watch , and driveing them away : There were 
23 Partyes ſent out of the City, to redeem this Booty out 
of their hands, but our Men itoutly with ſtood them , kil- 
led ſeverall, and took ſome Priſoners. | 

Wee have left now for a good while Marshall dc Ty- 
rene reſting in his Quarters at Soeſt ; but the Emperour 
haveing now putt his Guarriſon in Ehrenbreiſteyn and 
Coblents, under Oath of Allegiance to the Prince Eleftor 
of Triers , and makeing preparation at Agra togather to- 
geather the Emperiall Army thereabouts,and to ſend them 
cothe Rhijn againe ; His Emperiall Majeſty , haveing on 
the 
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the 6 june made known his Reſolutions to the ſeverall 
Provinces , that » for the ſecurity of the Empire he would 
raiſea conſiderable power , to oppole therewith , the per- 
nicious and unjult procedures of France , encouradging 
all the Princes and States of the Empire to that work : 
Here upon Trerre on the 10. began to move, and, aC- 
cording to the Treaty with Brandenburgh , to quitt his 
Country , (though ſufficiently pillaged ) and to breax up, 
with the whole Army , to {top the Emperialiſts : they 
marched towards the County of Waldeck, over two 
Bridges which they had caſt over the Roer, and made their 
head Quarter at Coerbach, haveing ſent ſeverall Troops, 
as alſothe Guarriſons that were in Welel and Rhyjnbergi 
& other Cityes on theRbijn,to goe thence,in conjunction 
with th2 Forces of the Eledor of Cologne , to Maceſtrichr 
to ſtrengathen the Kings Army there : from Coerbach 
Turenne removed his head Quarter to Wertzlaer lying on 
the Lhaan in the County of Naſſau , whence he ſpread 
himſelfte through Heſlen and Wetterauw as far as bard by 
Hanau : thus , as it were , enviroaing Francktort, and rui- 
ning alithere abouts. 

14. June was the ſecond Sea-Engagement. The Ene= 
myes Fleet , after the Bacrail, on the 7. remained 2. or 
3. Leagues above our Fleet, within ſight, withour offe- 
ring the:n_.Batrail in fix days time, although they had 
conitantly the Leuward ot us; fo that on the 13. rhe 
Wind siiting towards the Eaſt, our Chier Officers re- 
ſolved to attack the Enemy : the next day early in 
the morning , came the Deputyes of the High and 
Mighty States , vid: the Lord Boſchvelt , Van der Meyden, 
Moregnault , and Vander Vierſe, into the Fleet; Where= 
upon 1n the great Councell of Warre, on board the Ad- 
miralls Ship, the ſame reſolution was reſumed, and, ap- 
prooved by the Deputyes. Ar 9. of the Clock the ſaid 
Lords weat from board againe , and the blew Flagge was 
ſerrup, to give a ligne to fail, and at 11 of the Clock all 
the Anckers were weighed: and ſo, before the Wind, 
wee made direQly againtt the m_— yes Fleet, who being 
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alto got under fail , and held af towards the English 
Coaſt. The circumſtances wee will nor aggrevate 
beyond what wee have in the authentick Letters of the 
Lord Admirall Tramp to the State, and de Ruyter to par- 
ticular perſons, the Copyes whereof, wee have here {ub- 


joyned: 
High and Mighty Lords, 


M Y Lords, After <vee had yeſterday , about 11. of the Clock, 
weighed Ancher , and, with an Eaſterly Wind , beganne to 
make towards the Eneiny ; They , alſo weighed Ancher , and , with 
al! the ſail they coreld make , runne away from us ; ſo that about 
4. of the Clock in the afternoon , wee beganne with my Esquadron 
the Vantgnard to Attack the Bleww Flagge, being the Vantguard 
of the Enemy ; and fought furiouſly with them untill *twas dark : 
in the mean time Lieutenant Admiral Generall de Ruyter , and 
alſo Lientenant 4{4mirall Banckaert <were alſo hotly engaged; and 
thus wee convoyed rhem as far as, within five Leagues of Soulsbay ; 
and then (it beg dark) wee tacked abont again to our Rendevouz, 
&7 Schenevelt. Our Men in the Fleet have ſlill extraordinary con- 
radge; wee ſar one great Enzluh Ship burnt , and ſome diſabled; 
what paſſed between the other Esquadrons , your Highneſles will 
be informed, to which 1 veferre my ſelfe. 1 can not , to my beſt 
&now ledge find , that wee have loſt one Ship, Whereruith , High 
and Mighty Lords , praying to God Almighty to bleſſe the Per ſons 
and laudnble Government of your Highneſles,

= þ He Fleets of the two Kings remained within ſight of us , un- 
till the" 14. when <vee went 10 make a tryall , whether they 
wwere not to be morrved; About Noon , wee were under ſail , the 
Wind N. EF. and a frechgale; in our ſail thither yards the Enemy 


ſeemed reſolved to ſtay for us , but , cvee approachms necrer , they 
| fett 
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ſett their conrſe N. W. towards their oxone Coaft., The Admiral 
of the Blew Flagge Was the foremoit , whom my Lord Trump pur - 
ſued : about five of the Clock, they beganne to come to aflion, to 
Wit the ſaid Admiral! Trump , agains? the Blew Flagoe, 1, a- 
gainſt the Red Flagge, commanded by Prince Rupert , and my Lord 
Banckaert , againſt Monſieur Comte d'Eſtre. The French and 
English , being again ranged one amongst another , and then, the 
froht was againe very violent , Tvee imended 10 have broke in upon 
Prince Ruperts Esquadron , but , he keeping continually off, wee 
"Pere prevented : 7n the Interim Tec continued cononmng untill about 
ten in the Even ; and were, by the night , forced to leave off. In 
the whole Engagement 1 ſaw but one Ship burning , and am not cer- 
taine whether *t was a Man of Warre, cr a Fireship. But, as 1 
am informed , two of their Ships are ſunck: on our ſide againnone 
Tere loft, but many diſabled : wee have againe alſo fought very ſuc- 
cesfully, bawveins loſt very few Men, and few wounded ; and 1 
find , there 15 ſtill good conradge among#t our Men , both Officers , 
and Common Soul ters ; the next day after the fight wee ſa the Ene- 
my n0 more probably they followed their courſe towards the River, 
Tree thinb:ng it ſufficient, that wee had convoyed them half way 
r9 their owne Coaſt.

I N my laſt 1 adviſed yortr Lordship , that the Enemy lay on $:ho- 
- nevelt, and, that <yee lay at Ancher ſeven Leagues off , of 
E«ſt-Chappel; 1 shall nov tell your Lordship of a ſecond Engage- 
ment with them , which <vas on the 14. of Frime. The Enemy lying 
Jo near their owne Coaſt had the opportunity of tackling themſelys , 
and furnithing themſet'vs with all things that they <wanted ; and 
they , wwell knowing , that , as the Wind for a time had ſtood, wee 
could not doe the like ; were 'encouradged 10 come out upon 16 , 
which they , that afternoon, did haveing the aduantadge of a ſtrong 
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N. E. Wind . <ubich twee ſoon diſcovered and ſo gott under ſail alſo ; 
Steering N. N.IV. havens all onr Tackle in readineſſe , bareing up 
ſo nere nndey the Wind, as wee could, and fo, waited for them, 
About 4 of the Clock inthe afternoon , came Trump with the Am- 
fterdzm Exquadron , and engaged with the Blew Flange , Shooting, 
"according to their cuſtome , a farre off: about 5 of the Clock de Ruy- 
ter wit? his E:quadron engaged with me and mime Esquadyon ; The 
Zealand Esguadron with the V;'hite Elxo:e ; In the begtnmns , de 
Ruyter made as if h? <you!d tome clofe on my file, bnt , b. fore he 
came Within Muskert Shott of me, he tacþt about , and bore up as 
nere the 1} ind 2s be could, andſo, ſuddainly made axvay , hich cau- 
ſed 115 to thinck , that he hal recieved ſome extraordmary damaize 
in his Ship, or that himſelf? <va5 wounded.

The Price deating his Letter at 9. in rhe mor- 
ning, 7 Leagues diitanc from Laſtof, whereas our Fleer 
arrived not z on Schoneyelt till late in the Even , although 


the Wind alfo shifted ſoutherly. 

In this, as weil, as the former Battail , each Oifcer in 
the diſchardge of his Duty and Oath, according to the 
Opportuaity of weather and wind , have approoved ther- 
S21ys as Sharers in the Glory , of hayeing reſtored the _— 
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cayed State of our Country ; Only, in the laſt Reſcontre 
Vice-Admirall Swears ſeemed to have been wanting in 
his duty ; becauſe8 of the Clock, inthe Even , he bore 
off trom the Enemy, as nere under the wind, as he could; 
Burt ſeveral! Deputies of the Councell of Warre, as my 
Lord Cornelius Everts , Jan van Nes , Jan Dijck, Y. van 
I/ou , haveing viſited his Ship the Eliphant, they found it 
ſo diſabled, and bored through with 5 or 6 shotts under 
water , that it was noe more in his Command ; but 
was forced to bare off, that he might repair what was need= 
full: Whereby , thar Sea-Heroe was treed of all blame , 
and preſerved the honour of haveing behaved himſelve , 
as a true Souldier sgainſt the Enemy. The States in 
acknowledgment of 1o great a bleſling, they did appoint, 
that, inſtead of the ordinary Faſt-day, a day sbould be 
kept, to thanck the Lord God, for his evident aſfliſtance 
and thoſe fignall advantadges, he ſo wonderfully graun- 
ted Unto us. 

Preſently after the Battail the English Fleet puttover 
for their Coaſt, and arrived that even before Soulsbay , 
the next day into Kingsdeep , whence on the 18. they 
ſailed for Quienborrow , and arrived at the Bay of the 
Nore : which the Kz7g beeing informed of, on the 21. 
early inthe morning in company with his Royall High- 
ze//e went thither that He might tally be informed of all 
things, and, on the 23. returned againe, to London , 
being the nextday followed by Prince Rupert hirmſelfe : 
in the mean time, two Frigatts, the Crown, and the 
Nightingall, were ſent out to recognize our Fleet, and 
on the 18 came within command of our Watch, who 
fired briskly againſt them; whereupon wee thought on 
Shoar , that there was a new Engagement till the Shooting 
ſtill going farther off, wee found*twas only a purſuir of 
thele 2 Frigatts in their retreat. On the 21. the Rere- 
Admirall de Hagen was commanded out of the Fleer , with 
12 Frigats and 4 Fireships to cruiie before the Thames, 
who on the 22. arriveing «tSoulsbay, found noe Englich 
 tLere , bur (exiding a Ship higher, found only one Ship in 
O5 Kings. 
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Kings-deep , and thcir whole Fleet between Quinborrow 
and Gravelend : ſo that, finding no work to be done 
there, de Haerz onthe 27. returned with his Esquadron to 
the Fleer. 

17. June. The French reſolved to open their Trenches 
before Maeſtricht,at ſeven in the Even,a body of Horſe & 
Foot, marched within a Musketr-shott of the City, in two 
ſeyerall ptaces : the Horsmen had Faſlines, the Footmen 
Spades, & Axes: trom the City they fired hard upon them, 


ſo that, many of the French were killed, the night was fa- 


vourable to the Enemy, being very dark and rainy , ſo 
that the next morning they had 3 Batreryes ready, whereon 
were mounted 26 Pieces of ordnance , wherewith tney 
Shott violently againſt the City , and ruined ſeverell Bat- 
teryes but they were ſoon repaired , whence alſo they as 
violently diſcardged on the Enemy, who, notwithitan- 
ding advanced with their Approches: On the 20. the Duke 
of Monmouth had the Watch in the Trenches, at which 
time they shott very furiously out of the City , which ma- 
ny a Frenchman will never tell tales of : By reaſon ot 
the great rain many of them were forced to goe halt leg 
deep, through the water in the Approaches: and on the 
Kings Batterye, the Powder was accidently fett on hire, by 
which means manySouldiers were blown up; yet he advan- 
ced within 30 Rods of the Counterſcharp, and ſo approa- 
ched foe nere , that they reſolved on the 24. to ſtorm the 
Counterſcharp, they deſigned the aſſault at three ſeveral] 
places,though they principally depended on one: the Date 
of Orleans on the fide of W ijjke! Moztall on the other fide of 
at the left: and Mozmouth at two places,one only to divert 
them on the right fide overagain{t the green half moon, 
and the other, which was to be the principalſt between 
both where he himſelt was preſent in Perſon : at 11 of the 
Clock at night , haveing given the Signe by diſchardge of 
5 Canons, they beganne the Attacque. The Aſault of the 
Duke of Orleans was commanded by Sr. de Lorge, Chevalier 
de Lorraine,and Monſieur de Vaubrun, as Field-Marshalls; 


who were {o ſuccesfull, that after a vigorous reſiſtance

they remained Maſter of the Outworks; becauſe they , 
on char fide expected them not, tor the French had ſcaer. 
ce opened any of tizeir I renches , that way , and there- 
fore, there were bur 400 Men on that Work, the com- 
manding Officer and teverall others were killed. The 
French themſelvs, not expecting ſuch ſucceſſe, haveing 
deſigned that Storm only tor a falſe Alarme, could not 
by want of ſcaleing Ladders, and other Inſtruments fol- 
low their conqueſt, although they were advanced , as far 
as the {ide of the Motes but were forced with a confide- 
rable loſle to quitt thoſe Outworks againe; with what ſuc- 
celle Morntall ftormed , the following Letter will informe 
you, adding only thereto, that he {caerle brought above 
halfe ofhis men back again with him 3 Monmouth loſt not 
many leſſe, though with better ſucceſſe : Monl. Vaubrus 
commanded the Kings Foot-guard ; Monl. d* Artaignar: 
rhe Musquetiers of the King , being 100 Nobles. 'The 
King himſelfe ftood ar the opening ot one of the Tren= 
ches, on an Hillock:; Theaflault was very violent, and 
therefiitancenot leſſe; bur, at lait , the Enemy breaking 
through all oppoſition , gott footing on the Counter- 
ſicharp, and caft upa work there; by the encouradgment 
of which ſucceſle, he advanced farther to the ourhide of 
the Hali-moon, which was on the lide of the Bruſflels-gate, 
and atter one hours hott ſtorm , he gained it, though our 
men reliſted what poſſibly they couid , and blew up two 
Mines, buth to little purpoſe: thus the Enemy lodged 
themſelvs on the Qutworks of tic Halt-moon, and joined 
their Line of Communication with the gained Counter- 
{charp, whilſt our men reintrenched themſelvs, on the 
inlide of the ſame Half- moon, and intended to have done 
the Enemy great misſchief, with a Mine on theleft fide ; 
bur the Enemy diſcovered it, and carryed the powder 
away. The next morning, when the Enemy thought bim- 
ſelfe ſure of their new conqueſt, our Men fired a Mine 
on the right hand, and immediatly with great force fell 
upon the Enemy , and drove them , not only from the 
Halfe-moon , but from the Counterſcherp alſo ; A Cap- 
tain 
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tain and 60 Souldiers being blown up into the air with 
that one Mine. The Enemy, reaffumeing couradge , gai- 
ned the Counterſcharp again, but (topt at the Halt-moon, 
and was upon the point of looſing all againe : ſo that 
Monmouth ſent tothe King for new Succours, which ha- 
veing obtained, they with new force, fell on again, being 
followed by Monſieur 4 Arizgnan, and about 12 or 1 
English Volontiers, many of whom , andall the Muske- 
teers, were killed or wounded ; d* Artiznan himſelte kil. 
led : but, at lalty, they remained Maſter of the Halt- 
moon , which conquelt the Duke of Monmouth delivered 
up to Monſieur de /a Fuillade , who came to releaſe him 
of his Watch; this ſmall gain was paid dear enough , for, 
with the loſſe of many men , there being numbred 226. 
ſlain and wounded Officers alone, of which Aſſault a 
French Lord himielfc wrote this following Letter out of 
the Camp , tothe French Plenipotentiarys for the Treaty 
of Peace at Cologne. 


From the French Army 25 Jnne. It was not without cauſe , 
that ſo impatiently was longed to hear what paſſed yeſterday about 
11 of theClock at Night : 1 ſtood by th: King on an aſcent , whence 
wee could exaitly diſcerne all the motions of the Enemy. Monſieur de 
Monmouth commanded the Aſſault sf the Guards , with the Kmgs 
Regiment : Monſieur de Montall thoſe of Picardie , 11h the Regt- 
ment of the Dauphm, from 10, till 11 of the Cloth there <vas agreat 

filence on both ſides ; at 11 of the Clock 5 Canon $hotts were gruen 
for a ſigne. Wee ſaw a contmaall fircins of MisÞetts and Grana- 
des , for the ſpace of an hour , more furiously , than ever <yas fern: 
Wee ſaw from whencewee ſtood , the Enemy ſome times advances» 
ſome times retreatng ; fonr Mines were blown up , which did ther 
miended execution : duremg which diſpute, every place was feed 
with miſerable howlings, and yellings : never ſpetacle ( according to 
the report of the oldeſt Officers of. the Army) was ſeen ſo dreadful , 
and terrible. The Regiment of the Dauphin gained the Counterſ. harp, 
and was beat of again , and regained it ſix times one after another, 
and was yet , atlaſt, foyced to lerve it , <vanting powder and Pis- 
neers 10 fortifye themſelvs there : Monſieur de Monmouth was 
more ſuccesfull , who gained the Halfe-moon , where he at preſent, 
i5 lodged; tnithis Attacque which laſted al! nig/t , moie than baſe 

te 
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the Regiment ef the Dauphin was kifed : and of the Duke of Mons 
mouths ſide, one Sr. Poll , Ingenezr : and many Officers whoſe 
Names 1 yet know not : there are alſo many English killed ; among#t 
others Collonel Sr. Jones : Behould here the Relation of what hath 
paſſed this night , which <wee yet only have in General ; becauſe the 
Word was not yet given to releaſe them , and moſt part of thoſe , 
that had been in altion that night are gone to ſleep, and the King 
alſo ; whom wee Shall not come to ſpeak with , till 2 of the Clock. 
There ts , juſt now , another a{lion paſſed , which was not much leſſe 
bloody than the former : Monſieur de la Fuillade going to recognize 
zhe Gates, that he might be in the morning early with the Duke of 
Monmourh , whom in the Even he wvas to releaſe ; they from <vithin 
came 10 retake the Half-moon , and immediatly beat our Men out 
of it, and regained it with their Szyord in the hand ; Monſieur d'Ar- 
tignan was killed: Monſieur de Verbenac wounded , and many 
others whom wee know not , whereof 15hall, to morrow, informe 
your Excellency's : it was not two hours agoe ſince this Taſt aflion 
paſſed , 1 write this in great confuſion and amaſement: 1 Shall en- 
quire after all the particulars in the Emgs Quarters, and Shall, 0 
morrow , informe your Excellency*s more exatlly: 1 shall deferre my 
departure untill T wesday , and then goe with Monſizur van Stracts= 
burgh , or with Monſieur the Prince Willem , &'c.

25. Ditto. There fell much rain, yet the Enemy ne- 
lected not to fortify themſelvs on their new Poſt ; they 
Caſt up, that night two great Batteryes ; whereto the great 
Guns from Charleroy was brought into the Army ; and 
*rwas reſolved , on the 27. to ſtorm the Outworks again, 
to Which end, all things being made ready. Count de 
Lorge whoſe turne it was to be in the Approaches was, 
commanded to aflaulrt the Hornwork, on the left fide of 
the Half-moon which Monmouth had maſtered : and at 
the ſame time Monſieur Foxrille , Generall of the Caval- 
rye, and Fieid-Marshall, should attacquz2 the green Halt- 
1:20N , on the right {ide of the Brufſels-gate: at 11 ofthe 
Clock at Night, the Signe being given by two Canon- 
hott, the Enemy fired one Mine by the Hornwork , and 
thereupon fell in, and, notwitſtanding a vigorous reſi- 
ance, and a whole ſtorme of Hand-Granadoes, they, 
at 
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at laſt , maſtered the ſame, wee haveing blowne up 6.or | 
7. of our Mines filled with Granadoes, without doing any 
great prejudice therewith untothe Enemy : ſome of our 
Miners were there took Priſoners ; who diſcovered ſe- 
yerall other of our Mines: Monhieur ae Fourille, after a 
like reſiſtance, beat our Men from the Halt-moon : ſo 
that the Enemy, though with the lofle of many Men, 
became Maſter of moſt of the Outworks, on that fide. 
The King ſtood on an high place, to ſee whar paſſed , and 
ſent, againſt the next day , two fresh Battallions, to rein= 
force Monſieur de Lorge in his new Conqueſts. Wednes- 
day , the 28. in the Even came the Duke of Mormouth to 
releaſe Count de Lorge, and he approached farther to 
within 10 or I5 foot of the Motes, when our Men again, 
at 10 of the Clock inthe Evening, blewup 5 Mines, yet 
' the Enemy kept the Poſt; 29. Monmouth was releaſed by 
Monſieur de /a Fuillade , which night nothing of impor- 
tance happened; ſave thar they were now prepareing , to 
ſtorm the City Walls, all the Outworks being already 
rook in; which, they within the City hearing of, cauſed 
ſuch oppoſition amongſt many of the Rulers; moſt of 
the Townsmen , andgreat part of the Guarriſon , that the 
Governour was forced to yeeld toa Parley. 

30. The Governour finding himſelte preſſed witha 
ſtrong Enemy abroad, and one much ſtronger within; 
a Mutinous People, and the Guarriſon weakned, by the 
violent Storms, and tired with continuall watchings , and 
being uncertain of any reliefe , at 6, in the morning , ha- 
veing by a Drummer, deſired a Ceſſation of Arms, ſent 
ſeverall Colonells unto the King, with a project of an 
honourable agreement. He firlt demanded the City robe 
delivered, on mercy , but ſeeing they ſteadfaſtly refuſed 
that, and would rather ſtand out tothe utmoſt, He did 
in the Perſon of Marquis de Louvoy, enter into a Capitu- 
lation; andin a short rime the following as well honou- 
rable as protfitable Conditions were concluded on , which 
at 11 of the Clock was ſigned by the Deputyes of cach 
Colledge.

Some were displeaſed at the ſo ſuddain ſurrender of 
this Place; that when they firſt made their Circumvalla- | 
tion , and opened their Trenches, and on their advance 
farther on the Towne, noe greater Sallyes were made; 
that the Enemy being come only to the outſide of the 
Mote, without haveing made any Galderyes over the 
Mote, or Mines under the Wall, or any conſiderable 
Breach , they did not ſtay till the Enemy ſtormed: but , 
conſidering the continuall force uſed againſt the City, 
It was neceſlary to ſpare their Men, and not to hazard 
them, by many Sallyes: And a ſtorme indeed might per- 
haps have been ſtood out, if any reliefe had been nere at 
hand: butthe chiefeſt occaſion of all was the Mutiny of 
the Townsmen , who would havegiven over the Towne 
themſelvs, if the Governour would not have come to a 
Capitulation: The Goyernour otherwiſe, as to his owne 
particular , and the Guarriſon in Generall behaved them- 
ſelvs toadmiration ; a third part of the whole Guarriſon , 
2 very great number of Officers being either killed, or 
wounded , according to the following Liſt.

France haveing made his exception againſt Cologne 
for tie place of the Treaty , cauſed Marquis de Grana to 
depart thence to Vienne; and his Regiment, as alto that 
of the Cirkel laid downe their Oath unto the Magittrate. 
Whereupon to pleaſe the Bishop , they endeavoured a- 
g4ine to transferre the Treaty thither , and in order there- 
to, at the latter end of May, the King ſend his Plenipo= 
tentiaryes the Duke of Chaunes , and Monſ.

Toſeph Williamſon , ( the Earl af Sunderland by reaſon of 
indiſpolition remained at Paris} on the 16. arrived there 
Don Emanuel de Lyra, & my Lord Oudenhoven, for Spain, 
being tollowed by the Emperiall Miniſters, Count Ko- 
ring ſeck , and Baron PI/ola. Between which Lords it was 
concluded, to hold the'Freaty in the Convent of the Car- 
milites: which , that it might have the betrer ſucceſle and 
Progrefle, the Swedish Miniſters, ſent again a Gentie= 
man tothe King, before Maeſtricht to detire a Ceilation 
of Arms; Onthe3o. Count Tot wentto the King him- 
felve ; andon the 28. June they had their firſt Conterence 
zbout it. But lett us now leave theſe Lords here a hunting

About q4co Horſe and Foot, from the Guarriſon of 
Sluice and Aerdenbergh, being gone abroad on their ad- 
yenture, began to plunder nere about Veurne, the Coun- 
try-people , that had refuſed to give Contribution, and 
made great Booty ; but-, being ſcattered abroad here and 
there, were fell upon by not above 300 Frenchmen ; but 
the Country-men haveing broke in pieces theBridgesand 
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Boats, ſo that our Men could not joyne againe, they re- 
leaſed the Plunder, killed 14. or 15 of our Men , and car. 
ryed about 40 or 50 Priſoners into Duynkercke, the reſt 
ſaved themſelvs by flight. 

About this time came news from Suratte and Game- 
ron by land, that the Commandour Goexs with ſeveral 
Ships from Batavia , had retook from the French the 
Caſtle Trinquemale, on Ceylon , and with one (everall 
French Ships, Priſoners, and good Booty. News came 
alſo from the Weſt - Indies, how that Cornelius Evertſe 
with {everall Ships from Zealand , had made great havock 
on leverall ]{lands there , eſpecially St. Euitache , where 
he ruined ſeverall Ships, and took great Booty ; and af- 
terwards ruined the greateſt part ofa whole FrenchTerra- 
neuts Fleet. 

Lieurenant Generall Rabenhaupt hayeing the whole 
Winter | my the Olde-Amprt, and the Lands round 
about, trom the invaſion of Munſter, by a Blockado of 
the Lang-Acker or Nieuwe-Schans; His Excellencye , 
on the 10. of June, made all preparations to aſſault that 
Place by maine force ; whereupon he ordered a good 

Dumber of Men , with vhott and Ammunition by water, 
at the otherſide of the Towne , who poited themiclvs on 
the Boonder-dijck ; He pitching himſelte ar Stocktter- 


horn, and the Boner-ſchans, that he might approach the 


Towne three ways. The Bishop , knowing the conſe- 
quence of this Poſt, endeayoured by force to releaſe it; 
to that end, he deſigned with 600 Dragoons, and 400

July , (my Lord Rabezhaupt haveing ſurmmo- 
ned the Schans , and recieved anſwer from the Gover- 
nour , that the Ravens should not make their Neſt there this 
Winter) His Excellency ordered Lieut. Coll. Taminga to 
advance on the Stockiterhorn-bank within 200 Paces 
of the Redout , and , between the 21. and 22. to fall upon 
it /zva force , they , haveing the day before fired very vio- 
lently againſt it from the Boner-ſchons ; at 1. of the clock 
inthe Night the Aſſault beganne , which was carryed on 
lo fortunately , that, after ſoine refiſtance they carryed the 
Redout ; the Enemy , fleeing very confuſedly , were fol- 
lowed quite through the Gate into the Very Fort, by our 
Stormers though but. few in number, becauſe paſſing 
through 5 ſeverall Traverſes with Paliffadoes, they could 
goe, but one by one; bur the Enemy ſurprized by. this 
unexpected accident , thinking all our force was there

Above 3oo Horſe and 600 Foot, went out 
of Friefland in Drent, to Diveren, with 4 Brafſe Guns, 
and above 200 Wagons with Ammunition and Provi- 
fion, the Commandour Braz? with his Dragoons march- 
ed inthe Front, and his Grace Pr:zce Mauritz , with the 
Lord Deputy Sche/tinga followed , in a Sjege, with all 
the Horſe, and the other Souldiers on Wagons, with all 
the Traine : the March laſted 3 hours long, and haveing 
bated at Diveren, they that even marched torward in the 
ſame poſture, deſigning to rowle up the Commandour 
Po, who had made an Entrenchment nere the Bridge, 
berween Wijck and Staphortt , and caſt up a little Schans 
for his defence , but without Guns : behind him lay the 
long Villadge Saphorit and Rouveen, the paſladge being 
narrow between high trees, and a broken Land.

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Queen in Lorrain; that night he lodged at Waaren, the 
next night nere Peruez, where the thunder ſtruck ſe- . 
yerall Souldiers dead , as they ſtood on their watch before 
the Kings Tent: on the 14. he came to Chaſtelett, nere 
Charleroy, where the Duke of Or/eans and Monmouth took 
their leave of the King, the Duke of Or/eans departing 
for Paris, and ſo to St. Klou, to Madam ; who dureing 
the bens was delivered of a yonge Prince; and 
Monmouth tor London , where he was recieved with great 
reſpect, by the King: From Chaitelett the King marched 
through Philippe- Ville and Marienburgh, to grand Prez 
where he mett the Qreer , who on the 5.

Way » and carryed all their Guns to Utrecht , whereupon 
our men levelled again all their Works, and filled up their 
Approaches: the French retreated to 'sGravelandt, where 
they immediatly, gott about 5 or 6000 Men togeather, 
in all appearance as it they intended ſome great matters, 
bur, nothing came of it s ſo that the Prince of Conde fin- 
ding himſelte in a great confuſion by reaſon of our po- 
ſting ourſelvs at the Nieuwerſluyce, and ſeeing no where 
an opportunity of effecting any thing, departed on the 15, 
early inthe morning , with his Sonne and many Perſons 
of quality , from Utrecht to Aernem , and thence to the

Grave. Atthe ſame time, thoſe men that had lain at Via- | 


nen and Ameyde, came downe to Utrecht, and on the 
16, all the Troops that were gathered in 's Graveland, 
broke upalſo: fothat, it wasevident enough), thar they 
deſpaired the doing any good here, but now deſigned to 
try their fortune in Brabant, to which end ſome part of 


the Militia followed the Prince of Conde , who allo there | 


mett the Troops , which the King had ſent him from Mae. 
ſtricht; wherewith haveing tor ſome time wandered 4- 
bout the Meyery of the Boſch, nerethe City itſelfe, tur- 
ned again to the Grave; andatlaſt, finding aslittle pro- 
bability of doing any good here, as at Utrecht, he marched 
with a conſiderable Militia quite to Lille.

immediatly marched to Raemsdonck , where he found a 
confiderable Army , expecting for their tarther ſtrength 
5 or 6000 Spanish Auxiliaryes; and he kept ſuch tn eye 
onall the motions of the French, that they dared notnun- 


dertake any thing at all : and he departed not thence, 


before the Alarme of the approach of the Enemyes Fleet, 
called him back for the greater ſervice of the Land.

and the treachery of ſome , vas warned; ſo that they at Swart- 
ſuyce , at 12. of the clock in the night ſatt fires on their Towers ; 


whereupon thoſe of Haſſelt did the like, and ſo forward as far as *

the ſett time; the very dawning of the day, according to their in- 
ftrutions : Viz:

Major Maurick was commanded to fall upon the great Stone 
Houſe, ſtanding before Swartfluyce nere the Haſſe]s-Gate , and ſo tg 


endeavour the takeing of the ſaid Gate.

Prince Maurice of Naſſaury , with approbation of 
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The Colonel Ammama had his Pot hard by the Lune- kills , be. 
fore the Water-Gate on the Way to Meppel , and had orders to ftorme 
that with Storming-Bridges , becauſe there was a broad and deep 
Mote there. 

His Princely Grace , and the Lord Lieutenant Generall d'Ailua 
lay before the Vollenhoffs-Gate, to fall uponit ; at the ſame time all 
our Cavalry and Dragoonders , under command of the Marquis de 
Monpoulllan, Commſſary Generall , and the Lord Collone!! Haren 
ſtood before Steenwyck , with two Canons with them , to prevent an 
miſchief that might befall us that way , haveing had ſeverall Sher- 
mrbes with the Enemys Horſe onthe heath. 

My Lord Lobs, Admirall of the Souther -Sea , was in Perſon 
evith his Falks and Outleggers , who brought up two Batteryes on 
great Flatt-boats , cloſe under the Canon of the Scons , whereupon the 
Enemy played furiously upon them ; who were not behmd hand 
with them. 

Haveing now ordered and recognized all things they found them, 
#nd the Fort itſelfe far otherwiſe than the Scouts had informed them, 
in ſtead of one, 3 rows of Palliſſadoes very large 3 and ſlaymy far 
their Petars, Axes , and Scaleing- Ladders which they were feign 
7 fetch from the Wagons that ſtood a great way off , loſt much tin, 

In the mean time wee ſaw a farre off abont 4 or 5 inthe mor- 
Ping , that the Enemy very furiouſly aſſaulted the Poſt of the Com- 
mandour Grim , whom he three times moſt couragiouſly beat off: 
inthe interim the Enemy gott two Canons carrying 12 pound iron, 
and 4 Field-pieces , and therewith Shott againſt his new caſt up 
Works , which he nevertheleſſe very manfully defended , at laſt the 
Enemy gott one Morter-piece , and therewith threw great Granado 
. *nto bis Works , whereby his men were brought into great diſorder , 
becauſe they muſt needs give way to avoid the blow of the Granador; 
and the Enemy thereupon , with 2 or 3000 Men, and a multitud: 
of Hand-granadoes fellin with all their might upon them : our men, 
ſeeing themſelus overpowered , were forced to flee, but the Colonel 
_ all the Officers kept their ground, ant are either killed , or rok 

oners. 

This aftion being ſeen at the Poſt of his Princoly Grace, and the 
Lord Lieutenant Generall Ailua , and that thereby SuartſInyce was 
ſufficient h relieved, diſcovering alſo the Regiment of Chamilly with 
#heir white colours , who were come to relieve it ; Order was preſently 
grven to Collonell Ammema , and Major Maurick, to retreat, i" 
good order , and embarcque themſebys again ; ſeverall of the Regi- 
: ment 
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ment of Collenell Grim went a board with them, and many other? 
through byways croſſe the Country come daily hither unto #5. 

It &s remarkable , that one day before this expedition <yas be- 
ganne, ſeverall thouſand Frenchmen were come t0 Campen and 
Swell, as nlſo one Regiment of Beyeren , and une of the Duke of 
Hanover; whereof his Grace had not any the leaſt notice given z 
becauſe was forced to gor ſome times by comer , and ſome times by 
land to Blockzjel , and back again , ſo that the Spyes conld not fol 
low him ; elſe he would not have adventuered on [ach a perilons en- 
terpriſe : for the ordinary Guarriſon of Swoll and Haſſelt were not 
conſiderable : and had he not retreated timely wee lay fair for the 
Enemy to hafe fell upon all our Poſts, and they lying far diſtant from 
one another , to have totally ruined its ; the which they might ſo 
much the eaſier have done, if, 43 was reſolved , wee had aſſaulted the 
Towne from all quarters at onte , but ſeting ſo ſtrong a force tame 
ſo unexpeftedly to their relief, and that ſo early in the morning , be- 


tween 4 and 5 of the clock, wee durſt not make a generall attacque 


upon it : and therefore his Princely Grace ſent written orders £0 
Collonell Grim , that he Should labour to retreat as well as he could 5 
but the Letter-carrier going all the "yay through watery places , and 
being forced to ſwimme through 3 or 4 Chanels , came tolate with 
his orders , after the Enemy had overpowered the Collone! : and the 
reciept of 4 ſeverall Letters, and returne of the Spyes , wwbo, 4s Was 
ſaid, could not come ſooner , aſſureing us of a very conſiderable Sur= 
cour , Thich 2was come 10 rehef of the Enemy , *vas a farther occafion 
of the ſaid retreat. Thoſe Regiments "which ſo furiouſly aſſaulted 
Collonell Grim , wvere 3 French Regiments , Viz: Chamilly., Conne 
de Seaus , and the Regiment of Bourgondye , and ſeverall Eſqua= 
drons of Horſe; The Beyers and Hanovers Regiment were 01 theis 
march , intending by the way of Meppel , to fall upon Collonell Am- 
mema and Major Maurick behind. And from the Stoartſtniceebey 
deſined to fall upon his Printely Grace , and Lieutenant Generall 
Ailua, to which end wee ſaw them lett down their Draiv-bridge 
for the Souldiers to paſſe over , but they did it prudently and cau- 
tiouſly , letting down all the Draw-bridges behind them to ſecure 
their retreat ; nevertheleſſe the Enemy followed wwith ſome Troops 
of Horſe, but our Men faceing about to meet them , they fled. 
Meſt of our Troops came that Evening into Blockziel ſafe : ſa 
po God Almighty hath graciouſly Telterel u5 from greater 
anger. 
The exatt account of all eur Officers and Souldiery , that ave

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either , took or kulled , 2vee have not yet , but 15 expeted by his Graces 
Trumpetter , <vhom he had ſent , t0that purpoſe. 
Collonell Grim , and his Lieutenant Collonell , and ſeveral other 
Captains are 100k priſoners; Captain Aſquin and ſeveral! Treute- 
nants are dead; and of our Souldiers *tis reported , there are abou 
150 killed and took priſonners. 
The Contry-people report , that the Enemy, beſides their worndel, 
have above 600 dead , which i credible, becauſe the fight laſted ſony 
hours , and the Enemy came in acloſe body upon us.

In England ſome differences beganne to break out

The Fleet ſert fail from Schoonevelt, and 
on the 8 arrived before Schevelinge: and, as far asthe 
hight of Santvoort, where by ſtrong and contrary winds 
they were detained ſome days; and recieved there from 
the Lords Deputyes confirmation of the former orders , 
to hazard an Engagement with them : Whereupon the 
State, being in daily expeCtation of a Battail , ordered ſett 
times for publick Prayers to be made tothat end : and on 
the 12. his Hzzg-neſſe 1n Perſon went to the Fleet, and cau- 
ſedthe great Councell of Warre to meet in his preſence, 
where, by his encouradgeing of them , he inſpired even 
anew heart and life into them ; whence he parted with a 
thundering Volley of great Schott, and a towder ringing 
noice of the applauſe of the Seamen. The next day early 
the Fleet ſett fail, being informed, that the Enemy lay

On the 20. The Lands Fleet haveing lain Weſtward 
from the Kijckduyn , ſett fail again Northwards, andthe 
Enemyes Fleet came on Southerly between us, and the 
Land, but remained a good way above us, looſing the 
advantadge of the Leuward , and the opportunity of gi- 
veing us Battail : In the mean time, fince our Fleet left 
Schooneyelr, ſeverall Advice-Boats and Catches laden 
With Proviſions for the English Fleet, fell into our hands, 
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amoneſt others, one with very coltly apparrell, and other 
retreshments for the Earle of Ofſery. ; 

21. The States Fleet , art the dawning ot the day, c:me 
ſailing fromthe youthward between the Enemy , and the 
Helder, very cloſe to the Shoar , that they might gain the 
Leuward or ihe Enemy : and, asthe Enemy lay divided 
in 3 Esquadrons, our Fleet being alike divided made to 
thc Enemy ; each of our Esquadrons engageing with one 
of the Enemy. The Lord Trump , with Admirall Sprag, 
bareing tne bleiv Flagge ; Barckaert with the French Ad- 
mirall 4Z/77e , bareing the waite Flagge: the Lord Ad.

mediatly after both over board ; ſo that Spragge was forced to Shift 
limſelſe on board the St. George , defending wh all poſſible induſtry 
bis former Ship the Royall Prince , which was in great danger of 
being took. Kempthorne with his diviſion tacked about alſo, ta 
their aſſiſtance ; ſo ths Ship vas now ſo environed , that there was 
no poſſibility of maſtering her by Fireships : but the Enemyes Ships 
were much disabled ;, the St. George ſo far , that Admirall Sprag 
quitted her againe, and went on board the Royall Charles; but, 
being in the Boat , a bullett came through the S:. George , and ſunck 
zbe Boat unto the ground; in which , beſides ſeverall other Officers, 
Admirall Spragge himſelfe was drowned, a loſſe truely to be bs- 
wailed, he haveing , now as well as many times formerly .shewn 
himſelfe a brave Souldier. Trump negleted not qwith his Ships to 
follow the Enemy cloſe , there being great probability , of ruining the 
whole Esquadron ; but , it being ſecunled in the afternoon by the 
Red Elagge , they gott an opportunity of towing away the rorgered 
Ship of Spragge , and ſo, inthe Evening retired togeathey ; moſt of 
the Ships under that Esquailron being [o macwled, that they were 
anfir for farther ſervice.

upon 1 gave the Signe to rangue our ſelvs in order , and attacque

and loſt about $ or 10 of them , among#t which ſome wee with our 
Shops took from them , or at leaſt forced them to ſert themon fire, 
wee have alſo loſt 4 or 5. A Commandour of an Engluh Fireship, 
whom 1 harve here priſoner on board , reported, that the Enemy 5 
Or 6 days agoe took one of our Eaſtindia Ships , which was ſeperated 
From the reſt of our Return-Ships. The fight lafted untill Even paſt 
Sun ſett , at which time the Enemy retired to their one Coaſt , and 
teſt us , being much disabled in their tackle , and Sir Edward Spragh 
maſtleſſe, who was towed away by ſeverall other Frigatts. One 
great Ship of theirs , wee know u ſunck , on the contrary wee have 
not loſt one Man of Warre : but of our Officers , the Lord Vice- Ad- 
mmirall de Licfde ; the Lord Vice- Admirall Swears ; my Sonne in 
law, Captain Van Gelder ; and Captain Swerius , have loſt their 
dives gloriouſly ; and others wounded : as my Secretary Andringa] in 
bis leg , which makes it the more troubleſome to him, to writa. 1 hope 
' #0 write your Highneſſes more particularly hereafter. Wee thanke 
the"Almighty God that hath been pleaſed to give us the opportunity of 
keeping the Sea , and ſecureing our Sea portes free and open for the 
evpetted Ships. Wherewith concludeing , <wee remaine in haſt , and 
With all refþeft High and Mighty Lords , &c.

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Honourable and Mighty Lords , 


Fter that the Royall Fleets of England and France on the 20. 
inſtant inthe Even, had the Wind of us; onthe 21. at brea 
of day , wee found wee were to the Lenward of them , the — 
being E. S. E. a fresh gale, and good weather , our Fleet about a 
League from Petten, wee ſailed Northerly , at 8 of the clock, the 
Enemy turned Southerly , and wee with them ; their Fleet being 150 
Sail ſtrong , great and ſmall Ships. The Lord Admirall Banckaert 
with his Esquadron had the Vantguard againſt the French , or the 
Esquadron of the White Flagge : the Lord Admirall de Ruyrer, the 
main battle againſt Prince Rupert ; and wee the Rereguard ag ainſl 
Sir Edward Spragh , the Blew Flagge. The Sunne being about $. E. 
our foremoſt Ships beganne to reach one another , and ſo by degrees 
the whole Fleet , ſetting our courſe 1. and S. S. W. and meeting with 
Admiral! Spragge, wee kept fireing /o long till! his main Maſt and 
Miſſen Maſt were shott doxune , and then wee intended to have boar- 
ded him , or ſent a Firesbip to deſtroy him; but , found ſuch reſiſtance 
from his Seconds , and other Ships of the ſame Esquadron , that wee 
were quite diſabled in our Sailes G'c. ſo that 1 reſolved t0 
goe 0n board the Comet , where wee hung up the Admiralls Flagge , 
about 2, of the clock inthe afternoon: in the mean time the Enemy 
had gott the Wind of uz, yet wee were not negletfull in onr beſt 
endeavours, ſo that there are ſcarſe 5 Ships in that Esquadron , 
but they are ſo handled, that they will hardly ever forgett this day ; 
and wee continued figbting with that Esquadron till in the Evenmg, 
and then wee putt them to the flight. And Vice- Admirall Swears 
berng dead, I intended to morrow morning to goe 0n board his Ship. 
What paſſed in the Esquadrons of my Lord Admiral de Ruyter , 
and Banckaert, referre you to their Letters, and ſo after the pre-

 TheStates in acknowledgment of this bleſſing , or- 
dained the next Faſt-day , to be converted in a Day of 
thanksgiveing,for theVictory ſo miraculouſly given to ug. 
In 
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In the latter end of July : five of the Magiſtrates, went 
from Utrecht towards Holland, who wcre detained at Ou- 
water, and were forced to remain there in arreſt *cill notice 
thereof was given unto his Highneſſe , but they were ſoon 
releaſed : at the ſame time the Dean, and ſcverall Canons 
of St. Peter went to the Land of Buuren, to tarme the 
T'ythes there and thereabouts, tor ready mony ; after the 
effecting whereof travelling homewards with their mony 
were ſett upon by a Company of Hollanders, and car- 
ryed priſoners to Gorkum , where they were forced to 
leave their booty. The Major and ſeverall Captains tra- 
velling from Tiel to Utrecht with a good ſumme of Mo- 
ny , under a Convoy of 24 Souldiers, were ſett upon by 
30 Men that lay in Ambush nere Heuklum ; the Major, 


2 Captains, and 3other were killed, and the reſt with the 


Booty were carryed Priſoners into Gorkum ; Where- 
upon thoſe of Gorkum enticed with ſuch Priſes , ſent out 
again 28 Men, who hid themſelvs in ambushment nere 
Woayenoven, waiting for the prey which they foon tound, 
- for Marquis de Cauw://on with his Baggage going to Bom- 
mel, with a Convoy of 20 Men, werefell upon by them ; 
who with 15 of his Men ſoon yeelded themſelvs Priſo- 
'Ners, and With all their Baggage, and 18 Horſe were car- 
ryed into Gorkum by the one halfe of the Hollanders, 
the other French eſcaped, and the reft of the Hollanders, 
greedy of getting more Prey advanced nere the City , 
where they found ſeverall Swords, and Rapiers, which 
thoſe that fled, had lefron the rode ; bur the Comman- 
dour being informed hereof, ſent out 590 Men to retake 
the loſt Booty , but they came to late; yet lighted on the 
Temaining Hollanders, who retreated to Hemert , and 
putt themielys in poſture of detence in the Church yard, 
the Wall ſerving them for a Breſ{twork ; where they de- 
fended themſelvs a long time, and beat of the French 
twice, butat laſt were forced to yeeld , haveing killed 100 
of the Enemyes men. 

In the beginning of Auguſt. the B;shop of Mun/ter came 


10 perſon to Swoll, tokeep his reſidence there tor a cer- 
rain 
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tain time, and went immediatly and yiewed Haſſelt and 
Swart{luyce, where they were buyly abour their Fortifica= 
tions; and about the Flatt-boats with Guns on them,which 
wee in the lait engagement had ſunck, becauſe wee could 
not carry them away with us, which the Shippers for 100 
Rijxd: drew out of the water againe , and the Guns were 
carryed to Haflelt and Swartiluyce. The Bishop went 
often to vieuw his Troops, that were gathered between 
Haſſelt and Swartſluyce ; on the 3. of Auguſt, feyerall 
Dragoons of the Commandour Braza!? , rode out of the 
Frie{land Poſts, as far as nere Steenwijck , where they fell 
uponthe Enemyes Watch,conlſiſting of 18 Horſe, whom, 
after a Short skermish they rook priſoners, and carryed 
them to the Herevean ; on the 5. {even other Troopers 
with their full Armes were brought thither alſo by another 


Party. 
On the 17. In the night , ſeverall hundred of the Ene- 


 myes Troopers ( by gueſle 1000.) marching from Weft- 


phalia to the generall Rendevous - place, came to the 
Bourtange, and had gotten the Gate of the Outworks 
open ; but , being diſcovered by the Watch on the Walls, 
they retreated without attempting any thing farther. At 
the ſame time the Capers on the Southern-ſea fell upon 
the Paſſadge-boat between Swoll and Campen, and took 
thence 3 French Officers and good ſtore of Mony , alſo 
8 French Souldiers , and ſome Huxters, whom they 
carryed all Priſoners to Blockziel. The Munſters men , 
who, along the new-made Banck by Coeverden, (which 
the Bishop was {till buyſy about) came as far as Drenth, 
end were lodged at Dalem , on the news of the takeing of 
the Langacker - ſcons immediatly retreated , ſome to 
Gramsbergh, and ſome to the generall Rendeyouz=place. 
The Bishop , haveing ſince his being at Swoll, gathered 
togeather all the force he could , out ot all the Guarriſons,' 
both Muniters and Cologne Troops, and renforced them 
with 45 Cornetts French Horſe, from Nimwegen, Aern= 
hem , Utrecht, and Surphen , makeing in all about7 or 
8000 men , with ſeyerall F ield-pieces , ohoyels, VI 
an 
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and other Inſtruments, threatning to fall into Frieſland, 


and beat Prince Maurice out of his Quarters, wee had . 


warning ſufficient of their comeing , they were comman- 
ded by Generall Morne , who on the 21. Aug. marched 
through Staphorſt and Rouveen , towards Meppel , and 
Shewd themſelvs within 5 or 6 Miles of Groeninghen : 
but our Men, who lay nere Suyd-laaren with 6 Comp. of 
Horſe , aid two Dragoons, for the defence of Drenthe 
as much as was poſhble , being informed thereof, ſent 
out of each Companye 4 Men, under the command of 
Cornett Proeſt , who on the 23.in the Event, with a good 
Guide, came to Holtenclinck , and haveing retreshed 
themſelfs there, at break of day, their ſcout diſcovered a 
party of Horſe « whereupon the Cornett , immediatly 
marched towards them , and commanded x1 Men under 
2 Sergeant of the Dragoons, to chardge them , which they 
did in good order ; and the Bishops men, under command 
of a Lieutenant, fell alſo altogeather upon them ; but the 


Cornett thereupon, with the reſt of his Men forced in 


upon them , and beat —_ the Enemy, who, being 
hinderd by a Water on one iide of them, to face about, 
as they ought , when our men turned again upon them , 
they endeavoured to make their eſcape; but 1 1 of them 
were killed , and 19 took priſoners , the reſt eſcaped ; the 
dead Men and Priſoners were immediatly ſtript, and fo 
togeather , with a booty of 22 Horſe, were on the 24. 
brought into Groeningen ; on our fide were 3 or 4 woun- 
ded, amongſt whom the Cornett himſelf was one. 

But this Reſcontre was unexpected by the Bishop , 
whoſe defigne was another way , intending to fall into 
Frieſland, and break up the Head-quarter at Herevean', 
to which end , on the 25. they marched with all their force 
into Frieſland; and our outermoſt Quarters havetng been 
before at Heereveen: weeafterwards, for the ſecurity of 
that Poſt , and defending apart of Land there about from 
the plundering of the Enemy , and to lodge ſome more of 
our Militia there, did beſetr ſeverall Out-poſts , which, 


being fardiſtant from oneanother , did reacha great way ; 
an 
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and each of them , not being ſufficient of itſelfe , to withe 
ſtand any great force of the Enemy, was in danger of 
being cutr off, which ſeemed to be the chieteſt defigne of 
the Enemy , who thereupon marched upon four ſeverall 
places togeather , but our Men retreated timely from 
their ſmall Poſts to the Herevean , skirmishing conti- 
nually with the Enemy in their retreat : My Lord 
Brant with his Dragoons , and the Stadhoulders of 
Frieſland's Regiment, and that of the Duke of Holfteyn 
retreated from Oldeberkoap to Bruglaan ; £:/ue with 
three Regiments Horſe, to witt that of Harer , Kingma , 


' and Baron: Paltzterkam , with 4:lua's owne Regiment of 


Foot; and Prince Maurzice's retreated from Wolvega to 
the Vean, being followed continually by the Enemy, 
though recieved no damadge ; Count Dorz with 200 
Men remained at his Poſt at Meldam , where he engaged 
with 150 of the Bishops Horſe, and killed 3o of the Ene- 
my , and gott a great Booty; and the following day Coll: 
Turk had a Reſcontre with another Party at the Gordijck, 
where many of the Bishops Men were killed « yet the 
Enemy advanced as far as Schoten , hard by the Here- 


vean, and brought all thereabouts under Contribution; 
| but, at laſt, being reſolved to break up Houſe there, they 


plundered ſeverall of the Villadges, and here and there 
burnt ſome, and committed all manner of outrage, and 
on the 3o and 31 quitted thoſe parts againe, haveing de- 
molished ſome of the Poſts which our Men againe made 
up, and putt Guarritons in them as before; ſo that the 
Enemy gott nothing by this invaſion , but ſome Plunder 
in the Country , which they paid dear enough for with the 
loſſe of many of their men, beeing the Sconſes Herevean, 
Blefſerbrug and Stockſterhorne kept in their full defence. 
25. Auguſt. Our Men burnt the Fulling-mill in the 
Naerder-mear . whereupon the French, in revenge, burnt 
and ruined the Houſes at Muyderbergh. The Comman- 
dour Leandorf', on the 22. with bis Lieutenant, and 30 
Polacks, went in the night from Muyden, to the Very 
Gates of Naerden ; whence 16 Horſe rideing out, - 
OO 
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took no notice of them till they were paſt , and they fireq 
amongſt them, and killed them all, except two, which 
_ they brought priſoners into Muyden. 

The Prince of Conde , being now broke up from nere 
the Boſch , wee deſigned to beon ſome exploict with our 
Army lying at Raamsdonck ; whereupon Patents were 
given to the Spanish, to march ; but they were again 
countermanded. On the 21. his Highreſe arrived perſo« 
nally in the Hague, who on advice of the Bishops inva- 
deing Frieſland, ſent 75 Regiments thitner , but comeing 
to Amſterdam , they recieved Patents to disbarck them. 
ſelvs, and to march to Welop, on advice that the Enemy 
had left-Frieſland, On the 3o. his Highnefſſe broke up with 
. his Army from Gertruydenbergh ; and on the 1. 
camped at Werkendam, nere Gorkum « The Dake if 
Luxenburgh , on notice thereof tearing ſome defigne that 
way ,. marched immediatly with 6000 Men to Tiel ; but, 
his Highneſſe haveing another deſigne, on the 31. at 12. | 
at night paſſed over the Taamer-bridge , and ſo forwards 
towards Amſterdam : on the 5. of Septemb. in the night, 
the foremoſt of his Men were ſett over the Vecht in ſmall 
Boats, and ſo all the reſt afterwards, it being terrible ſtor- 
my-weather, where, if the French had any Men, they 
might eaſily have hindered it, thoſe 200 Men which were 
there made it diſputable enough , though at laſt, they were 
forced to flee. 

As ſoon, as part of the Militia was landed on dry 
ground, his Highneſſe took poſſeſſion immediatly of the 
Loosdrecht, and ſome other Poſts, and now ordercd all 
things for to belſeege Naerden , which deſigne was ſo ſe- 
cretly manadged, that the next morning after our Men 
were on the high ground, by Naerden, the Enemy at 
Utrecht knew nothing of it , whereby wee had the better 
opportunity of carrying on the Defigne ; in the mean 
time, to make adiverſion, wee shott very violently from 
ſeverall Flatt-boats, and ſmall Veſſels againſt Bommel, 
thereby allarming thoſe Quarters round abour. 

The Army of the State, above 25000 Men _ 
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being now on the high ground , there, the Lord Far;aux 
blocked up the City Naerden , and thereupon the Cir- 
cumvallation and Batteryes were made, and the Tren= 
ches opened ; and on the $. September wee beganne to 
fire our Canon againſ{tthe Enemy, who anſwered us but 
very faintly , whereby wee had the better opportunity of 
ooing forward with our Approaches, which on the 11. 
were advanced nere under the Countreſcharp z where= 
upon wee reſolved to ſtorme the ſaid Countretcharp, and 
the Ravelijn of the Huyſer-gates which Marquis de War- 
gnies, whoſe turne it was to have the Watch ar that time, 
was commanded to doe with his Regiment, whilſt the 
Rhijngrave and Collonel Pa/ms Regiment itormed the 
Ourworks on the other {ide ; which, at 11 of the clock at 
night, they fell on very furiouſly : and were ſoon Maſter 
of the Counterſcharp , and after 3 hours fight, gained the 
Raveline alſo, driveing the Enemy thence in ſuch a con= 
fuſion , that they had almoſt gained the Towne with one : 
many were killed on both {ides ; in the morning , the 
Enemy ſeeing that wee were now Maſters of their Coun- 
terharp , and that all was reday for a generall Storme , gave 
aſigne to Parley , preſenting themſelys in great numbers 
unarmed on the Walls. 

Dureing this Siege on the 9. a Troop of about 3oo 
Horſe, under command of Baron Turck/es , mett with 
a like number of French , nere Amersfoord , with whom 
they were engaged very ſuccesfully . but the Enemy , 
being ſecunded by above 1coo more, who lay hid in the 
Valley,ours were forced to fight their way through, ſothat 
many were killed , ſome took priſoners, and the reſt 
diſperſed : Captain Heamshercke, a ſtout Souldier, was kil- 
ied, and Baron Turckſes himſelfe wounded ; though there 
were full as many of the Enemy killed on the place, and 
ſome of them alſo brought pritoners into the Army: the 
ſaid Troops of the Enemy, were thoſe which Luxenburgh 
had gathered togeather to break up the Siege , with whom 


. were joyned 4 Regiments of the Bishops men , Viz: Hel. 
| Weſterholt , Masbag ,and Rovs , who in their march burned 
R 
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art of Harderwijck , but , though they were now encrex | 


ſed toa con{liderable power , yer never durſt they attempt 
the relief of the Towne. 

After they had gave the Signe to Parley , Hoſtage 
wereexchanged on both ſides: the Marquis de Lowvien, 
my Lord de la Mote, and the Major of the Regi.:ent of 
Navarre, came into the Quarter of Doz Franciſco dA. 
gourto: and my Lord de Lean, Earl of Tilly , and Captain 
de Franck , went into the City ; whereupon the Capirulz 
tion was ſoon made, and that Night the Articles were 
ſigned , and brought out of the Towne into the Army; 
_ and Marquis de Wargnies took immediatly poſſeſſion of 
one Gate, and the Rhijngraave of one Bulwarck ; and 
the Siege was ended with as much tucceſle, as it wa 
manadged, with prudence and valour. 

It was by Capitulation agreed on, that the Enemy 
Should march out with all their Baggage , and Arms, Co- 
lours flying, Drums beating , and 2 Canons, which the 
next day was effected , under direction of the Rhijngrany, 
and the former Governour Monſieur d« Pas » and ftric 
ſearch was made, whether any Runnagadoes had hid 
themſelvsin the Baggage- Wagons , whereof 20, though 
much disguiſed , were found , ſome whereof were $hott 
to death , and others were pardoned. The French with: 
Troop of Horſe were convoyed to Aernhem ; it was ve- 


rily a wonder to ſce above 3ooo. {uch brave Men march | 
out, haveing wanted for nothing , and being in daily ex- | 


| 


pectation of relief, which was gathering hard by , and | 
that out of a place of ſo ſmall circumference, ſo well for- | 
tifyed , before any Breach was made in the Walls, or the | 
Mote any where dammed, or any Approach made neerer | 
than the Outworks ; but ſome diſcontent within , ſeemed | 


to have been the occaſion of the ſo ſuddain ſurrender 
which perhaps will ſcarce be anſwered.

Koningsmarck being made Governour there, and Collos 
nell Pa/y Commandour the Circumvallation , Trenches 
and Batteryes without, were immediatly levelled, and 
the City works, that were shott downe, repaired. The 
French by Nieuwerſluy:e, no {ooner heard of its ſurren=- 
dre, but immediartly tor fear of being fell upon , alſo re- 
treared to Utrecht, blowing up the Houſe at Grunde= 
ſteyn , and burning the other at Nieuwenroy, and fo lea- 
ving all open tous as far:s Utrecht: but whilſt wee were - 
now in expectation that the Army of the States should 
undertake ſome thing elſe on the Veluw , they , in pro= 
ſecution doubtleſſe of the detigne which was under hand 
before the Siege of Naerden , broke up, and marched to 
Brabant , and camped nerc Roſendael : His Highneſſe 
followed, Who had fone perſonall conferences with the 
Earl de Monterey , concerning the joynt employ of the 
Spanish and States Militia. 

That force which the King of France had left in Flan- 
ders, under Marshall de Humzeres , as Generall of allthe 
Militia in the Spanish Conquetits, daily encreaſed , being 
divided in ſeverall Guarriſons : and the Prizce of Conde 
himſelfe, who had lain a long time at Hintem, by the 
Boſch joyned with him alio; who not dareing to attempt 
any thing there, broke up on the 9. of Auguſt. towards 
Maeſtricht , ſending away leverall Troopers under Sr, du 
St. Clar , towards the Bichopdom of Trier; withthe reſt 
of his Cavalry he marched to Charleroy , joyning with 
the Army of Monſieur Humieres, between 'Tournay and 
Liſle , conſiſting in all of about 14 a 15000. Men ; of 
whom a generall review wastock , and they againe im- 
mediatly {ent into the Guarriſons; the ſaid Prince, on the 
17. and18. after a Conference held with the Marsball at 
Aeth , went to Liſle and Tournay , and kept thereabouts, 
the Months of Augutt. and September, without under- 
takeing any thing, unleſſe now and then plundering the 
Land, and ſome petty Skermishes on the Spanish Ter- 
ritoryes, 

To proſecute the Actions of Thong » wee muſt now 
in. 2 (races 
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trace them quite into high Germany ; for the King, 
whether for tear of the Emperours armying , or for the 
Yropagateing his great Deſignes , had drawne moſt of nis 
bover out this Country ; and for the {ecurity of his owne 
State againft all invaſ1on,weat in perſon to Lotharing and 
the Elfas ; fent Marquis de Rochefort to the Bishdom of 
Triers, and Marshall de Tirenze into Franckenland ; all 
whom wee shall shortly follow , becauſe of the connexion 
' they have with the affairs of this State, ſeeing the Empe- 
. four, by noe perſwalion of France, or any of its Favou- 
rites , nor eſpecially by the Prince ElefFour of Beyeren, can 
be induced to keep his Forces in 3ohemia, bur hath fully 
reſolved to have them march downe the Rhijn, for de- 
ferice , not alone of the Empire , infeſted round about by 
the French ; but al'o to divert the French Arms in the 
Netherlands : whoſe purpoſe thereto he hath openly de- 
clared , and called in all Germans in the French ſervice, 
and given all needfull Orders for the March. 

TheKing , and the whole Court haveing now for 4 


long time been at Nancy , where they worked yery hard | 


about the Fortifications of the Caſtle, he in the mean time 
now and then ſuffered his Troops to plunder the upper 
and lower Elfas, and cauſed the Marquis de Louvors » to 
take a diligent inſpeCtion, and inquiſition into every 
thing : whereupon, on the 25. he departed for Briſack, 
Where he arrived on the 30. his Troops ez paſ/ant he cau- 
ſed to take poſſeſſion of the Towns of Kolmar and Schled- 
ſtadr, environing Kolmar with a Brigade under the 
Duke de Fenillade., and Schledſtadt with the Troops un- 
der Monfieur de Boquerzar , being all things ſo ordered, 
that he was aſſured theſe Towns would ſurrender unto 
him without any reſiſtance . and thence he ſent for De- 

utyes from the other Towns, who came and immediatly 
Tubnind : theſ& Towns had held themſelvs 4 long time 
dubious between the French, Emperialland Cantons pro- 
teCtion , but now were fallen into the hands of the French 


togeather with the whole Elfas , which,and eſpeciall Kol- |

The King haveing now ſecured all Lorraine, and the 
upper and neather Elſas , was contriveing the {ame with 
the Arch=Bishoprick of Triers, on pretence it was ne- 
ceſſiry ſo todoe for the ſecurity of his States, and that he 
might revenge himſelfe on that Bishop , becauſe he had 
placed an Emperiall Guarriſon at Coblents and Ehren- 
breitſteyn ; the French, haveing publickly declared , that 
they reſolved, to take all places in the Empire that had 
Emperiall Guarritons in them ; to that end they had al- 
ready took poſleilion of moſt the Cityes, Caſtles, and 
Forts in that Bishoprick , and had brought all the Coun- 
try under Contribution , Monſieur Fourilles lay a little 
below Trier, adyanceing neerer to it, and Sr. de Sourdis 
on one {ide , and Marquis de Rochefort on the other ſide of 
the Moeſel , higher than the City : to whom came about 
40 Cornetts of Horſe more, ſent from the Prince of Conde 
under Sr. du St. C/ar; and on the 26. Auguſt. was the firit 
$Q0tt againſt the Ciry , who proportionable to the ſmall 
Guarriſon that was there, defended themſelvs valiantly, 
fo that many French , amongſt whom 30 Officers were 
killed, and Marquis de Rochefort himſelfe ſorely woun- 
ded; but, after ſome dayes Siege, the French advanceing 
cloſe upon them , they were forced on the 8. September 
to ſurrender, the French found tore of proviſions there : 
It was agreed , that the Souldiers should march our in or- 


« der, butthe'Towsmen werelett to their mercy , who laid 


very heavy burdens on them; thus that whole Province 

tell into the bands of theFrench, except Coblents , and 

the invincible Caſtle of Hermenſtein , whether the Prince 

E/ed&our and his Court were retreated, adhering ſtill to 

the ſide of the Emperour. | 

Thus the whole Country on this ſide the Rhijn as far 
— upwards 
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upwards as Switzerland being in the hands of the French, 
who were thereby ſufficiently guarded againit any inva- 
fion, they now labourcd to bring their Arms into the 
heart of the Empire, and tothat end Marshall de Turenne 
on the 1x. Auguſt. decamped from Werzlaer marcheing 
upwards to Hanaw, and made a Bridge over the Mayn 
nere Selingltar, oyer which he marched on the 18. with 
part of his Horſe , ſo marching on both ſides of the Main, 
rowards Afſchaffenburgh, which they haveing alſo {ecu- 
red , they marched forwards towards Wertheim, 4 miles 
from Wyrtzburgh , where he erected his Magazyn , in- 
tending to march up higher into Franckenland ; the Chief 
reaſon of which ſuddain march was on a deſfigne againit 
Wyrtzburgh + which Caftle the Commandour was to 
deliver over unto the French, haveing already recieved 
Sooco Rixdallers , bur the plott being diſcovered , and 
the Commandour impriſoned, Turerze , haveing firſt well 
provided all his Poſts, on the Main, marched with his 
Army up to Ochſentfurt, where on the 11. September he 
encampeg himſelte on the high Grounds , being alſo the 
Emperiall Army arrived thereabouts. 

- The Emperour haveing openly declared his ap- 
proaching marriage with the Arch-Dutcheſſe of In/ruck> 
whoſe Suter the Duke of Yorck had formerly been ; and 
his reſolution of ſending his Army towards the Rhijn ; 
on the 15. July he diſpatched away the Artillery with 38 
Canons, and 4 Morterpieces, with all neceſlaryes thereto 
belonging, trom Vienna with 600 Horſe, beſides thoſe 
that ſtood ready in Bohemia; and then in like order the 
other Regiments followed, marching to Egra , the ge- 
nerall Rendevouz-place. The Emperour himfelfe with all 


the Nobles on the 4. Aug. departed from Vienna, and - 


0n the 18. arrived at Egra, where alfo ſeverall of the Ger- 
nan Princes metr; and on the 20. the Duke of Saxes - 
and his Sonne the Prizce Elefour arriveing , there were 
lolemnl]y recieved by the Emperour himſelfe , Count Ko- 
72z7mgsheck alſo about the ſame time, arrived there , who 
had been {ent tothe Eleftour of Beyeren , to have a finall

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anſwer , concerning the diſpoſall of his Troops, and the 
graunting paſiadge through his Lands; but that Prince 
ſeeming unwilling to declare , all was made ready forthe 


march, and the whole Army 


was found to be 38560 Men

Theſe Troops on the 22. in a very large Field were 
drawne out into Battailia, before his Emperiall Majeſty 
and the other Lords and Ladies, there preſent: and was 
divided into 2 Batiaillons: The firſt was commanded by 
the Duke of Bourzeville , the right Wing of the Horſe by 
Generall Field-Marshall Sporck » and the left Wing by 
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Prince Charles of Lorraine ; the Infantry by Prince Pt, 
and Count Portia : The ſecond Troop was commanded 
by the Field- Marshall Generall Yertmiler, the right Wing 
* by Count of Caprara, the left by Count de Chaviguack; 
the Artillery under Prince Harman van Baaen; the gene. 
Tall command of all was committed to Count Montecucuii; 
the brayeſt Army that evereye beheld. After which review 
the Army on the 25. broke up, and beganne their march, 

ON the 26. the Emperoyr , Prince EleCtour of Saxony . and 
the other Princes departed againe. 

TheEmperiall Army being marched through the up. 
per Paltz, camped themſelvs on the 1. September within 
2 Leagues of Nurenburgh , where they divided themlelys 
into 3 parts, and fo broke up towards the Dukedoin of 
Wirtenburgh,the left Wing marched moſtly in Franken- 
iand, Generall Spork led the Van, who on the 6. was 
come nere Wurtsburgh , and ſoon after the whole Army 
followed nere Ochſenturt , where they had ſeverall Sker. 
TMishes with the French ; but Tirerne , being poſted there 
ſoadvantagioully , could not without their prejudice be 
brought toa Bartail , ſo that the Emperialiſts ſought only 
ro cutt them off from their proviſions , which were ſentto 
them from Wertheim ; and on the 15. they fell upon , and 
beat a French Convoy , between Wertheim and Wurts- 
burgh, and took 17 Mules, two whereof were loden with 
Mony , and 16 Wagons : and thence marched up to 
Werthcim , where they ruined 14 of the French V ictual- 
ting-Ships : whereupon Tirenze , wanting Proviſions, 
was forced to leave his former Poſt, and ſo retreat to 
Afchaftenburgh , ſome of the Rere were fell upon, and 
beaten. What farther theſe rwo Armyes have done to- 
geather, we shall afterwards proſecute. 

- Aﬀerthe third and laft Sea- engagement , which hap- 
pened on the21. Auguſt. the Fleet of the States remained 
for ſome days nere the Texel; dureing which time an 
English Kings-Pleaſureboat z which was ſent to the Fleet 
with a Chirurgion , was diſcovered by our Watch : and, 
after a<hort puriuutztook., The Lnemyes Fleet made over 
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to their owne Coaſt, and on the 24. were ſeen S. E. off 


of Yarmouth ; on the 27. about 7 or 8 Leagues from the 
Maes, ſteering S. W. and primo September arrived be- 
fore Harwitch , where they made ſome ſtay : and leverall - 
of the Officers went up to London ; Count Schombergh 
alſo, and all the Militia lying at Yarmouth, and there= 
abouts were divided into their Winter-quarters. And, 
our Fleet alſo, hayeing for a good while cruiſed back- 
wards and forwards, on the English Coaſt , came into 
our Havens on the 23. September : the Saiſon being paſt, 
and the Enemy a laying up their Ships alſo. After which 
the Lord Admirall de Ruyter , that Miracle of all Zea- 
Heroes , and the other Chiet-Ofticers , made report unto 
the State of theparticulars of what had paſſed; haveing 
fought 3 times with much valour and honour , withour 
looting one Men of Warre , and, by the blefling of God, 
not athouſand Men, on the whole Fleet. And my Lord 
Admirall Trump , that Lightning of Warre, preſented 
unto the Admirality-Courrt at Amſterdam , the Flagge 
of Sir Edward Spragh , as the Trophees of his Victory. 
The States returned their thanks unto all theſe Officers 
with a liberall acknowledgement of their faithfull Ser- 
vice. 

Soon after the arrivall of the Navy, 2 Eaſt-India Re- 
turne-Ships came homealſo, bringing us the ſame news 
that the Ship Paepenbroek had donne, juſt before the laſt 
Engagement , V1z: that the Enemy had took 4 of our 
Eait - India Return-Ships, and had retook St. Helena ; 
the other Eaſt-India Schip, which was miſſed, wasarrived 
at Bergen in Norway, 'The particular Relation of the 
English is as follows: 


A Relation of the retakeing of S. Helena. 


() N the 4. of May , early in the morning wee came within waht 
of the Iſland $. Helena , and within 2 hours » wee had reſolved 
0n chat y4s to be done, in order to the retakeing of it; and ordered 
200 Men out of one Ship , with their Officers an1Colowrs, 10 Land 
whilſt wyee could attacque the Ships in the Rode if there wer? any. 
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On the 11. the Frigate the A ſtance made Sail that he might diſce 
wer the ſtrength of the Haven, and in the Evening the other Ships 
mwere with him. The next morning , at 7 of the Clock, our Ships laying 
zo the windward of the Ifland , about 5 Leagnes diſtant , our Boat 
came on board , andrould us , all was read) in the Rode, fo tha 
awee ſett 200 Men on the Fireship , and left them «with another Ship 
evith 400 Men to the windward of the Iſland, tn the Proſperous. 
bay: the 4 Ships of Warre ſailed towards the Fort , before whih 
wvee arrived at one of the Clock, and came there to an Ancher , 
and , after engagement of 4 hours togeather , wee ſteered weſt ward, 
and then came to an Ancker again , being ſufficently aſſured, that 
our Men were now all landed , and had by this time gained the trop 
of the Iſland, and ſo wee might expett them , the next day behind 
the Fort ; againſt which time <wee were reſolved, to bring the Ships 
The William , and Thomas , and one more cloſe under the Fort, 
But the Hollanders, as ſoon as they ſaw us comeing up , and that 
ee Were reſol ed not to leave them , came and proffered 10 ſurrender 
zhe Iſland , on condition that wee Should not plunder them, they 
haveing yet noe knowledge of our Men that were Ianded ; which 
Condition <vee accepted, and towards ſunſett , <vee took poſſeſſion of 
the Caſtle James , and ſent a Trumpetter 10 Captain Kicgwin, 
Commandour of our Land-militia to acquaint him , with what hal 
paſt , and to prevent the committing of any inſolencyes on the Iſland 
hich otherwiſe our Men might have done in their march towards 
the Caſtl:. On the 11. between 7 and 8 of the Clock in the Evening , 
wee gott ſight of a Ship ; which wee purſued , and overtook at about 
11 of theClock , and took it , being a Dutch Eaſt- India Ship which 
was ſent with a new Governour for St. Helena. On the 26. early 
in the morning "wee ſaw our Flagge ſett up on the mount , which was 
a Signe to 48, that there were 6 Ships in ſight , about 11 of the Clock 
before noon , wee were informed that 4 of them came one way , and 
2 another , and fo they preſently d;ſcovered themſclys , at both ends 
of the Iſland : but as ſoon as they ſay 115 they tackt about before the 
ind, as faſt as they could; and wee after them : the Aſſiltance , 
the William and Thomas , and one Merchantman , and a Fireship 
purſued the 4 Ships Eaſtward ; the Mary and Martha , with 2 Mers 
chantmen , the other 2 Weſt wards , at night the Aſtiſtance over- 
zooþ their Vice- Admirall, and the Thomas and William , their 
Admirall , and remained the wbole niihtby them, and onthe 27. 
in the morning 100k them , but not in companye , becauſe each of 
them took his owne way , thinkang [5 to eſcape , the better ; the ſaid 
4 Men 
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4 Men of Warve , one Fireship, and 3 Duth Eaſt-India Prizes 
with 5 English Eaſt - India Ships , ave ſince well errived in 
England. 

This loſſe , being the greateſt , and almoſt the only 
loſſe wee had at Sea, was ſoon requited, in generall, by 
the news that Corne/zus Evertſe with the Ships he had with 
him, after ſeverall Exploicts , had fell among the Virginia 
Fleet, of whom he took 7 or8, with above 5coq Barrels 
of Tobacco , and one great Ship laden with Peltery , and 
burnt abont 5 or 6 more , laden with 2000 Barrels T'o- 
bacco : a lofle , which the Commonality. ſmarted more 
for, than the Company above-mentioned for the other ; 
who alſo, for their owne particular, havewell requited 
them, haveing z as they are adviſed, took ſeverall both 
English and French Ships there: and, aboye all this, it 
is very probable thar the advice is true which wee have of 
the ſaid Evert/ons takeing the New-Netherlands : fo that 


- our affairs in India are in a deſired poſture , and here ar 


home have a better aſpect than ever before: to which 
that wonderfull accident abour the Fort of Coeverden , 
contributes not alittle : for the Bishop with great chardge, 
and Coſts , had as it were quite environed it , with a 
Bancks , whereby it was ſo annoyed with the high Water, 


' thatthere was little probability of their holding ir out this 


Winter , without relief; ſo that my Lord Rabenhaupt , 
haveing for ſome time been makeing preparations for 
an exploit, in order to the makeing a breach through 
that Banck , was now , for that purpole come to Coever- 
den, when at that very time by a great Storm 3 breaches 
were made therein , whereby many of the Bishops Men 
were drowned, and Coeverden by the hand of God, thus 


| freed from that troubleſom blockado. 


Haveing before now and then continued an account 
of the Negotiation of the Swedish Mediatours, from the 
beginning to their arrivall at Cologne; wee have. ſince 
the laſt of June not medled any more with them, and 
that partly , becauſe there is nothing of their Proceedings 
made publick yet, andpartly , becauie*tis ro nice a point 
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to be rashly handled; but neverthelefſe, not tobe whaj 
defectivein this, wee shall note ſo much of their tran; 


actions as by all probable circumitances, is already pu} 


bliched ro the World ; without engageing any one t 


the belect thereof , but shall on purpoſe paſle by thf 


endleſle Feaſting , Balls, Huntings, Comedies, whid 
are continually celebrated by the Miniſters of France ani 
England, and the other Grandees and Ladies , in all whic 
the Bishop of Straetsburgh , that Elder of the Romig 
Church , hath approved himſelfe a moſt perfect Maſter, 


whoſe Brother Prince William of Fuſtenburgh, often ſetr hi] 


witts togeather , to ſeduce the Emperiall party by his ſub 
tile tricks. 

The whole World was intent on this Negociation, 
where the Miniſters of all engaged Partyes were noy 
mett, many expecting great matters from them : the firf 
conference was held the 28. June, and the next day the 
ſecond , the Medjatours haveing ſent a Noblemen to 
France , to deſire a Ceſſation of Arms, who was returned 
re infecta. Count Tot , on the 30, went tothe King in the 
Army before Maeſtricht, to ſpeak with him about that 
Subject; bur tound not the leaſt probability of effecting 
It , eſpecially at the jnitance of the Englisch who wholy 
declined it; neverthelefle, it was reported thatthe French 
had promiſed, to undertake nothing more by Land a- 
o1inlt us, after thegaining of Maeſtricht. Oa the 7. ot 
July Count Tot made report of what he had done, and 
ſothe Partyes proceeded to their demands, and with one 
there was propounded under hand, a ſeperate Treaty 
exciudeing the Confederates , which this State would by 
noe means , hearken to; and as little was done in the 
Conferencies held the 11. and 12. wherein the Plenipo*-

tentiaryes of this State had defired to know the reaſons, | 
why the Kings had made Warre with.this State , that {ſo 


they might.on a good and ſolid foundation workout , and 


eſtablish a laſting and indiſſoluble Peace ; but tne Media | 


tours an{wered , that the occaſion of this meeting was not 


to enquire into, and debate about the caules of the Warrez 
but 
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but to think on means , whereby wee might gett out of if, 
and therefore they longed to have the anſwer of the States 
rothe demands of the Kings, and their Allyes, Where- 
upon the Lords Beverning and Hare , andallo Don Ema- 


* zuel de Lyra went to the Hague, to make report of 


what was done, and to deſire the Reſolution of their 
Highneſſes about that affair ; and thereupon Deputyes 
were ſent to the reſpective Provinces : in the mean 
time ſome hopes being come from England ; on the 
15. ditto , Don Bernardo de Salines , Spanish Miniſter , to 
the High and Mighty States , departed by poſt for Lon- 
don, with reaſonable proffers from this State , to ſee 
whether he could incline that Crowne totheir owne in- 
treſt, or, by the aſſiſtance of a perſon in great eſteem 
in that Court, facilitate at leaſt the Treaty , but, come- 
ing;there, found ſuch an alteration there, that, ſeeing 
noe- probability of attaining the end of his miſſion 
thither, he on the 6. of Auguſt. returned againe from 
London : and gave an account of what he had done 
there. 

After the Advices of the reſpeCtive Provinces con- 
cerning the Treaty was returned to the Generallity , the 
Plenipotentiaryes of the State had more particular In- 
ſtructions given to them : and though twas thought they 
would ſtay to ſeethe iſſue of that Sea-battail, which was 
now unavoidably at hand , and fo accordingly to regulate 
their matters, yet without the leaſt reſpect thereto , they 
on the 10, departed for Cologne , where they on the 14. 
arrived, and at the 17. had anew Conference, wherein 
the Mediatours perſiſted in their defireing an anſwer to 
the demands, that were made; Francedemanding in lieu 
of his Conqueſts as an equivalent, all the Land between 
the Maes and the Schelde; and England by the induce- 
ment of France, who would notwillingly fee them have 
one foot in this Country, ſtood no longer on their ha- 
veing any cautionary Guarriſon here as a ſecurity ; but 
demanding reſtitution of Surinam ; the Bishop of Mun- 
ſer required , a free exerciſe of tke Romish Religion , ”

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all the Provinces, and admiſſion of the Profeſſors theres 
to civill Charges; The City of Swoll, Droftship of Za} 
lant, the Twente, Lochem, Groll , Borkelo, Brevoon!

terence the Miniſters of this State declared , that the

bur on condition, that they should be exchanged tor othe:

Brandenburg , the Cityes on the Rhijn, Orfoy , We 
ſel, Rees, and Emmerick ; and to the Prince Elector ot 
Coln, the City Rhijnbergh : and that, if the Bishop of 
Muniter would defire Peace , they would graunt it him: 
which proffers being not very acceptable to the Partyes, 
the Treaty beganne to be dubious, although in the Con- 
ferences on the 25. and 26. they ſeemed willing , to ac- 
cept of Nimwegen, and Bommel , in the room of the 


Boſch and Breda, which theſe States would not conſent | 


to part with: but that notat all facilitateing the buiſneſle, 
and wee makeing noe farther profters, haveing ſome de- 
pendance on the Treaty that was ratityed between Den- 


mark and this State, and the Detenlive League made with | 
the Houle of Auſtria, and neerer Allyance between Spain | 
and this State. So thatzthe Treaty being very dubious,pro- 


potitions were made by the Miniſters to depart, bur ours 


had order to ſtay as long , as any one was there ; the Con- | 
ferences | 
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ferences were {till continued, and the Mediatours found 
out a new project , which might be as a medium between 
us, Viz: weeshould give unto France, Maeltricht, with 
all the dependances thereof abſolutely , the Boſch, Breda, 
and the Graave, on. condition that they should be ex- 
changed with Spain , for an equivalent which should be 
referred to the Mediatours, or other Arbiters : that wee 
should give Surinam to England and ſome Millions of 
Mony ; a regulation of the Eaſt-India trade, the {trikeing 
of the Flagge ; and that, the pretence of 12000 pound 
Sterling per annum as a Subſidie for the Haring tishing 
should be ſome thing moderated : but , wee being not in-. 
clined to yeeld more perfiſted in what wee had proffered, 
and were reſolved rather than to make ourſelys as tribu- 
tarye by ſuch a recognition , to forbid the Haring fishing 
wholy; as being more for the intreſt of all Catholick 
Princes, than this State itſelfe. 

Octob. i. His Highneſle the Prince of Orange having, 
after the happy conqueſt of the City Naerden, broughr 
off again the greatelt part of his Army , eſpecially of the 
Horſe from that Heathy Land, to the borders of Brabant, 
many murmured, why, fienge the Army was now upon 
hard Land, the Succeſſes againſt the French were not 
further carryed on , and more Cityes endeavoured to be 
maſtered , perhaps not conſidering , that it might well be 
eighty Years work again y ere every Citie one after other 
could be wonn : The deſign was of a farr greather weights 
even the ſame that was under hand beforethe Enterprize 
of Naerden was undertzken , the very ſame that was the 
laſt Yerr atteropted , when the Troops werecarryed up to 
Charleroy, and that onely which is meet to free the State 
from the yoke of the Enemies; Viz, to hinder them abo- 
ve, to turn their Weapons of trom us, and to carry on 
the Warre upon the Enemies Bottom : for all that many 
11l-willd people have grumbled at the former March, by 
reaſon of its unſucceſsfull iſſue, and have endeavourd to 
blemish this preſent expedition, by naming it a ſecond 
Charleroy-journey. | 
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This State then , in purſuance of a Jater agreement, 
with his [mperiall Majeltie concluded the 3o. of Auguſt 
this Year, being obliged to join an Army of 14. or it pol- 
fible of 20 thoutand Men , with the Emperours upon the 
Rhijne, or otherwiſe to act by itſelf apart againſt the Ene- 
mye; ſo did his Highnefſe now , in conformity thereto, 
carry up the Troops to the Rhijn , and wee hall follow 
him in this march; but ſeeing there are hereto annexed 
the motions of the Spanish in the Netherlands , the Kings 
in Lorrain , the Fretich in Flanders, the Emperours and 
French in Germany , and of Luxenburgh in Guelderland, 
we shall take inſpection into all theſe before we enter 
upon particular caſualties of this Month, and then ar the 
end of the year join togeather the reflections which all 
theſe expeditions have had upon each other. 

After that moſt of the Troops were marched before, 
his H:ghneſſe in perſon , follow'd by the Lords , the Rhjjn. 
grave , Stierum » Monpouiljan , Brederode , and other High 
Officers, departed from the Hague on the laſtday of Sepe | 
tember , through Rotterdam and Dort to the Old Bos, 
and on the 1. of October he arrived by Bergen op Zoom, 
from whence with 17 Regiments of Hotſe, and 7 of Foot, 
makeing togeather about 12000 Men , He went to Ro- 
ſendale , where the foremoſt of the States Army had en- 
_— themſelvs: and on the 4. ditto went his High- 
neſs betimes in the morning thenceto the town Clampt- 
hout, not farr from Antwerp, there to conferr with the 
Earl of Mozterey , who was the ſame morning with many 
Lords, Gentlemen, Guards, Kettledroms, Trumpets , 
&c. ridden out of Antwerp thither, ſome Baggage-wag- 
gons haveing been theday before ſent to that place, with 
all ſorts of neceſſaries : where for ſome hours particular 
Conference was held , and then a noble Feaſt given , after 
whica his Highneſs took leave and went again to Roſen- 
dale, and his Excellencie to Antwerp. Upon the 7. of | 
the ſaine month towards eveing came his Highneſs per- } 
ſonally into Antwerp, being received by the Earl of !

C7, about thistime drew moſt of his Troops togeather , 
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both out of the Alfatia and the Bishopprick of Tricr , ma. 
keing a show , as if he intended to tall upon the Dukedom 
of Bourgondy , and ſo with that blow to warn the Span+ 
jards, of whoſe intentions he had ſufficient notice : but, 
"what ever 'rwas that hinderd that Deſign, the Troops 
which werc already on the march thither with the Arrtil. 
lerie, were countermanded again , and Monſieur de Cou- 
' lange, with the Horſe gather*d togeather our of ſeveral 

places, isſent to Colmar, to ſtay in Allatia, in the place

Both the Army, of the Earl Mortecucul; , and the 
Marshall de Turenne , haveing now laid for ſome timeclok 
by one another in Frankenland , withour any appearance, 
a$if the one or the other didintend in carneſt ro hazard 
a Field-battel , but moſt toincommodate each otherspal- 
iage, and by Skirmishing to do ſome kind of damage 

Waich fell out much to the advantage of the Imperialitts, 
and cipccially when a conſiderable Convoy _ 

CONducy 
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conduct of 50 Dragoons, going from Wertheim toward 
the Army, Was wholly beaten by the Emperours, and 
alſo ſome of the French Proviſfion- and Ammunition- 
Ships were burn'd, which neceſlitated Tyree to retire 
from the Mayn -to the Tauber , and was very angry at the 
Bichop of Wurtsburgh , who , notwithſtanding the pre- 
tended Neutralitye, had yet given the Imperialiſts a Brid=

The Marshal de Turenne haveing lent the Earl of Guiche 
to Aflchaffenburgh , and ſett himſelf down by the Tauber, 
paſſed over that River , and encamped all along the ſame 
trom Bizhopheim ro Wertheim , when he underſtood that 
the Imperialiits were paſſed over the Mayn by Lohr , and 
obſerving their nimble march through the Wood Spes- 
hart, tothe Wetteraw and Franck*tord, hequitelefr the 
Tauber, and drew all along the Miyn to Afſchaften- 
burgh, mean while continually expecting a conſiderable 
Recruit, whereto Monſieur de Vau57un was on the march 
towards Philipsburgh , and Sr. du St Clar ſtood by Spiers

of the whole Cavalry of the Province to Arnhem , and 
from thence forth on to Nimwegen, bringing his Ar:ny 
forthwith upon the Heath, rodefend the contines of that 
Land, yet drew the ſame back under the Canon cr Nim- 
wegen , ſo ſoon as his Highneſs advanced rowards the 
Maze , when ſeyerall of his Troops ſent out upon re.o- 
onition were beaten by ours, after which the Duke him- 
ſelf, when his Highnels was paſt the M:ze, and whcily 
drawn through Gulick-land above Cologn , twn'd b:ck 
again to Utrecht, for that the greateſt difficulty iere2Þ- outs 
was now over; yet had he firit ſent ſome Troops of Horſe 
and Dragoons out of Bommel , Thiel, Nirawege, the 
Graveand Arnhem, higher upto Rijaberck, and cut-d 
all about Nimwegen for two Miles round to be watted 
and burnt, to be the more ſecure in cafe of any overtall, 
- o—_—_— he arrived again within Utrecht on the 29. 

itto. 

The Prixce of Conde himſelf was much alarmed at this 
March, and letting his Army ly encamped by Pont d'E- 
ſpiries, He broke up with 5 or 6 thouſand Horſe, that, 
having brought a conliderable Convoy of ſome hundreds 
of Waggons to Charleroy and Mac{trigr, He might join 
them with an Army coming up from beneath , to obſerye 
the Prince of Orange, and to give him all poſſible hindran- 
ce; on the 24. October the Prce of Conde lodged in the 
Abby of Chambron , from whence the next day he broke 
up', towards the {ide of Charleroy, and having paſſed by 
Leuſe, Chevres, Lens, Havre, and St. Denis, himſelf 
being ſorely disxcompoſed by the Gour, turn'd back to 
Tournay , and cauſed the Marshall d Humiers to gre 

ort 
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forth with thoſe Froups, the way he had appointed, who 
arrived therewith at Maeſtrigt the 31. diro, without being 
ſert upen by the Spanjards, who had deſigned ſo, but 
he brougit the Convoy ſafely thicher, yet came to late 
rodo his Highneſs any hindrance: but beiore we proſecute 
his March any turther , weshall firſt remark the particular 
accidents of this and the next Month. 

Before his Highneſs drew out to the Field , he ſettled 
the vacant high Charges by Water , as the Vice- Admiral- 
ship of Amiterdam to the Lord de Haar , and his Rere= 
Admiralship to the Son of the Lord Admiral de Ruyter ; 
the Lieutenant-Admiralship of the North-quarter to the 
Lord William Baſtiaenſe , and the Vice-Admiralship to the 
Brother of the late Admiral Y7zg. 

October 1. About 2000. French "Troopers showed 
themſelvs about Naerden, & committed much pillageing 
and robbery all over in the Goy, eſpecially in the Villages 
Hilverſom , Laren and Blarecum , which they wholly 
plundered. The 2.dito Captain Fvgez , Commander of 


. theOrte-ſcons, was fent by the Governour of the Boſch , 


rogeather with three other Captains, to bring of ſome 
Ships from about Heuſden to the Boſch ; whereupon 
the French came out of Creveceur to hinder them, but 
were ſo entertained , that many were left dead upon the 
place, and the Sheep were brought ſafe within the Boſch : 
though ſome were more unfortunate, who on the 14. dito 
meaning to fare with a Boar from Kokenge to Utrecht, 
and inthe night paſling by the French Scout-watch , not 
hearing them call, and therefore anſwerd not ; thereupon 
the French gave fire, and 2 Women and 3 Men belong- 
ing to Nicukoop were shot dead. The Captain of Horle 
Papekop , the 2.9. dito drew with a Troop of RHorle & ſome 
Foot out of Naarden to Utrecht, and returned the next 
day , bringing with thm 12 Switſers and 6 French priſon- 
ers, 14 Horſe and 6 Cows, which they brought away from 
cloſe under the Citie. 

Ottober 4. The Earl of Done after a longſome and 
tedious ſickneſs, dyed inthe Hagh of his wounds hegot

alſo , of his Hurt received in the attacking of the Coun| 


treſcharp of Naerden , both upon the bed of Honour, i 
defending of the Lands freedom , and on the 14. dito x 
London Sir 7ohz Herman , Admiral of the blew Flagg, 
who ſucceeded Sr. Edward Sprag , having been a renown. 
ed Officer of the English. 

Collonel Bamphre/d being brought again out of the 


Army into the Caſtelynie ( priſon ) in the Hagh, was, 


after his detention for 11. Months, declared free by the 
High Council of Warr of the Land on the 5. of October, 
with preſervation of his Place and Honour , without coſt; 
and damadges , under the approbation of his Highneſs. 
which approbation thereupon being come, the ſaid Colo. 
nel was accordingly on the 15. dito releaſed out of his im. 
priſonment and reſtored. At Heufden had the Baron di 
Feu for ſome time commanded , who was now departed 
with his Regimenr again into the Spanish ſeryice, where- 
upon by order of his Highneſs Colonel Caſſopzy: is reſtor. 
ed thither again into his former Command, to the good 
content of the Inhabitants; on the contrary Captain of 
Horſe, du Ti/ , was declared to be fallen trom his Charge, 
ſett off, and fined 16000. Gilders, and Captain Rollenburg 
——__ eſcaped out of his Arreſt , called in by beat of 
rum. 

Afﬀter that on the 1. October, the Bank which the 
Bishops people had caſt up, to ſtraiten Coeverden with 
W ater, was washt through by Storm and Tempeſt on one 
fide, withthe lofs of many Men and Beaſt; in like man- 
ner on the 26. dito was the great bank which was laid be- 
' fore the Vegt alio broken through, and ſo almoſt all the 
Banks and Forts were washt away ; but they preſently by 
order of the Bzsbop begun to caſt up a maſly Bulwerk on 
the Vegt by Emmelenkamp, whereto were preſt many 
Boors ( Country-people) even out of Weſtphalia , and 
they went forth therewith earneſtiy for along while , the- 
reby to prevent that they of Coeverden should not come 
to plunger inthe Twente and Oyeryſlel; yet for all _ it 
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ſeems there was little appearance of perteCting it in the 
Winter, or of having any great ſucceſs. 

The Warr between Spain and France, being now, 
after ſo long expectancy , declared on both lides , and all 


| thing directed accordingly , for to bring the Land wholly 


under Contribution ; on the 17. October , about 4000. 
Men, Horfe and Foot, under Doz de Velaſco , were drawn 
from St. Omar into Boulonnois, who found refiltence 
by the Burg de Guines, where ſome Boors and ſome Soul- 
diers of the Guarriſon of Calais lay for the keeping it, ſo 
that they hot upon each other , whereby ſeverall Houſes 
catch'd fire, as alſo in other places where refiſtence was 
ordered to be made, yet they returned not till they had 
taxed moſt of the Houſes thereabonts, to ſave them trom 
burning. The Prince of Yaudemont with 1000 Horſe was 
ſofarr as under the walls of Aath,trom whence he brought 
with him ſome priſoners , after he had ſettall there round 
about under Contribution , ſome places , who had op 

ſedhim, being plunder*d and burn'd. Dor Franciſco a A» 
gourto with Goo Horſe, drew from Camerijck, toclofe 
under St. Quintin , where he likewiſe brought all under 
Contribution, and turned back again with good bootie, 


thoſe who were unwilling here and there being perſecuted 


with roving and fireing. 'The Guarriſon of Charlemont 
upon the Maſe, ſett upon and took a Convoy, conſiſting 
of many Carts and Waggons, which would havegon to 
Philippe- Ville and the Governour therelaid hold on , and 
confiſcated ſeverall Ships, which would have paſſed on 
the Maſe to Maſtrigt and other places : as alſothe Gover= 
nour of Navagne fetched up ſome Ships coming off from 
Luyck, and further roved through that whole part of the 
Countrey, and brought it under Contribution. 

The French on their fide did no leſs , whoat firſt pre- 
tended yet ro have no order to tax People for ſaving their 
Houſes from burning , refuſed the contributions preſent. 
ed them, robbing and deſtroying all whereabour they 
came. One Company of full 2000 Men being come about 
Waert and Reufſel , plunder'd ſeverall Villages there, and

Beſides the regulating of the Contributions there were 


on both ſides committed all manner of hoſtile excurſion; | 


and enterprizes. On the 3r. October was a Party of 69, 
Men drawn out of Valengijn, to a little Caſtle Warieyn 


upon the river d'E{carpe, wherein were barely 15 French, | 
which they overmaiter'd by a Stratagem , and the French | 


being ſent out from thence, they with a cutting through 


ſo rurned the Water of che River about, that there was no þ 


paſſage toit but by one avenue ; which the Prince of Conat 
obſerving , came four days after before it with aboye 
3000 Men, they within making ſuch ſtout defence, that 
between two and three hundred French fell dead there 
before it, thoug at laſt being wearyed out by the continued 
aſflaults, they gave themſelvs up upon certain conditions; 
on the other hand at the ſame timea party of theGuarriſon 
ofthe Citie of Luxemburgh, conſiſting of 80 Men, onely 
with the loſs of one Souldier , made themſelvs Maſter of 
the Caitle Rodemacheren, by Thionville, where 25, 
French were in poſſeſſion. The Price of Conde haveing 
laid 1co Men in Warleyn, and cauled the Spanish to be 
en to Valencyn, departed again to Doornick , and 
ſo forth toRijſiel, where he was met by the Marshall de 
Bellefonds , who departed from Paris on tie7. November, 
for to take over from the Prince the command of the 
Troupes in the Spanish Netherlands, while the Mar- 
Shal {Hmumiercs was 1ent to the Hollands Conqueſts, = 
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thering ofthe ſame; in manner as follows,

the Prince of Conde was ſent for to the Court , who with 
his Son the Duke 4 Angnin arrived at Paris the 16. dito. 

As here in Netherland the fire of Warr was kindled 
between Spain and France ſoir begun preſently ro burn

The Trumpet of Warr did ſo much deafen the Cornet 
of Peace, that now all that undertaking at Cologn ſeemed 
to ſtop : in the beginning of October there were ſome 
Conferences , wherein the Lords Mediatours ſought to 
make the Ceſlations of Arms ſavoury to the ſeverall par- 
ties, but withour any ſucceſs, it being mean while, by 


the Allies of this Stare prefled that the Duke of Lorrain 


Should be acknowledged as a member alſo in this treaty 
and allo to ſee to get ſatisfaftion upon his demands from 
France, whereto France refuſed to grant the Paſſes requi- 
fite , ſince which the further handling tor Peace there 
went altogether lamely forth , ſo that in the laſt of Octo- 
ber the Lords Beverning and Odijjck went back from Co. 
logn , to ſpeak with their Principals , as alſo shortly after, 
the Duke of Chaulres to Paris, having lately ere his de- 
parture recieved an Expreſs from the Marshal dHumieres, 
with report of his coming into the Dioceſs of Cologn. 
The High and Mighty Lords mean while to evidence 
their unteined inclination and vigorous affection to the 
Peace eſpecially with the Crown of England , wrote to 
the King a very ample and obligeing Miilive , dated the 
25. October, and ſent it over by a Trumpeter, to convince 
his Majeſtie of their H: M: fincerire; by which-with one 
the Members of Parliament in their next ſitting might ſee 
the ſteps that were already made on this fide for the fur=-

netlethe Duke of York with the Princeſſe of Modena , where- 
upon the Speaker, notwithſtanding his many pretending; 


againit it, was forced to take the Chair , and comply with 


an Order of the Houſe, that an Addreſſe be made to His 
Majeſtie by ſuch as are of His Majeſties privy Council, 
tor to make known to his Majeſtie , 2hat it was the humbi: 
requeſt of that Houſe , that the intended Marriage of hu 
Royall Highneſs with the Dutcheſs of Modena might not bt 
 accomplished , and that he might marry with no Perſon , ex- 
cept one of the Proteſt ant Relligion: 'Thereupon immedi 
zely is the Parliament proroged to the 6. of November 
at which time His Majeſtie, appearing with the ordinarie 
Ceremonies in boththe Houtles of Parliament z madetÞe 
tollowing Speach ; 


My 
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My Lords and Gentlemen , 

Had thought this day to have welcom d You with an ho 
LS Peace; my preparations for theIVarr , and con- 
deſcention to a treaty of Peace gave me great reaſon to believe 
ſo: but the Hollanders have abuſed me im this expefation , 
and have inthe Treaty at Cologn deridingly called my Am- 
baſſadours Conquerours , and not ſo as might have been ex- 
pefted from Men m the ſtate and condition they are in. They 
have other thoughts than of Peace. 

This engageth me again to exhort You to a Supply » the pre 
ſervation and the Honeur of this Nation requiring it of ne- 
ceſſity : it muſt alſo be proportioned according to the extigence 
of afſaires : and I muſ? therewith tell You , in cafe Thawe it 
not timely , that the damage , in regard of my praparations 
againſt the next ſpring , will be irreparable. The great ex- 
perience T have had of you Gentlemen of both the Houſes , will 


not ſuffer me to believe , that the Artifices of our Enemies ' 


Should in any wije be able to divert You from conſenting to give 
me this Supply , or that You can miſs in agreeing about the pro= 
portion thereof. 

I hope I need not uſe many wora's , to perſwade You , that 
I am fteafaſt im the keeping of all my promiſes which I have 
made You concerning Religion , and proprietie , and 1 shall be 
very forward to give You new evidences of my zeal for the pre- 
ſervation of the eſtablished Religion and Laws , as often as any 


) occaſion 5hall require the ſame. 


Laſily , it moſt highly concerns me to recommend to your 
conſideration and care,the debt which T ow to the Gouldſmithes, 
mwhich many other of my good Subjefs areconcerned. I re- 
commend to You their condition , and heartly deſire Aſſiſtance 
for their relief. 

There are more things , of which TI would you should be is 


formed , which I referr to the Chancellour. 


Whereupon the Chancellour following , laid open 
every point broader , above all preſling upon that , for to 
animate the Aſſembly ſo much as was pollible againſt this 
State, impoſing on the ſamea ſtubbornnels in the pro= 
kcuting of this Warr , and flourishing over his ſaying ; 
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of deievaa Car:4ago » with the routing out of the Loye- 
ſteyns Faction , whom he calls the Carthaginian party: 
farther preſſing on for a conſiderable and ſpeedy tupply, 
& latisfying the Gouldſmithes, afluring the Aflernbly of 
his Majeſties upright zeal for maintaining the Proteltanr 
Religion. 

The deliberations hereupon were put of till the Fry. 
day following , being the 10. dito, that thereby they might 
ir.vite his Mzjeitie to an Anſwer to the Addrets of the 
3o. laſt paſt , rouching the Marriage of his Royal High- 
neſs; the Houtz, atter the debate of ſome other buſineſſes 
2djourning it{eit till Thorsday , the g. diro , when by the 
Secretary Covertrey was brought inthe Kings Anſwer ty 


the toremention'd Addrefle: That his Majeſtie obſerved, | 
that the Houſe of Commons wanted full information of this | 


caſe : the Marriage not being ſimply intended , but concluded 
according tothe wonted manner among Princes , and thatby 
tis Royal conſent and Authority. Neither can he in the leaſt 


zrink , that tie {ame is unknown and contrary to the mind | 


of this Houje of Coiumons , ſme that his Royal Highneſs was 
before all the Worid , ſome Months together engaged to an- 
0717e7 Catholick Princeſs , and that neretheleſs during that 
t:me a Parliament was held, and therein not the leaſt ex- 
ception taken up againſ? it. Upon which 't was voted to 
maxe a further Addreſs to His Majeſtie upon the fame 
{ubje&t, and a Committee ordered to bring in a Writing 
waereby all Papiſts are declared incapable of any Civil 
or Military employment, or to fit in one of either of the 
Houſes of Parliament; then on the 1© dito was brought 
into deliberation His Majeſties Petition , but they would 
not take into any turther debate the conſideration of any 
aluſtence, Subſidie-mony or laying any Taxe upon tae 
SubjeQts , before and till the time of the paying of the 18. 
Months be expired , in purſuance of the AZF of 1238750 
Pounds Sterling , unleſs it appeared that the obſt inacie of the 
Hollanders occafiond the necejſitie thereof , nor before and 
7ill the Kingnom be effeftually freed from Poperie » and that 
Zing other preſent bwraens and grievonces te redreſſed. FUI _ 
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the Addreſs was again voted to be renewed to his Majeſtie 
upon the Marriage of his Royal Highneſs, and the Lords 
of the Privy Concil ordered to wait upon his Majeſtie, 
ro know his pleaſure , when he $shall be art leiſure ro re- 
ceiyeit; thereupon was this following agreed to :

E Your Majeſtizs humble and faithfull SubjeQs , the Houſe 
W of Commons in 1h:5 preſent Parliament aſſembled , being fally 
aſſured of Your Majeſties gracious intentions , to take care of the 
eſtablshment of Religion, and preſervation of your People m peace 
and quietneſs; and forſeeing the dangerous conſequence which dz= 
pends on the Marriage of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Yorck » 
with the Princeſs of Modena , cr whith any orber of the Papish Re- 
lizion , we hould our ſelvs in conſcience and duty bound to repreſen: 
the ſame to Your Royal Majeftie, not doubting but the continued evi- 
dences wwe have given your Majeſtie of our upright and faithjull 
mtentions towards your Royal Perſon Wi! eaſyly make you believe: 
that theſe our hamble deſires proceed out of minas yet overflowing 
with the ſame affetion to your Royal! Government upon theſe two 
foundations ( namely on the Proteſtant Religion and the hearts of 
your Subjeits) in all humilitie beſeeching your Majeſtje to take the 
ſame into your Royal conſideration, and to free Your Subjets from 
the encumbrances under which they ly ſince the proceeding in that ne- 
gotiation. We therefore humbly pray your Majeſtie , that He pleaſe 
to conſider , that incaſe this Marriage go on , the minds of your Pro- 
teſtant Subjets here within the Land would be thereby diſquieted » 
and fil”d with endleſs jealouſies and diſcontents , and your Majeſiie 
brought to ſuch Alliance without the Lands , as may lightly fall ont 
10 the great prejudice , if not ruin of the intereſt of the Proteſtant 
Religion. That we by ſad experience find that ſuch Marriages have 
encreaſed, and encouraged Popery m this Einglom , and grven 0p- 
portunity to Prieſts and Feſuits to ſpread abroadtheir opinions , and 
toſeduce a great multitude of your Majeſties Subjets ; and awe 0b- 
ſerve already hou much that party lift up their heads and take cou- 
rage , upon the hope that this Marriage Shall go forward ; <cho were 
lately diſcouraged through what your Majeſtie graciouſly oranted 
in the laſt Seſſion of this Parl,..ment ; ſo that weare greatly afraid 
that this may cauſe in the People a lefſenins of afſeftion to his 
Rojal Highneſs wha is ſo neer related ro the Crawn, and «hoſe 
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honour and efteem we <whish may always continue in its ful 


VertHe. 


continued ſurmisſings, and encumbrings about the growth of Py. 
pery » and the danger of the Proteſtant Religion. Laſtly we con- 
ſider that this Princeſs , having ſo many Neer-ſriends and Kindred 
jn the Court of Rome , might give preat opportunitie and ' furtherance 
zo their deſigns , and maintain thur prattiſes among «us ; and there- 
by penetrate into your Majeſties moſt ſecret Conncels, and the eaſy. 
lyer diſcover the Siate of the whole Kingdom ; and finding by the 
opinions of moſt Learned men, that it & generally held , that ſuch 
Treaties and Contrafts made by Proxte, may be looſed , of whih 
many examples might be produced , therefore we beſ, zech your M.1eſlis 
with all ſubmiſſion , to diſannull the conſummation of this under- 
taken Marriage : And hereupon do wwe the more earneſtly d:ſire the 
fame , for that we have not yet the happineſs to ſec ny Iſſue of your 
Majeſtie , which might ſucceed in the Government of this Eimgdom; 
for which bleſſmg we heariyly pray to God Alnughty , that he «il 
in his ttme pleaſe to crown both your Majeſtie and theſe Kinydoms, 
to an unſpeakable joy and comfort of all h:s Majeſties Subje(ts , wh 
with nothing rath:r than always to abide under the Government of 
hrs Majeſtie 5 and hy Royal F of oſt erttte. 


Whereupon his Majeſtie , well ſeeing , that they were 
not now to be brought to any turther conſent, but that 
they might eaſyly make more diſturbance about the ap- 
proaching Marriage, reſolved to prorogue them , to ſee 


if mean while it were poſlible through ſome fatisfaction - 


togive them more content, whereto on the 14. dito ap- 
pointing them by the Black Rod, they appeared before 
the King in the Higher Houſe; who prorogued the Par- 
liament untothe7.old, or the 17. new ſtile, 1674. with 
the following Speach : 


My Lords and Gentlemen , 


Need not tell you , how unwillingly T call you hither at 
this time , bemg enough ſenſible what advantages My Ent- 
ies both abroad and at bome will reap by the leaſt appearance 
of a difference betwixt My and My Parliament ; nay » being 
alſur ed, 


That for another Age more at leaſt , wwe of this Kingdom ave in 
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aſſured, that they expect more ſucceſs from ſuch a Breach (could 
they procure it ) then from their Arms, 

This, 1 ſay , shall (whil{t I live) be My chief endeavour 
to prevent » and for that reaſon 1 think it neceſſary to make a 
short Receſs , that all Good Men may recolledt themſelys a- 
gainſt the next Meeting , and conſider , Whether the preſent 
poſture of Affaires will not rather require their applications to 
matters of Religion , and Support againſt Our onely Competi- 
tours at Sea, than to things of leſs importance ; and in the mean 
while , I will not be wanting to lett all My Subjects ſee , that 
no care can ve greater than My Own , in the effetual [up- 
preſſing of Popery : And it shall be your faults , if im your 


ſeveral Countries, the Laws be not effetually executed againſt 


the Growth of 2. 

[ well n0t be idle neither in ſome other things which may 
add to your Satisfaition , and then 1 shall expect a ſuitable 
Return from you. 

Whereupon the Chancellour followed : 
Hi Majeſtie prorogues both the Houſes of Parliament till 
the 7,17. of January next-coming. 


What this might be that should be ſo acceptable asto 


give the Communalitie content , ſeems eſpecially to have 


reſpect to the cashiering of the Chancellour 4nthozy 
Ashley Cowper , who reſigned the Statf and Seal the 20. of 
November into the hands of his M:jeſty , who gave the 
ſame to keep to Sr. Heneage Finch , a wiſe and welbeloy'd 
Man ; and the Lord of Corn4ury ; Great Chamberlain of 
the Queen, and ſome others more were diſcharged from 
their Employments, and wholly to fulfill rhe detires of 
the Parliament abour Popery, the King on the 20. dito 
cauſed the following Proclamation to be published:

have found good on the 14. of this Monti» November in the 
Council, to appoint , and give command to the Lord High 
Steward and Lord Chamberlain of our Houshold , to hindey | 
all Papiſts or Popish Recuſants , orthoſe who are held for Pa. 
piſts or Popish Recuſants , from having any acceſs to our Pre. 

ſence , or the place where our Court shall be from and after the 
IS. day of the preſent Month of November , and we aid then 
in like manner cauſe command to be given tothe Fudges of our 
Court at Weſtminſter , to conſider of the moſt effetuall means 
fo putt the Laws in execution for prevention of the growth 
of Popery , and preſently to report the ſame tous. And now 

for the better ſuppreſſion of Popery in all places of our King- 
dom , and preſervation of the true eſtablished Religion , We 
hereby declare and publish ourifurther will and pleaſicre ; like 
as We ſtrittly command ana charge all Judges of our Courts 
at Weſtminſter , Tuſiices of the Peace , Majors , Shervrifs, 

Bazliff's , and other our Officers and Miniſters of Fuſtice , who- 

ſoever they be , that they forwith shall take effettuall care for 
te proſecution of all Papiſts and Popuh Recuſants,according to 
the Laws and Statutes of this Realm ; &+ to that end upon their 

ſeverall days of Sitting shall cauſe the ſaid Laws to be 06- 

ſerved. and then alſo to take care that ſuch Papiſts and Popish 

Recuſants , or Perſons ſuſpetted to be ſuch may be ſpeedyly 
brought to Tuſitce , enform'd againſt, and convicted , accords 
ing tothe Laws , andthat from time to time they duly proceed 
therem. 

Given in our Court at Whitchall the 20. day of No- 
vember, 1673. in the 25. Year of our Reign. 


Whereupon the Dake of York alſo, who likewiſe will- 
1Ng to rout out Popery, took occalion thereto by con- 
{idering , that his Pallace was an appendance on W hite- 
hall, and claim'd the faid Proclamation alſo upon his 
Court, the which shortly after was confirmed by the Kings 
ſpeciall Proclamation. | 

In Scotland the Parliament aſſembled alſo on the 22- 


of November, where the Kings Commitlioner the Ear! 
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of Louderdail in the firſt Seſſion deliver'd over the Kings 
Letter to the Parliament , and enlarged therepn with an 
Oration , conſiſting in this, that the King had made 
known tothe laſt Parliament the reaſons of the Warr a- 
gainſt the States of Holland , and that they had then con= 
ſented for the ſame a conſiderable ailiſtance, and tuft- 
cient proviſion of Monyes ; but that now he was yet ne- 
ceflitated ro continue the ſaid Warr, therefore he again 
recommended it to be conſidered by them , and by con- 
ſequence that they should do what was needful for main- 
taining his Majeſties Honour and Intereſt, and the Peace 
of the Kingdom; yet leaving the manner and method 
thereof, to their wisdom and diſcretion; The Earl of 
Lauderdail having further given inſtructions about all 
things that tended to His Majeſties honour , and the wel- 
fare of the Land , with authoritie toagreeand Conſent in 
the name of the King , the Overtures which should there 
be made : Hereupon He the Commiſſioner recommen= 
ded to them above all buſineſs , that agianſt their next 
Sitting-day they should have their Anſwer to His Maje- 
ſties Miſhve in a readyneſ\s: but in the deliberating there- 
upon , it was judged meet, that the conſideration of the 
Grievances, and of his Majeſties Miſſhive ought to go 
both alike forward, and thereover aroſe yery many con- 
teſtings between the Commiſſioner and ſome of the 
Members, eſpecially the Duke of Hamzi/toz , Earl of 


. Dumfries , and other great Ones; there being not one 


fingle Accuſation brought in againſt the Lord Ramſey , 
the great Minion of Lauderdail, and great Provolt of 
Edinburgh, he the next day reſigned all his employ- 
ments; to that the Earl of Lauderdazl , ſeeing that he could 
not drivethrough their agreeing to any Subſidies ere the 
Grievances were dispatched , would not meddie there- 
with, but without effecting any thing of importance, on 
the 10. of December he prorogued the Parliament till the 
7. of February , 1674. to the diſcontent of the Aſſembly, 
who thereupon deputed the Duke of Hamilton and ſome 
others to go tothe King, the iſſue whereof muſt appear 


at 3 
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at their next aſſembling. Thus enough of the English and 
Scotch Parliaments, yet ere we return to the affaires of 
Mars, ſomthing of Venus moſt inſerted. 

The Warr continuing between England and ti1is State, 
there were dealings about a Marriage of his Royal High= 
neſs the Duke of York, and the Arch-Dutcheſs the Prin. 
ceſs of Inſpruck , one of the greateſt beauties of Europe, 
who being ſprung out of the Houſe of Aultria , ſeemed 
to become a means ſomthing to weaken the band of the 
newly ſetup Alliance between the Houle of Stuart , and 
that of Bourbon , to that France ſought by all manner of 
intreagues to put aitop to the ſame, and the Emperour 
by caſting in of many cautions retarded the ſame , till at 
laſt, all theſe diſhculties being overcome, it was wound 
about to ſuch a State wherein it was every day 1n a likely- 
hood to be conſummated, even juſt then when the 
reigning Empreſs came to dy : which death gaye ſo 
great a check to this under-hand treaty , that the ſame im= 
mediatly ſlackened, and ſoon after was wholly broken 
off, his Imperial Majellie declaring that he had choſen this 
Princeſs for his Bride; in purſuance whereof all was pre- 
pared for the perfecting of the Marriage, which on the 
15. of October was ſolemnized in Gratz in Stiria; His 
{mperiall Majeſty being come thither on the 2. of Octo- 
ber, after He had cauſed his Troops to draw down out ot 
Bohemia toward the Rhine, and the Imperialiſs-Bride 
arrived on the 18. ditto at Gratswien, two miles trom 
Gratz, whither his Imperial Majeſtic went to meet Her, 
Who was received by his Brideat the loweſt ſtair , where 
she kneeled down, and uſed many amiable expreſſions ot 
Courteſy , and being lifted up by his Imperial Majeltte, 
was conducted into her withdrawing-Chamber , from 
whence after a short ſtay the Emperour turned back again 
to Gratz , and the Bride went to Eggenburg bur a quarter 
of an hour from thence, where the next day she was ſa- 
Tuted by all the Great ones , and alſo by the Emperour a- 
221N,andon the 14.dito the whole Nobilitie went to fetch 
of the Imperialiſs-Bride from Eggenburg in ſo = an 

qui= 
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| Equipage as hath ever been ſeen, and came with the fore- 
| id Imperialiſs-Bride into Gratz , about 7. aclock in the 


evening: The Emperour mean-while was in the-Jeſuits 
Church, and at the door received his Bride , who again 
kneeled , but was immediately litted up by his Imperial 
Majeſtie , and Hegoing alittle betore, Shetollowd, led 
by the Prince of Dzetrichſteyn , the Chiet Steward , and 
being ſo come into the Church, there was the Popes 
Nuncio accompanyed with 4 Bishops and 13 Abbots, all 
in their Pontifical garments, who, ſo ſoon as their Im- 
perial Majeſties had trod upon the high tour-ſquare Pla=- 
ces, which were prepared for them , brought them the 
Croſs to Kits, and after that the Holy-water; then they 
being approached before the Altar, among an incredible 
number of Ladies, did their reverence before the Sacra- 
ment , and thereupon the Nuncio performed the Cere- 
monie of the Marriage , Which was followed with the 
Te Deum Laudamus in Muſick; and thar being ended , 
their [Imperial Majeſties went with all the Companie to 
the Palace, where the Wedding-Fealſt was prepared : mean 
while they shot off all the Canon, and lighted Torches, 
and hung out Lanthorns, in token of joy , which conti- 
nued for the three following days, in which their foreſaid 
Imperial Majeſties diverted themſelvs ſeverall manner of 
ways. Atrer which on the 3. of November the Court 
wholly broke up from Gratz, and on the 11. dito made 
their entry with great ſtate into Vienna, thereending the 
Ceremonies of this ſplendent Marriage. 

Hereby were the French freed from the encumbred 
thoughts they had , that the Marriage - band between 
England andthe Houſe of Auſtria might weaken the new 
Alliance erected berween that Crown and France, but 
this was not enough for them , ſo that they begun to 
endeavour the makeing this Alliance the firmer, and 
by a Marriage should be more durable, whereto ſeverall 
Princeſles-were propounded , but the eye was directed 
toward Iraly, where are many Princeſſes that by the 
Mothers fide 1were of French off-ſpring , and that parti- 
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cularly of Modena, Siſter of the Duke that now rule, 
. touching wich the Treaty is with ſo much earneſt ſet for.: 
ward, that within a few days the Marriage between He | 
and the Duke of York is concluded, unto which the King| 
of France preſſed ſo hard, that himſelf promiſed ag | 
ſumme of Money out of his Coffers for a Marriage-guitt: 
and the Earl of Peterborough married this Princels on the 
15. September, in the name of his Royal Highneſs, and 
She with him,conducted by her Lady Mother and younger 
Brother, 14 days after departed from Modena, to traye|| 
through France to London, and arrived at Paris the 2, 
November, where She received the Complements of the 
King, Queen, and the whole Court, and was conſtantly 
nobly treated atthe Kings charge, wholly preparing her 
{elf with all ſpeed to be shipped over for England: 
Whereupon the Princeſs being recovered from her ill. 
neſs, on the 23. of November departed under the condut | 
of the Duke of Anzear on the behalf of France, from Paris 
towards Calis and Douer , and on the 28. November the 
Bishop of Oxtord, and onthe 29. dito his Highneſs him- 
. felf went to Dover, where the Bride, with her followers

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IYeywoods Poſ# : meanwhile have the Lords Littauwer,, 
through the ſound of Trumpets , animated the Volunteers ty 
the Storm , and thereupon our Field-pieces , which were 59,in 
a readineſs begun to plny , the Granado's out of the Morter.| 
preces followed preſently , and forthwith all was ready for the 
Storm; but ſeeing all the Poſts con!d not be in [0 Short atim| 
brought into ſo good a poſture as the Lord Crowns-Marchdl| 
meant » it fell not out according to our deſire for that night | 
and the Lord Commander Dennemark , a valiant Cavalin, 
of the Krowns-Scoutmaſeers Companys, dyed inthe beginning, 
zogether wizh Kaptam Jarocki , & many more other Officen,| 
ainong whom the common Souldiers alſo went not ſcot-free; al.| 
hough tie Enemy gain'd no advantage thereby : the Armis| 
ſtood the whole Night ready within a Musket- hot of the 
Enemies Retrenchement in the oper Field : on the 11. of thi 
Month went the Lord Krowns=Marshal a foot to take cogm- 
Zance of , and narrowly toſþy out the Enemies Fort ; and ſith| 
there was likely to be want of Proviſion o Forrage for ſogret| 
Armies , t was concluded im a Council of Warr that they woull| 
make a general Storm , though ſeverall of the paſillanimuu 
da;jſmaded from ſo high a Reſolution ; but the Lord Krowns 
Hlarshal encouraged them thereto, aſſuring them that through | 
Gods help the Enemies Trenches might be maſtered with 
4 hours , whereupon Order was given to all the Poſts , thit | 
they should with all their might shoot off their Canons , ani | 
fall upon the Trenches ; ſo then the Lord Krowns- Marshil 
Eimſelf a foot , with a glittering Sable in his Hand, with| 
a couragious ftoutneſs brought up the Army to theTrenthes, 
admonishing them to fight for God gy their beloved Countre), 
and ten preſently He took Horſe , when the firſt Volley df \ 
Shot was made by the Cavalry : the Regiments of Horſe unti| 
admiration fell upon the Enemies Walls , ſo that within 6 
quarter of an hour they were maſter of them , therewith all tht | 
Lord Pelich Standard-bearer with his Regiment , & the Lord 
Scont;na/ter behaved themſetus valiantly ; the Enemies Horſe 
fell very keavyly upon ours , becauſe our foremoſt Companies if 
#he Infantrie, which should have ſeconded the Horſe , begun ti 
ſoon topiunder inthe Turkish Leaguer ; but when the Huſar 
were 
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were broken in » ours took heart again, and the Enemy fell 
into dsorder » ſo that the Huſſain Bafla could not longer reſeſt 
our Force , but begun to retire with ſoine thouſands of his to 
Czraczo , where the Lord Weywood Blesky and the Lord 
Kyowski had cutt of his Paſs , and alſo forced him to turn 
back to the Leaguer; when in that retreating he was met 
by the Krowns-Marshal , and if the Huſſars had not ſe= 
conded us , we should have been brought into great confu- 
fron; thereupon went the Battel firſ? of all right on , but at 
laſt the Enemy muſt yet give way , and leave many thouſands 
behind them , ſo that at length they retreated upon the Rocks ; 
and ſith ours were upon their heels, ſo were many with the 
Horſes thrown down from the top of the Rocks : the Huſſain 
Baſla eſcaped ; among the Dead were found , which were 
known , Heybegh Baſla, a valiant Souldier , and Soliman 
Baſla not inferiour : Our eminent Officers alſo were n0t un- 
concerned , for we reckon among the Dead , the Lord Quarter= 
maſter - General , the Lord Staroſta Wolbramsky , the 
Lord Rzecsky, the Lord Rozmiatowsky , all Kaptains 
of Horſe of the Huſjars ; the Lord May, the Lord No= 
monieysbi, the Lord Czenszkowski, Lieutenants ; and 
the Lords [wonowski and Slawionowski z, Cornets of 
Huſſart ; the T.ord Crowns - Maſter of the Chaſe can- 
zot yet be found : We have many Dead and Wounded; on 
the other ſide there were of the remainder of the Enemies 
about 5090. drown'd in the Nieper , and 3000. ſaved 
themſelvs by getting over the Bridge , being all that were 
left of about 40000. Men. The Lord Maſter of the Horſe 
of the great Dukedom of Lithuania carryed himſelf as & 
brave Cavallier in this great Aim, and mas shot in the 
Neck. The Lord Crowns Quarter-maſter led on the Foot 
himſelf tothe Storm ; and his Princely Grace the Lord Lieus 
renant General deported himſelf in this great High Enter- 
Pr1%e very manly and valorously , alſo managing all things 
zhat were needfull for ſo high an undertaking with all dili= 
gence : in ſimme , the Almigty hath diſpos dit ſo farr forth, 
that there was no want of any Mans Courage: After theſe 
Fomm35 were digpatched , our People overmaſterd not onely the 
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rich L.eaguer » but alſo the Bridge over the Nieper , and the 
Caſtle that ſtands by it : and after all this was brought to paſs, 
the Te Deum Laudamus was ſung im the Tent of Huſſain 
Baſſas and then was the plunder of the Leaguer permitted to 
the Infantry. Unto which was this aunexed , that ours on 
the 12. inſtant by ſforminghand conquered the Fort Chocim, 
and got therein excellent Boote. 


Inearneſt an honourable Victorie, one of the greateſt 
that ever the Chreſtians got againſt the hereditary 
Enemie , which , next ro the Goodneſs of God, muſt 
eſpecially be attributed to the brave conduct of the Polish 
Generals, the extraordinarie Valour of the Huſlars, the 
falling off of the Moldavian and Wallachian Hoſpodar, 
which brought back both theſe Provinces, under the obe- 
dience of Poland, after they had 5o. Years been under the 
Dominion of the Turks: to that this Conqueſt is in itſelf 
very advantagious for Poland and tor whole Chriften- 
dom, though perhaps by accident it might fall our ruinous 
for Poland , prejudicial to Chriſtendom, and in eſpeciall 
manner for this State , fith the ſway of the great Marshal 
Sobzeski $shall thereby be advanced, that he may come in 
among the competitours for the Crown , who being mar- 
ryedto a French Dam , may eaſyly be ſo farre crowded 
in by the French Creatures, againſt thoſe who bear good 
will to the Houſe of Auſtria, that the inteſtin commo- 
tions there may again give the Hzreditarie Enemie 
footing , and ſo deeply engage ſome of our Allies, that 
this State may ſuffer very much in it's Intereſt thereby. 
But leaving every one free to their ſpeculations over this 
matter, the iſſue is committed to time, and we return 
neerer to our bulineſſe. 
| In England among all the propoſalls of inclination 
to Peace , they yet continue as ſtrong in purſuance of the 
preparation for the Warr; Many Land-ſouldiers are yet 
dayly shipt out of England over to France, whoſe num- 
ber is advanced to or6 thouſand Men : and therewith 
preparations are made for beginning again the Sea- 
| equipage, 
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equipage z the proſecution whereof will depend much on 
the next reſolutions of the Parliament , which we alfo 
Shall till that time let alone, yet here bring inthe Anſwer 
of his Majeitie upon the Miftive of the States Generall 
ſent to England, as follows : 


High and Mighty Lords : 
A Lthough Your Letter of the 15 , 25. Oftober (conſidering ths 


preſent jun{ture of affairs , the matter therein contain'd , and 
the manner of ſending it by a Trumpetter , when your Deputies at 
Cologn had mamfold Conferences with our Plenipotentiaries) ex= 
prefſeth rather the nature of a Manifeſto than of a Letter , and 
that by conſequence baply you expe no anſwer thereto ; nevertheleſs 
both for the defending of our hanour , and for the undeceiving that 
part of the World , which might therehy be abuſed, we would not 
let it paſs , without groing anſwer thereto diſtiaflly from piece ro 
piece; ſo as they are contained in Your Miſſive , (which we ſend 
Your Lordships hack by the ſame hand that brought yours to 15) 
and that for this cauſe the rather , for that it might bave happened, 
that through the late great revolutions in your affairs, and 
the alteration of Your Miniſters, You yourſelvs alſo might take 
up that for truth , which ill-affeted perſons have ſo wickedly blown 
into Your ears , that thereby Your own People might be miſled , as 
well as ours. 

There 15 no need of raking up many arguments to convince the 
World, that many offenſive Medalls , Inſcriptions and Pamphlets 
are jþread abroad all over in your Provmces of later Years , to the 
diminution of our honour , and of the whole English Nation , ſeeing 
they were ſo notorious and umverſal: yer to this day have neither 
We , nor any other known, that you have disavowed any part 
theresf , till your ſaid Letter gave us to underſtand , that upon com- 
plaint made to your Ambaſſadour here , You had canſed the Stamp 
70 be broken , out of fear leaſt any new one might ſecretly be pour- 
trayed ; You make no mention neither of the leaſs punuhment in- 
faked on him that committed the deed. 

In reference to the caſe ofSyrinam ; could You make the World 
or our People believe what You affirm in thu Papey or Writing » 
Yourſeifs should have ſurpaſſed Your Medals , and been more m- 
Jurious than they , to faſien a blot upon us , which we havve as little 
deſerved, as You, we hope , shall gain credit in the accuſing #5- 
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You relate that You have agreed to what we demand in favour of 
our Subjets remaining after at Syrinam ; have not we continually 
sn{ifted on and preſſed for their releaſe , from that time that we de- 
livered that place mto your hands , till the beginning of this preſent 
Warr ; and do not the greater part of them yet abide there * Are 
they there held for your Slaves at our deſire? Hare we ſent our 
Ships thither , meerly out of a showw , with deſign for their further 
Slavery and to Su'jet them under Your forced ſervice * and 
Was not the Officer ſent thither , Major Baniſter , immedzately 
pon his arrival there, ſet faſt , and not ſuffered to ſpeak to bi 
Countreymen , or to make known tothem the care we took for them; 
and did he not proteſt againſt the Governour for transgreſſing the 
capitul:tion in 18. ſeverall Points? and will you ſay that all thu 
25 don according to our deſire® in caſe you took ſuch tender care of 
the blood-shedding of both the Nations as you give out in yur Ma/five, 
You Should not ſo long and with ſuch obſtinacte have perſiſted in 
the oppreſſing of our Subjefts , the blame whereof you would caſt 
#07 15, in that you were well-minded thereto ; all then that we 
can 70 this aſſertion ſay , ts, that you yield to all that wwe defire 
in words, but that we never have obtamed any thing from You 
an deeds. 

That which thereupon follow'd, wwas the pretended ſatisfaTion, 
which You ſay you harve all times proffered to giv? , inregard of 
the Trading of our SubjeRts in Eaſt-India. 1t was fol mnly promiſed 
by the Treaty ef Breda , that the buſineſſe Should be adjuſted by 
Commiſſioners 10 be ſent hither , as a caſe ſer which there <vas more 
time and reſpite; but you bnow well , that our Ambaſſadour, 
whom «ve ſent after the forementioned negotiation , to reſide with 
Jou , with all his inſlances could obtain nothing m that caſe, that 
cord in any wiſe content onr Companie ; neither did the Lord van 
Beuningen , who ſeemed to come hither expresſly for that end, m 
all his Conferences with our Deputies preſent any thing more up 
that ſubjet.1t is ſo,that the Ambaſſaaour Boreel showed here a full 
Power to treat with 115 about an offenſive and defenſive League and 
20 conclude it , but We could not accept the propoſitton , for that the 
Conditions were not regular enough, and that he, m ſtead of giving 
5 ſatsfation npon our complaints, would not endure that we 
Should move u ; on the contrary his whole diſcourſe tended to 10 
9ther thing , than to let us know , that the States Generall preſented 
25 this League , as a token of their friendship and ſimply for our 
« ſecurnie , it ſeeming ind1fſerent to them , whether awe accepted it or 
not; 
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pots and: continually exalting your force by Water ani by Tanl, 
& that which conld ſufficiently withſtand the formi1nble Poryer of 
France : and often threatning 15 that You coull make ſuch a Leagne 
with Frgnce as You pleaſed, yea and that even anamſ; Us, if <ve 
arcepted not what his Maſters preſented 115, Tie clauſe of theſe two 
Prints t5 , that it pleaſed the Lord van Benningen 70 diſcourſe of 
the ſarisfattion propoſed by us in the buſineſs of the Faſt-India- 
Cmmerce, but he departed withont preſenting any thing ; avd the 
Lord Borcel preſented Us an offenſive and defenſive League , 
without giving us ſatifaition for paſt injuries , or ſecuritie for 
the future. And all this , to the end that the Injuries over which <v 
bad complained , that till that time they were your pecul:ar allings, 
might by a ſolemn Treatie be declared 10 be ours. 

The next cauſe of offence given us 35 ( as Yor Tel obſerve in 
your Miſſrve) the affront committed in the Month of Auguſt. 1671. 
gainſt the ſtriking of the Flagge. We have complained of it 19 your 
Ambaſſadour reſiding here : and he afſured Us <ve Should have 
an equitable ſatfattion : but after 3. or 4. Months awere run on, 
without Yottr giving any heed in the leaft thereto , wwe held onrſclvs 
engaged 19 fend away our Ambaſſudour Extraordinarie, to de- 
maund, ſatsfation from you in more ſerious terms than awe had 
don before. Whereupon receiving no ſatisfatorie Anſwer , he had 
order to. return back again; ſoon after <vas he followed by an Ex- 
traordinarie Ambaſſadour of yours , who declaved he had no au- 
thoritie 10 make reparation for that affront , or for other things 
whereof ave have ſo often complained ; but to agree upon terms of 3 
rule for the time to come touching the ſirihing of the Flagge ; yet with 
one, ſaying , that of himſelf, and without conſulting you again , 
he could put nothins in writing concerning that. The arrivall of 
the ſaid Extraordinarie Ambaſſudour 45 about the time , that te 
ſtood ready to declare an open Warr avainſt Your State ; wvhich <9 
could delay no longer , becauſe the ring was ſo nigh , and the fore= 
mention'd Ambaſſadour perſiſted therein that his inſt-uftions allg- 
wed him not to do any thing upon our demaun'd ; neither could he 
produce any thing for the jſtification of his delay , ſuv» that Fe 
proffered us to wwritetohis Loris and Maſters for ampler power and 
inſlruftions, 

The Warr following herenpon , in the very heat of it there came 
from Your Lordships thyee Deputed Perſons without any Paſs from 
Us, or giving 14 any notice of their comms , according to the cuſtoms 
uſual! in ume of Warr ; Whereupon awe might well have kepr hens 
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in deteniion (45 you ſay that we did) but tve held ourſelvs ſattsfyed 
in grving them warning that they should not come to lodge in thi 
our Citte , ordering them in flead thereof Lodgings in our Palace at 
Hampton-Court, with all other accommodations becoming thgir Chas 
alter ; and diſſembling what we knew had paſs'd bet ween them 
and Perſons , on whomthey praftiſed to occaſion uproars and dis. 
orders in our Citie, or to trouble the proceeding of the Warr ; this 
notwithſtanding , we neglefted not to ſend to them ſome of the con- 
ſider ableſt Perſons of our Council to enter into conference with them, 


and to hear their propoſals : to whom they ſimply gave anſwer , and | 


in that alſo they perſiſted ll their departure , that they had no autho. 
ritie nor inflruftions to make any propoſitions , but were inclinabl 
zo give ear to ſuch a5 might be propounded to them , and to ſend them 
over t0 their Lords and Maſters ; hoping that while we ſtood deli- 
berating over this appearance , the Deputies which You had ſent at 
the ſame time to the Moſt Chriſtian King , might have concluded a 
ſeparated Treaty with him. 

And could you flatter yourſelvs with this opinion , that the 
World would look upon this manner of doing as a convincing demon- 
ftration of your morg tealous deſire of Peace? hath ever Prince or 
State ſent an A mbaſſadour with mention of obtaining that wheretg 
the Ambaſſadour was not empowered either to conclude or to ſign, 
and that to a Prince with whom they were in Warr * There 15 more 
ground of reaſon to believe , that what you did was ſimply togain 
zime , wherein you ſought to ſet a work the treatnings in reference td 
France, which the Lord Borcel had made to 115 before. 

The Miniſter of Brandenburgh never made any declaration that 
he came hither , to make any preparation towards Peace ; or that 
he had any other commiſſion , than to encline us to the recommenaa- 
tion of bis Loyd and Maſter , to be willing to give ear to what might 
be by him propoſed. He came here when the Extraordinarie Ambaſ- 

fſadour from his moſt illuſtrious M ajeſtie the King of Sweden came 
0n, in order to preſent us the Mediation of his Lord and Maſiery 
which Te very Will:mgly embraced ; as alſo a propoſerion rtendred to 
5 for a Ceſſation of Arms : but 5hortly after , when he propoſed 
the ſame to You, You held it adviſable wholly to rejed it , and 
Were ſo long a doing with chuſing a place totreat of Peace , that ſome 
Months paſſed over , without effefting any thing elſe , ſave 10 0b- 
rain your point of nominating the Citte Cologn ſor the place of meeting: 
Wwheyein we agreemg , and our Fleet being ready to take the Sta, 
Fan let us know you would accept a Ceſſation of Arms _ Sea, 
Wheretd 
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Whereto 2ve held ourſelvs obliged ro anſcuer , that the Peace might 
he made in much leſs time , than we might come to accord about ths 
terms of a particular putting of or Ceſſation of Arms ; hawwerver it 
remed 10 115 a cunning reach , meerly invented to inchant the Eays 
of the common People, and to make us to no purpoſe wear out all 
our preparation for the Equipage of our Fleet. Soon after , when 
our Merchants might indeed gain advantage by a Ceſſirtion of Arms, 
You wholly threw it off , and then forſooth were again willing when 
You ſaw that your Provinces might haply ſuffer damage by the going 
onof the Warr. 
The Miniſters of Spain never offer'd 15 any Conditions , nor did 
any other ſervice , than in general terms to move 145 10 inline t0 
thoughts of Peace , which we always accepred from them in a 
friendly manner, Neither did our Nephew the Prince of Orange 
ever make 115 any overture of Peace. We muſt neceſſaryly avow 
that your deportment towards Him 1ill the laſt Year <vas no very 
good evidence 10 make Us believe that your in'entions 10 live in a 
good correſpondence with Us, were reall and ſincere: and though 
wewere unwilling to how our reſentment of his publich accountre- 
ment , for giving his Enemies occaſion of dorng him more miſchief; 
nevertheleſs ſo ſoon as the good mmclination of the People prevailmg 
againſt the Louveiteyn partie , had transmitted to him the might 
and authoritie in the Government , <vhich his Anceſtours had ſo well 
deſerved , we have diſpoſed onrſelvs with more teal and yigony t0 
make the Peace , being thereto the more ſtirred 1) by the unexpefed 
ſucceſs of the Weapons of the Moſt Chriſtian King by Land. We ſent 
forthwuh Ambaſſadonrs extraordinary to him 10 attend the Treaty, 
which the Louveſteyns Party world have held with the excluſion 
#f 45 , in caſe that the vertue and generoſitie of that Prince <vould 
bave complyed therewith z but ſo ſoon as they were atyare of our 
Ambaſſadours being there on the place , the Depnties departed wwith- 
out betng ſeen any more ; ſollowing that Fundamental Maxime , 
which You had laid with the beginning of this Warr , to ſeparate us 
by all ſorts of devices, thereby ro mak: your advantace. 

For what concerns Your inſinuation of our meaning to rout ous 
and ruin Our Nephew the Prince of Orange , th: injuſtice of that 
wpbraiding us is ſufficiently known , and whereas You openly com- 
plain to the Mediatours at Cologn, that we are 100 zealous in 
furthering his intereſts , should You ſeeb 10 make our Subjets be- 
lieve , that "v2 bear no good heart towards him ; and 10 make good 
thu mitake You add thereto , without giving or having the leaſt 
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yeaſon for it , that our demaund at Cologn tends to the everſion of 
the Reformed Religion , and ruin of our Nephews Houſe. We can« 
210t conclude our obſervations upon this Letter or this Manifeſta 
(formed by You, with intention to abuſe Your and our People, 
and inſinuated with terms of reſþe to our Perſon , and fair 
evords about the Peace) without adjoining what ought to con. 
wince the moſt obſtinate amongſt you; at the ſame time <oull 
wyou move 115 10 breake our Word and Promiſe , made to ou 
Allies of entring into no ſeparate Treaty ; You put it as a fun- 
damentall Point that you having given your word to yours, 
could not break without impairing your honour , as if your ho- 
nour ought always to be dear toyou , but ours of little or no alu 
by Us. 

Meanwhile You make the dealings of your Deputies at Cologn 
paſs for the faireſt and uprighteſt that may be 3 and reproachmg 
zhat of our Plenipotentiaries for the moſt uncivil and unrighteous, 
ſaying , that , no: withſtanding all your endeavouring , we never 
get world let fall any thins of our firſt vigour. Hereupon <e appeal 
zo our Mediatours themſelvs , who shall not remain awanting t 
do 95 right, <with letting the World know , that our forementioned 
Plenipotentiaries have let fall at leaſt the one half of their firſt de- 
mmaund , whereas yours have continally excuſed themſelvs from gi. 
wVving anſwer to any of theſame, except that of rhe Flagg , wherein 
they showed therr inclination to gratifie 5 for the ſuture , thoughin 
equallizing terms, and ſuch as Shall have no refledion upon any 
118ht that we had thereto in times paſt: and this ts the onely thing 
wherein you harve showed the leaſt inclination to yield us any thng 
during the whole current of this Negotiation; and have not further 
advanced in the overtures of Peace , which you ſay you harvelaid 
before 5 by our Nephew the Prince of Orange,the Miniſters of Spain 
en1 Brandenburgh , and through thoſe of the Mediatours them- 

Selvs , of whom you in your foreſaid Letter make not one word of 
mention ; treating of the matter of Peace im generall terms , to pro 
cure to yor:rſelvs the reputation thereof, and making not one pro- 

Poſition to u5, ſave to ſeparate us from our Alles , an af that 

you hold too mean for a Commonwealth, but becoming enough for 

4 King. 

Deſire You in earneſt to ſet forward the Peace, ſend, in ſtead 
of oftemative expreſſions , without delay , power 19 your Deputics 
at Cologn , to ſet to Paper with ours reaulated and equitable Ar- 
ticles; and the World Shall ſee how ready Te are to order onrſelvs 
accor- 
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acordingly , and to yenewv the reſentments of friendship and eſteem,

Further , (ih 
your Majeſtie (being of the ſentiment that the report your Mi. 
niſters had made to you was very ſincere) hath complained in 
your Parhament of the invincible aversneſs which We showed 
co the Peace; And that the Horſe of Commons, according to their 
accuſtomed wisdom and prudence , hath been pleaſed to ſuſpend 
their Judgements, and thercby given us opportunitte to bring 
our innocence tully to light, and ro make known 1n a more pu- 
blick manner the uncontradicory ſinceritie of our intentions, 
We have beleived it to be our dutie to add this, that your Ma- 
jeſtic and all your Kingdoms may ſee , that we affect not to ſpeak 
of a Peace (25 we are thereupon accuſed ) without a reall delire 
thereof, and that We are farr from concluding ourſelvs within 
_ generall Terms without particular diſcovery of our meaning; 
We are then ready to renew with your Majeſtie the Treaty that 
was made with us at Breda, in the Year 16567. and to give a 
clearer expoſition of the 1y. Article referring to the Ceremony 
of the Flags, upon ſuch a manner as may leave no place for future 
diſpute,and to regulate the ſame without any ambiguity. And for 
as much as that Treaty hath been held by your Majeſtie to be juſt 
and fo equitable , that in the following Years it occaſion'd your 
Majeſtic toatfoard us more tokens of benevolence and good in- 
clination, and thar you entered into.a nearer Alliance with us 
than ever formerly , We propoſe that ſame Treaty as a faſt Foun- 
dation of a firm and durable Peace, and hope that your Majeltie 
will not refuſe your Friendship upon the ſame Conditions, whictt 
were by yourſelf before approved ; and the rather , for charthe 
Intereſt of the Proteſtant Religion, and many caſes reſpeCtivly 
relating tothe proſperitic of both the Nations ought to oblige us 
on both ſidesthe readylyerto unite. Moreover ſeeing ſome have 
ſtrongly endeayoured to perſwade your Majeſtie that pe gar 
violently 
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lyolated our Treaties, and committed divers unjuſt things , for 
'[ghich you demand fatisfattion , We are ready without any de= 


lytoſend Ambaſſadours to your Majeſtic to enform you of the 


ſuch, with leſs disguiſe than hath been don by our Enemies z 


nd before your Majeſtie to enter intoan examinarion of all che 
trexches whereof we are blamed, with a ſolemn promiſeto re- 
wir all wrongs and injurics which your Majeſtie or your Sub- 
ets might have received from us or from our Officers ſince the 
freſaid Treaty at Breda , till the beginning of this Warr. And 
tat the discuſſing thereof may not retard the concluding of a 
Peace, which we ſo ardently wish for , and which is ſo needfult 
forthe welfare of Chriſtendom , We offer to your Majeſtic for 
rreaer ſecuritie , the Guarantie of our Allies for the exact and 
wntuall performance ofthe promiſe we here make to your Ma- 
xftie, and which we alſo conſent to , that it be brought into the 
Treatie which shall be concluded , to make it ſo much the more 
athentick. 

Finally , to let your Majeſtie fully ſee the eſpeciall eſteem 
wehave for your Friendship , We hereby offer the Reſtitution 
ofthe New-Netherlands , and of all the other Places and Colo- 
nies which have been won by our Weapons inthis preſent Warrz 
perfivading ourſelvs that your Majeſtic will not refuſe recipro- 
ally to engage to reſtore to us the Lands or Fortes which yours 
may have taken from us. 

But for that your Majeſtie ſeems above all to complain , that 
We moſt highly offend you, in the propoſall we make for ſe- 
parating you from ycur Allies, to whom you have promiſed not 
totreat without them , when we meanwhile aſlume ir for a fun- 
dmentall Point that we muſt purſue the engagement that we 
ave given to-Qurs , without injuring our honour, as if your 
Majeſtie ought leſs to reſpett yours ; We beſecch your Majeſtie 
to conſider that there is a vaſt difference between your engage- 
ment and ours ,as well as in the conduct of choſe with whom we 
xeallyed. 

And your Majeſtie may with as much righteousneſs as glory 
fxtinguish a fire which is allready ſpread much farther than was 
a firſt thought of : Whereas we cannot abandon our Allies 
without the greateſt unthankfullneſs, and withour the ruin of 
Europe, and therewith all of our own. At that time as your 
Majeſtie entered into an Union with our Enemies, they ſeemed 
9 have ng ozher aim than to levell our Commonwealth ; - 
this 
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this day the Warr is generall; and the Spanish Netherlands ({ 
the preſervation of which your Majeſtic hath always shown 6 
much zeal) participate therein no leſs than We; as alio doth the 
Þreater part of the Empire. 

On the other ſide , your Majeſtic hath ſo much the leſs cauſ 
to continue in your former Alliance, for that your Allies har 
been they who have altered the nature of the Warr, and engaged 
our Friends ſo much the ſooner ro declare in favour of us: Hi 
Imperial Majeſtie, and the Moſt Serene King of Spain hayin 
not been longer able to bear the hoſtilities which the Frend 


committed in all the Netherlands, and in ſeverall Provincesd| 
the Empire , where they had already made themſelvs Maſterdff 


an Electoral Place. But without entring upon the ſearch ofthol 
affaires , and not accounting it needfull to ſerve ourſelvs withthe 
feverall Arguments of that nature, Your Majeſtie (5 IRE) 
hath but too much cauſe to deſert an Allie , which in this War 
hath ſought nothing elſe ſave his particular advantage , and who 
in caſes of moſt importance hath laid nothing leſs to heart tha 
the Intereſt of your Majeſtie , that We ſay no worle : and if you 


Majeſtic do yerin the leaſt doubt thereof; let not your Majeſir| 


content himſclf with thatthe French Partizans parricularly tl 
you ; bur letthat be well examined which was don the lait Yer 
at Utrecht between the French Miniſters and Our Depuries , and 
you may ſee the ſinccritie of the proceedings of your Allies: iti 
certainly enough to convince you, to read the propoſitions whid 
the French art that time made ro us, wherein you cannot fin 
one ſin;le word that concerns your Majeſtie. And meanhil 
that our other Deputies were detain'd at Hampron-Court , witi 
out your being pleas'd to give them Audience , They at Utrei 
would have had us to enterinto and accowplish a Treaty with 
Our participation with your Majeſtie :; And to conſtrain us tht 
more, they declared tous, that in caſe We agreed not to al 
that they then demanded of us within the time of five days , the) 
Should then make new demands of us. We should beſidesthet 
produce divers other Overtures which have been made to | 
ſince that time, wherein as little hath been mention'd of yout 
Majeſtic ; but becauſe rhat kind of dealing hath nor been ſopr 
blick, though really ſuch, We $hall noc inſiſt thereon; and 
$hall Carisfice ourſelvs with rhe laſt proof of chat obligation you 
Majeitie hath from your Allies, in giving you to conlider wha | 
iS paſlcd iu the Sca-fights., of which we deſire no other reſi 
| mod 
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mony nor Judges than thoſe who had the commands over the 
fleets of your Majeſtie, with all the reſt of the Officers and Sol- 
diers : But in reference to us, as Our Allies have dealtin quite ant 
other way , for which weare bound by Obligations , which we 
cannot enough expreſs, ſo on the other hand , are we entered 
into a Covenant with them trough an idiſpenſable neceſlicie , and 
therewith for the welfare of all Europe. 

And laſtly, as we have alrcady ſaid, We cannot ſeparate 
fom them without our deſtruction, and the hazard of the well- 
being of Chriſtendom. Your Majeſtic ought not ro wonder that 


we cannot conſent to break our word , nor to take it ill that we 
propoſe ro your Majeſtic the purſuit of your true Intereſt , and to 


take a reſolution which will be ſo honourable and (o righteous, 
a well as profitable for your Kingdoms and Neighbours. 
Hereto will we yet add , that a particular Treaty is ſo much 
niore neceſſary and more juſt than the Conferences of Cologn z 
which do abſolutely ſand {till through the ſtrongly-opiniative 
denyall of France , for ſome Months paſt, to grant the Paſſes 
requiſite for the Miniſters of the Duke of Lorram , one of our 


Allies, and to conſent that He might be accepted as an Inte- 


refſed Perſon in the Treaty of Peacc. 

| This, SIRE, isthar We have thought mect to repreſent 
and offer to your Majeltie, for Anſiver ro the moſt principall of 
your Letter : and hereupon we hope that how little refletion 
ſoever your Majeſtic shall make upon it , you will acknowledge 
that more cannot in juſtice be demanded of us : being not willing 
to believe that your Majeſtic will without neceflicie or profit 
continue ro favour the Arms of France , not onely againſt us , 
but alſo againſt others your oldeſt Allies, who are obliged to 
own our Cauſe , or that you will longer endanger the preſerva- 
tion of Europe and the Proteſtant Religion. We $hall then ywith 
grear impatience expect the reſolution of Your Majeſtie , upon 
Which the quietneſs and proſperitic of ſo many Nations depend. 
And meanwhile We pray God ,

about Cologne, having that day dispatched a Partie of the 
Emperours to maſter the Caſtle of Breuil , which render'd 
itſelf without making any reſiſtance and took in a Garri- 
ſon of the Emperours, being onely held by 8o French, 
who preſently departed, likewiſe alio an Imperial Party 
out of Bon, cover'd in two Ships fell at unawares early 
in the morning on the Electors Grier-bridge of Bon, 
lying now as an Outlyer provided with Guns before Col- 
logne, which they overmaſterd and brought up to Bon , 
where a part of the Emperours Army was gone over the 
Bridge, who, as his Highnels on this ſide, marched alſo 
_ onthe other {ide along the Rhijn , whereby the Cities on 
the Rhijn were alarmed , fearing that they might be iallen 
upon, but the deſign being no further than to ſecure 
the upper part of the Dioceſs, thoſe Troops returned back 
to Bon, and his Highneſs alſo drew from the Rhijn down 
to the Maas, lodging on the 17. dito at Browiler ; from 
whence the next day the Imperialiſts drew before Lec h- 
nich, and the Princes people before Kerpen : tho:e of 
Lechnich having bur alittle before gotten in an addition 
of 200. French, ſertthemſelvs in detence , but before the 
Evening a breach being shot in the Walls of the Caſtle, 
they gave over upon diſcretion as they of Kerpen alto ro 


his Highneſs the next day; and both the Callles being 
* 4 fur- 
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furnished with Garriſons , they purſued the March to 
Duuren , of which alſo poſſeſſion being taken , the Army 
ſpread itſelf abroad and refreshed for ſome days in Gy. 
Iick-land : after which on the laſt of November the lm- 
perialiſts drew back again to the Dioceſs of Collogne, and 
the Spanish with his Highneſs to Roermonde upon the 
Maze , and paſſed over ir. 

$0 ſoonas his Highneſs in the firſt _— of the 
expedition was paſſed over the Maas at Venlo, and the 
Duke of Luxemburgh was come again from Nimwegen 
to Uytrecht, men begun clearly enough to eſpy the fruit 
of this March , the French beginning from that hour and 
fo on to make preparation for the leaving of ſo many 
Places as there after followed, the coming off of Tiurenne 
and Luxemburgh being thereby tenced off, and they for- 
ced to carry a conſiderable Army hence out of the Land 
to above: all unanſwerable evidences of the weight of 
the Deſigns undertaken; in which lies tounded the pre- 
ſervation of the State , and the immortal Glory of the 
Stadholder, whoſe Princely Conduct herein shall always 


live in theeſteem of ages , what impediments ſoever the 


proceſs oftime may come to caſt in , or how much ſoever 
envy may sharpen her ruſtie teeth againſt the ſame : the 
which hath moved the Supreme Power to order , that on 
the cuſtomarie Day of Prayer the 6. ot December ſolemn 
Thanksgiving should be made, with outward Demon- 
ſrations of Joy. and Thankfullneſs for ſo honourable 
Conqueits, and withall that.God should be prayed to for 
his further bleſſing upon the State and the Perſon of his 
Highneſs. * ; 

* We have heretofore left the Marshal de Tirenne in 
the Newſtad on the Haart, from whence he, having 
ſpoiled moſt of the Palatin:te , on the 2. November broke 
up with his Army towards Keyſers-lauter, and fo forward 
to Kreutsnach , where having kept a foul houſe for eight 
days after the committing of many inſolencies on the 
32. dito he fudder:ly broke up, leaving behind his train 
of Artulerie, paſling oyer the Noh along the Hunsruck 
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tothe Bishoprick of Trier , tor to proceed further to viſit 
the [mperialiſts , but upon advertisment of the frame of 
a#2irs about Bon, and the encamping of the Duk=- of 
Lorrain on the Moeſel, departed back again, and for 
hindring the free open march of the lmperialiits along 
the Rhijn , he took poſſeſſion of the Muyſentoorn, and 
poſſeſſed it with Soldiers, treatning alſo to come over the 
Rhijn into Rhijnkow , and ſo wholly to $shut up that paſ- 
fage, bur the Countrey - people upon the Fort Ehren- 
fels, lying right over againſt the Muyſe roorn (or Mice- 
tower) hinderd him from ſo doing , and Turenze obſer- 
ving that this poſſeſhon could do little hurt to them 
that paſſed by, evacuated the Tower again , but in 
deſpite of the ElefFor of Ments , he made hinſelf 
maſter of Binge , and let his Army ravage through the 
whole Bishoprick , meanwhile that Army melting away 
exceedingly ,. 1o that he begun to prepare to draw into 
Winter=quarters, endeavouring to encarmp himſelf a- 
long the Moeſel , whereto again taking out of Binge thoſe 


; Whohad poſſeſſedit, beon the 22. November dispatched 


+0r 6. thouſand Men horſe and foot, with ſome Pieces 
of Canon under the Chevallier du Plefſis- Pras/m to Bern- 
caſtle on the Moeſel, that, by being Maſter of that , he 
might there Quarter and tecure himſelf: bur thoſe Men 
taking notice that the Garriſon there was ſtrengthened 
with 1000. Men, durſt not attempt it, but gave the 
Marshel advertiſement thereof, who now lay with his 
Troops diſperied in the Dukedom of Zimmeren, of 
which he ſent a part to Trier, and marched with the reſt 


to Lorrain, whereunto the Earl of Yignory , Governour 


of Trier had ſecured him his paſſage, by the poſſeſſing 
of Zaarbruck with French Garriſon , where this Marshal 
coming, quarter'd his Soldiers all along the Zuar, and 
himſelf in the beginning of December went to Paris, 
having with his whole Army which he brought out of 
Weſtphalia,and ſo many times ſtrenghrened by new Suc- 
cours, efteed nothing the whole iummer; but tht he 
ruined a brave part of Land in Germany , and committed 

A5 many 
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many inſolencies and outrages , there being in that expe. 
dition above 10000. of his Men melted away. 

WWoerden, the laſt of the Cities which the French had 
taken in poſſeihion, though not the Jeatt teltimony of 
their illimitred tyranny , should now have the good hap 
to be the firit that should be et tree by their own torfaking 
it; for that Citie being not to be kept without a heayy 
Garriſon , their turther marching into the Land being 
now ſtopt, it was not of the contiderableſt importance 
for the Enemie, wao had in this conſtitution of affairs oc- 
calion enough to ule that people otherwhere, and o in 
the end of October they made preparation to draw out 
Of it, by packing up their Baggage, Spoil and Ammuni- 
tion, Withall ruining in part the Fortification , and Cal» 
ſed ſome Bulwercks, Gates, and the Caſtle to be under. 
mined, andtolet them art their departure be blown up; 
further threatning them that they would plunder the Citic 
and let it on fire, meanwhile letting them know, that 
with a notable ſumm of Money this roving and ſetting on 
fire might be bought off, which Money for buying ot the 
firing was at laſt agreed to be 16000. Gilders, the half in 
hand, and the other half to be paid within a certain time; 
whereupon they went forth with deſtroying the Out- 
works, and caiting down the Breaſt-works, and with 
plucking out the-Paliſado's and Storm-pales, which yet 
the Cirzens bought for 1000. Gilders ; and on the 
4. October the French carryed out 12, Pieces of Ordi- 
Nance , with their Magazin and Baggage, under a good 
conduct to Uytrechrt : of which the State having cogili- 
Z3nce, the Earl of I/aldeck commanded Major-Generl 
Fariaux With 3. or 4. Regiments from thereabouts to 
drew into Woerden, whereto they carne on the 5. dito 
the Lieutenant Col. Boreel being fent out before upon 
re:07n1tton, Who on the 6. dito had an advantagious 
dSKirn1ish with the French, in the Fort on the bank to- 
wards the Wiericken , where 25. ofthe Enemy and none 
of ours were left dead : the next day at 9. a clock in the 
mornmunz the Garrilon was wholly drawn into U me 
WIthOut 
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without committing any irregularities through the good 
:order of the Governour Maguelint > but they took with 
them as Hoſtagers tor the $000. Gilders which were yet 
to be paid ior excuiing the fifing, the Brewer Corzelzus 

anſs. Lambertſon » the Brewer Danie! Buyck , Henry 

Gieſſen W ine-tcller, DoCtor Boogh , Nicolas Swager , Aert 
Claeſs. Valck , Gilvert Griffiven Nicolas Feck , Swarten- 
dijck , Nicolas Berſmgen » Pons Lambertſz. van Seyjt , and 
the Advocate B/yee/ : Wherewith that very evening they 
came within Uytrecht , having withall quirted their pol- 
ſkſlion of the Houle at Harmelen. 

So ſoon as advertiſement of the Frenches out-march- 
ing was Come to the Lord Fariaux , he with the Colonclls 
'Thouars and Lorrain, and the Companies they had with 
'them drew into Woerden , and having enform'd himſelf 
of the preſent ſtate thereof, found the Fortifications lelg 
damaged then was thought, and the Mine of a Bolwerk, 
before its going on, fortunately diſcovered: of all which 
report being made to the State; and a narrower inſpe- 
Ction taken by Commiſtioners , order was given to repair 
allagain, and accordingly that Citie was brought into a 
good poiture of detence; for the greater {ecuritic waoereof 
'2co. Men were preſently poſted in the Houte at Hare 
'melen, the fame being alſo forſaken by the French. 

_ Harderwijc? , a Looking-glais of the Enemies furie, 
ſtood now alio ina readynels to be freed irom their fur- 
ther rage: a full third part of the Citie being burnt, rhe 
whole was leſt naked of detence, 2nd two Gates blown 
- up with Gunpowder, ſo that it remained no otherwile 
\thanas an open Village, and yet they demanced 12099, 
Gilders of the Citizens as an exaction to fave then from 
burning of that pittiful remainder; but molt of the in- 
habitants, and c{pecially the ableſt being gor our ©. the 
Citie, they could procure no aſſent , nor get any fuili- 
cient Hoſtagers, but ſeeing they durit nor trutt themielys 
any longer in this open place, on the 4. November they 
departed to Aernhem, leaving yet 30. Men on the Houſe 
the Oid-Allert , to gather in the remaining tax and the 
Morey 
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Money demanded for ſparing them from burning « of 
which ours having gotten knowledge, 150 Men were on 
the 7. dito gotten by water into hat place, who attacqued 
andovermaſtered the foreſaid Houle, 1 2. of the Enemy 
falling dead , whereupon ours returned back, and the 
Citie remained wholly freed from the French ; into which 
afterwards was brought a Garriſon of the States , and pre. 
paration made for repairing the Fortification , but in con- 
fideration that this place was not of ſo great conſequence 
for the beltowing ſo great Charges as the defence theregf 
might advantage us, it was relolved to quit the ſame 4. 
gain; whereupon the indultry of the Citizens fenced it 
round about with Paliſado's, and caſt upa breaſtwork to 
faye it from the roving Parties : and to prevent the com. 
Ing back again of the French , they ſent the arrears of their 
former t-xation to Aernhem. 

Bommel , after the ſuffering of manifold miſchief, 
ſaw alſo the hour of it's deliverance appear ; in the be 
ginning of November they begun there to make ready 
to d-part; they were fourteen days long a doing with 
ruining the Fortifications , where they alſo conſtrained 
the Citizens to help ; they cauſed three gates to be blown 
up; all th: Canon, Arrtillerie, Ammunition , V ictuall 
and Baggage were carryed up by water ; but one hip 
with the choiceſit Guns was by the Shipmaſter bored in 
the ground, he ſaving himſelf upon an Outlyer of the 
State: there were alſo ſome of the Earl of Horns peopl 
ſent out of Gorcum (where hedid command) into the 
Ward (or Libertie) of Bommel, and his E xcellenci: 
himſelf with ſome more Companies followed the forme), 
that, ſo ſoon as the French were drawn out , he might rake 
the Citie again in poſſeſſion, or if *t were poſlible give 
them ſome hindrance; the inhabitants were agreed for 
36000. Gilders to preventtheir burning , the hal? where 
of the French having received , took ſome Holſtager 
with them for the reſt, and on the 14. November attet 
that the Mts was celebrated in the morning , marched 


out @t noon , and-thg Earl of Horr's being come again 
1nto 


__ 
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into the Citie at 3. a clock atternoon , having taken in- 
ſpection of all , found nothing nigh ſogreat adeſolation 
as was expeCted , three of the principalle{t Mines, in one 
of whicha match was found yet burning , were not gone . 
on; of which report being made to the State, and further 
information given by Committees, order was preſently 
given to make up again the Fortitications, and to bring 
the Citie into it's full ſtate of defence. 

Creveceur » in itſelf a conſiderable Fort, yet by the 
French leaving of Bommel not well to be defended , muſt 
therefore be forſaken alſo; but thar being onely a For- 
trefs without many inhabirants, always of very ſmall 
conſideration therefore could they there make no bargain 
for avoiding their firing ; and fith the Garriſon was not 
ſtrong enoug to {light that wholly, they onely threw 
the Breaſtwork into the moat, and on the6. Noyember 
ſentto the Bolch, to tel] them, 1n caſe they would preſerve 
the Church and the Commandours Houſe, they muſt 
preſently ſend 3000. Piſtols , bur in ſtead of that, the Go- 
vernout Kz/patrick ſent 5. Men out of every Company 
with Scops and Spades to Empel to poſt chemſelvs there, 
and to hinder the French in their marching out, upon 
which thoſe of Croeveceur on the 8. dito made an out- 
fall, meaning to fall upon them, bur ſeeing they lay al 
ready entrenched, and had Guns by them, the French 
were ſoentertain'd, that art leaſt 60. tell dead there, yet 
the French had the good luck to overmalter the Outlyer 
of Capt. Harer » which they lay there fait , and afterward 
they cut through a bznk , whereby they should not be any 
more hindered by them at Empel : ſo that they departed 
again to the Boſch , and the French ſent up moſt of their 
Bzggage by Ship, on the 12. ditro kindling fire in the 
Houſes, which went molitly out of itſelf, and drew to the 
Graef, but while yer under way they burnd' the Church 
of Empel.

ſomthing indeed propounded of a Neutrality for tha 
Province , but without the leaſt show of ſuccets here, { 
thar it was-refolved, abſolutely to quir it ; to which end 
Col-nel P-yfer on the 3. of Noveraber drew upwards 
with 2 Companies of >wirzers , and on the day following 
came in again 4 Companies of de Sales , as alfo the Con- 
voy of the Bagyage out of Woerden ; On tbe6. ditodrey 
our the Battalion of Compte de Seau , and the next day 
in the evening there came in the witole Garriſon of 
Woerden, with thoſe who had poſſeſſed the Houle a 
Harmelen : On the $8. dito there drew out two Battalion; 
of /a Reyne , and the 10. and 11. dito the Regiments df 
Piedmont, Normandie and Auvergne , but on the other 
hand there came in from Amersfort 600 Horſe, and the 
whole Garrifon made themſelvs ready to depart ; the 
Duke of Luxemburg being allo on the 11. dito gone up 
wards to form an Army between Rhijnberg , Orloy and 
Nuyts; but there came in his place the Marshall Hs 
7eres to command the Militia as Generall in the Con- 
quered Places , who having ſent his Companies back from 
the Rhin ro Maſtright, came onely with a Convoy 01 
the 11. of Noyember to Nimwegen, and having cob- 
ferred with the Duke of Luxemburgh on the 12. dito i 
Aarnhem, arrived on the 13. dito within Uytrecit, being 
met and conducted by the Intendant Rover:.

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and to plunder and burn the Citie; but that he would go 
ſpeak with the Intendant, if *r were poſlible, ro prevent 
the fame; an evidence clear enough , that this was but 
athreatning, to knock a good Summe of Money out of 
their purſes , the demand of the Intendant being 20e000. 
Rijxdallers , the half in hand, and the reit within a certain 
time; thereupon they molt amply laid open the inabi- 
litie of the Commonaltie, want of Money and Credit , 
the deſolate State , and impoſlibilitie of bearing ſo heav y 
a burthen ; yet all this could nor help, there muſt be 
Money; , or the Kings Order be executed, and that with- 
out the neglect of any time : whereupon thoſe of the Go« 
vernment ofthe Citie did the nextday cauſe the tollowing 
Notification to be published :

the Intendant anſwered, that he could do t!:at ealyly, 
and could plunder the whole Citie with 25. Men, the 
G:rriſon ſtanding wholly in their Arms : that his de- 
mand was moderate enough, and if hehad notalre:dy 
made the ſame, he should ask of them, as much more; 
but thar now he would hold hi: word, and for theeafing 
ofthe Commonalty under their 1n.bilitie to pay, he would 
take off 5,000 Gilders, but without the leaſt further al. 
teration , or delay : whereto he was an{wered by thoſe 
in Government , that although they ſaw no poilbilitieof 
getting together ſuch a ſumme, yet taking notice of the 
necelihtie thereof, they would uſe all their endeavour to 
give ſatisf.ction,which was, for ſo farr,raken to be agreed, 
and yer meanwhile were many fruitleſs initances made 
to the Governour and Intendant for further moderation, 
Interim all were buſted with packing up : the incre- 
dible abundanceof Baggage of the Prince of Conde , Duke 
of Luxemburg > Monſieur Stoupa and the Intendant were 
carryed by water upwards, with at leait 300 Flatbottom'd: 
boars all along the Rhijn and then further, therebeing 
among that ofthe [ntendants much of the moſt coſtly mo- 
vables of thoſe that were Fled out of town, a great many of 
which alſo were bought by a Jew of Frankford who came 
to Uytrecht expreſsly for that end, and the reſt was per.

All things being now ready for marching out, beſides 
the money to buy of the firing of the Citie, in the brin- 
ging in of which, thoſe of Uytrecht were all too ſtow ac- 
cording tothe intention of the Intendant, who us'd an 
expedient in that behalf to promote the ſame with force, 
ſending on the 16 of November late in the evening to 
the Houſes of the aftermention*'d Lords , the Burgerma- 
ters Booth, de Goyer , and ae Leeuw , the Judge Nieupoort, 
the State of Roſſum, the Preachers vanden Henge! and 
Lodeſteyn , the Lord Kaſenbroot , Honthorſt , Spiering , de 
Cojer , Secretarie of the Leck-dijck, and yet another de 
Gojer, the Profeflor Regius, Dr. Wafſenaar , and the 
Commilſlarie Roſa; to every one a Serjeant with 10. or 
12. Muſqueteers, with order to bring the ſame before 
bim, ſome being already in bed, and others indiſpos'd, ſo 
that the Sons of the Lords Nzjewport and de Leeuw , came 
inſtead of their Fathers, all whom the Intezdant the next 
morning betimes, without permitting them to give any 
order about their particular affairs , or to provide them- 
els ofany thing , ſent away with 4. Waggons under 2 
good Convoy to Aarnhem, and higher up to Emmerick: 
the ſixteenth perſon of this Companie being Monsr. d# 
Pz; that had been Governour of Naarden: After which

order as could be wished, without committing any in- 
ſolence at all : Whereupon the Governour , by his 
Brother Lieutenant Colonel Szoupa deliver'd over the 
Keys of the Citie to the Lords who were there preſent , 
taking his leave in very civill Terms, and wishing them 
all health and proſperitie. 

Immedi.tely hereupon were the Gates of the Citie 
chut, the Cirizens had their Arms which had been taken 
from them pur into their hands again, andall kinds of 


| Joyfulneſs. showed for. the Deliverance. Before the 


marching out, the Ruling Lords had diſpenſed with one 
another about the Oath of the Perpetuall Edit; and ſo= 
me Lords were gon to his Highneſs , being in the Camp, 
to offer him the Stadthouldership of that Province; thoſe 
who remain'd at home show'd themſelys to be even lo 
minded, ſetting themſelvs forth with Orange Ornaments, 
ſuch Flaggs alſo preſently were to be ſeen waving off 
from above all their Towers and Steeples, and many 
other Tokens of Joy were there among the Citizens : and 
indeed not without cauſe, they having been now from 
the 23. of June, 1672. till the 23. of November, 1673- 
under the hard dominion of the French , whereunder , 
belides the loſs of their freedom , they were forced by an 
enſlaving and coſtly inquartering among them , to bear 
inſupportable burdens , which in Money given out » 
beſides all other Exactions , make out the ſumme of 
1608000. Gilders ; ſome of which were got in in the 
cruelleſt manner by Militarie Execution , and the reſt of 
the Citizens were ſo hardly fallen upon , that the impoſ=- 
ibilitie of bringing it up was often by the Lords in moſt 
lamentable wiſe laid before the Intendant, and he be- 
ſought for Gods ſake to have commiſeration on thoſe 
miſerable People, or that it might be free for every one, 
tOtorlake all, and nakedly to —_— » the City and Pro- 
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vince being ſufficiently ruined without hope of reſtaura. 
tion ; ſo tiatit was no wonder that this freedom brought 
them ſo much rejoicing , which tended to no leſs griet of 
many Papiſts , who muſt ſee the Youths, without giving 
any honour to their Idol, unhallow the Sanctuary of the 
Minfter, aſſault the [Images , and throw ther 1n to their 
bonkires : but much more Chriſtian-like were the deport. 
ments of thoſe, who in the afternoon in that Church, 
wherein the morning the Maſs had been uſed, did give 
publick Thanks to God the Lord in a pure way of 
divine Worship. 
' As in the morning the French Garriſon was drawn 
out, ſoin the afternoon at5. a clock was Major General 
Fariaux come with 3 Regiments within Uytrecht, who 
preſently diſcharged the Citizens from the wacch, and be- 
ſet all poſts as they ought to be, he being yet that evening 
faluted by the Manklodees in his Lodging , who deſired 
him to take the Oath tothem, togive the Word and to 
- leave the Keys of the Citie in their keeping; bur thar was | 
his Honour excuſed, as having no command thereto, 
ſo that the Mzgiftrature was neceſſitated to give up the 
fame to him, and the day following to the Earl of Hors, 
who was come alfo thither with ſome Militia , being fol- 
lowed on the 25. dito by the Lords the Deputies, as the 
Lords Gee/vinck on the bebalf of Holland , Cromon for 
Zealand, Gemenrg for Frieſland , and Gockizga for Groe- 
ningen, and. the Lord-Penfionary Fagel, who approved 
what the Earl of Horn had don, in the ſetting off of the 
Cities Government, and in that he had moreover dis 
miffed all the three Members which repreſent the States of 
Uytrechr : as alſo the Lords deputed by the States of Uy- 
trecht to the Haagh to take their place there in the Afſem- 
bly of the Stares General, were not admitted , it being 
underſtood that it was yet too timely , and that the orders 
requiſite for that Province muſt before hand be ſerled 
there : but that they might not be withour all form of 
Government, there were continued the Lords the Chiet- 
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eretarie of Juſtice Lygtenberg , the Secretary of the States 
van Beuſighem , and the Threaſurez de Leeuw, that every 
ofrhem might take care of ſuch caſes as shou!d fall within 
their fun&ion , the ordering of the Citie-affairs being re- 
ferred to eight new-choſen Citie- Captains , as Facob war 
Dinteren , Peter Both van der Eem , having both been 
Schepens ( or Sherifs) Henry Yuint , Albert Benthum, 
Tuſtus Vermear , Paul Voetius , Henry Pothuyſen and N. Bo- 
ſchart , who should regulate all ſmall marters, till time 
and leiſure should be for reſtoring the Government again. 

Amersford ,  Wijck , Rheenen and Wageninge were 
with this marching up of the French likewiſe lefr, yer the 
Marshal Humieres remained lying for ſome time with a 
partie of his People at Wijck, for that the Ships of Uy- 
trecht ſent upwards becauſe of the dryneſs of the river 
could not paſs through , two of them loaden with Meal 
being taken by ſome of our Soldiers with Sloops , were 
gotten loos , and broughtto Uytrecht; but the reſt being 
lightened by the French themſelys, gotall ro Aernhem , 
and thereby the whole Province of Utrecht were quit of 
them. 

Elburgh , alittle Citie on the Southern Sea, was now 
not maintainable , while the Veluwe ſtood open ; ſo that 
they there alſo prepared themſelvs for a departure, and 
bargain'd with the Cirizens for 12000. Gilders for re= 
deeming their Citie from firing , who being very ready in 
bringing up the ſame, paid the ſumme wholly, erethe 
French drew out ; ſo that they marching out on the 2. De- 
cember , demanded yet as much more , and took ſame 
as Hoſtagers for the ſame with them to Kampen , having 
before that alſo ſpoild a part of the Fortification: 

Steenwijck , not held by the French, but by the Bishops 
people, was in like manner forſaken by the Enemy : the 
Governour Baron van Wedderen , pretending as if he 
would yet more ſtrengthen the Citie , had cauſed very 
many trees and beams to be brought together , and on the 
5. December called up all the Countrey-people round 
about with Spade and Shuyle , to come and labour at the 
8 7-7 Fore 
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Fortification ; and when they were there, the Governous 
made known to the Magiſtrate that he had order from the 
Bishop to raze and plunder that Citie : whereupon the 
Rulers preſt upon him, that they might buy it off with 
redemptien money, they being agreed for a {umm of 
1000. Gilders , whereupon the Countreymen were for. 
ced to ſlight the Breaſtwork,to chop off the "Thorn-hedges 
and Paliſado's, and fo farr as was poſlible to ruin the For. 
tification ; after which on the day following the Baggage 
was packtup and carryed away , as allo the Ammunition 
and the beſt of the Canon, and therewith all the Militia 
drew out, having cauſed two Gates and the Ammunie 
tion-houſe to be blown up with Gunpowder , and took 
with them for Hoſtagers the Dortman , Burgermaſter 
Keurbeeck , and Fohn Croeven ; there being thz ſecond day 
after the Frenches marching out, ſome commanded Com- 
panys out of Frieſl:nd come in thither , and the requiſite 
orders were appointed for the making up of the ruined 
Fortification-works. 

Meppel, an open Market-Town , was the day after 
the leaving of Steenwijck , torlaken allo by thole of the 
Bishops ; when they had firſt preſſed ſome money out 
of them by the manner of that redeeming them trom 
Burning. 

Kampen had alſo long ſeen the French make prxpa- 
tion to leve that Citie, the Bishops people having preſſed 
hard, that they might take poſſeſſion of the Citie, for 
the ſecuring their Conqueſts on the Yiiel; which was de- 
nyed them, and of the Citizens was demanded a ſumm 
of 100000. Gilders for ſaying them from Burning , yet is 
agreed for 80000. Gilders, to be paid in three terms; 
thereupon they packr up their Baggage , loaded their Ca- 
non and Ammunition , and carryed all their other Train 
to Aarnhem ; and on the 25, December the whole Gzrri- 
ſon marched out atthe Vean-gate, without commirting 
any infolence, through the good conduct of the Marquis 
de Magalotti : taking with them for Hoſtagers the Bur- 


germaſters Ram , Eekhout and Steenherge , the Secretary 
: Breads, 
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Breda » Francis van Huygen , Marle , Dr. d? Gronde , Henry 
Wolthyn » Fohn Peterſz. Oderkerck , Arent Veen , Haryetius 
Harwege. The City being much razed, the Fort over the 
Yſſel moſt {lighted, and ſeverall Breaches made in the 
W:1l: there came in the afternoon through the Breach of 
ſan van Ens Tower about 80. Men Rragglers of a 
Party from Blockzeel, under the command of a Lieute- 
nznt, who yer came not in himſelf; with theſe ſome mu- 
tinyinig Citizens joined themſelys, who together ſtirr'd 
up much commotion , but were ſtopt in their defigns by 
the Citizens which held Garriſon : and shortly after Co= 
lonel Go/d/zeyz with 14. hundred Men came in to take 
poſſeſſion there, and orders pothble were given forth for 
the repairing of the ruined Fortification-works, and in 
the Government they follow'd upon the ſame foot, as had 
been proceeded on in Uytrecht. 

Hattem now not able enough to hold out, is upon 
the leaving of Campen , alſoquitted , after that there was 
fqueezed our of the disabled Citizens redemption money 
from the firing, and the Walls in ſome places broken 
down. 

As aſtonished as men were before upon the ſuddain 
progreſſes of the Enemie, in the conquering of ſo many 
coniiderable Cities, ſo much wonder may nowjpoſleſs 
thon when they ſee ſo many eminent places ſtrengthen*d 
with ſo much labour and colt, to be without compulſion 
deſerted; I ſay, without compulſion , that is , ſuch as might 
have driven them thence, though they have been other- 
wiſe enough conſtrained thereto, for to be otherwhere 
able to hold their ſtand : And {ith it pleaſed us in the be- 
ginning to, draw up a Liſt of our loſs, now it ſe:merh 
good to us to introduce one of that which through the 
Arms of the State , or the defertion of the Encmy , is re-- 
covered again , whereby the Provinces of Holland, Fries- 
land and Groeningen are wholly cleanſed from the 
_ » and Uytrecht is again incorporated into the

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atKruytshach , and there on the laſt of November de- 
ted this life , whoſe body was carryed thence to Paris, 
nd pompouſly laid ingrave. | 
A party outofthe Herrogen-boſchzof the Regiment 
of Colonel Horxdebet, conſiſting of 29. men , met with a 
party of 47. French horſe between the 21. and 22. No- 
yember in the night, which they fell upon , and beat ſuf- 
fcienrly, there being 8. of them that eſcaped ,thereſt we- 
rekilled , except 3. taken priſoners; the plunder, ſaddles, 
Piſtols, and Horſes remained for bootie to ours : and al- 
moſt ſuch a like accident there was on the 20: December, 
the Earl of Horz having (ent out of Uytrecht the Lord of 
Sevenaar with 70, Troopers and 30. Foot-ſoldiers upon 
the Veluwe , where a party of 80. French Troopers held 
themſelvs, the which ours, being divided into two parties, 
theone conſiſting of 62.

Jy cald for quarter, 27.being brought priſoners into Uyrt- 
recht, among whom the Marquis de Romecoert , and the 
Lieutenant Fargieuſe , the Marquis de Coerſe/ dying of 
his wounds at Amersfort ; of ours onely oneloſt and 14.

ralifimus , and the Duke of Turenmeas General: all the 
Troops of Court received order to march ro Charleroy: 
thoſe who laid quarter'd on the Zaar , thoſe in Trier and 
Lorraign, thoſe even in Allatia were order*d to be onthe 
15. January at Charleroy , thecommon Randevour: 
Montal Governour of Charleroy was got from thenceto 
Maſtrigt with 80. horte , Be!efords had brought together 
jomethouſands of horſe, Conde was departed from Px 
ris, but Turerzre plaid the part of a ſick man, thathe 
mightnot ſerve under the Prince+ all the commanded 
troops were wholly in motion, when they underſtood 
that oursand the Spanish Army were ſeperated , andgo- 
ne to their reſpective quarters, whereupon , alſo all the 
preparation ofthe French cea(cd od Conde turned 
back ro Paris, yer for all that Luxemburgh came not up 
with his Troops which were on the 10.

theLand or Luyck , on the 15. dito, niarched up from 
Gembloers without any Carts or Baggage-waggons, 
which were moſt ſold , broken or loſt in their running 
here .nd there,onely with the Cavalrieconfiſting of gooo. 
horſe , together with the Earl of Schombergh, and the ſa- 
me day they arrived at Charleroy, and proſecuted their 
journey to Paris, therewith being an end of the Fieid- 
expedirion for this year. 

Afﬀer ſo many turnings too and tro, the French, who 
the year before went fo profperouſily forward , effected 
nothing elſe the whole ſummer, ſave to lay waiſt many 
Lands: the Marshal de Tiremrme was drawn away from the 
Rhijn through the Weiterwald, Rinckaw and the Wet- 
teraw unto the Mayn, where he took in poſſeſhon the 
places round about which had any fortitication ; this his 
march made every one beleeve that the coming down of 
the Imperialiſts was in earneſt, and gave enough to un- 
deritand that his deſign was to prevent them therein, to 
which end he being drawn over the Mayn, encamped 
himſelf between the T'auber and the Maynin Francken- 
land, through which the Imperialiſts mutt come, who 
being muſter'd at their rendevouz at Egrain Bohemiaz 
amein three Wings right upon them , and fer themſelvs 
down cloſe by the French, neither party ſeeming very ha- 
ſy forr Field-battel, always not the French , who had 
ſeverall times occaſion enough thereto , but at length 
through the holding off of their convoys, & deminishing 
of their provition, they were neceſlitated to retire Over 
the Tauber, and ſo to leave the paſſage through Franc- 
kenland open and free for the Imperialiſts, who having 
pals*d the Mayn, through the Werteraw , Rinckaw and 
the Weſterwald marched right on tothe Rhijn , whereby 
they cut the way off from the French, who marched 
from the Mayn through the Palarinate over het Necker 


to Philipsburg, and pa{{cd over the Rhijn there, drawing 
torth 


(352) 
forth along the hill the Haart, to the Dukedom of Zim: 
meren , that through the ſame and the Bishoprick of 
Trier they might come into the Dioceſs of Cologn, and 
ſet themſelvs in oppoſition to the Deſigns of the Empe- 
rours forces: but Tiwrenmne being advanced till he was not 
farr from the Moeſel, and finding all well beſerthere by 
the Duke of Lorrain , and the Armies of the Allies joined 
before Bon, marched back again, and having enquar. 
ter'd his Troops on the Zaar , himſelt departed to Paris: 
The King lying in Lorrain, had made all preparations 
to fall upon the French Compre ( or Burgundy ) but ta. 
king notice cf the march of his H:ghneſs, for to join 
with the Spanish Troops, and finding himſelfys too 
weak on the parts of Flanders, ſent moſt of the mili. 
tia he had by him under Monſr. de Fourilles thither , and 

himſelf went home: His Highneſs joined with the Spanish, 
drew over the Maas and through Gulick-land to Bon, 
whereupon the Duke of Luxenburg fearing of an 
attempt upon Nimwege the Grave or any other pla- 
ce in haſt brought all together what he could , and 
drew therewith himſelf ro Nimwegen , but that dan- 
ger being over, and the Cities on the Rhijn provi 
ded with better garriſons, he returned to Uytrecht, 
and gathered up all the militia out of the places they 
had forſaken, forming the ſame into an Army ; me« 
anwhile comes the Marshal d'Humzezes', and having 
with a good number of Troopers brought a Convoy to 

Maftrigt, and being further ſtrengthened by the Earl of 

Chozſeul from below, went into the dioceſs of Collogneto 

ſee once how it ſtood with Bon , bur finding nothing for 

him todo therc,he ſent his 'Troops back ro Maltrigt, and 
came 1n perſon to Uytrecht , from whence the Duke 
was already gone, to bring his Army together by Rhijn- 
berg , and to carry the fame to France, for to preſerve 
that againſt all invaſion of the conjoined Forces of 
thoſe now Allyed, which haply should nor have been dif- 
ficulteven to draw up without hindrance to the gares of 

Paris; bur for the preventing , if poſſible, of the _ 

| your: 
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of Luxemburgh , and to drive away his ſtolen bootie from 
him, bis Highneſs , after he bad diſpatched all according 
to his deſign in the upper part of the dioceſs of Collogne, 
joind again with the Earl of Moztery, that they might 
jointly shut up the paſsage through the Ardennes, and the 
way over the great Cauley, whereupon the forefaid Du- 
kedrew up along the Rhyn, as ifhe would marchthrough 
the land of Collogne to Trevers and through Lorrain, to 
France , but finding that way too well blockt up by the 
Emperours people , he drew to Maſtrigt, and ſeeing there 
alſo little opportunitie of getting to Charleroy,he took the 
way by Liege to Sedan, but being there alſo ſtopr by 
the Spanish and the States militia, 8 hinder'd by the Em- 
perours from going through Limborch to Lorrain, he 
turned again to Maſtrigt, theredividing his Army, whe- 
reupon the Confcederates alſo , much worn out, parted, 
and drew into the winter- quarters ; after which the Duke 
of Luxemburg tetch'd oft by Count Schombergh with 4000. 
horſe, at laſt drew up with his Cavalrie to Charleroy , and 
from thence on to Paris, therewith ending the Campagne 
of this Year. 

Thoſe of Liege were diſcontented at the coming, and 
ſolong continuance of the Duke of Luxemburgh with ſuch 
an Army upon their Territories, and ſo cloſe under their 
walls,but the French, being ashamed to acknowledge thar 
they were ſtopt in their march, pretended, that they ſtayed 
there to preſerve the neutrality of theyr Cittie againſt 
the propoſalls ofthe [Imperial Miniſters , bur the contra- 
rie appeared , for that they werethere before any propoſi- 
tions weremade; for it wasthe 30. of December ere the 
Baron d'I/o/aaccompanyed with the Count Schellart de- 
liver d over his Credentials in the Council, and conſe- 
y_ made his propoſition on behalf of his Imperial 

ajeſty, for the preſenting his Imperial proteQion, pre- 


 ſervingallfreedom and privilidges: And ſo ſoon as the 


French could get through , they drew away, while the 

treaty was at its height , for it was the 2. of January 1674. 

thatthe Lords Carrjeres _— Reftdent at Liege _

liver'd oyer his anſwer to the Council about the conti. 
nuance of the Kings troops upon theyr territories whe. 
reby was joined the excuſe of the work at Tongeren, 
as being committed through the fault of their miſunder. 
ſtanding each other, proteſting that his Majeſty was min- 
ded wholly to maintain their Neutralitie, but he wasanf. 
wer*don the5.dito, thatas yet they had enjoyed nothing 
but the bare name of neutrality , and that meanwhile they 
were dealt with as open Enemies, showing the ſame in 
many inſtances with ſeverall replys to the poſitions of ds 
Carrreres , and on the 15. dito was Luxemburgh arrived at 
Charleroy. In whichtime Baron 4I/o/a went yer ſtrong] 
forth in his negotiation at Luyck (or Liege) fot tobring 
that Citie to the Emperours partie > whereunto many 
much inclined, having already undergon ſo much mis- 
chiefandextorſion from the French: yet was he ſo much 
counter-mined by the French party , by promiſes and 
threatnings, that the work continues and ſticks were it 
was, and the Luyckers ( or Liegers) abode under the 
Shadow ofa ſo called Neutrality. 

But after ſo many Warlick-aCtions we return againto 
the creating of Peace,wherein the Lords Mediatours were 
yet vigilantat Collogne, and had inthe beginning of De- 
cember a project of giving ſatisfaction every one , the for- 
mer debates having been moſt touching the differences 
between France and England with this State : con- 
Ccerning which't was further propounded 1. That the 
demand of money made by Frarce, and the conten- 
ting of the Knights of Ma!tha should be put to or- 
dering of Commiſſioners, that in ſtead of Mevis , Fou- 
quemont or another Equivalent should be given. 2 That 
the ſatisfaction of England be referred to their project 
of the 7. of November. 3. That the Szates give t0 
the El:Ctor of Cologne Rhijn-bergh and 30e000. Rit- 
dallers, the Eleforal Prince on the other fide should 
reſtore to the States moſt of the places which he hath 
of theirs in his hands. 4. To the Bichop of Munſfer 1- 


ſoo 300000. Rixdallers , with condition that he in like 
man 
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manner should reſtore moiſt of the places by him taken. 
&. That between the Emperour and France the Weſtpha= 
Jan Peace should be proſecuted , and the places on both 
fides taken should be redelivered with juſt compenſation 
ofdamages. 6. The difference between Fraxce and Spain 
chould be compoſed by a general Act of Oblivion, and 
all be regulated according to the Treaty of Aix , and mo- 
reover it was urged that there be a general Ceſffation of 
Arms. But, beſides that here was nothing mention*d of 
the Duke of Lorrain, thele Propoſitions were very little 
relihed by the State or their Allies; yet in tne mean ti- 
me it was ſtrongly endeayoured to promote an union 
with England, if poſſible; to which end beſides the fore- 
mention'd Offers by the Letters of the States General, 
there was yet on the behalt of this State by the Spanish 

Ambaſſadour preſented: 

1. That the point of the Flagg should be ordered to the con- 
tent of his M 2jeſty. 

2. That all Places and Prizes which during theſe Warrs have 
been taken or might be taken on both ſides by the oneor the 
other Nation without Europe, should be reſtored. 

3. Thast to his Majeſty should be given @ ſumm of g00000.pa= 
tacons or 20. tuns of gold , that is , two hundred thouſand 
pounds ſterling, | 

Wherewithall the ſaid Ambaſſadourpreſled ſohardg 
thathe declared, incaſe England should continue to re- 
fulethe concluding a Peace upon reafonable terms with 
the United Netherlands, thit then Spain in purſuance of 
the concluded and ratifyed Treaty should be alſo neceſſi- 
tated tobreak wich England; which propoſals were fin- 
ce made ]zrger andaugmented; which, that they mighr 
ind more entrance into the minds and inclinations of 
the Enemies, there came outa Manifeſto wherein it was 
anſwered largely with many convincing reaſons to every 
pointof the Kings Declarationof Warre, & the righreouft 


neſs there of was referred to the judgement of thegreat co- 
ncilthe Parliament, which conſitting of ſo many under- 


Fanding Men , who withoutdoubtdid apprebend the in- 
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finite danger of ſuch aand ruinous Warr, and as is hoped, 
willemploy all their ſtrength and endeavoryfor the procy. 
ring the ſame tobeexchanged into a defired Peace; the 
proceedings of the States General therein being ſo reaſo. 
nable, that on that fide ſcarce any thing elſe can beex-. 
pected, as appears by the words of the foremention'd Ma- 
nifeſto : | 
So is it, that We here inthe uprightneſs of our hearts, and 
in the confidence of our integritie , do ſubmit the ſtnceritie if 
Zhis our defence to the judgement of the English Nation in 
general , and more eſpecially to the high and honorable Court 
of Parliament , as repreſenting the whole body of the Nation, 
whom we are not onely willing to make full Arbitrators of all 
Zhe unhappy differences between the Court of England and Us; 
Gut should alſo account it for the ſpeedyeſt ſtep to a happy ac 
rommodation, if they ( who muſt be agreed to be the beſt Jud: 
ges of theſe Controverſies) will take the pains to make aright 
Aaiſtinftion between the true Intereſt of the Nation (whom 
#hey repreſent ) and the artificial or cunning craftineſs and 
wretences of ſome few evil-minded Men , who ( for ſome falſe 
efigns of their own, very little agreeing with the duty 
which they ow both to God and their Countrey ) have con- 
trived this Warr » aiming at conſiderations ſo deſtruftive for 
England as for this State : | 
As zealous as this State was 1n contributing all that 
mighttend to the furtherance of the Peace , yet neglected 
they not what was needfull for the proſecution of the 
Warr. By land wereall the requiſite orders given out for 
the recruiting of the ſtanding militia, to be again com- 
pleatandin full poſture in the ſpring, to maintain the 
Pands Intereſt in the moſt forcible manner againſt all ho- 
Niledeſigns. By water *t was reſolved to equip a Fleet of 
Men of Warr mightyer than eyer was brought to vea by 
this State, being ro conliſt of go. moſtly , grent Ships of 
Warr, with 12. Freggats and alſo Fire-ships, Galliots and 
Advice-boates proportionably,to make out jointly a Fleet 
of 150. Sail; for which ther eshould be taken on between 


29. and3o, thouſand men; and ſcarcely was this rciolu- 
tion 
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tion taken but the Equipage ofthe Ships was begun , and 
ſetforward with ſo much vigour and alacritie, that there 
might be very good —_ oftheir being able to take 
Sea very ſoon in the ſpring: and for the ſpeedyer man- 
ning out of the ſame; all care in that caſe was taken by fe- 
verall Proclamations ; as the forbidding any Seamen to 
put themſelvs into any forraign ſervice, and tocall home 
thoſe who had already don ſo; the forbidding of all ſai- 
ling of Merchantmen , the great and ſmall Fishing , the 
going to fetch Whales, and the going out of Capers,toge- 
ther with the calling 1n of all Capers that were already our, 
zyainſt the firſt of March : by which means it is to be ho- 
pedthatthere shall be no want of Seamen : and for ſupply 
ofthe charges , ſeverall propoſalls were debated touching 
the revenue, the railing of the 200. penny was again 
confirmed , anda new Tax of Familie-money appointed, 
whereby every one who enjoyed any Office , or exerciſed 
trading , shop-keeping, gainfullprofeſſion and arts, or 
manuall occupation, mutt bring up every day a twentieth 
part of their gains; which ſeemed to ſome a deſperat 
means and not practicable withour great confuſion, an 
perjurie; though that judgement ſeemed to be too rash z 
although in truth there is not the greateſt likelyhood of 

itsgoing forward. 

Our Hope was not in vain which we had, that the Wis= 
dom of the Parliament might employ all their Might in 
procuring the Warr to be changed into a wished Peace, 
ſeeing that the liberall Preſentations of this State, and 
the further preſſings there of , were followed with fo bleſ- 
ſed and deſirable au iflue; the relation whereof we concei- 
ve needfull to be hereto adjoined, for the perfecting the 
narrative of the things which have paſſed. 

It was now the 17. of January 1674. the day appointed 


for the Aſſembling of both the Houſes of Parliament, 


when the His Majeſty appeared there in his Robes, and 
ipokero them with the following Oration, 


AE My 
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My Lords and Gentlemen , : 


Hen 1 parted with you laſt , it 204s but for alittle time , and 

with a reſolution of meeting ſuddenly again. That alone qa; 
enough to ſatisfie My Friends that they need nt fear, and My Enemies 
that they could not hope for a Breach between Us. 1 then 1014 you, 
that the time of this sbort Receſs Shauld be employed in doing ſuch 
things as might tend to your $ atisfatign. 1 hope 1 have don My part 
towards it : Avidif there be any thing elſe whuh you think waming 
z0 ſecure Religion or Property , there u nothing which you Shall rea- 
ſonally propoſe , but 1 shall be ready to receive it. 1donow expel, 
yort Should do your parts too, for Our Enemies make VIgOrous prepa- 
rations for Warr , and yet tbeir chief hopes are to diſunte 115 at home; 
*t 15 their Common Diſcaurſe, and they reckon upon it as therr beſt 

Relief. 


My Lords and Gentlemen , 


T'ts not poſſible jor Me to doubr your Afﬀetions at any time,much 

leſs at ſuch a time as this , when the Evidences of your Afﬀetions 
are become jo neceſſary to 115 all. Ideſire you to conſider , that as the 
Warr cannot be well made without a Supply , ſo neither can a good 
Peaco be had without being in a poſture of 1/ ary, Fam very fart 
from being in love with Warr for Warrs ſabe 3 But if 1a anyli- 
kelyhood of Peace without dishonour to My Self, and damage 10 You; 
7 would ſoon embrace it , But no propoſals of Peace hare yet been 
offered, which can be imagined with intent to conclude , but onely 10 
amuſe. Ther fore the way to a good Peace ts to ſet out a good Fleet, 
wohich We have time enough 10 do very effeflually, if the Supply be 
mt delayed. If after this a Peace Should follow, yet the Supply would 
be well given, for what ever remains of it, Fam milling sbould be 
appropriated for building more Ships. 

Toconclude, a ſpeedy, a proportionable , and above al! a cheer{ul/e 
Aid 5 now more neceſſary than ever , and I rely upon you {or tt. 

1 lately put you in mind of my Debt to the Goldſmuhs , 1 hop: a fi 
Fime will come to take that into confederation, 

1 cannos conclude without Shewing the entire Confidence 1 have in 
9au. I hnouw you have beard much of My Alluance with France, 
& 7 believe it hath.been very ſtrangely miſrepreſented ro you,ns iſthere 
vere certain ſecret Articles of dangerous Conſequence, But 1 wull ma- 
&e no difficulty of letting the Treaties and al! the Articles of them,ncit- 
hout any the leaſt reſerve, go be ſeen by a ſmall Committee ef both 
Hoi es, 
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Houſes, who may Report to you the true ſcope of them ; 4nd 1 aſſure 
you there 15 no other Treaty with France , Either before or ſince, not 
already printed, which shall not be made known. And having thus 
freely truſted you, 1 do not doubt but you will bavea care of My Ho- 
nur, and the Good of the Kingdom.

The Lord Keeper of the Great Seal in an elegant ſtile 
largely opened every Point, praiſing much the Kings

extinguish the burning flame of Warr; which was 
indeed not directly with in their reach , the Right of 
Warr and Peace being the prerogative of the Crown: yer 
havethey ſo managed their other buſineſses, that they 
broughtno ſmall weight to this Point , whole Reſolys ta- 
ken trom timeto time, we shall then profecate , fo farr as 
ns have given an introduction to the effecting of the 
Cace,

Chancellour. Bur in all this the Houſe of Peers obterving 
that firit one and then another of their Aſſembly was thus 
Charged by the Houſe of Commons, took further order 
therein : ſo that among all by the Lower Houſe it wasre- 
ſolved on the 24. of January to deliberate in a Grand Con: 
mittee upon the Grievances of the Kingdom ; and mean- 
while, on the 1. of February the Marquis del Freſno Agent 
of His Majeftie of Spain preſented in an Audience to the 
King a later Miſhve from the States General dated the 24. 
of anuary, together with 5. Articles, upon which the Sta: 
tes General proffered to conclude the Peace with the 
King of England, being as followerth.

der ) yer feemed tg doubt of the fenceritie of our intentions, and to bla

Were | ;rjn time, and <!'ithout deſigning to come to any concluſion thereupon. 


We find 0urſelvs obliged to repeat the proffers which our Plenipatentia« 
nies at Cologne, as we are confident, in our name made 10 thoſe of youy 
Majeſie 3 and ſo ſend you a projett of a Treaty, which we arg ready 
19 /ign; uthout any further Conferences, or longer putting off the con= 
duſion of a Peace , which we hae ſa earneſtly defired. 
And that your Majeſtic may the better apprehend bow farr you 
havereaſon to be contemeed with our propoſais which we make , and 
with bozo much reaſon we promiſe ourſelws a wholeſom iſſue there 
if, we pray your M ajeſtie in the firſt place to conſider , that the rene- 
wing of the Treaty at Breda , which we preſent , 1s the very ſaſeſt 
fundation of a firm and durable Friendſchip , as we have already 
thawed in our Letter of the 19 December , and that ont of conſidera= 
tion of the ſame , awe ad thereto alſo the Marine ( or Sea) Treaty, 
uncluded inthe Hague inthe Year 1 66S. 
But in regard the 19. Article of the ſaid Treatie of Breda hath 
hen variouſly interpreted, and that your Majeſtie againſt <vhat wwe 
altays judzed, hath pretended , that by wertue of that Article ouy 
whole Fleet as well as particular Ships are obliged to ſtrike their 
Flags and Top-ſails , upon the meeting of the leaſt Ship of Warr of 
your Majeſtics : We thought we could show your Majeſtie nogreater 
evidence o, the reſpect which we have for your Royal perſon, and of 
our earneſt deſire of obtatning anew the honour of your good inclina- 
tion;than by conſenting to your M ajeſiie in the Brittish Seas, what yors 
inthis caſe harye demanded of us , and by the regulating of the cere= 
monies of the Flagg , according to the project which your Majeſties 
Plenipotentiartes themſelys ſent us out of the French Army, in ſuch a 
-_ a our Commonwealth was brought into the greateſt encum- 
rance, 


The ſecond Article » whereby we agree that within three months 
aſter the conclu ſion of a Pexce, Commiſſioners should be named for the 
regulation of the trade in the Indies, and other places, us in life man- 
ner agreable to the above-named projet, which was ſent 145 out of the 
French Army, and conformable to the propoſitien made to us by the 
Medrat9urs at Cologne the 1 9. of Fanuary laſt, with the cognizance 
of jour Majeſties Plenipotentiaries. 

For what relates to Surinam, we have made an Article there» 


of, onely for your Majeſties ſatisfattion in particular, ( without 
any obligations of yours.) and as we yet till now have been, ſo hall 


we always be very ready ro give freedom tothe English Inhabitants 
. aL 
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at Surinam to tranſport themſelvs other where, when ever they 5, 
deſire ſo to do. 

The fonrth Article, although in reciprocal terms , gives ſufficimy 
and plainly :0 know to what a high degree wwe ave come of defiringy 
deſerve your Majeſties affetion, tm as much as we offer to your Yy, 
Jeſtie the reſtitution of a Conqueſt ſo conſiderable as Nexwv- Netherlay 
#5, without hope of receiving any thing in exchange againſt it. 

And the laſt Article , by which we Conform ourſelvs ro what th 
Ambaſſadour of the moſt Serene King of Spain , m purſuance of th 
Treaty between Spain and u5 concluded m Auguſt laſt, hath proffei 
ro your Majeſtie,s a clear demonſtration that our deſires to promyy 
the Peace, go beyond all other conſiderations, ſeeing we have conſeny 
#0 give ſo conſilerable a ſumm of money , when as we cannot Juſtlyh 
blame i for the leaſt croſs-ailmg againſt the Treaty between your My 
Jeſtie and Us. | 

And to let your Majeſtie ſee how much we are aſſured that ty 
are free from blame on this beha'f,ue again at preſent declare toy 
M ajeſtie , as 2ye have already formerly done in our forementim 
M1ſſrve, that we arereadyto come under an examination before yn 
M ajeſtte, touching all the breaches whereof we are accuſed , withſ. 
lemn promiſe that we thall make reparation for all the hurt ml 
wrong, which your Majeſtie and jour Subjefts meight without on 
kro wledge, have ſuffered, by us or our Officers, from the time of th 
Treaty of Bre 1a till the beginning of this Warr , further profſering tl 
guarantieofour Alles for performance of this promiſe, and conſentny 
#0 2t that the ſame be incorporated in the Treaty to make it the min 
authentih. 

The above-mentiond five Articles comprehend in the clear 
and beſt manner of all, all that your Majeſtie hath demanded in yur 
anſw:y to the Memorial of the Marquis del Freſno , except onehthi 
which concerns the Frihing , upon which we are obhigedto ſaytoymn 
Majeſlie, that we cannot believe,that after all the advances which 
have made for to give your Majeſtie all poſſible ſatisfaftion, andaf- 
ter the proffers which we have made of a Peace ſo honourable , ani 

ſoprofitable for your Majeſtie and your Kingdoms, you should fticha 
zhe concluſion of the ſame out of a conſideration of this nature, ani 
Should obhge us 10 yield to what your Majeſties Predeceſſors newr 
demanded as due im any Treaty that hath been concluded berwemn 
them andour Republick, and of which your Majeſtte have not your- 
ſelf tn the leaſt made any mention in the Treaty of 1662. nor mthat 


of 1667. And conſidering alſo that this Arcicle never was apart of 
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; Majeſties complaint, that it hath nothing in itſelf of reference um 
he Warr which your Majeſtie declared againſt us, and laſtly thas 
ue onely deſire in 1h15 particular, what our Inhabitants have for ſo- 
qe ages long enjoyed without interruption , with out any difference 
ever ariſing thereupon, that hath cauſed any alteration of the friend= 
5hip and good correſ} ondence between both the N ations. 

The caſe being thus, there remains nothing more than the perſe- 
Fing of a work ſo farr advanced, and to know whether it be your 
Majeſtres deſire that it be don at London or at Cologne, The whole 
Negotiation, incaſe your Majeſtie pleaſe, 5hall onely ſtand herein, 
that the progeft wich we ſend your Majeſtie, may be put into the form 
of a Treatie, hoping that your Majeſtie will not permit 'hat the tr an= 
quilitie of your People,& the good of your Emgdom Should depend on 
theparticular intereſt of the Crown of France, which ſtill goes wholly 
mto ſtop the Conferences at Cologne, by denying to give Paſſes to the 
Miniſters of the Duke of Loirrain, and tolet him mm 10 the buſineſs of 
Peace ( whereas hy vertne of the Treaties concluded between his Im- 
perial Majeſtie,the moſt Serene King of Spain and Us,it muſt neceſſy- 
rh be admitted ) without any other atm ,than to engage your Ma- 
jeſtie deeper and deeper in this lamentable Warr, (o ruinous for whole 
Europe, whoſe Progreſs may be of ſoill conſequence. And as the prof 
fers which we here make to your Majeſtie are truly ſincere, ſo are we 
alſo ready Bona fide to put the ſame in execution , if your Majeſtie 
hall pleaſe to conclude a Treaty with u5,uuithout dependance on ano= 
thers intereſt , which onely can make thus Negotiation frutleſs. 

We have many things to add hereto , for anſwer to the groundlefs 
complaints which the Lord Keeper of the Seal makes againſts 115 in his 
Speech, and 10 the unuſt interpretation he makes of our Condat of 
affaires : but as wwe are willing to believe , and 10 flatter ourſelvs 
with that hope, that what «we here offer your Majeſtie, Shall give you 
full fatisfa(tion, and make an end of our anhappy ifferences , there- 
fore wwe believe that it is better 10 forget and paſs by all mattey of 
animoſitie and bitterneſs whatſoever , than to keep any longer open 
the wound which we deſire to beal. In the meanwhile in expeita- 
tion of your Majeſties anſwer, we pray God, Oc.

Sea, whether they alſo be ſingle, or more in number , yerſothy 
they carry the Kings Flagg, shall ſtrike their Flagg , and lerthe

deed roperform this Article. 

I I. And to the end that the ſecuritie and mutuall friendshy 
between the ſaid King and the ſaid States General , their Subjeds 
and Inhabitants may be the more ſincerely kept, and thar all oc.

tion of the holy Scripture. | 

I rejetand wholly renounce, and abhor this belief, that all 
thoſe whom the Pope or Romish Church reje& as Herericks and 
Schismaticks, are to be rejefted and reputed for ſucuby God. 

Ortharall thoſe whom the Romish Church curſeth , anarhe- 
matizeth , excommuinicatethi or condemnerth , by vertue of thar 
curſe of excommunication or condemnation onely , are in danger 
of falling under the wrath of God, or to be punished by God wich 
everlaſting damnation. 

I'deny alſo that the Romish Church hath continually and al- 
waysin all ages held te Chriſtian faith incire and pure, ſo as it was 
delivered over by the Lord Chriſt and his Apoſtles.

formerly praftiſed rowards any Ships of His Majeſty of Great Bri 
zain or His Predeceffours , by any Ships of the States General or 
their Predeceſlors. 

V. Whereas the Colony of Surinam ; and the Articles made 
upon the Surrender thereof , 1667. between William Biam, then 
Governour there for His Majelity of Great Britain, and Abraham 
Owireini Commander for the States General, have inthe execution 
of them adminiſtred much occaſion of Diſpute, and contributed 
mich to the late miſunderſtanding berwixt His Majeſty and rhe 
fiid States General ; to remove all grounds of future Miſtakes, 
the ſaid States General do by theſe Agree and Covenant with the 
ſaid King of Great Brita, That nor onely the forenamed Arti- 
cles shal be Executed withour any manner of tergiverſation or 
equivocation;z bur that likewiſe it $hall be free for His aa" ro 

| cputs 
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depute one or more perſons thither , to fee the Condition of His 
Gbjes there , and to adjuſt wich them a time for their departu- 
re; Andthatitsall be lawfull for His Majeſty ro ſend one , two 
or three Ships at one time , and thereon to embarque and carry 
away theſaid Subjes, their Goods and Slaves; And that the 
then Governour there for the States General shall not make or 
execute any Law, whereby the buying or ſelling of Land, paying 
of Debts , or commutation of Goods shall be otherwiſe qualified 
tothe English, than it hatli or shall be to all other Inhabitants of 
the Colony ; but that during their ſtay, they shall enjoy the ſame 
Laws and Priviledges of ſuing for Debts,and paying their Debts, 
making Bargains and Contracts, as hath been uſually praQtiied 
amongſt the other Inhabitants ; And that whenſoever His Maje- 
iy of Great Britin $hall deſire of the States General ſufficient 
and authentique Letters to the Governour of the ſaid Colony ts 
ſuffer the ſaid English to depart, and permit the comming of the 
fid Ships , the ſaid States General shall within the ſpace of fiteen 
days after ſuch demand , deliver unto whomſocver Deputred b 
His Majeſty of Great Britain for that purpoſe , full and ſufficient 
Letters and Inſtru&tions to their Governor there, for permitting 
thearrival ofthe Ships , as alſo the going into them of fuch of His 
Majefties Subjects, as sball declare themſelvs willing to depart 
with their Goods and Servants , and to carry the ſame from thence 
to ſuch Place, as His Majeſty shall appoint. 

VI. It is Concluded and Agreed, that all Territories, Iſlands, 
Citys, Havens, Caſtles and Forts which are or shal betaken by the 
one or the other Party during the time in which this laſt unhappy 
Waris ariſen , be it without Europe or otherwhere , and ſo that - 
before the expiration of the Terms here before-mentioned 
touching the ceaſing of Hoſtility on both ſides they should come 
to be taken, shall be reſtored to the firſt Lord and Proprietor,and 
that inthe ſame condition as they shall have been at the time of 
the Publiching of the Peace : After whichtime thereshall not be 
allowed any pillaging , plundering or carrying away of the Inha- 
bitants, no demolishing of Forts nor removing of Guns, Gun= 
powder, or any Materials for War, which belonged to any of the 
Caſtles or Forts at the time as the ſame should have been over- 
maſter'd and taken in. | 

VII. That the Treaty concluded at Breda in the Yaer ſixteen 
hundrer ſixty and ſeaven, as alſo all the other foregoing Treaties, 
being confirmed by this Prefer Treaty, shail hereby be renewed, 

and 
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and remain in full force and vertue , for ſo faras They contradit 
not, nor goagainſt the Preſent Treaty. 

V III. That the Treaty Marine, or of Navigation, concluded 
between the Parties on both ſides in the Hague inthe Year 1668, 
Shall be continued for the time of Nine Months after the Publi. 
cation of this Preſent Treaty, in caſe there shall be nothing other. 
wiſe provided by the following Treaty ; but inthe meantime 
Shall the Conſiderations for a new Treaty concerning the ſamehe 
put to the ſame Commiſhoniers, to whom the Regulation of the 
Commerce inthe Eaſt-Indies , mention'd inthe next-following 
Article, hall be referred ; Yet (o, thatin caſe the ſaid Commiſſo- 
ners cannot , as is deſired , withinthe time of three Months after 
the beginning of their meeting , agree to the ereCting of anew 
Treaty of Navigation ; Then s$hall the Caſe be brought and put 
tothe Arbitration and Diſpoſition of the Moſt Illuftrious Lady 
the Queen Regent of pain, inthe ſame manner as the Regulation 
about che Eaſt-India-Commerce $hall wholly abide act the athi- 
trement ofher Majeſty,as is further diſcourſed inthe ſaid next-fyl- 
lowing Article. 

1 X. Secing the welfare of both the Nations, both in regatd of 
Trading and Riches andalſo »f Peace fo greatly depends on the 
freedom of a mutual undiſturbed trading in Merchandize and 
Shipping ; there ought norhing to be more laid to heart on both 
ſides , than the creRing ofa righteous and xquitab!e Regulation 
of Commerce,and that eſpecially in reference to the Eaſt-Indis; 

But conſidering that this is a caſe of yery great weight, and thatno 

ſmall time will be requiſite for the framing of firm and durable 

Articles for the contentment and ſecurity ofthe Subjetts on both 
ſides; Sceing in the mean time the waſted and almoſt undon 

eſtace of the greater part of the Lands of Europe is Preſſing , fo 

wel as the two Parties involved in the Warr , to a ſpeedy accom- 
plishing ofthe ſaid Freaty ; Therefore the fornamed Mo lllu 

ftrious Lord the King of Great Britain , hath been pleaſed t 

comply with the deſire and longing of the ſaid States General (o 

farr, thar the Conſid-ration thereof shall be referred to an zqui 

number of Commiilioners to be nominated on both ſides, the 
faid Sares General promiſing , thac thoſe whom they shall now

X. The forcnamed Moſt Illuftrious Lady the — Regent 
of pain liaving aſſured his Majeſty of Great Britainthat the tore 
mentioned States General shall, after the Peace $sball be con- 
cluded , pay to his Majeity of Great Britain Eight Hundred 
Thouſand Rixdallers ; Thereupon the ſaid States General pro- 
miſeand bind themſelvs to perform the Payment of the Eight 
Hundred Thouſand Rixdallers, in the following manner; to 
wit, The Fourth partthereof preſently after the Ratificarions of 
the Treaty shall be mutually exchanged ; But the reſt within 
thetime of Three Years next folloying , and thar by zqual 
Portionsevery Year. 

XI. That the forenamed moſt ]lluſtrious Lord the King of 
Great Britain , and the ſaid High and Mighty Lords the States 
General of the United Netherlands hall ſincerely and 60na fide 
obſerve all the Points, and every one of them in particular ,.co- 
venanted and concluded in this Preſent Treaty, and hall alſo 
cauſethem to be obſerved on both (ides by their reſpective Sub=- 
jsand Inhabitants, without undertaking anything direQly or 
indirealy againſt the ſame , or ſuffering that any thing should 
beundertaken againſt it by their Subjects and Inhabitants : Alſo 
Shall they by open Letters Signed with their hands, and Sealed 
with their Great Seals , on both ſides, in the fitteſt and ſureſt 
manner ratifie and confirm all and every the Points here be=- 


foreagreed on. Andthey the ſaid Parties shall withinthe time 


of Four Weeks after the Date hereof (or fooner , if poſlible,) 
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really and effeQually deliver over or cauſethe ſame tobe deliverq 
over on both ſides, bona fide. 

XII. Laſtly , So ſoon as the forementioned Ratifications shall 
murually be showed , and on bor': ſides duely exchanged , the 
ſaid Peace shall forthwith be Published in the Hague, andthat 
within the time of 2.4. hours after the Delivering over and Ex- 
changing of the Ratifications shall be performed there on 
the Place.

Whilſt they were buſy between England and this State 
with the Treaty of the Peace, the Negotiations at Cologn 
ſtood moſtly ſtill, althoughthere appeared even there 
ſome show between the English Plenipotentiaries and 
thoſe of this State, of a Separate Handling , whichthe 
Mediators would rather have ſeen directed to a General 
Peace : thereupon Baron Spar departed from Cologn for 
directing the work according to his Lord and Maſters 
intention ſo well in the Haag as at London, haying had 


his firſt Audience by the States General the23. of Febru- - 
ary, being juſt the day before that the Spanish Secretary | 


camewith the Articles figned from London, receiving 
very friendly Anſwer to his Propoſition ; but ſeeing the 
work of the Separate Peace now fully perteCted, he on the 
27. March had his Farewel-Audience, and thereupon 
departed for London, as was believed to diſpoſe that 
Crowntothe Office of Mediation toward the Univerſal 
Peace: There cameamong the train of theforeſaid Baron 
from Cologn to the Haag the Marquis de Blagny , Bri 
gadier of Horſe under the French, withour doubt with 
no other deſign , than to take cognizance of the Conſii-

While Baron Spar was gone from Cologn, the Prince 
Wiliam of Futſtenbargh , Bishop of Metz , Brother of the 
Bichop of Straatsburgh , the eſpecial forger of the French 
Deſigns, and Directour of all the atfairs of the Elefctor 
of Cologn fell there into the hands of the Imperialiſts ;

Perſons, being lm- 
perialiſts, ard Officers, who firſt Jaid their hands on the 
tyres of the Horſes. and forced the Coachman out of the 
box , ſaying tothe Prince, that he was the Emperours 
Priſoner; who with his Secretary, the Maſter of the 
Horſe tothe Counteſs de /a Mark , and ſome others ſitting 
in the Coach as alſo his other Servants, together 11. 
ſtrong, ſet themſelvs in a poſture of defence, and ler off 
their Piſtols upon thoſe of the Emperours , which made 


the Aſſailants alſo preſently give fire , whereby ſome were 


| wounded on both ſides. The Countels de /a Mark, who 
| uyponthe report was come running out, and call'd for help, 


now ſeeing ſome tall down, retired in again ; The Prince, 
meaning to escape, leapt out of the Coach, but was 
forced to ſtepintoitagain, 2. or 3. ſetting themſelvs with 
words in their hands by him ; and moſt of the Princes 
followers being driven away , one ſet himſelf in the 
Coachmans place; he Earl Franciſco Petro Bognaſco , 
Nephew of the Ma e Grana , with a drawn Sword 
nexthim, riding thts poſt our at the Hane-gote; and 
when they had carryed him over the Rijn by Mulheym , 
and had lodged that night at Duyts, he was brought the

The ſeizing of the Prince , though it went in itfelf 
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ſill enough, yet afterwards occalion'd great Commotion, 
the French Miniſters eſpecialy, and allo the Sweedigh . 
Mediators being thereby much put out of order , com- 
plaining to the Magiſtrate that it was againſt the Right of 
Nations and the Laws of Neutrality : the Magiſtrateſo 
well as the Sweedish Lords ſending preſently Deputies to 
Bon to the Marquis de Gran, tor to underitand the 
reaſon hereof, and to delire the reſtoring of the Prince. 
who anſwered that he could do no otherwiſe therein , than 
to obey the Orders of the Emperour, and could giveno 
other reaſon than his Majeſties Commands; yet doubted 
not but they should ſoon know the cauſe, and aſſured 
them he should perform all good Offices in favour of the 
Prince; which anſwer little pleaſing them , they ſent 
thereupon an Expreſs to Vienna itſelf; Andthe Marquis 
de Grana (ent alſo the Earl Bognaſco to his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty , to give advertiſement of all, andto fetch further 
Orders; This action mean- while being by the French ſo 
il!-favourdly painted out in all the Courts of the Princes 
of Europe , and ſogreat Complaints made thereupon as 
if neverany thing like it had been committed ; whereas 
yetthe lawtullneſs of the caſe, and the exceeding great- 
neſs of the reaſon, ſo well as the valourouſnes in carrying 
it on may eaſyly be comprehended by every one ; This 
Prince being a natural-born Subject and Vaſſal of the 
Emperors, poſleſling ſeveral Coppie-hold-Inheritances 
inthe Empire, and being aCtually regiſtred among the 
Noblemen of Auſtria , who putting himſelf into forraign 
ſervice, obeyed not the Imperial Mandatumavocatoriun, 
or, Command of callinghim home : but on the contrary, 
ſerving the Emperours and the Empires Enemies , pri- 
Eiſed and committed all forts derminings againſ 
the Emperours Intereſt, witho ing the Guarantie 
of a Publick Miniſter , or having never acknowledg- 
ed ſo to beatthe Treaty , being committed in an Impe- 
riall City, wherein the Militia of the Emperour andot 
the Circles of the Empireh eld Garriſon, 


Allthe inſtances and ragings of the French being 11 
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yain, Prince 17/:il/:am was on the 10. of March carryed 
with a conduct of 60. Horſe through Germany to Bohe - 
mia and ſo to the Emperours Court ; "There being tothe 
further diſturbance of the French another Accident, 
fallen out at Cologn on the 1. of March : when a Carr 

with ſome Tuns, as they gave it out, full of Brandewine 
the should ride outat the Gate of Egelſteyn, for togoto 
Nuyts; But thoſe of the Emperours Regiment holding 
Watch there , laid hold on the ſame, and found the 
Tunns to be fill'd with Gunpowder and 50000. Crowns 
of money , which a French Commiſſioner , there re= 
ſiding, ſent away for the paying ſome Garriſons on the 

Rijn, but was now brought by the Emperours ſoldiers to 

the Lodging of the Earl of K:/manſek , their Colonel , 

without that the French , what Inſtances ſoever were 

made by the Mediatours, could procure the reſtitution 

thereof unto this time. 

How great a clamour ſoever it is that the French 
make about the work of Prince 1/11:;am of Furſtenberg, yet 
- ttisſuch an aCtion as they do ſutficient]y juſtifie with their 
unheard of Proceedings about the Earl of Naflau Sarbruck, 
from whom , becauſe he would not follow the Intereſt of 
France, though yet he in no wiſe oppoſed their doings, 
they by violence took his Seat of Reſidence, laid 7. Com- 
panies of Foot and 2. of Horſe within it, and afſeſied the 
 Earldomat 500 Rations a day, carrying the Earl himſelt 
priſonerto Metz , whom indeed they releaſed again, after 
that which betel Furſtenberg , though doubtles onely for . 
that they thereby might alſo procure the freedom of 
that Prince. 

The French had long endeavoured to bring the Earl- 
dom of Bourgondia under a Neutrality , that they might 
{parean Army from thence, and avoid the feared invaſion 
on that fide, but could therein obtain nothing ; therefore 
they reſolyed to try if they could make themſelvs Maſter - 
thereof by an Enterprize, to which endeven inthe midft 
of January the Troops under the Duke of Navailles begun

Gray on the 14. dito overmaſterd the Caſtle Peſme; out 
of which the Garriſon, conſiſting of gco. Italians, drew 
outto Luxenburg ; asal(o the Caſtle Mornais , and other 
places on the Oignon; coming on the 24. of February 
before Gray , where they from within , the Garriſon con- 
fiſting of 200 Men, under Colouel Mafſette, upon the 
firſt coming on of the French , 1allyed our couragioully, 
whereby many French tell, and Nawvazlles Himielf had 
his Perrywig shot of his head ; bur the Beleaguerers ad- 
vancing ſtrongly by their Approaches and great Guns 
thoſe from within on the 28. dito capitulated, and gave 
over the City with very much proviton which wasin it; 
ſeeing that ſince it was diſmantled by the French in the 
former Warr, the Fortifications had not been fully re- 
Paired, (oit could not be defended as was meet, the Gar- 
Tiſon marched with white Sticks to Luxenburgh; onely 
g-0o. Switſers, who were therein, were fent with their 
weapons home; the Duke, having for ſome timere- 
treshed his Troops here, left Sr. de /a Fueille for Gover- 
nour, and marched again with molt of his Troops out of 
the French County to Dion ; upon which Encerprizethe 
Switſers much alarm'*d, preſently ſent Deputys on both 
ſides, forto bring the ſaid Earldom under a Neutrality 


whereto the French , by reaſon of this Conqueſt , show'd: 


themſelys now not ip inclinable as before , though with-

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out doubt they would be the firſt that should conſent 
to it. 

The Duke of Simmeren being dead at Kruytsnach with. 
out Heirs , his Eſtateand Goods were fallen to the Pa/rs- 
grave of Heydelbergh; againſt which the Bis/op of Mentz 
pretended, that tie Caſtle and B:ylifship of Boeckelheym 
belonged tothe Biſshoprick of Mentz ; and that it was

dito Monſr. de Vaubrun and Rockefort ſuddenly gatherd to- 
gether before Germersheym , which place they without

mitting all ſorts of villanys; after which Yaubrux drew back 
apain to Briſack , and Rochefort to Lorrain , leaving 
Germersheym beſet with a ſufficient Garriſon, with order 
to fortifie it.

BY orders from his Highneſs the Prince EleQtor Palatin, [ 
came on the 23. to Weimbgenheim', about an hourfrom 
Manheim , where his EleQoral Highneſs ar preſent reſideth, 
and after that I quartered the Troops of his Imperial Majeſty, 
and thoſe of his Ele&oral Highneſs of Saxony in three of the 
next adjacent Villages, and that very evening commanded ſome, 
to keep three places by which the Enemys might come , ſetting 
uponeach paſs 50. Saxon Dragoons, and 30. of the Emperour 
Troopers. The French 6oo. ſtrong , beſides ſeverall Officers, 
who had joined themſelvs tathem, drew out from Landau, and 
having marched the whole night , withour ours having had any 
knowledge thereof, they attached ours , and made the Dragodns,

ed; and Sr. de Banviſe the next day dyed of his wound at Lan- 
dau; Of which loſs the French deſirous to revenge themſelys, fell 
down very ſtrong toward the Palatinate, but have effeted no 
other thing thanto waſt the Land round about, and to bring it , 
ſofarr as they could , under Contribution; and fearing they 
Should not be able to perfect the Fortifications of Germersheim , 
they begun to demolish the ſame again, though they were al- 
ready far advanced therewith , and shortly after they left char 
again, as alſo Landau. 


It was not onely that the French in the heart of the 
Winter made their Field-expeditions , but where their 
Weapons weretoo weak, they took their refuge tothe 
common Maxime, for to carry on the Exploits by trayte- 
rous bribery : ſo they meanr by one Francis Hoo hired 
thereto by Monthly Penſions from the French Miniſters, 
to make themſelvs Maſter of the Caſtle of Antwerp, and 
the Fort Montery by Bruxelles; But a tew days before 
the execution of this Deſign, whenthere were ſome thou- 
ſands of French already upon the march thereto, che 
{ame 'was diſcovered, and the undertaker on the 3o. of 
March condemned therefore ro be hing*d , which ſen- 


tence was accordingly executed on him. 
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The Duke of Luxenburgh being paſs'd by Luycklang, 
divided his Troops he brought with him upon the Fron. 
ters of Picardy and the further Borders againlt the YPa- 
nish Netherlands,and on the 20. of {anuary himſelf came 
to Paris, where, with molt of the {General Perſons who 
were preſent, Ir wa-1mmedi tely aeliberzted touching 
the next Campagn. Mean while the Negotiation of the 
Baron de ITſola at Luyck ( or Liege ) being rbrough the 
French made fruitleſs , he with the Ear/ of Schellard de- 
parted again from thence, and onrhe 22. February came 
ro Cologn : where now the Action of the [mperialiits 
againit Prince William of Furſtenbergh , and about the 
French Money that was 1{ei{d on, effected ſo much about 
the Treaty for Peace, that inall likelyhood it was ready 
plainly to be broken off; as the French Plenipoten:tiaries 
alſo made known to the Lords Mediatoufs , that on 
the lait of March, they had recived Order not topro- 
ceedany further in that Buſineſs, bur preſently to return 
home. 

The Peace with France being now without hope of 
ſucceſs, the Raiſing of Arms for the Warr is on all hands 
luſtyly ſet forward ; The Imperialiſts, beſidesthe recruit- 
ing and ſtrengthening of the old Regiments each with 
6. Companies of Foor, and two of Horſe, refolved yetto 
raiſe a Regiment of Horſe under the Baron Reys van 
P/awn Knight of Maltha:and 4 of Foor,each of 2000 Men, 
under the Marquis of Bareit Culmbag, Sr. Schultz, the Ba- 
ron Metternig, and the Baron of Rijffenbergh ; and more- 
over there $shall be a Body of 15 or 16000 Men gathered 
together on the Frontiers of Auſtria and Bavaria, to he 

ready to march further, as the occaſion shall require. The 
Spanjards likewiſe in the Imperial Hzreditary-Coun- 
treys raiſe 6. Regiments , for which the Colonels named 
were the Earls of Naſſau, of Theun and of Holack, the Baron 
de Soye and Danaremont, and Sr. Diependal; asalſo in Spain 
and through Itaiy their Raiſing of Soldiers was contl- 
nually carryed on 3 The Earl of Montery in Netherland 
had appointed his nei Railings to be 12coo.

(L.S.) Joannes Fiſcher, 


We had been for ſome time allo, inconference with | 


the Prince Elector of Cullen , but he could not well 


digeit the ſuffering the Lmperiall Guariſon in Bon, the | 
City of his Reſidence, and to abandon the cauſe of 


the Furſtenburgers he could not well reſolve ; his de. 
mands alſo towards this State were exorbirant , which 
puta remora to the Treaty : but this Prelat, obſerving 
the march of the French out of theſe Provinces to be 
approaching , and that the Bishop of Munſter was agreed, 
fa'y that it was impoſſible tor him to preſerve his con- 
queſts; therefore reſolved to take away his Guarriſon out 
of Overyſiel, andjoyn them to the French; and having 
given orders accordingly, the Bishops men at Deventer 
made preparation to be going, demanding 2 good ſome 
for contribution , and Ranſom of their Fortifications 
and guns , and at Jaſt agrecd for 42000 Rixdallers, a 
third part whereof they immediatly received, and for the 
ſecurity of the reſt the Burgermaiters Schreeck , Leſpire, 
Groterhule , Secretary Fockeling , and of the Commona- 
lity Warmelo , Henry Boom, and Samuel Kramer were 
carryedalong with then for Hoſtages; whereupon , on 
the 28. April the Guariſon marched out under command 
of Count wander Lip, who , making a short Oration, 
delivered the Keys of the City-gates unto the Preſident- 
Burgermaſter Steerberge betore the Counſel-houſe ; on 
the 30. allo the Cullen-Guarriſon marched out of Swoll, 
demanding 100000. guld: of the City ,. but not agreeing, 
they took with them two Burgermaſters, and two 
Towns-men , whom they ſent to Maſtricht; all which 
Militias under Count Lp, on the 8.

but at lait this was decided alſo, and the agreement was 
ſolemnized in due form. The Treaties with France 
had not ſo good ſucceſſe , they, for a long time, en- 
deavouring onely to pur an end to the ſame; for 
which having no apparent reaſon , they thought to 
force this State, to it , by provoking their patience 
with the infiſting on their former irregular demand, 
and ſti]l refuſing to grant thoie Paſſes which were 
needfull for the Duke of Lorrain to appear as apartycon- 
cerned in that Treaty ; but now ſince the buſinefle of 
Furſtenburgh , they thought they had ſufficient ground 
for what they aimed at , namely the diſſolving of the 
reaty: therefore, having published at Paris an ample 
Maniteſto of this action , and complained thereof in tie 
Courts of all Princes , with many circumſtances, as if 
foorſooth , 'twere a breach of the right of Nations ; 
thereupon the Lords Courtin and Barillon , the French 


Plenipotentiaries at Cullen, gave notice on the 5. April 


unto the Lords the Sweedish Mediatours, that they bad 
re- 
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received orders to withdraw ; giving by memoriall , 
an account of the reaſons thereof , deſiring them to 
acquaint the Lords Plenipotentiaries of their Highneſles 
therewith , and take care to procure Paſles for them ; 
which accordingly was done, and the required Paſſes 
were timely given unto them; with which, on the 16. 
they lefc Cullen: and going by the way of Maeſtricht, 
they there made ashortſtay, andon the 2. May arrived 
at Paris.

tothe places of their reſpective Reſidenge. Butche Lords

Foot, with the Cullen Troops, 
who, under Command of Count varder Lip, werealfo 
arrived there from Overyſſel : and thereupon , with a 
great Train, and ſeverall Canons, they marched thence 
towards the Roer, leaving the reſt of their Train » many 
guns, a Magazijn of Ammunition & Victualls, and the 
reſt of their Plunder and Baggage in the City Graye, 
with a Guariſon of 5000. Men under Count Chamilly , 
former Governour of Nuyts ,. intending doubtleſſe zat 
a more convenient opportunity , to fetch them thence 
alſo, whereof more hereafter , together with a farther 
account of the march of Marshall de Bellefonds , with 
whom the Bishop of Straesburgh was now joyned, who, 
tearing the like reſcontre his Brother Prince William of 
Furſtenburgh met with , dared not truſt himſelf any 
longer in Keyſerswaert , but departed for France. 

The Muniters Troops, according to the agreement 
made,muſt now alſo quitt their conqueſts : on the 3 .May 
the Bishop published at Swoll a ceſſation of Arms,yet were 
they very vigorous in furthering in the contributions 
yetunpaid ; at Volienhoven and other. Places they com- 
pelled the Inhabitants to give their utmoſt , to be releaſed 
of rhe burdenſom quartering of the Souldiers : in other 
Places they took the Gentlemen , Townsmen , and 
Countrymen from their beds, and carryed them as Pri-

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oners to Swoll, forcing them by their bid uſage, to 
pay their demands; but ar their departure an iſſue was put 
co all this. 

Thus once more , behold the Body of this State reſtored 
to their former liberty , and freed trom the Enemy. Oh 
wonderfull Cataſtrophe of the affairs of Netherland ! 
which, ſo [mall a time ſince, ſeemed to ly a gaſping, but 
now had received again, as it were, a new life. 

We had reaſon to beaftrighted, and amazed to ſee our 
deſtruction approaching us; but greater cauſe have we 
to be aſtonished and ravished whilſt we behold ſuch an 
unexpected reſtauration : "That Supreme Power which 
had ſtricken us with a Spirit of fear and confuſion , hath 
now alſo ſtraightned the heart of the Enemy, and turned 
them out of our Borders, the ſame way , by the ſame 
means, and in the ſame manner that they came in. From 
Charleroy the Army took their march towards the L2nd 
of Luyk, and thence croſſing the Maſe and Roer marched 
towards the Rhijn, where the Towns on both ſides being 
maſtered, they marched over a Vaſt Bridge made of Boats 
neer Weſel, joyning to the Nether-Rhijn: and there 
ſpread rhemſelvs to the right and left hand , foto make 
rang Maſters of the Yſel and Waal; whereupon 
from Aernhem they ran over. the Veluw , and the Whole 
dticht, and fell upon ſome Holland-Poſits, which they 
again ſoon lefr, and, after them, Utrecht, and the Veluw 
alſo ; from the Yſſel and Waal they gathered again at the 
Lower-Rhija , and thence the Army marched towards 
Weſel: paſſed the Rhijn againe over the Ship-Bridge , 
and leaving all again there abouts, marched over the Raer 
and Maes, through the Land of Liege, to Charleroy. 
That which animared France to ſo great undertakings , 
wasthe Allyance with the Crown of England ſo Potenc 
by Seaand Land, and the hired aſliſtance of the Princes 
of Cullen and Munſter ; the ſame were alfo, the means of 
hisconfuſion , when he ſaw the firſt agreeing with us, and 
the other forced to make their peace allo ; our civill 
diſcord made a broader Bridge for him to come in over 
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them than that by Weſel , and the riſing of our own 
Towns-men broke down again all Bridges for his farther 
progreſſe, and pointed him the way to Welel to return 
over that Bridge again ; his invaſion was more by money, 
than Arms ; in hike manner he went out again ;, One 
Nimwegen alone made refiftance againſt him ; and One 
onely Naerden was by force of Arms,regained from him . 
afcer all his conquelts, the ſtrong Town of Maeftrichr 
could not ſtand out his ſtorms; and afrer all his loſſes, the 
ſtrong Town Grave was by ſtorm on ſtorm torced 
from him ; a ſufficient requitall for all his conquelts, 
conſiſting chiefly in ſome Enfigns bung up at Noſtre 
Dame , and deeply ſprinkled with the bloud of many of 
the chiefeſt nobility of all France. He might truly have 
ſaid Ven: , Vid;, Vit: butas well may he lament ut Vial, 
at Peri; : there areno leſle than full 100000. Men , who 
came out of France fince this warre, which shall never 
ſee Franceagain. 

The Heavens have opened the true meaning of that 
proud Emblem, Evex:, ſeddiſctutiam: whilit that Sun of 
Righteoulneſſe hath dillipated, and made to vanish all 
thoſe clouds of armed Bands , which, as a deluge, threat- 
ened to overwhelm us in a moment. . 

But returning to our Hiſtory, let us now behold the 
poſture of theſe Provinces which were rent off from us, 
aftertheir deliverance from the Enemy; unutterable was 
the joy every where, whereof wereas great outward ma- 
nifettations , as poſſibly could be : the Orange Colours 
were diſplayed trom the Steeples , and other high places; 
and before there was time to raiſe Souldiers, the Towns- 
men- Armed themſelvs for- their own defence. The 
Cities in the Land of Cleve Brandeaburgh took pre- 
ſent poſſeſſion of , and put Guariſcns in-them , and 
committed the Government of them to Generall Spaan :

To prevent all differences, and heats , w hich formerly in any 
times, were occaſioned about the EleQion of the Nobility, ir 
$Hall be concluded on, as by theſe preſents , tis concluded: 
that whenſoever the Stadholder shall think fir to encreaſe the 
Nobility by new Elections , or that any one of the Lords should 
depart this life 5 that then the ſaid Stadholder may appoint 
whomſoever he judgeth fitteſt thereto, and that abſolutely of 
himſelf without being controlled by any : fave thar the Perſons 
to be admitted by the Stadholder among the ſaid Nobility hall, 
with reſpe&to their Years, Birth, and Means, be qualified , ac- 
cording to the regulation made about that matter , and thatthe 
ſaid Perſons shall make profeſſion of the true Chriſtian Reformed 
Relivion. 

That the Lords Eleted among the ſaid Nobility shall remain, 
and continue in that quality all their lite. 

That the Burgermafters , Eſchevins , and Senate now ordain- 
ed, orto be ordained by his Highneſſe, in the city of Urrechr 
Shall continue in their charge , untill the 1. Otob. 1675. and 
inche other Towns, untill that day on which in courſetheir new 
eleftions should be made for the Year 1675. 

That eight days before rhe ſaid eleftion, the Burgermaſters, 
Eſchevins, and Counſell of the ſaid Town and Towns reſpet- 
ively shall nominate a double number of Purgermaſters , and 
Eſchevins for the ſaid Town and Towns , which nomination 
Shall be ſentto the Stadholder of this Province, who out of them 
Shall chuſethe Burgermaſters and Eſchevins. 

That thoſe who $hall be nominated , and choſen to be Bur- 
germaſters and Eſchevins muſt be ſuch , who make profeſſion 
of the true Chriftian Reformed Religion, and be farther qua- 
lified according ro the Priviledges of the ſaid Towns. 

That nones$hiall continue Burgermaſter or Efchevin above two 
Years; and then shall remain one Year without being choſen 
Sor nominated for the ſaid places: but, after a Years intervening, 
ſhallthen be again capable ro be nominared and elected to the

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And as to the Senate and Fraternity of the ſaid City and 
Towns, the aforeſaid Senate or Councill shall , every Year be 
continued or changed , according to cuſtom obſerved of old, 


| time out of mind, untill the Year 1610. ſothat the Stadholder 
| then being having made eleftion of the Burgermaſters and 


Eſchevins , shall either continue the ſame Councill entire, or 
any part of them : orelſt chuſe nevy ones out of the whole body 
of the Burgers and Inhabitants of the reſpetive Town and 


' Towns, and the like on the death of any one choſen to be a 


Burgermaſter or Eſchevin , and all according to the good plea- 
ſure of the Stadholder , without any ones nominating or con- 


| tndifting what heshall do ; ſave only , that no Perſons shall be 


made choice of to be of the Senate , but ſuch as makepro- 
{hon of the true Chriſtian Reformed Religion, and are farther 
qualified according to the Priviledges of the ſaid Towns. 

That the Stadholder of this Province shall , without any pre - 
vious nomination, ele the Sherriffs , and head- Officers of the 
refpetive Towns , as alſo the Marshalls of the ſaid Quarters , 
ſuppoſing only their making publick profeſſion of the Reformed 
Religion, and being qualified as above. 

That the Stadholder of the Province'shall in like manner, 
without any others nomination or contradiction, appoint the 
Secretary of the ſaid Province , as often as that place shall fall 
vacant , ſuppoſing only he make profeſſion of the Reformed 
Religion, and be qualified according to the Priviledges. 

That the Sradhoulder of this Province, for the time then 
being , shall havethe diſpoſall of all military charges, withour 
any exception, whether in the Ficld, or other where. 

That with regard ta the depuration in the Aſſembly of the 
States Generall ; the Counſcll of State , the Colledges of Admi- 
rality , the Generallicies-Chamber-of- Accounts , or any other 
Colledges , or Societies of the Generallity , the ſame method 
Shall be obſerved , which hath hitherto been in ufe; only the 
Commiſſions shall be for no longer than fix Years; and that the 
Perſon to be deputed to any of the aforeſaid Employs , shall firſt 
be preſented to the Stadholder then in being, who $hall have 
his liberty to pronounce the Perſon fit or nor fit for it , without 
being obliged to give any reaſon thereof. And in cafe the Perſon 


preſented $should not be acceptable , that Member of the Pro-

And thatall the aforclaid nominated and Elected Perſons shall 
be Profeſſors of the true Chriſtian Reformed Religion. 

And whereas the revenues of the Goods belonging to the 
Covents of Ooſtbrock , St. Paul , St. Catharin , and others 
(as much of them as is not eſpecially applyed to ſome publickuſe) 
have been made uſe of by the Lords States of this Province for 
the gratifying and beneficing one or other Family ; the dif- 
poſall of the overplus of thoſe goods, not afligned to any ſpe- 
ciall publick uſe, shall be deferred , to the Stadholder in being, 
who $hall alſo appoint a Receiver of the ſaid Revenue. 

That alſo, whenſoever any differences, or non-agreements 
might break out between the Members of this Province, the 
nature whereof may be ſuch, that according to the orders ob- 
ſervable in this Government , they cannot come to any conclu- 
ſion about them, then shall it be referred to the deciſion, and 
determination of the Stadholder for that time in being , and 
all the Members of the abovementioned Province shall be obli- 
ged without any contradiction or oppoſition, to ſtand to, and 
IP that which $hall be determined by the Stadholder as 
oreſaid.

Lord John Quint in ſtead of the Lord Nieuwwſtadt , and 
ſome others removed, and again ſome continued intheir 


former places. 


28, Departed his Highneſſe for Amersfoord,and Wijck 


| te Duurſtede, to ſer things inorder there, as was conve- 


nient, and to eſtablich the Government of thoſe Cities, 
which was in hike manner donethrough the whole Pro- 
vince: whereupon on the 30. his Highne//e withall ima- 
ginable Solemnity, and Civilities departed from Utrecht, 
early in the morning , andatnoon wastreated by the Ma- 
giftracy at Leyden, and at Evening arrived in the Hague; 
having thus reduced all things in the Province of U- 
rrecht, into a polture to take breath a little, and with one 
lid a foundation for the eitabliching the affairs of the 
Province of Gelderland and Over- Yilell. 

Burto returntothe Warr again , and having in the ior- 
ger partrelated what preparations every one had madein 
the beginning of this Month of April ; wesball now ſee 
with what zeal and vigour they were carryed on, bath by 
renewing of leagues , railing Souldiers, and aſſembling 
oreat Armies together : Did France rene:v his league 


with Sweden? itwas again ballanced here by a Treaty with 
Denmark: and though Hanover and Bergen leaned to 
the French Party « the Dute of Braudenburgh was again 
entred into a new alliznce with the Confederates; and 
the Princes of Lunenvurgh had allo promiſed ſome Auxi- 
liary forces ; the Brihop of Mun/ter himſelf ſtood upon 
joyning his Troops with the Army of the Empire, and 
moit of tne German Princes followed the Emperour, 
taking up Arms for the defence of the Empire. 

The time began now to approach, that the Armys 
were to take the Field, and th= States and their Allyes 
having reſolved to affaulr the Enemy on their own 
Frontiers, *rwas thought good, to bring a Confce Jerate

Ggning, in the mean time. with the torces under the Duke | 


de Navazlles, to make himſelf Maſter of the County of 
Bourgundy, it it should not ſtand Neuter ; the King re. 
ſolved notro march in Perſon this Campaign : the march 
of all which Armies weshall follow ; beginning with the 
French, who began ftrit. 

Whilſt the Germans were buſy with their five Depu. 
ties to procurea Neutrallity for the Province of Burgun. 
die, tbe French wentfor ward with their Fortifications at 
Gray , either becaulc they intended not to accept thereof, 
orelſe thought thatSpain would not becontenr therewith: 
on the 24. of March, the Deputies arrivedat Beſancon, 
but found little appearance there of any inclination toa 
neutrality , the Spaniards hoping, by that ſuccour they 
expected, to make themſelvs Maſters there ; neverthe- 
lefle they conſented to a ceſſation of Arms, and on the, 
dito, the Deputies ( being ſatisfied with the enterrain- 
ment of the Governour Don Franciſco Gonzales d' Al- 
wedo) departed thence for Auſſone, to conferre with the 
Duke of Navailles who conſented to a ceſſation of Arms 
for a Month , yer ſo that neither of them should in the 
mean time receiveany Succours , but all things should 
remain in the fame polture they werein , which pleaſing 
the Spaniard, the Deputies departed home again re in- 

fea. On theſame 28. March arrived the Prince of Vaude- 
mort at Beſangon, who with a yery (mall train , by many 
by-ways, through many dangers and perils arrived there, 
by Poſt;that by his prelence and Condu@ he might take 
care of all things that might conduce to the ſecurity and 
reſtauration of that Province; expecting his Father the 
the Dzke of Lorrain with Succour for the Spaniard. The 
ſecond day after his arrivall, being the firſt of April ,' this 
Prince wentto Field , and forced the French toquit Ar-

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nance: On the 5. the Prince went to Dole to conferre 
{yith the Marquis de Sf. Martin Goyernour there, and 
{having had here and there ſeverall encounters with: ſome 
good ſucceſſe, eſpecially under Monſieur Maiſogs wao 
| totally ruined the Regiment of Horſe of the Duke S7. Ar 
on, Which kept the Guarriſon in Orgelet; afterwards 
ſo ordered all things that there was good hopes with the 
expected Succours , not only to detend that Province, 


[ but alſo wholly toclear it of the French: which the Duke 
{ 4 Navailles apprehending , departed.in Perſon for Paris, 


to acquaint the King there of the conſtitution of at- 
firs. Whileſt the French County was 1n this poſture, 
| the King cauſed his great Councell of warre to conſult 
together at Verſailles , where the Generalls of the Ar- 
mies then were, and there they concluded on the orders 
to be followed in the next Campaign , and being in- 
formed of the deſigns of the Confederates , they con- 


our deſigns , by their lingring: and to keep watch againſt 
the Sea-forces of Holland, an Army of 300co. Men was 
reſolved to be ſent to the Sea-coaſts, ro whom the Coun- 
try People were to be joined: and the Prince of Conde 
with 25000. Men was deſigned for Flanders, to joyn 
there with thoſe Troops which Marshall de Bellefonds had 
drawn out of the Dutch conqueſts , and Marshall de Tu- 
rexie With another Army wasto mirch to the Palatinate, 
there to joyn with the forces that werein Lorrain, and 
the Elſas: to the Duke of Navailles was committed the 
charge of affairs in Bourgundy: accordingly all Troops 
were now on the march towards their = pays Ren=- 
dezvous ; all the forces in ſervice of the King being by 
computation , above three hundred thouſand Soldiers, 
and very great Train and Artillery; whereupon Marshall 
de Tureune on the 5. April departed from Paris, rowards 
Lorrain; the Prince of Conde , being detained by the 
Gout: On the 12. Duke de Navazlles arrived at the Court, 
who giving account of the poſture of affairs in Bour= 
gundie,and the Succours expected there,the Si 

latly 


cluded to be only defenſive, and, what poſſible, to baffle * 
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 dittly thereupon ſent orders to Turerre , to impede with 
all vigour the paſſage -of the Dute of Lorrain through 
Alfatia , or Switſerland into Bourgundie , reſolving 
himſeff, with the Troops of the Royall Houle, and thoſe 
deſigned for Netherland under Conde, to march thither 
and maſter that County ; in the mean time the Prince of 
Vaudemont was not idle there, who, on the 16. April, 
with 5. Field-pieces of ordnance went to attacque Po- 
ligay , having maſterd ſeverall other ſmaller places, ſome 
whereof, onthe approach of the French forces, he again 
quitted , that he might the berter defend the more confi. 
derable places, committing the Government of Dole 
to Marquis de Borgamane; of Salines to d* Alvedo, Go. 
vernour of the Province : drew his own forces into 
Beſangon. After the Troops of the Kings Houle, 'and 
ſome otherunder Duke 4 Anguin were on their march to- 
wards Bourguadie, with Arrtillary proportionable ; his 
Majeſty , the Queen, and the whole Court began their 
Journey on the 20. April , and lodged that night at Fon- 
taine-Bleau, thence marched forwards though Pontſur- 
gonne, Sens, Villeneuve le Roy , and onthe 22. lodged 
at Joigny , whence after one days ſtay, they went to 
Auxerre , Stoyers , Montbard ,,on the 15. they arrived at 
Lefils Dalict, whence the Queen, and Dolphin departed 
for Dyon , and Auxone, the King towards Gray, being 
followed on the 28. by his Brother the Duke of Orleans 
by Poſt from Paris; on the 2, May his Majeſty arrived at 
Gray;but,by reafon of the Rain and badnefſe of the Ways, 
the Guns could not follow ſo faſt, wherefore he imme« 
diatly commanded the Dyke of Azguin to environ Be- 
ſancon, and ſent the Duke of Luxenburgh, and Marquis de 
Liſtenors with about 3. or qo00. Men towards ſeverall 
Poits,who, after tew days, ſent advice tohis Majeſty, that 
they bad taken Pontialiers, Chiſteaurieux, and the Caſtles 
of Ornan,& Scey, & were now ready to Environ Salines. 
Therett of the Kings Artillery being now arrived be- 
fore Beſangon , the King cauſed 3. Batterys to be made, 
opening the Trenches that night with two Battaillions - 
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lteFrench Guards , under the Dake de /a Touillade their 
Colonel, and firſt Lieut. Generall ; Chevalier de Lorrain, 
field-Marshall, and Marquis 4 Arcy , Aide de Camp : 
he Dake of Arguin being there preſent allo; that night 
they advanced 200. Paces; on the 7. they fired very vio- 
kntly from 4. Batteries , and the Watch at night was re- 
kaſed by two Battaillons of the Regiment Lionnolis , 
under Count de Lude, Lieut, Generall , Marquis de Gez!is, 
Field-Marshall ; and Chevalier Nogert, AidedeCanp : 


| vho proceeded with the Approaches on the right and leit- 
| ide; onthe 8. two Battaillons of the Do/phins Regiment 


came into the Approaches, under Marquis de Rochefort , 
Marquis de Reze/, and Count de Chiverny ; Which night z 
notwithſtanding it rained very ſorely, they advanced 
much on the right ſide, but not much on the letr line, 


| becauſeof the rockineſſe of the ground 5 whereupon , on 


the 9. the King commanded to make their Approaches by 
day alſo : Sothat, inashort time they cameto the Riyer, 
and were at evening releaſed by the Regiment of Cruſfſol , 
and one Bataillon of Azjou, conducted by the Earl de 
St.Geran, under command of Marquis de Fourilles; de 
Hautefeuille , Knights and the Earl of Ayer , who Ap- 
proached within 150. Pares of the halt Moon , of the 
new Town ; on the 1e. were caſt up 3. new batteries 
which did great execution ; but at2. of the clock the be- 
fieged made a ſally on the quarters of the Earl of Sz. Gerar 
who himſelf was deadly wounded , and many French 
killed : the next night't was defigned to paſſethe River 
D'our, and ſo more than the ordinary number of Troops 
went unto the Trenches ,. under Duke de /a Feuillade , 
Chevalier de Lorran , and the Earl of Mar/ar , but the 
rain and tempeſtuous weather prevented them : on tha 
11. 2. Battaillions of the Lionnois, led by the Marquis 
ae Villeroy entered theTrenches, under command of de 
Lide , Genlis and Cavoy » the lettline being now advan- 
cedas far as the Counterſchap of the new City ; andthe 
communication made ; they continued there on the 
I2.alſo; on the 13. two Battaillions ofthe Do/phznentered, 
being 
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being led by Marquis de Renirger , in the right line, and 
the Regiment of Cru//o/ in the left line 3 and notwith- 


ſtanding the great oppoſition that was made, thoſe in the 
Tightline crofſed the River D*our 1n their braſſe Boats, ! 


and: lodged between the River and the Town ; and 
thoſe of the left line atthe ſame time ſtormed the Half. 
moon of the New City , where they lodged themlelys; 
many French , and ſeverall of their Chief Comman. 


dours being killed ; ſo that the King was forced tocome 


to their aſliftance with a Bataillion of the Guards ; the 
next night they were hindred by the rain, and Storm 
weather to proceed any farther, but on the 15. Duke dels 
Fuillade, Lorrain , and Marſan entered the "Trenches, 
being reſolved to bazard a Storm that night on the City, 
when juſt the Towns=-men ſent two Depuries unto the 
army, andinthe morning the Guarriſon ſent theissalſo, 
and the ſame day an accord was made, the Townsmen 
being left in their Priviledges , the Nobility diſmiſſed 
each to their own habitations, and the Souldiers made 
Priſoners untill ſuch time , that the whole Province 
Should be maſtered. 


The King on the taking of Beſangon prepared pre- 


ſently tor the forceing the Citadell wherein the Prince of 
Vaudemont was retreated , which he alſo wondrous coura- 
giouſly defended; till the whole Fortreſſe being battered 
down by the Canon, they could not hold it any longer , 
ſoon the 24. May they agreed to ſurrender, the Guarri- 
{on marched out unarmed; and the Prince of Vaudemont 
had his liberty to go whither he pleaſed ; who dining on 
the 22. with the King, ſupped with the Duke of Or- 
leans, and ſo departed by the way of Paris for Flanders, 
where he on the 30. arrived. 

The King being thus Maſter of theTown and Cittadell 


of Beſangon the Chiefeſt place of forcein all Burgundy, 
begave the Government of that County to the Duke of 


Araas , Captain ofhis Guards, and ſent the Duke of Anguin 
with Severall Troops to his Father the Prince of Cora? 
into Flanders , and ſoon after the Dx4e of Luxenourgs 
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iſo; and his Majeſty himſelf on the 25. broke up with 
tis Army from Beſangon, and on the 27.encamped be- 
fore Dole , where the beſieged made many a Sally ; the 


4 next day the Canon ws brought, and the fame Even 
| yerethe Trenches opened; onthe 3o. thoſe in the Town 


made a valiant Sally, killing many of the French; yetthe 
Aailants were ſo eager, that on the 4. Junethey maſtered 
the Counterſcharp , and lodged themfelvs there , and 
made all ready for a Generall Storm ; whereupon on the 
1.the beſieged were forced to a ſurrender, having Capie 
tulated that the Guarriſon should march out , with full 
Arms , and be convoyed to the Dukedom of Mlilan: 
ſothat now there was onely Salines, & the ſtrong Caſtle of 
St. Ann , whither the Governour of the Province was 
retreated, and Youx , which were yet unconquered : 
Dole bearing the repute of having detended themſelvs 
nobly. 

The King having cauſed the Dolphin, Queen, and the 
whole Court to come from Dion , into the Army before 
Dole, he there treated them, and letthem ſee the march- 
ing out of the Guarriſon ; and then himieli, with the 
whole Court , departed for Artoys homewards, and on 
29. June. arrived atSt. Germain, committing unto Daras, 
and other Generalls, the care of conquering the re- 
mainder of that Province, Duke d'Orleans being departed 
tor Paris before. | 

On the 13.June. Monſr.de /a Fexillade opened theTren- 
ches before Salines, and on the 19. nothwithiſtanding a 
couragious oppoſition withinzand the lofſe of many Men 
by the ſeverall Sallyes, that were made . they came very 
nere the Out-works,hbaving taken in the Barcon-fort,and 
the Star, which was the defence of St. Andrews, fo that - 
thereupon, thatalſo, and on 22. Salines it ſelf tollowed; 
till finally , the} remainder of the Province was all con- 
quered. This Enterpriſe being accomplisbed before the 
Campagn for this Year truly began, {ſo that the King 
was now become Maſter of whole Bourgundie, without 


making uleof an Army apatt for that works moſt of the 


Troops x 
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Troops, which were employed in this exploit, being 
ſent away to the Prince of Condeand Turenne. 

To this bufineſſe of Bourgundie wee shall next in or. 
der joyn the march of the Duke of Lorrain, who on 
the firſt motion of the Duke de Nawazlles in the French 
County.,deſigned to march thither with a Succour of 6.0r 
7000. Men, ſending his Son the Prince of YVaudemont 
before him : he himſelf; aſter ſome conference held with 
with the Duke of Bournoxville, Generall of the Imperiall 
Forces, at Bon, oa the 10. April arrived with feven 
Regiments of Horſeat Franctort, where being encreaſed 
with the addition of three Imperiall Regiments ; on the 
18. he croſſed the Main, intending, through the Palati. 
nate and Dukedom of Wirtenburgh , to march towards 


the French County , and, to that end reſolved to paſſe 


the Rhijn at Rhijnfeid; but obſerving the motions of 
Marshall de Turenne to diſpute his paſtzdge, he marched 
ſlowly, through Briſgow , neer unto Baſil, and onthe 
Io. May arrived at Rhijofeld , whence he ſent 2000. 
Horſe over the Rhijn to recogniſe in what poſture Ty- 
rennes Army lay, wilom they found ſo ſtrongly poſted, 
that he ſaw *t would be very difficult for him to break 
through; atid conſidering, the King was on the march 
with his Army towards Bourgundie, and that the Pro- 
vince was already as good as loſt, in the latter end of 
May he retreated ag1inthence with thoſe Troops he had, 
to join with the Confcederates in the Palatinate, and ac- 
cordingly the 1. of June arrived at Oberkirke , 2. ot 3.

After they had took and plundered Erkelens,the Army 
on the 12. May broke up again and, on thee x4. came into 


| the Land of Valkenborow and Dalen nere Maeſtricht, 
whence, on the 15.they burryed away tothe Caſtle of Ar- 


kantell,or Argenteau between Liege & Maeſtricht,where 
was no more than 4o. Men; they began preſently to 
Shoot againſt it, with two Canons,and one Mortier-piece, 
and ſo contrained the Guarriſon to a ſurrender on the 
17.from whence Bellefonds immediatly marched againit 
Navaigne \ cauſing ſeverall Guns and Mortier-,piecesto 
be brought into the Army out of Maeſtricht , and looſing 
no time, preſently opened the Trenches, makeing all , 
poſſible haſt, becauſe of the Approach of the Imperia- 
hits under the Duke of Bournonville who were. now nere 
theRoer, and the Dutch, aud Spanish Army which lay 
now nere Bruſſels; on the 29.

Counttey People, ſeverall times to rafe them, and then - 


again began to fortify them , but atlaſt in the middle of 
June they 'made ſeverall Mines in Argenteau , and fo 
blew them/up, ſome whereof, by realon of the rocki. 
nefle of the place, had little ſucceſſe, bur did fo much one 
with another , that they ſufficiently ruined the Fortifica- 
tions of the Caſtle, and madethem wholly unfit for uſe; 
and in the-mean time, were very buiſy , in Fortitfying 
Navagne, that from thence they might, with the better 
ſecurity» make their incurſions into the Land: yet on the 
opinion they afterwards had , thar it might be prejudiciall 
to Maeftricht, and if taeken would ſtop all their com- 
munication with Liege , they reſolved ro demolish it, 
which, in the Month of June and July, they did, with 
great labotir and charge, and fo turned that ſtately Fortt- 
ficarion into adelolare heap, by that means alſo fpareing 
many Men , which would have been required for chede- 
fence of thoſe works. 

After the Marshall de Bellefonds had maſtered the ſtrong 
Caſtles of Argenteau, and Navagne , and the Przceof 
Conas, on the other ſide, was advanced nere the ſame with 
his Army,the ſaid Marshall, on 23. May marched through 
Maeſtricht,' about which time ſeaven Cornets of Cullen 
Troopers , obſerving the march was lead towards the 
French Frontiers, and diflatiffyed at their nonpaiment, 
went oy rebelling againſttheir Officers, and com- 
ing towards the Rhijn, tound little better comfort from 
their owne Prince Ele&or, ſo broke their Standards, 
and wentevery one their way ; which afterwards ſeveral 
other Cologne Troops followed , who not finding fuch 
fatr paſture there , as they had in Holland, took little 
Pleaſure -in the French ſervice withqut payment. The 
whole Army ,on that ſide of the Maes being now joyned 
with the Prixce of Conde, who on the 26. May lay encamp- 
ed nere Tongeren , thence the nextday he marched + 
; - : | Wards 
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wards Namen; whoſe Armyconſfiſting of 40. or 5000Q, 
Men makeing a halt between Penvees, and Gembloers, 
gave ſuſpicion as 1t he had deſigned ſome thing againit 
Namen;but the Imperialiſts,on theother ſide of the Maes, 
being on their march , he broke up thence, and made his 
Head-quartersall Hautein above Nivelle, where he pitch- 
ed his Army in the Country between the Sambre and 
Maes, and on the 7. June broke up again towards Biriks, 
and Bergenin i !enchouwen , where he made fignes as if 
he intended to belicge that place, having ſent for ſeverall 
Guns from Lisle, and preparcd many Fagats , and beſet 
all the paſſes round about with his Souldiers. And thence 
ſent ar that time 20co. Horſeto the Borders of Flanders, 
to diſcover the Spaniards, which were come to Waterloo, 
and ſent goo. of them cloſe to the City of Bruſſels 306. of 


whom came to the very Counterſcharp of the, City 


whence they carryed away (everali Horſe and Cattle ,, bur 
immediatly retreated again, untothe Prince of Conde's Ar 
my , which was farther {trengthened with ſeyerall Troops 
newly come out of France: but this Prince gbſerving the 
march of the Imperialiſts under Generall de Sauches up- 
wards towards Ardennes , beyond Namen, andof his 
Highneſſe the Prince of Orange towards the Land of Liege, 


broke upon the 13. ot July very ſuddainly from Brugelet, 


and paſſed by Bragen towards Charleroy , and took his 
Quarters in the Abby of Boneſperance, nere the Sambre, 
from whence he ſent 7.or 8000. Men, to Furnish, Rocroy 
and other places with convenient Guarriſons ; and ſent 
the Duke of Luxenburgh towards Philippeville to obſerve 
the Imperialiſts, who had already made themſelvs Maſ- 
tersof Dinant ; but the Confederates, having reſolved 
to joyn forees nere Nanney , andthe [mperialiſts being 
to that end marched again downwards along the Maes 
from Dinant ; Conde drew all his forces togeather , and 
pitched on the fide of the River Pieton, where he not 
only had the defence of that River and the Sambre, but 
entrenched his Army alſo, that ſo he might be fortifyed 
ainſt any Aſſault of the m—_— » from whence ſeemed 
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only to deſigne the obſervation of the Enemys motions; 
and ſpread his Troops (that he might the better ſubfiſt 
there) as far as Andemaek, and Liaeme, Fonteyne , V'E 
veſque and Philippe Ville it ſelfe, in ſuchpoſture, that 
every minute he could bring them all rogeather again hay- 
ing 'made 6. Bridges over the Sambre: andthere he kept 
himſelf intrenched untill the Approach of the Confcede. 
rates made him quirt his works. | 

At Weenen alſo very conſiderable preparation was 
made againſt the next Campaigne, the Recruyts, and 
new Levyes went on with good {uccefſe ; and the Rende. 
vous of: all the forces raiſed 1n the Imperiall Heredi- 
tary Lands, was held at Agra in Bohewia on the firit of 
May ; and in the great Councell of Warre the Expedi- 
tion of Generall Souches was zealously ſett on, he having 
received Commiſion to command in chief the Imperiall 
Army in: Netherland ; and the Duke of Bourneville who 
proimterim had that command, should be made Generall 
of the Imperiall forces in Germany. And as vigorousas 
the preparations for warre were carryed on at Wee- 
nen; fo earneſt were they at Regensbergh ar the Rijcks- 
Afembly ; in conſulting what was to be done ; and, 
in conformity to the Vigorous reſolution concluded on 
the 30. March in the favour of the Prince Elefor Palati- 
#e they on the 10. April concluded there to fall upon 
the Prince Elefor of Trier with all might; and indu- 
ſtriously buiſy were they about the Guarantye tor all the 
Princes of the Empire that should adhere to the party of 
the Empire, and alſo to include the Spanish Netherlands 
in the ſame: they took allo in to conſideration the re- 
queſts of the Counteſſe of Naſſau Sarbruck on behalf of her 
Husband , whom the French detained at Metz; and in 
fine all things were manadged for the beſt ro free the Em-

Count de Souches, being arrived at Weenen from his 
Governement of ,Waradijn » recieved his orders im- 
mediatly ro de part through Behemia , downwards; 
and on the 25. May he pafſed with a Convoy alone 
through Francktort , towards Coblens, and, after ſome 
conference there with the Prince Eledor of Trier , arrived 
at Bon on the 27. from whence, with the commiſſioner 
Count Caplieres he departed tothe Imperiall Army, which 
lay now encamped, between Limburgh and Verviers, 
whom the Duke de Bournonville had conducted fo far, hav- 
ing, upon the Frenches gathering togeather nere Rhijn- 
berck , out of the Netherlands conqueſts, drowne allthe 
Imperiall Troops togeather on both fides of the Rhijn, 
toobſerve or hinder the motions of the French therewith 
on the 15. May he brokeup , and on the 18. held aRen= 
devous at Leckenigh from whence being about 200: 0. 
Men ſtrong,marched through theLand of Cornelis Mun- 
ſter towards Limburgh. Generall $porck with 6000. Horſe 
marched betore them ; the reſt with an Artillery of 26. 
Guns, paſling through Staalburgh, on the 21. encamped 
at Capell ; where the Harans Regiment of Curaſlers, 
and ſeveral] offier Troopers joyned themſelystorhe Ar- 
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my ; the Army then encamping between Limburgh, 
and Verviers onthe 30-began to march thence towards 
Deuren beyond Aix la Chapelle, and on the firſt of May 
held their Head-quarters at Eswylen , and the next day, 


at Legerendorp: the ſame day Count de Souches arrivedin | 


the Army with 4cov, Men ; whereupon the next day!a 
great councell of war was held at Dueren, and then the 
Command of the Army. was ſurrendred to Count de Soy. 


ches ; after which the Army was muſtered , and remained 


ſome days nere about Dueren. 

The Duke of Bournonville, haying gave over the come 
mand of the Imperiall Army in Netherland, to Count de 
Souches ; being to ſerve himſelf in the Palatinate as Ge. 
nerall of the lmperia]l Troops there , marched imme- 
diatly from Dueren to Ron.,with two Regiments of Horſe, 
and one of Foot, and on the 8. of June began his march 
thence in company with Cour? Portia with 3ooo. Horſe, 
and 600.Foot,and 6. Pieces of Ordnance towards Franck- 
fort, who'on the 3. arrived there in Perſon , and the next 
day his Troops followed, thence defining to croſſe the 
Main , and ſo joyn with the forces of the Duke of Lorrain 
1n the Palatinate. 

Whilſt the Duke of Bournonville was on his march to« 
wards the Palatinate: Generall Caprara was to joyn be- 
forehand , his and the Auxiliary Troops of Saxen with 
thoſe under the Duke of Lorrain; to deliberate about 
which matter the Prince Elefor of Heydelbergh, and Count 

Capraraon the 25. May mer at Heydelbergh, where 't was 
concluded, that the ſaid Troops should paſſe the Necker 
at Ladenburgh ; and accordingly at the latterend of 
May being tollowed by the German Creyts arrived at 
Wiſſellogh nere Philipsburgh , and with one, began 
to fortitye themſelvs there, that they might preſent thoſe 
of Philipsburgl from making any invaſion, that way 
from thence they marched towards Straatsborow , and 
hard by there on the 4. of June joyned with the Troops 
of Lorrain; whereupon that Duke and Count Caprara ins 


tered 1n to the City of Maeſtricht : to requelt leave x 
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the Magiſtrate to paſſe the Rhijn over their Bridge; but 
they > becaufe of their neutrality excufing it, on the 10. 


{of June rhey broke up from nere Straesborow , and fo 


marched along the Rhijn towards the Palatinate, tojuyn 
there with the Troops of the E/efor-Heydelhergb , and 
Duke of Bournonville , intending to paſle the Rhijjn at 
Manheyrn. 

As long as the Duke of Lorrain lay encamped on this: 
fide of Straasborow , Turenne was on the other ſide, very 
buiſy in fortifying of Saberne , and having forthe better 
convenie:icy of torrageing ſpread his "Troops far abroad, 
25 ſoon as he obſerved the march of the Duke of Lorain 
broke up alſo on the 12. of June from his Quarters at 
Hoogteld , nare Straetsborow , leaving the Marquis de 
Paubrun at a Poſt at Hagenaw and ſo with 6000. Horſe, 
and 5000. Foot , marched in all ſpeed to Philipsborgh, 
wherehe, on the 14. arrived , but withoutthe Infanterys 


{ who were not able to march ſofaſt : inſtead of whom, he 


commanded the Field - Marshall Mour/erier- Colbert to 
joyn with him, ſeverall Bataillons Infantery , and ſome 
Dragoons of the Fleeing-Army that was there, with 
whom,having ſome Pieces ofOrdonance with himyhe im- 
mediatly croſſed the Rhijn over a Bridge of Boats, and the 
ſame day , maſtered a little Town, called Broeckhouſlen, 
wherein lay a Guarriſon of 150. Men; and on the 15. 
early in the morning , departed towards Wiſiellog , in 
which was a conſiderable Guarriſen of Imperialiſts, and 
therefore thought it not adviſable to attacque the ſame 
but , obſerving that the Imperialiſts marched towards 


| Heylbron, herefolved to follow them; and fo onthe 16. 


marched to Zintzheim , where he was informed, thatthe 
Imperialiſts had poſted themſelfs very advantagiously on 
alittle Hill , and behind a ſmall River, which was not 
tobe paſſed, ſaving over one Bridge at Sintzheim , which 
the Imperialiſts had guarded with fome of their Infantry, 
and one Troop of Dragoons , thinking the Enemy was 
only ſome few Troops {ent out of Philipsburgh ; but Tw- 
rexne with all his forces conn of 12009. Men, fell 
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 Gerly upon the paſſe , and poſt , and after a yaliant op» 


poſition made , for two hours, and the loſſe of many Men 
on both ſides, maſteredit: whereupon Tureune , paſſed 
there with his Troops, and Artillery, and comeing to the 
other ſide of the Town, ſett his Men in Battailarray, 
which he could not quite doe before 3. Eſquadrons of the 
Imperialiſts came off againitthem, and tell ſo furiously 
on his Ayant-Troops, that they were forced to retreat,but 


the reſt of the French Cavalry coming up, the Imperia. | 


liſts were again forced to give place; but immediatiy ral. 
lying themſelfs, beat the French under the very Walls 
of Sentzheym; but Turexre again brought up his Cayalry, 
formed his leftwing , and placed his Artillery ; but, 
whilſt he was formeing hisrightwing , the [mperialiſts, 
the 3-timezfell ſo fiercely on them,that they put the French. 
to flight , and maſtered their Canon : but the French 
Infantry advanceing - diſcharged ſo cruelly among them, 
that the [mperialiſts were forcedto give ground, by which 
means the French , not onely recovered then Guns , but 
theirCavalry had time to rally, and fo formed the leftwing 
again; the Imperialiits came downe againſt them the g. 
time and fought ſtoutly , and many fell on both ſides, the 
Duke of Lorrain, and Count Caprara were ſeverall times 
amongſt the French; and Monſr. de Turexne was above 
halfe an hour engaged with the Imperiall Curaſſiers, but 
at laſt , the French kept the Field; and jhe [mperialiſts, 
after they had eight ſeverall times brought up their Men 
againſt the French, were at laſt forced to retreat to Heyl- 
bron,being in number far interiour to the French,and had 
noe Canon: ſo that Turenres Victory conſiſted only in 
his keeping the Field , having loſt as many Men as the 
Imperialifts , the number of what was loſt on both ſides, 
being about 4000. amongſt whom ſevera]l Officers of 
name and repute on both {ides : of whom the following 
Liſt was made.

Whilſt the Spaniards in Netherland were preparing to 
joyn with the Army of his H:ghneſſe and the Imperiall 
Troops,the Duke of Hol{/teyn with a Brigade of Horſe,wes 
ſcnt to diſcover in what poſture the French Army lay, 
who meeting with a party of the French fell ſo coura- 
giouſly upon them , that they were forced to flee leaving 
150. Troopers Priſonners, with good booty beſides, all 
which the Duke brought back with him into the Army - 
and on the 29. May, 41. French were brought Priſonners 
into Bruſſels, whom rhe Spaniards had took in the So- 
nienboſch; at the ſame time 13. Spanish Troopers of Ba- 
ron du Fer's Regiment mecting 15. French ſoon maſtered 
them, killing ſome, andjthe reit with booty beſides where 
brought into. Bruſſels, wherealſo on the 22. Coll. Majetty 
having been abroad returned with 25. French Priſonners 
all which booty their Arms and Horſes were the next day 
fould ar a publick Sale. 

In the beginning of Jnly, 55. Dragoons from Vales 
cine ,. fell upon a French Convoy of 18.

Citadell, were aſſaulted by zoo. Spaniards of Arien, 


and 600. of Yperen , who wayted their comeing nere | 


Verlangier, where they knew this Convoy was to paſſe; 
and on the 1. of July, ſo furiously engaged them , that 
the French, with the lofſe of many of their Men were 
put to flight,they ſunck 3. of their Ships ro make the River 
unnavigable, and rantſomed the reſt atrerwards to around 
Rate, and Lieut. Generall 4 Agourtoon the 1 1. ditoen- 
countered nere Vitry, with 1500. Horſe, and maſtered 
a Convoy of ſeverall Ships with Wine and Meal bound 
from Aat to Doway , of which they made a good booty. 

' Nere Maeſtricht alſo a Party of 60. Spanish Horſe, and 
30. Dragoons on the8. July in the Haysbane the road to- 
ward Tongeren, lighted upon the Son of Monſr. 4Eftra- 
des, Governour of Maeſtricht, going from Charleroy to- 
wards Maeſtricht with qo. Horſe, having with him 3. 
Mules and a Cart wellladen : the Spaniards fell on them 
with ſuch fury , that the French had noe time to defend 
themſelys s but every one lookt how he could belt ſave 
himſelf; the Marquis 4 Effrades with ſome others fled to 
Tongeren , and were followed by the Spaniards into the 
Town to the very Church it felt , where ſeverall of the 
French ſaved them felfs , but many of them were killed, 
and the Spaniads remained Maſter of their Baggage; a

Not much worſe fared the Spaniards of Charlemonr, 
who, 0n advice that the French had preparedar Rocroy a 
Convoy of 400. Wagons to carry tothe Prince of Conde's 
Army , with Wine, Brandy, Meal , and other Proviſions, 
marched out about 200. Foot,and 8o. Horſe ſtrong,under 
| Sergeant Major Bres/y , and poſted themſelves about a 
| mile diſtant from Rocroy, where on the21. early in the 
{ morning the Convoy under the conduct of the Marquis 
d Hilaire arrived, whom they ſo ſtoutly aſlailed , that the 
French were totally rowted > many of their Men being 
| wounded and killed, amongſt whom wasthe ſaid Marquis 
| himſelf and the Collonell, and moſt of the Proviender

ſroyed ; but molt remarkable was the encounter which 
happened on the 29. nere Manberge , from whence che 
Prince of Conde deſigning to break up his Army, ſenr 
Monſr. du St. Clar , Commandor of aiBrtigade with 500. 
Horſe, before him to diſcover the Enemy, and if poſlible 
toincommode them ; to that end they hid themſelvsin 
an ambushment there abouts,and ina narrow way,a Party 
of French from Zulsnay met them, who ſuppoling them 
to have been the Enemy, fierd fagainſt the French, in 
which encounter Monfr. de $#. C/ar , being wounded

Companyes of Croats, one of Dragoons, and [ 
one Company of Waiters, went out towards Auviller, þ;, 
two Miles above Rocroy , where a great Fare was kept, þ 
and nothwithitanding the reſiſtance made by the Inhabi- þ, 
tants plundered it wholy , and burnt at leaſt go.

Places thereabouts, having hither, received no Auxiliary 
forces, ſave thoſe of Munſter under Marquis of Bader; a

Company 120. Men , with an Artillery of two b 
Culyers, 3. twelve Pounders, 4.cight Pounders , and 17, 
Field-pieces,and 62. Wagons of Ammunition, which the 
firſt night lodged , ac Baluagie in Ligtenberg , and rook 
their way through the Land of Heſfen,and on the 16. ar. 
rived nere Giſen, andon the 22. at Burrenheym, about 
two hours from Franckfort , under the condutt of the 
Duke of Pleun who commanded inthe qualitye of Field- 


Marshall, and the Lieut. Generall Chawvert, who, on the | 


25. paſſed th? Meyn, and fo with the Artillery and Dra. 

oons marched through Franckfort, the Cavalry and In» 
tantry below the Citie, who took their Head-quarrters at 
Spangelinge not far from the Army of the Confcederate 
forces: yet joyned not with them, before they had paſſed 
the Meyn,and the Rhijn nere Ments, which they crofled 
again at Spiers, and were now gott nere into Straesborow, 

The Dukeof Brandevburgh inthe beginning of Auguſt 
made ready to march in his owne Perſon towards the Pa- 
latinate with an Army of 12000. Men, and a brave Artil» 
lery of 26. Pieces of Ordonnance, which the Field-Mar- 
Shall Dorffing was to command: on the 8. Augulſt,he made 
them all Paſle the Elve towards the Province Hildesheym, 
conſiſting of 500. Foot-Souldiers from Franckforrt on the 
Oder, and ſeverall Companyes of Horſe, 500. from Cu- 
ſtrin , 300. from Stargart , 500. from Colberg, 200. from 
Lansberg, as many from Furſtenwald, and alike number 
from Storkou , who all joyned at the generall Rendevous, 
at Halberſtad with 5. Regiments of Foot: at the ſame place 
alſo arrived 8. Regiments of Horſe from Pruſſia, all brave 
Men; whoaltogeather , on the 22. arrived at Maegden- 


burgh,from whence his Illuſtrious E/efor Hizhneſſe mar- | 
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ched with the Army,through Turinga and Fulda;whence 
he began his march towards the Palatinate through Fran. 
kenland » and on the 27. Septemb. arrived at Hailbron ; 
being followed by the remainder of Zellisand Nether. 
Saxens Troops about 3oos. ſtrong , andthe Duke him. 
ſelf, who on the 2. comeing to Franckforrt cauſed his 

Troops to paſſe the Meyn there, to follow the Confcede- 
rate forces , and there he received a Letter from the Prince 

Palatine , concerning a Conference to be held at Heyl- 
bron, which, on the 4. October, was there held between 
the Prince Elefor of Brandenburgh , and Heydelbergh , the 
Duke of Zel, and other Generalls, to conſult. about what 

was farther needfull to be under took again(t the Enemy, 

and alſo to conclude,upon what orders should be obſerved 
about theconjunction of. ſo many ſeverall Troops: 

whereupon they immediatly began their march towards 

Straesborow. 

And, whilſt they were in conſultation at Hailbron , the 
French, and the Confaederate forces fell into action nere 
Straesborow : .on the 2. and, 3. of Auguſt, the Confcaede- 
rate forces croſſed theRhijjn, and before they were ranged 
in order , Turexne whoſe Army was 25000. Men 
ſtrong, marched againſt them, from his Quarters at La- 
yantzenauw, and arrived the ſame Evening at 4. of the 
clock on thelittle Hill of Maesheym , whence they could 
diſcover the Army of the Confederates, laying abouta 
mile diſtant from him between two ſmall Rivers , where= 
upon Tirezne immediatly ſecured the Bridges and Pa(ſ- 
ſadges each of them, andthe next day early in the morn- 
ing paſſed over, and putt his Men in Batraillarray on the 
fide of the River Preuch , between Holrzheym and En- 
ſenheym,8 thence marched towards a wood about 1000. 
-m long, which was on his right hand ; anddelignedto 

ave ſecured for himſelf the Villadge Enſenheym,whereof 
the Confederates (haveing ranged themſelvs in as good 
order , as they could had already toock the poſleſiion ; 
whoſe right wing they had placed on a little Hillon the 
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Ditches,and their leſt wing on a Hill onthe other fide of 


the Villadge, nere the aforeſaid Wood , which Turexne - | 


iudgingto bean advantagious Place for him, ſent his Ca. 
non with two Regimentsof Dragoons of his right wing 
before, to ſecure the ſaid Place; againſt whom the letr 
wing of the Confaederates confifting of Lunenburghers 


and ſome [mperialiſts under the command of the Duke of 


Ho!jteyn , ſent 3. Battaillions Foot-Souldiers to the ſaid 
wood, to engage the ſaid Dragoons, who were imme. 
diatly ſecunded by more French, and a very sharp En. 
counter followed , the Lunenburgers being alſo ſecunded 
by ſeverall Munſters and Lorrain Forces , as well as the 
French under Marquis de Vaubrun, which Battail laſted 
from eight of the clock in the morning untill tour in the 
afternoon , and then the French made the Imperialiſts a 
little retreat , and took 2. of their Canons, inthe mean 
time the right wing of the Confaederates,laying amongſt 
the Hedges, and Ditches, ſent out 18. Companyes of 
Horſe againſt the French's lefr'wing, who being ad vanta- 
giously poſted, engaged they not, but the other part of the 
Confoederates right wing , conſiſting of 1500. Emperiall 
Kuraſſes, and ſeverall 'Troops of Horſeattacqued ſome 
other French Eſquadrons , who had been bear off, but 
rallyed again, to whoſe aſliſtance Count de Lorge comeing 
routed the Imperialjits, ſo that, nor without ſome loſle, 
they retreated againto their former Poſt ; and, ſeeing there 
was little to be done on that {ide by reaſon of the unſuta- 
blenefſe of the Place ; Duke de Bournouville ſent 6. Eſqua- 


drons to the affiſtance of the left Wing, to recover | 


their Guns againe , but they were ſo tired on both ſides, 
thar they remained within Piſtol-shotr, the one of the 
other, and only plaid with their Canon, *:il! the night 
parted them when the French retreated again over both 
the rivers into their former Quarters atScheltsheym , and 
the Confaederartes to theirs at Ilkirche and Gravenſtadrt;

Genes 
rall Caprara , the Marck-Grave Harman van Baden, the 
Duke of Hol/teyn , Ploen , the Field-Marshall Dorflinger, 
and Monir. Chauvet : the Duke of Lorraine being with 
ſome of his Troops abroad on a certain Exploict, in 
which Councell of Warre wes deliberated, whether they 
might not eafily enough paſſe the River Sor,and fall upon 
the Enemy in his Trenches, bur they could not at that 
time, agree aboutit, ſomeof themyjudgeing ſuch an En 
terprize to difficult , ſeeing the French lay encamped 
ſo advantagiously amongſt Hedges, Ditches, and Bogs ;

Which Victory was ſecunded by another advanta- 
gious Reſcontre , which fell out between a French Con- 
voy marching towards Turernes Army, with the Baggage 
of the Duke of Crequi, Commandor in Generall of the 
French Baz and Arrier-Baz , which Convoy they wholy 
routed, and took part of them Priſonners, and made 
Booty of 11. Mules laden with Money, Plate, and other 
coltly things, belonging to the ſaid Duke; and Kruſo/, 
the Commandor of this Convoy was caryed Priſonner 
intothe Army. 

The Army of the Confcederates remained neer Clo- 
gensbergh , and Tiwrerno in his Entrechments at Sor, a- 
gainſt whom nothing was attempted partly by reaſon of 
the diviſions among their Commandours , and partly be- 
cauſe he lay ſo ſtrong entranched , but the want of ſup- 
plyes, at laſt, forced Tirezre out of his Works, ſo that the 
fort of November13. Regiments of Horſe, who had lain 
at Nederwijlen marched over tae Hills of Lutzelfteyn 
towards the Zaar, whom the greateſt part of the Infantry 
followed the next day, except ſome Companyes who 
were left within Zaberne and Hagenaw for the ſecurity 
of thoſe Guwuriſons, Monſr.

orrainers from St. Hippolite along the Vallyes, as far as 
Lorraine , and Schudenaws Regiment had paſſed the 
Rhijn , in order to block up Briſack in Briſgau, and the 
Prince Elefor Palatine on the 25. November marched 
with the Kreyts-forces towards the Palatinateto block up 
Philipsburgh , for that Guarrifon continually made their 
incurſions ,into the Palatinate, ruining all they could 
come nere, as in particular, onthe 24. November, 1800.

And that, what may farther concerne the intereſt of the Allyed 
Cantons, in generall and each of them in particular , shall ( oy 


| hope) be concluded inthe Generall Treaty for Peace , the whic 


wee now once more recommend unto you, and in the mean 
time beſeech the Almighty God , that (notwithſtanding he for 
holy ends is pleaſed to punish Chriſtendom with ſuch cruell 
Warts ) he out of his bottomleſle mercy will graunt you a deſi- 


| reable Peace. 


Wee hereby alfo do farther acquaint the Illuſtrious Prince 
Eletor,and his Grace, that his Royall Majeſty of France (on this 
condition alone hath raiſed thoſe forces in our Country , with 
our conſent, that heshould carry them into his owne Land, there 
to make uſe of them only for the defence thereof , but, accord- 
ing to the reperts that goeabroad , wee find it other wiſe ; ſo 
that wee are Very earneſt with his Majeſty , and his Miniſters, 
that he will keep our Men in his owne Country,ſtritly alſo com- 
manding our Chief, Commandour and other Officers, that they 
remaine within the Dominions of France , and take noe ſervice 
againſt the Holy Empire or any Members of the ſame. 

What farther relates unto the Commerce , wee have by virtue 
of the Neutrality, as inall former times of Warre, declared unto 
al conteſting Partyes ( which wee have alſo always praQtiſed) 
that either of them might, on the Yearly and Weekly Market 
days , buy whatſoever he pleaſed for his owne neceflity as long, 
and as much only as wee our-ſelys can miſle. 

And beſides the teftimonye your Excellencyes Lords Embaſe- 
fadours have givenus , of keeping a good correſpondency with 
us wee doe recommend unto you the care of our intreſt on all 
occaſions, as wee, onour {ide,doe offer unto all and eachin par- 
ticular all cood friendship, and reſpe& , wishing your Excel- 
lencyes all proſperity, and wellfarefrom heaven.

ber he marched ſuddainly towards the Moeſel , where he 
maſtered Eſpinal and Remiremont, where heleft a good 
Guarriſon - and thence with the affluence of many hun- 
dred Countreymen in arms, being all his naturall Born

and Lands-croon; and the Blocade of Briſack, imme. 
diatly gathered all the Forces togeather he could topre- 
yent the proceedings of the oneand the other, andeſpe- 
cially, what everit should coſt, to relieve Briſack, into 
which Generall Sc&uts on the Fryburgh ſide began already 
to caſt his Bombensand Granates, and the Prince of Hom- 
bergh on the other ſide was advanced within Canon-shot 
of the City.

after a furious encounter they carryed: and took the _

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Guarriſon Priſonners, except 300. Dragoons who nar- 
rowly eſcaped ; but the right wing of the Conftaederate. 
Army being reinforced with the Regiment Brandenbur- 
gers under the Commandour Dorflinger , with ſome Lu- 


| nenburger Forces,they fell into a fierce combare, with the 


French, and many were killed on both fides., in parti- 
cular of the French were ſlain Mon(\r. foucaut and Mouf- 
/yboth; bur the French, having new Succours. gotr at laſt. 
the upper hand ; the El/e&or of Brandenburgh till kept 
his Poſt, but , as ſoon hz heard the iflue of this com- 


| bate occaſioned chiefly by thedifference among the Ofi- 
| cers,the next day early in the morning he broke up thence 


becauſe the French, being now broke throughat Ruftag, 
could march paſt Colmar, and curt of the Paſſeand all 
Avenues from Sleſtadt, and Straesborow ; whereforethe 
Confcederates, that night, ſome thing contuſedly broke up 
thence, and marched towards Sleſtad and 1o forward, to- 
wards Straesborow , leaving ſome Men and Baggage at 
Colmars Monſr. de Monclar with two Brigades was ſent 


| after them to obſerve their motions; and on the 8.dito 


Marshall Turenne (ent the Earl of Roye againit Ry/tacks 


| which 1immediatly ſurrendred , whereupon the French 


Army marched towards Colmar, and all, that the Cqn- 
feederates had lefc there, they made good booty off, and 
the remainder ofthe Militia they took Priſoners : Dureing 
this whole Expedition, the French took between, 2. and 3 
thouſand of the Confcederates Prifoners, and they, ſome 
French alſo; the number of the ſlain on each ſide differ 
not much. But the keeping of the Field, and hanging up 
of fo many Enſigns doth, without diſpute, give unto the 
French the Victory ; who on the 9. arrived at Sleſtadt, and 
took polleſlion thereof, whielſt the Confoederates where 
diſputeing about the miſcarriadges, and differences a- 
mong their Forces: and thereupon the Munſters Forces 
were immediatly diſmiſſed, who on the 11. croiled the 
Rhijn nere Straesborow , being followed by the reſt of 
the Contcederate Forces, who were to have their Win- 
ter-quarters in Briſgou; and the Marckgraeyship over 
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apainſt it; The Elefor of Brandenburgh took his march 
towards Heylbron , thence to march homewards : ar 
Dagſteyn , only the Imperialiſts left a ſtrong Guarriſon, 
who were well provided of all things needful! for their 
- holding out a fiege', and another body remained in 
' theScons at the Straesborow Bridge , over the Rhijn for 


the defence thereof: thereupon Tirermne removed his Head- 


quarters to Gemar, between Colmar and Sleſtadt, whence 
again, by reaſon of the ſcarcety of Proyifions, he ſent part 
of his Troops into Lorrain , and on the 22. January de- 
parted himſelf for Paris, leaving that ſtrong place Dag- 
ſteyn blocked up by his Forces under Mon(ſr. de Vaubrun, 
who had drawn all the Water from the Town, and fal- 
lowed the fiege cloſe, and on the 28. under thedefence 
of 8. Demiculvers planted within Piſtolshortt of the Town, 
ſtormed it valiantly , but was, as valianly , repulſed, till 
the next night, renewing the ſtorme, he made fo great 
a breach, that the beſieged defended themſelys, asinan 
open Field, to the loſſe of much blood on both ſides: 
and the Governour my Lord Howztz as he was caſting 
Granades into the Lower Towne to ett it on fi- 
re, was there shott through , not without ſuſpicion of 
Count Cortarinies doing it, or ordering it to be done be» 
cauſe of ſome ſealoulies about his Conlort, and alſo out 
of envy for his haveing that Government : whereupon 
the beſieged fled confuſedly into the Caſtle, againſt which 
the French immediatly planted their Guns, which cauſed 
ſo great a conſternation among the beſieged, now com- 
manded by Count Cortarimi that they would no longer 
hear of defending themſelvs any more, bur immediatty 
ſurrendred : the Common Souldiers remained Priſonners 
of Warre, the Officers had all their liberty , who with $. 
Baggage Wagons, and the Corps of Monſr. Howitz,mar- 
chedout on the Zo. towards Straesborow, where the afore- 
{aid Cortarins, having firſt burntall his Writings , shott 
himſelf through with a Piſtoll as he lay in his Bed, and 
was burried by the Executioner, in the place where Cri- 
minalls are buryed; his Seryants, and other Officers, 
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who had ſigned the capitulation, were ſeized on, and car. 
ryed Priſonnersto Fryburgh. ; 

Thus wee have ſeen the proceeding of the Confaedes 
rates againſt the Enemy in the Elſas where, one while 
wee haye them wholy Maſters, and, in all probability of 
keeping their Winter-quarters, but again wee ſee them 
leaving it wholy unto the Enemy ; very ftrange, by 
what means occaſioned, as being noe way in feriour, yea 
exceeding the Enemy in power; the fault they shiftone 
upon the other : but now wee $hall leave theſe Confoede. 
rates in their Winter-quarters, Turexne at home ,' and his 
Army divided. and turne untothe Army ofthe Confoe- 
wear that lay below , encamped againſt the Price of 
Conae. 

In the beginning of Auguſt, the Army of the Confoe- 
derates was gotten nere Nivelle, whilſt Conde lay en- 
rrenched behind the River Pieton which diſchardgeth 
itſelf into the Sambre, nere Charleroy; andon the 3. Au-- 
guſt, his Highneſſe the Prince of Orange had his Quarters at 
Genivale , and Count de Souches nere Oharam - and 
Count Mozrtery nere Waveren, and,there they encamped 
for ſome time, in expeCtation,that the Enemy,wholay not 
above two leagues from thence, would come out of his 
Entrenchements to give them Battail : but, which way 
ſoever they turned, the Enemy shewed noe inclination 
atall to a Battail ; therefore, ata generall Councell,”t was 
concluded , they should march paſt the Enemy towards 
Bings to cutt him off of his Proviſions that way , or 
elſe to force him out of his Trenches: to which end, on 
the g. dito, the whole Army broke up from Nivelle, and 

oſted themſelvs nere to theVilladge Senef : their right 
Win g ſpread towards theW ood of Buſſeray,and theirleft 
Wing towards Arken; and Senef, a little Villadge be- 
tween Nivelle and Mariemont ; lay before z there on the 
10. they remained: on the 11. Auguſt two hours before

The: Prince of Conde obſerving the march of the Con. 
foederate Army, and, knowing that the inconveniency 
of the road would force them to a ſeparate march, he 
with the Dute of Anguin, Navailles and Luxenburgh , the 
Marquis of Rochefort , and Sr. Fourilles Knight , betook 
themſelvstoanaſcent,from whence they could diſcover 
how the march was ordered whereupon immediatly he 

Cauſed: the Guards to-march out toa place, wherethey 
might diſcover the Army of the Confaederates.and, with 
one ,. made the Battaillons of Navarre, of the Queer, and 
{a Fere , and' the Brigade of Felladet to croſle the River 
Preton at a wadeing-place, below Gouy , to afliſt the 
Guards: and with one commanded a Troop with Fire- 
locks alſo to march with 4. Pieces of Ordnance, the Life- 
puard , armed Men , light Horsmen of the Guards, the 
Curaſfers,and other Troops of reſerve,which were placed 
nere Gouy, andranged them all in an open Field where 
they. could not beſeen, andgave orders tothe reſt of the 
Army to putt themſelysin Arms, and ſent the Marquis of 
Chotjout:to acertaine high ground on their left ſide ro ob- 
ſerve the-foremoit of the march, and went himſeif to 
the righr fide;to fee how far the hindermoſt of them reach- 
ed: in the interim the Dake of Luxenburah , and Sr. de 
Fouriltes adyanced. with 100. Horſe to a certain high 
ground, cxlled Reneſart, who thence diſcovered thoſe 

- Men wee. had fenr out poſted on two ſmall Hills between 

whom, and the French was a Marshy Valley , which was 

paſſable only in two places; whereupon the Prizce of

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the Marquis de Rannes and Sr. Treladet to march againſt 
them , and with one cauſed the Regiment of Navarre, of 
the Queen, and of /2 Fereto approtch alſo, under the con- 
du&t of the Field-Marshalls, the Ear] of Mortall and the 
Marquis de Mouſſy. | 

On the Approach of theſe Dragoons, the Prince of Vau- 
demont acquainted his Highneſſe that the Enemy shewed 
themſelys, and had already began roskirmish with fame 
of his Dragoons, and theretore deſired, that two Batrail- 
lons of Foot might be ſent to his afliftance , becauſe the 
narrowneſle of theplace, andthebroken Land hindered 
his Horſe from acting as they chould : whereupon the 
Regiments of my Lord Prizce Mauritz Field- Marshall 
and the yonge Prixce his Couzin makeing togeather 3. 
Batcaillons wereſent to him under the command of the 
yonge Prince , who placed themſelvs before the Horſe 
on the other {ide of a little River, that ran by rhe Villadge 
Senef, afterwards, they finding it convenient that the 
Horle should retreat over the Bridge, the 3. Battaillons 
which were in the wood came andpoſted themſelvs arthe 
Bridge for the ſecurity thereof: and in thoſeskermiſſes 
they had with the Enemy, Mortall broke hisleg. 

Whilſt theſe 3. Battaillons defended the Bridge of Se- 
nef, andthe Horſe lay in a narrow Valley behind the Vil- 
ladge, the Prmce of Conde , and Sr. Fourilles Knigt with 
the Horſe of the left Wing paſſed the River higher, to 
engage the Horſe that lay behind Senef, whereupon the 
3. Battaillons recieved order to retreat to their aſſiſtance, 
which could not b&done to ſuddainly, butthe Enemy 
firſt forced in upon them , and made agreat flaughter a- 
mongſt them, and ſome of them who sheltered them- 
ſelvs in the Houſes of Senef, where took Priſonners : 
The Enemy being gott now above the Horſe, wee would 
haye charged them, before they had putt themſelys into a 
poſture, but the hollowneſſe of the way which the Prince 
' of Vaudemont was to paſſe made irimpoſſible, not having 
time enough, by reaſon of the ſuddain prefling on of the 
Enemy , to bringupthe 3. dE which he lead, to 
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witt , one of his owne Regiment, and the 2. ather of 
Holſteys , and Langerack commandedby their reſpeQtive 
Colonels, in due order, and much leſſe againſt 4. Ef 
quadrons of the Enemy : ſo that, that whole party was 
quite routed, many of them ſlain , and took Priſonners; 
and, notwithſtanding all the induſtry the Prince of Vaude- 
20xt uſed to prevent it, the reſt fled; part of whom 
.rallyed again under ſome of the Spanish Cavalry com- 
manded by Duke de Villa Hermoſa, who Rood below a 
little Hill, Scituate between them , and the Villadge Fay; 
the Infantry rallyed again with the other foot , thar were 
on the top of the Hill, againſt whom the French preſently 
marched: the Prece of Conde, Duke of Anguyn and Na- 
vaillestotheright, and Luxenburgh to the letrt fide, skir= 
mishing briskly on both ſides, untill the Spanish Horſe, 
At the requeſt of the Marquis d' AſJertar, were ſecunded 
with 4. Baralions Infantry , which ſtood an the top of 
the Hill, Vtz. the Regiments of A4y/ua and Swartzen- 
&urgh,and one Batailion of Thowars ; at the ſame time the 
Earl of Sault, the Marquiſſe of Villeroy, Mouſſy, and Rames, 
With the French Dragoons, the Regiments of Navarre, of 
the 9zeer , and /a Fere with one Troop Fuzzilliers or 
Firelocks, advancing towards them, preſently fell on, 
{e Sault on the right fide, and Villeroy on the left fide, 
having marched moſt of the my through Hedges and 
Ditches: at firſt they fought ſtoutly on bath {ides,but the 
Cavalry was quickly brought into diſorder , notwith- 
ſtanding all the induſtry the Earl Faſſantar uſed, who 
kimſelf was there killed : the Infarftry ſtood ar firſt alſo 
foutly , but, ſeeing the Horſe ſo routed, they fled alſo, ſo 
that the Brigade of Ieede » which lay on the top of the 
Hill, where the Earl of 1a/deckalſo was, conſiſting in all 
of 3. Batalions were forced to bear all the brunt; the firſt 
the Prince of Conds commanded to be chardged,the ſecund 
he went againſt himſelfe, and the Duke of -4nguin took 
chardge of the third, who defended themſevs ſo bravely, 
that they regained the place the Enemy had gotten from

| was not followed , ſo that, after a bloody ſlaughter, they

Thus all lay open to the Enemy,asfar as the Villadge of 
Fay , where moit of the retreated Troops had rallyed, and 
poſted themſelvs; behind the Villadge was a Hill where . 
the reſt of the Army had pitched themſelys, being in- 
creaſed with the Emperiall Avantguard , who were now 
come to their aſſiſtance : here again began a very hott 
Batcailon the left fide of the Villadge was Quagmire, 


| and every where round about*r was full of holly-bushes ; 


| ſo thatthe Confazderates had, by that means, the oppor- 


tunity, of putting themſelvs 1n poſture again ; The Price 
of Conde ſent the Duke of Luxenburgh to obſerve the (ct- 
tuation of this Poſt , whilſt he fell upon the Villadge; /z 
Mothe, with the Regiments of Engun, Conde, Conti and 
Auvergne aſſaulted it on the left fide, Mortal with the 
Regiment of the French Guards, and the Switzer Re- 
giments of Stoupa, Erlag, Pheyferand Salis attacked them 
on the right ſide, this fight was very bloody , and laſted 
nere five hours; many on both fides, but moſt of the 
French, were ſlain, the whole Regiment almoſt of the 
French Guards was there ruined, four of their Captains 
were killed, and three ſorely wounded; other Officers 
Pony : la Mothe atthe left fide of the Villadge 
ad ſome advantadge at firſt, which occaſioned ſome con- 
fufion , the more becauſe the Poſt on the right fide 
was alſoloſt; but the foot of the Confaederates retreated 
from the Villadgeto the body of the Army which lay on 
the top of the Hill behind Fay , between which Villadge 
and Hill, the Baggage was placed, where the Duke of Lu 
xenburgh , and the Marquiſſe of Vi[eroy put the two diſor. 
dered Batalions to flight,who keeping the way unto Bruſ= 
ſels, had almoſt putt Fariaux Regiment into diſorder, but 
the body of the Army moveing on thetopof the Hill, 
they returned again unto the Villadge ; after which , rhe 
II g Battail 
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Battail firſt throughly began ; the reſt of States Infantry 
being there , conſilting of the Brigade of Heeſwijck, 
\Erpagh, and Lavillomyre , whereallo Prince Maurits, the . 
Rhijngrave and Major Generall Yahre all were, andthe 

Emperiall forces now alſo joyned with them : 

The Duke of Luxenburgh being again returned unto 
Fay , would haveflancked ſome Troops, where he heard 
them hotly engaged; but found himlelt imediatly a» 
mongſt a Company of Foot who had hid themlelvs inthe 
wood: they fired hard againſt him but he nevertheleſſe, 
 . broke through them , untoa Vallaye, where he was rein- 
forced by the Duke of Navailles with che Horſe of the right 
Wing, the Regiments de Marines, and 3. other Foot, 
and the four Switzers; the Confcederates being poited 
there on the ſide of a ſmall River, who began to march 
' behind the wood, to cutt of. the Enemys patle , but were 
ron by Luxenburgh and Chriſeul with a Brigade of 

orſe under Latroſſe;thereupon the Enemy endeavoured 
to goeround abour by the.lcit fide, where Monlr. de Cha- 
wveignah mett taem with the gros of the Emperiall Horſe, 
to whoſe aſſiſtance ſeverall Batrallions were allo ſent, 
who altogeather reſiſted the Enemy, and with 4. Pieces of 

Canon, did much miſchief amongſt them ; whereupon 
Duke de Navailles, thinking again to gett through on the 
rignt fide, made noe ſmall itirrethere, bur with as little 
ducceſle as on the other fide, firſt driving back z. Eſquas 
drons, who again meeting with ſuppleis returned upon 
him ,and beat him back againe,and ſo continued fighting 
backwards, and forwards, for agood while, but towards 
the evening the Marquis of Moufſi ſuccouring the Infantry 
which were in the Valley they overcame the Eſquadrons 
thac withſtood them, but were again ſtopped by the Earl 
of Nafſou , whereupon the French found every where ſo 
much work, that they could ſtand noe longer , their Men 
deing tired, and the reſerve under the Lord of Montau- 
bar and the Earl of Bordimagallotti , not coming up to 
chem ; ſo that they were forced to leave again the Bag- 
gage they had took , and in part plundered, in 09 
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works the Spanish Troops did ſomething aſſiſt them, fo 
that this Battail ended with the Frenches drawing of ro 
their Tents - agreatnumber being ſlain on both ſides, ard 
on the French fide, not the feweſt; all theadvantadge 
they had conſiſting only,in a conſiderable number of Pri. 
ſonners, they took, and, in their plundering of the parr 


of the Baggage, on the other ſide the Contaederares ke;t © 


the Field, two hours after the Enemy was retreated: in 
whichengagementevery one that was there preient , doth 
highly extoll, andapplaud, the laudableconduct of his 
Highneſſe the Prince of Orange, who behaved himſelf there 
not inferiour to the ancienreſt Souldiers in his wite con=- 
duct, and prudent Valour , unlefle perhaps his zeal mighc 
have carryed him ſometimes to farre; having been en- 
gaged himſelf, and that alone, among the Enemycs Four- 
ces, wittneſling thereby , that his own blood as well as his 
Anceſtors wasfor the ſervice of the Countrey : and how 
the other Generalls behaved themſelvs, may be judged 
by thoſe commendations his Highref/e himſelf gave of 
them, in his Letter to the Safes, the Copy whereot wes 
have ſfubjoyned; 


Noble and Mighty Lords, my ſmgular good Friends, 


Hat wee may , according to our promiſe," give unto your 

Noble Highneſle, a moreparticular account,of what paſſed 
between us and the Enery in thislaſt engagement than our for-' 
mer Letter contained , wee doe hereby acquaint you ; that , on 
the i 1. inftanr, wee with the Confarderate Army marched from 
Senef, de'*gning to have encamped between Mariemont and 
Binch, and conſidering wee were to paſle within a mile of the 
Prince of Conies Army , wee thought good to ſend a Party of 


4000. Horſe and ſome Dragoons, out of the Emperiall Spanish 


and the Troops of this State, for the defence of our Arrierguard: 
In the march , the Imperialiſts had the Van, the Forces of the 
State the midle, and the Spanish the Arrier-guard , and, after 
wee had, in this poſture, marched ſome hours , the Prince of Vaus 
demont , who commanded the Horſe and Dragoons aforeſaid, 
ſent tg acquaintus, that the Enemy began to shew himſelf with 
H 7 (everall 
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be ſent to him, becauſe, the place where he lay, being very 


narrow, and abroken Land round about,he could not a& with | 
his Horſe as might be required, whereupon wee thought, need. 
full ro ſend him 3. Batalions in ſtead of 2. which he deſired : ac. | 
cordingly the Regiments of Prince Mauritz, Field- Marshall,and | 


the yonge Prince his Couzen,were commanded thither,confiſting 
in all.of 3. Battaillions under the condu& of the ſaid yonge Prix- 


ce, who preſently poſted themſelvs onthe o:her ſide of Senef,in a 
kind of a wood before the Horſe; and, ſeeing the whole Army 


was now out of cheir Leger place, it was judged convenient 
tha the Horſe, who lay on the other ſide of the River;that ranne 
by Senef , . $hould come over the River again ; which bein 

done, the 3. Batrallions of Foor,which were before placed in the 
wood , poſted themſelvs at the Bridge. The Enemy preſently 
attacqued them with Horſe , Foot, and Dragoons, and they re. 
ceiyed them vyaliantly ; but , whilſt they ſtood to defend that 
Poſt, the Enemy marched higher along the River , ſo that, at the 
fame time the Cavalry , that was placed behind the Foot had 
enough to doe to withſtand them , and being much ſtreighned 
for want oi ground, in ſo much that they almoſt trod on one 
another , the Enemy being gotten above them on the other ſide, 
wee cauſed the forefaid Foot to retreat ; which was noe ſooner 
done, but the Enemy advanced very ſtrong againſt the Cavalry, 
and beganto putt his Eſquadrons in order , ſending his Foot 
along che Hedges ; whereupon they - reſolved to chardge 
him before he could gett his men into poſture , bur it could not 
beeffetted , becauſe of a hollow way that was between them, 
whereupon , fearing leaſt the ſaid Horſe shoujd þecutt of from 


the reſt of the Army, they were ordered to march of to the ' 


right hand ; which the Enemy ſeeing turned about to his left 
hand, ſo avoiding the Hollow way , and advanced ſo ſuddainly 
upon thoſe Forces , that the Prince of Vaudemont had noetime 
to face about with the 3. Eſquadrons which he lead : one of 
which Eſquadrons was of his owne Regimenr, commanded 
by his Sergeant Major, , and the other rwo of the Regiments 
of Holfteyn , and Langeracq, commanded by their reſpeQti- 
ye Collonels ; who in the encounter loſt their 3. Comman- 
dours and ſeverall other Officers; wee endeavoured the 
like with 4, other Eſquadrons , to affiſt the other, bur ooo:

ſeverall Troops, and had already began to skirmish with him; 
therefore he deſired that tyo Batalions of Foorſouldiers might | 
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Hoſſibly face about with more than two, the which alſo wee 
ould not bring up to chardge the Enemy , but they and all the 
eſt fled , notwithſtanding all the Pains , and induſtry uſed by 
lhe ſaid Prince of Vaudemont to make them ſtand ; in which en- 
[zgement , the ſaid Prince approoved himſelf to be a Perſon of 
atraordinary courage and valour : theſe Forces thus fleeing 
made noe ſtand , untill they mett with part of the Spanish Ca- 
nlry, who ſtood under a little Hill berween them and the Vil- 
ladge of Fay : with which Cavalry commanded by my Lord 
li Villa Hermoſa, ſome of them rallyed again ; he advanceing a- 
zinſt the Enemy inthe head of his Company, ating as much, 
[:s conld be expefted of a Perſonof his worth and qnalirye in 
ſuch a diſorder , which all things before were in: thereſt of 
the Foot rallyed again with apart of the Infantry of the State, 
which ſtood on the faid Hill, confiſting of the Regiments of 
Weedes Brigade, excepting two Batraillions, which were com<- 
manded to ſecure the Baggage ; the Enemy ftill purſuing , 
fell upon the Horſe, both of the Spaniards, and thoſe thar rallyed 
with them, and the Marqnis of Afſentar,who was onthe Hill, de- 
fired 4. Battalions of Foot for their aſſiſtance, which was graunt- 
ed them , and the Regiments of Aylua and Stwartzenburgh , 
with one Battalion of the Regiment of Fauays were ſent to them, 
who poſted themſelvs berweenthe Cavalry and the Hill : whilft 
the Enemy , having brought up a body of Foot through the 
Hedges and Ditches thereby , quite routed the Cavalry , the 
Mrquiſle 4 4fſentar laboured by his owne example to encou-' 
radge his Eſquadrons to ſand, and reſiſt the Enemy, but fight- 
ing with an extraordinary couradge , recieved ſeven wounds, 
= Ange" he dyed, . and, ſo this Cavalry being brought into dif- 
ordre , they did the ſame with 4. Battalions of Foot which wee - 


{ ſent to their ſupply, and' ſo ranne overall, even thoſe Foot- 


Souldiers which were on the Hill, and had kept their ground be- 
fore: my Lord the Earl of Waldeck , who was perſonally in 
that engagement, did what was poſſible for a Man to doe, to 
prevent the diſordre of the Foot-Sonldiers, but, not being able 
toaccomplish it, he took an Eſquadron of Horſe, who, alittle 
before had rallyed there,to chardge the Enemy therewith in their 
fanck , before they should be able to face about , butnot being 
followed as he hoped , and finding himſelf alone amongſt the 
Enemy , haying received three wounds, he at laſt retreated 
without being taken, having killed 2, of the Enemy,who _ _

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tire though he had ſcarce any ſtrength left, to ſetr his Horſe lon 
ger. The Lieutenant Generall Ayluaſignaliſed himſelf allo in 


this engagement : the reſt of the Infantry of the State conſiſting | 
of the Brigades of Heeſwijck, Erpach, and la Villaumaire , with | 
whom was Prince Mauritz, the Rhingrave, and Sergeant Ge- | 
nerall Yalin were pitched on an Hill, on the other ſide of the |

about the ſametime, mettthere: and, totheir honour wee ſay 


it, they bore off the violence of the Enemy with an extraordi- | 
nary ſtedfaſtneſſe , and that both their Commandours and the | 
Common Souldiers quitted rheir chardge to admiration : The | 


Enemy endeavoured at firſt to goe round by the left hand, but 
preſently other Batallions were diſpatched that way to prevent it, 
and Mon(r. de Chavaignac , who wasthere with the gros of the 
Emperiall Forces vigorously withſtood them, and kept the Poſt, 
whether he gott to be brought 4. Canons, whieh very much 
annoyed the Enemy ; on the right hand the Enemy made noe 
leſle diſturbance, but with as little ſucceſle, as the former , fave 
that about ſeven of rhe clock in the Evening, at one of the Poſts 
he forced two Battalions of Foot- Souldiers, which had their 
Poſt in a farre diſtant Ficld , and ranne downethe two Efqua- 
drons, which ſecunded them ;. but was again- topped by the 
Earl of Naſſow , who in this occaſion did a ſpeciall picce of 
ſervice , and prevented the diſorder , with great wiſdom and 
valonr: my Lord Prince Mawritz shewed his valour there beyond 
his years; and, notwithſtanding he was ſcarcely recoycred from 
a fitt of ſicknefle , which had brought him very low, yethe in 
the whole engagement continued in the exerciſe of all the fun- 
ions of his chardge, not yeelding unto the yongeſt there; the 
Lord the Rhi#ngrave, hath alſo aa e himſelf remarkable among 
all chereſt , ſo that wee may truely ſay; that a great part of the 
ſuccefle of this Battail , may be aſcribed to his valour and con- 
dud, being therein well ſeconded by the Earl of Erpach, who 
was, aclaſt forced to retreat, being wounded in his thigh which 
hindred his doing any farther ſervice: Major Generall Vahne, 
and Monſr. de lzVillaumaire are mortally wounded, having both 
of them fought couragiously , and done ſpeciall good ſervice: 
amongſt the Emperiall forces the Lord the Earl of Sonches hath 


given a ſingular proof of that couradge and ys =

other our Subjets who enjoy any freerent Land of us 
and, our Ban and Arrier-3an of the ſaid Province, that they, 
without any excuſe, on pain of ſeizure,and confiſcation of their 
faid Lands do arm , and equipy themſelvs , as they ought 
xo doe,for our ſervice, and be ready at time and place which $hall 
be aſſigned, by the Governour our Lieut. Generall in the ſaid 
Province, to march under ſuch a ;Head , as hall be choſen 
from among them , to command over them , according to uſuall 
Forme, and therewith to joyn with the Body of our Troops com- 
manded by the Marquis de Rochefort onthe Maes,to ſerve us there, 
both under the authority of the ſaid Marquiſſe, and other Ge- 
nerall-Officers in the ſame body , and that for the ſpace of two 


Months, accounting from the day of their arrivall there , after | 


wwhichtime , according to the orders which wee shall give , or 
Cauſe to be given unto them, toreturne againe unto the ſaid Pro- 
vince of (. . . ) each in good order to his owne home, 
without doeing any damadge tothe Country People : all upon 
Pain, incaſe of retuſall, of being conſtraincd thereunto, as hath 
beenſaid, bythe ſeizure, and canfiſcation of their goods , and 
being proſecuted farther according to the rigour of the Stature3 
and it being propable that our Enemyes, out of their enyious and 
evil nature.ſceing the greatneſſe of their owne number, will pro- 
long the Warre,in hopes of regaining their loſſe , and gerting 
greatadvantadges by their Confaederacy , wee are theretforethe 
more; defireous of ſpareing our Nobility ,and not lettthem all 
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march every Year , as long as this Watre lafts ; wee will there< 
fore, and deſire , but halfe of the ſaid Banand Aurier-Banshall 
march to the aforeſaid Troops, being contented, that the other 
halfe of our ſaid Nobility be in readinefle to march, upon the 
firſt orders that shall be given inthe next Campagne : wherefore 
wee charge , and command the Bailifs and ., . . , afore- 
ſaid Provinces of ( . . . ) their Lieutenants , and other Offi= 
cers to whom it doth belong , that theſe our Letters patent, for 
the convocation of the Ban and Arrier-Ban, be Published and 
Proclaimed- by ſound of Trumpett in all the Cityes., Caftles 
and other Places, where *tis uſuall to be done within their ; uriſ- 
diction , that no body may pretend Ignorance thereof, and that; 
every. one $hall obſerve what is contained therein on. Pain as 
above mentioned , and of being proceeded againſt as is yſuall a+ 
gainſt delinquents, &c. Given at Verſailjes, the.11. Auguſt

Spanish Horſe, 
out of the Army , where, at the !ametime, the Secretary 
Beaumont arrived alſo with a conliderableſumme of Mo. 
ny, an the Army of his Highneſſe, with 4,o0r 5000. Dutch, 


Infantry drawne togeather out of ſeverall places,all whom, 
with a greatnumber or Wagons with Proviſions , beſides. 


ſome thouſand Pioneers, under the command of the, 
Prince of Vaudemont , marched to the Army., which-now: 
lay higher between 2verignan and Valenciennes , andethe 
Prince of cords, that he might the better obſervethe mo- 
tions of our Forces, h:d paſſed the Sambre,& wasgotten. 
with his Avantguard nere unto Philippeville , and onthe: 
31. Auguſt arrivedinthe Army the great Convoy, under; 
the Prince of Yaudemont , and Major Generall Farianx 
whereupon they began to.move again , marching directly 
towards Aath to beſiege that City, to which end the Im« 
_ » being theleft Wing , where already paſſed the 
ne; and the whole Army was on the march,but where 
again conntermanded , to returne to their former Poſts, 
on adviſe that the Marshall de Humieres had: brought 
ſtrong Recruits into Aath: ſo that on the 14.

cially , being advanced cloſe under the Counterſcharp, 
there- was no other probability, but they should ſoon be 
Maſters of the City, his H:ghneſſe intending to ſtorme 
it on the 2x. whereas juſt on the ſame 21. day early in the 
morning , on the arrivall of the Prince of Coxde with his 
Army , the Siege was broke up, the blame whereof was 
lid on the Imperialiſts; for the day before, being the 20, 
on advice of the Frenches marching towards them , 3 
great Councell of Warre was held , in which the Prince of 
Orange propounded, that they should, the next morning 
betimes,'march againſt the Prince of Conde notwithſtand= 
ingihe had gotten all the Force togeather he could ; and ſo 
preſently fight him , whilſt his Men where yet fired with 
their haſty march,which advicewas approved by the other 
Generalls: but when the Prince of Orange had (after a la- 
borious exerciſe all nightin filling up the contravallation, 
thar the Horſe might have afree paſſadge) fett his Men 
in order, and there expected the Imperialiſts to meer him, 
they, after a long delay, marched another way , and ſent 
word to his Highneſſe, that, that was noe fitt place ro fight 
in which manner of proceedings, his Hrighnefſe not under- 
ſtanding, and the Enemy in the mean time approaching, 
hs - immediarly shipt of his Canon , and ſent them by 
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water to Gent, whether,the evening before,they had ſent 
the Baggage, not to becumbered with it, and ſo marched 
off with his Forces, and, about a mill from Oudenaerde, 
joyned again with the [mperialiſts, it being now 4. of 
the clock in theafternoon; and there they ſtood in Bat.

& 33.Souldiers; beſides 89. more, who where ſlain and 
wounded, amongſt whom where 6. Officers, Collonell 
Vendoſme , who was ſorely wounded , being one of them : 
on our fide where 3o. men loſt, of whom 3. were Officers, 
and 10. took Priſoners : The French, ſeeing their error 
in not rafeing the Maesdyk , endeavoured to doe 1t 
with 1000. men togeather, bur where continually hindred 
in their work, eſpecially on the 24. when the Army of 
the States took a polt behind the ſaid Dyke , whereupon, 
the next day, which was the firſt time they fired their ca= 
nons from the city againſt them , which on the 29. we- 
re firſt anſwered out of the Army , bur out of the city 
they fired ſofuriouſly, that wee tould 4415 a 4600 shott 
ina day , on the 29. they made a fally upon us with 450. 
foot & ſome horſe, who again mett with ſuch oppoſition , 
that they where forced to retreat, and ſome of them where 
cuttoffrom the body of the Troops , who retreated into 
the Church of Ye/p, where our men beſet them, & (they, 
Shooting continually out of the holes in the Wales, & re-

Barrels of powder within the city 
in the Bolwork of the Caſtle , where blowne up , which 
very much damadged the ſaid Bolwork , and Caſtle, and 
many houles, and killed 5.Perſons. 
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Inthe Army wee were {till buiſy in makeing new Bat. 


teryes, viz. one in the quarters of Collonell Hoxdebek, ' 


whence on the 25. the firit gun was fired, at the ſametime 
was hanged in the Army a Deſerteur beeing a Sergeant,on 
whits time the French beganne to shoot trom the top of 
their Towers iron kookes , where with they did much 
miſchief: on the 27. his Excellency arrived in the Army, 
and took his quarters at Ba/goger, and the ſame day ſent 


3 Regiments over the Maes, where ſome Spanish 'Troo- . | 


pers mett them, and more daily arrived there , beſides 
ſome Brandenburgers. 

On the 3. of Auguſt, the Penſionary Fagel arrived in 
the Army, with the Lords Romswimckel and Blaspijl & Ge. 
nerall Spar , who, after ſome conferences had there , re- 
turned again, and on the 5. a cijizen of Thre/ was hanged, 
& another ſett under the Gallows , who had ſerved in the 
Graaf as Eſpyes, on the 7. the French endeavoured to ra- 
ſe the Dyke Yelp, but being diſcovered, were drove back 
again with loſſe, ſo that now, the ſide of the city towards 
Liege was almoſt quite cloſed, yet on the 20. they very 
cunningly conveighed thence Wagons with Hoſltadges 
to Maeſtricht: about the ſame time, 600. French Hor- 
ſe shewed themſelvs nerethe Grazf, as if they deſigned 
to have beat up ſome quarters there, but twas only in«- 
tended to recieve the Hoſtidges, and to deliver over ſo- 
me monyes unto them for the payment of the Guarriſon + 
in the mean time, they did nothing but cshout back- 
wards and forwards, untill the 3o, at which time their 
cavalry with 60. foot Sallying out of the Bos-gate ſurpri- 
ſedour men inthe Trenches, and as good as ruined 2. 
Companyes, took 70. Priſoners , of whom 2. were Cap- 
tains, ſo that of 120 but 19. wereleft, attheſame time, 
they fallyed out at 2. places togeather on the otherfideof 
the Maes, but were beat back with great loſle, whereupon, 
the next day, when our men were ready to Storm , the 
Revalyn 0:1 the Maes-dyke, theylefrit, and blew itup , 
without doing any hurt unto the Beſfiegers , whereupon 
the Regiments of Nzexlant and Hoorz , marched alſoover 
the

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| the Maesalſo and our men worked hard on the deſerted © jill 
! Ravelyn, and caſt upa very ſuthcient battery there. 
| Onthe6. December ; the Priſonners, which were ex- 
| changed or rantſomed 6. out of the Graaf,zcameagain into 
' the Army ,andon theg. and 10. all the other Regiments 
except one paſſed over the Maes to carry on the Siege the 
more earineſitly ; Collonell Ba/enteyz who came from the 
Boſch to view the Army , adventureing himſelfe to na- 
| ked before the Canons had his head $hotr off; between the 
| 11.and 12. our men fell upon the French in their Tren- 
' ches, which they yet had in their out works, in which 
encounter, beſides ſeverall that were killed, 7. were took 
Priſonners, on our ſide Captain Yer/choote and one Lieu- 
/ tenant was killed, and ſome wounded, on the 14. 4. Soul- 
; diers were hanged in the Army, and 2. had their noſe 
| andearscutt off; about this time they beganne to ſlay 
| horſes in thecity , for the ſuſtenance ofthe Army. 

On the 28. the French fell out with 8 Horle, each a 
Man behind him , into our Trenches nere the Quarters 
of Collonel Nzeuland, but were drove back again with 
ſome lofle, in lieu whereof they took two Priſonners 
along with them; On the 29, Collonell Pagenheym , had 
his turne to keep the Watch in the Approches of the 

| Commandour Hordebek, who makeing preparation about 
' noon toattacque the Enemy , was shott dead with a Ca- 
non- bullet: and, at 5 of theclock inthe evening , Col- 
lonell Tamminga was commanded to ſtorm with his Re- 
giment the Enemyes Works , being ſecunded by the Re- 
giments of Wagenheym , and Hondebek, whilit our Men on 
the other ſide were paſſed the Maes ina Line, to chardge 
the Enemy with both Canon and Musketts, to favour 
the Attacque ſo much the more , and thereupon ſtormed 
very furiouſly , and 3 ſeverall times was the Poſt gained, 
and loſt again, but at laſt wee drove the Battalion of 
Bourgundy , as farre as the Stone Bear, notwithſtanding 
ſeverall of our Men flew into the air by 3 Mines, which 
were blowne up, but were again beaten of by the Batra- 
lion of Normandye , who purſued our Men even into their 
| owne 
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owne Approaches: our Men might likely have kept that 
Poſt if they had been ſecunded as they should have been; 
The French had 70 common Souldiers, and 9g Officers 
killed and wounded togeather, and the next day a ceſla« 
tion was agreed on for 2 hours, to bury the dead. 

On the firſt of Oftober the Regiment of Collonell 
Beaumont , made another Attacque on the tame place, 
bur , after a fierce encounter, where again beat off, with 
the lofſe of 50 or 60 Men: the Enemy loſt 2 Officers , and 
ſomecommon Souldiers,and at evening was again,agreed 
for an hour, on a ceffation of Arms, for to bury their 
dead : in the mean time all things where continuslly 
brought to them,thar where needfull in ſuch a Siege , but 
the want of more Men hindred the carrying of it on , as 
was requiſite , *till on the 9.diro his Highneile the Prince 
of Orange, and the Stadthoulder of Frieſland , with other 
Officers,to tne number of 17 perſons in all, arrived there, 
who where followed with 60 Companyes of Horſe and 


ſeverall foot , whereupon his Highneſle, gave farther or- 


ders, about what was need full, and enlarged the circum- 
vallation , and at a great councell of warre , concluded to 
aſſulthe Town by torce, whereupon , on the 13 they ma» 
dea very fierce affault out ofthe Ho/feyns Quarters , be- 
gunne with 200 men who wijere again ſecunded with 200 
more, and afterwards with whole Regiments ,. ſo that 
they of Yendoſme where forced to give ground, bur they. 
being again ſuccoured with the Troops of Damprere and 
Languedockftood againe , and fo the fight grew very fierce 
on both fides, and one mine was blowne up, whereby 
the French themſelvs had muchloſſe; and another, which 
did execution amonge the Netherlanders, ſo thatin fine, 
the Afſailants loſt 2oo men on the place, 11 were fook 
Priſonners, and of the French above $0 killed ; the ſame 
day in the Evening wee ſtormed again 3 places togeather 
near the Bargate over againſt the Princely Bolwerck 2 
Battalions paſling the Grafts with their ſtorming Bridges, 
ut themſelvs in Battailaray on the Glacis, 4 ina file; rhe 
rench , being but tew in number at that place , —_— 
red;

ed: fo that 2 of our Captains being followed by 48 Soul 
' !diers, leapt over the Palifladaes into the low way in the 
| [City, bur they preſently ſent againſt them 8 Tropers our 
'ofeach Company , and the Bartailion of Normandy : who 
hayeing recieved 2 chardges fell in upon our men full 
butt ſo, that , after a very fierce engagement , the ſtormers 
!were forced to retreat, leaving at lealt 5oo men both 
dead, wounded and took Priſonners;many of whom where

the clearing of the Streets; After which bis Highneſle , 
leaving a conſiderable Guarriſon there , under the com. 
mandof my Lord Wede, who had commanded there, be- 
fore the comeing of the French, departed thence on the 
31. towards the Army of the Confaederates, in Company 
with the Earlof Waldeck , to give what farther Orders were 
needtull in this Campagne ; the Troops of his Highneſfle 
being nere Venloo, and the Emperialiſts in the Land of 
Liege, and the Spanich at Mechelen; and , haveing gi- 
ven what Orders were needfull about the Land-forces, 
which he left under the dire&tion of the Earl of Waldeck . 
returned again the 2. November from Meerhout to Soes- 
dijk, and thence to *s Gravenhague, where he arrived 


on the 9g. two days before being Wednesday the7. No- 


remb. a folemne Day of Thanksgiveing and rejoyceing 
was kept , throughout the whole diſtrict of the States Do- 
minions. For the regaining of the ws Grave, and all 
Other the various good ſucceſſes of this Campagne in ge- 
Nerall, with all demonſtrations of Joy in Bonfires , and 
ringing of the Bells, fireing of the Guns, and what elſe 
Was conduceable thereto : which Joy was now renewed 
In the Hague on thearrivall of hisHighnefſethere, who 
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was recieved and congratulated by all the Societyes of 
the Generallity, forraigne Miniſters, and other Perſons 
, of any Quality : after which his Highnefſe, made his 
reporte at the Aſſemby of the High and Mighty States of 
what was acted in the late Campagne, and was thereupon 

ſolemny thanked by my Lord /er/ex , Preſident of the 
Aſſembly , for his good condudt , Prudence, and unwea- 

ryed labour and pains, which he had been pleaſed to uſe 
for the Service of the Countrey. The Emperiall Troops 


under Genarall de Souches , laying at this time at Ber. 


' Dighem, in the Land of Liege, were ready to march up 
higher, Generall Sporck , on the 3o. November, hayeing 
took over the command of the ſame from the Earl of 
Souches 'immediatly conferred with his Highnefſe, how 
| they should be farther employed, and ſo *r was reſolved, 
| that ſome Troops both of that Army of the States, and 
' Spanish Forces, should be ſent away to Trier , to befiege 
' that place before the Winter, to which end the Prince 
| Elector had made preparations of all ſorts, and raiſed ſo- 
me men himſelfallo ; which was no ſooner knowne , but 


immediatly a conſiderable ſuccour was ſent thithers- - 


' wards 5; Marshall de Cr2qus himſelfe alſo marched to« 
' wards Mens with ſeverall Troops out of Thremnes Army; 
' that on all occaſions he might be ready to ſecund and as- 
ſiſt that City with all poſſible might: whereupon the inten» 
ded deſigne, to the great diſcontent of the Prince Eleorz 
was broke off again ; and new reſolutions were took to ſe+ 
cure ſome places in the Bishoprick of Lzege, on occaſion 
eſpecially þ what happened at Dzenant on the 18. Ofto- 
ber , where , by ſome French craft, the Towns men 
were made beleeve , that inſtead of the Emperiall Guarri- 
ſon which theEarl ofSoxches had left there in the beginning 
| ofthe ſommer , the Spanyards should now take poſſeſſion 
| ofthe Caſtle : to ſecure which a great number of Towns- 
' men were placed inthe Caſtle, who being ſtronger than 
the Emperiall Guarriſon , might maſter them and beat 
themoutandtakein 6 or 700 French in their room ; did 
occaſion General Sporck to march that way ;z who being 
LL brake 
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broke up from Beeringen marched towards Hoye where 
was but a weak Guarriſon , and that, only in the Caſtle, 
but the Commandour of the Caſtle refuleing to deliver 
up the Caſtle without orders from the States of Lzege, Ge. 
nerall Sporck leaving only aſlight Guarriſon in the City, 
for the tecureing of the Paſſe , marched directly for Dj. 
zaxt , where ſeverall deputyes were ſent to him , but ef. 
fected nothing : whereupon thoſe ofthe Towne, being 
reſolved,todetend themſelvs againtt the Emperialiits,cale 
led in ſeverall of the Country People to their aſliitance: 
but Generall Spork comeing on the 19 of November be. 
foreit,caſt up ſeverall Batteryes before it, where he planted 
20picesof Ordnance , which were brought from Namer 
and Charlamont : the Towne ar firſt ſeemed well reſolved 
to defend themſelvs, to thatend , they ſent away all the 
Women and Children , but, deſpairing of any ſupplyes, 
they ſoon yeelded , and onthe 22 the Towne ſurrendred, 
on conditions, and the Caſtle tollowed ſoon after, the 
French Souldiers were permitted to march out with their 
Baggapge,but thoſe of Lzege, eſpecially the Governour we- 
re carryedaway, as Priſonners of warre : whereupon the 
Emperiall Generall; leaving , a ſufficient Guarriſon in 
Dinant, marched downe againe with the body of the Ar- 
my to Hoye, where he before had only a free paſſe over the 
Maes,but now on the 25 Nov.ſummoned theCaſtle, whe- 
re the Earl of Merode , bareing command , ſtood upon his 
defence; Butthe Emperialiſts on the 28. Nov. beganneto 
fire againſt it, andon the x. December maſterd it and it 
being ſurrendered on mercy « and the Guarriſfon , in 
. their marching, out were plundered: and Generall ze 
Souches , haveing laid Guarriſons in the Caſtles of Cloc- 
quien, Egremont, and others there abouts , to keep the 

ountrey there under Contribution,On the 6.of Decem- 
ber marched with the groſſe of the Army over the Black 
Water of Chinai, and fo forwards through the Kingdom 
of Aken to Bon , there to hold the Emperiall Generallity, 
at Liege, Aix la Chapelle, Spa, Verviers, and other places 
he accorded fqr a large Contribution, that they might be 
free irom Quartering anySouldiers, Thus 
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Thus ended the expedition of the Empeniall Troops; . 


The Spanish Forces were now alſo divided in their Win- 
ter- quarters through Gelder , Limburgh , Henegou=- 
wen , Brabant, Flaenders, and Luxenburgh. and the 
Earl of Waldeck being with drawne with the body ofthe 
States Army , Major Generall Fariawx was commanded, 
with ſome "Troops only , towards the Province of Colo. 
gne, in order to forward the expedition againſt Trier , 
which Defigne being laid aſide, he quartered his Men in 
that Province, and was very inſtant with the Bishop of 


| Cologne, to releaſe the Hoſtadges of Deyenter and Swoll 


whom the Bishop of Straetsborow had carryed with him 
to Maeſtricht , but according to the Articles of Peace ma» 
de with that Bishop, were tobe ſet free: in which matters 
ſeeing he could eftect nothing , he marched downelower 
with his Army towards Orſoy , and choſe his Winter= 
quarters there,that ſo,by military execution,he might gett 
in the promiſed Rantfom Mony and other errears of the 
Province of Lo : and thus, on all ſides,this Years Came» 
pagne was ended; which weeshall ſoleaye and ſtep over 
to the Sea-expedition, oo 

Wee have already ſeen'the States Fleet in Tourbay, 
and Admirall de Ruyter with the greateſt part of them , 
and moſt of the Land-militia takeing his courſe thence 
towards the Weſt , leaving there the Admirall Tromp and 
Earl of Hornes with full 2000 Land-Souldiers; whilſt he, 
keeping the fame courſe with a fair Wind, on the 19. 
July arrived within fight of Martenique, whereupon im- 
mediatly convocqued a Councell of Warre on board his 


Ship, to conclude on what orders should be obſerved in 


landing there. 

On the 20. July being calm weather , the Fleet arrived 
before the Bay of Martenique, called Cuylſack , where 
they diſcovered 3 or 4 French Ships, and approaching 
neerer unto the Land, diſcovered ſome forces on' the 
Shoar, marching with white Colours, amongſt whom 
one of our ſmall Ships, ſailing cloſe by the Shoar, fired, 
whereupon the French A , _ fire themſelvs , 
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on ſeyerall Houſes, which they judged ſtood in their 
way: In theafternoon the Signe was given to Land , the 
Militia being divided into 3 Eſquadrons under the com- 
mand of Collonell Uytezhove , each Eſquadron haveing 
20 Men to throw Granadoes : all of, whom on the gi- 
veing of the ſigneembarcqued themſelys in the Boats and 
Sloops, and , full of couradge and reſolution , rowed to 
Shoar, notwithſtanding the French fired very violently 
upon them from their Ships , Which lay in their Bay , and 
as they approached to the Shoar , out of the Woods with 
Musquetts , and moreeſpcially from the top of a certaine 
height , which the French had caſt up, toprevent their 
Landing, which our Men, forceing in upon them , ſoon 
maſtered, the Enemy retreating to the height of their 
Fort, whilſt Admirall de Ruyter ſent 1500 Seamen more + 
on shoar , and then the engagement grew very sharp on 
both ſides, but our men had a great disadvantadge ; the 
Enemy fireing againſt us , from behind their Ships , and 
a Battery which they bad caſt up, and made very ſtrong 
with Pallifſadoes, flancking our men who ſtoodquire na- 
ked before them , and our Canons could not doeany exe« 
cution amongſt them : ſo haveing fought untill the Even 
couragiously enough , though with little ſucceſſe, they 
then recieved orders to march off again, it being yery e= 
vident, that the Enemy was informed of our comeing , 
and ſowere fully on their watch , whereby there was noe 
probability of our ſo ſoon maſtering their Fort, it being 
very dangerous,by reaſon of the uſuall Harricanes at that 
time of the Year, to make a long delay there, In the ſaid 
Attacque theſe following were wounded and lain :

Nor on any other Iſland; butto ſetr their courſedirectly

Afterwhich,haveing given orders abouttheir Rendevous 
and other occurrences : Capt. Midland was commanded 
with 4 Ships to cruice after the V ictualling-Ships , which 
were expected out of Holland, and the reſt of the Fleer 
ſett ſail , and on the 28. arrived before Mevis, where, the 
Ships of the State , and the English haveing ſaluted one 
another , the Governour of the I{land came on board our 
Admirall who again went with him on Shoar, and was 
"there nobly treated : whereupon the next day the Fleet 
departed thence homewards, who comeing nere the Bar- 
mudes Iſlands , Admiral de Ruyter ſent Capt. Thomas To- 
byas and the Earl 12» var Hornes before him , to make re- 
port of what had paſſed : who on the 8. September arri- 
ved, and in thelatter end of the ſame Month the whole 
Fleet arrived ſafe, except the 4 Ships who remained abour 
Martenico, cruiceing, after the ViEtualling-ships 6 weeks , 
and there mett with an Hurricaen, that laſted 14 hours, 
but at laſt,in the end of October,arrived fate at home alſo. 

The Lievtenant Admirall Tromp with his Esquadron, 
in which wereleft but 2000 Land Souldiers, under the 
command of my Lord the Earl of Hornes , weeleft within 
fight of Bell Iſle, conſulting at a Councell of Warre a- 
bout Landing; The ſequel whereof, and whar farther 
paſſed on the {land Normantiers, may be feen in every 
Circumſtance thereof by the Letters, which the Lievr. 
Admiral Tromp , and the Ear/ of Hornes wrote. unto the 
State concerning the ſame; The Copyes whereof are 
as followetb. 


A Letter from my Lord the Lieutenant 
} Aamirall Tromp. 


; High and Mighty Loyds, 
'ON the 17 paſt 1 adviſed your Highneſſes,with a letter,ſent wit 
. Captain Vander Voorde, in what poſture our Fleer was, and 
T doubt not, but you have recieved the ſame, and underſtood 
the Contents thereof, Onthe 18. ditto, at break of day , = 
Wan 
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Wind N. W. and by Weſt . wee ſett fail from Tourbay , and that 
evening , by shifting backwards and forwards , wee gott as far as 
Goutſtaert, onthe 19. and: 20. ditto was the wind Weſterly , 1n 
the Evening wee made Heyſlant,five Leagues from us lying S. E: 
and by Eaſt ; and weethen ſett our courſe S. S. Weſt: the nexc 
day in the morning , being the 21. it beganne to bloyy a fresh 
gale out of the North Eaft, fo that wee ſteered S. E. and 
South into the Bay of France,and thereupon cauſed all the Chiet- 
Officers, and Caprains of the Fleer to come on board our Ship 
before noon, to recieve the needfull orders for a generall Ian= 
ding; On the 2 2. wee ſent a Fregatt towards the River of Nantes, 
to hk for a certain English Veſſel (which was ſent thither to 
diſcover in whar poſture the Enemy was) and to bring her to us, 
which Frigatt returned towards the Evening with the ſaid Ship , 
and a French Pilot of Sr. Lazeere; Onthe 23. the wind blew 
ſill Eaſterly , but was ſometimes quite ſill ; ſo that wee advan- 
ced that Evening no farther than Bell Iſle , or the Iſland Boulyn, 
where wee came to an Anchor with the Lands Fleet, on the Eaſt 
of the ſaid INand, in 10 fatham Water : Onthe 24. in the after= 
noon vvee ſett fail again , the Wind N.N. Eaſt, and came toan 
Anchor again, withina League, Eaſtward of the Caſtle in 13 fa- 
tham Water : On the 25. the Wind was in the ſame corner, but 
blew harder : His Excellency the Earl of Hornes ſent his Trom= 
petter to the ſaid Iſland, who in the afternoon returned again 
On the 26. inthe morning it blew ſtil] hard out of the N. Eaſt, 
inthe afternoon N. Welt » When my ſelie , and his Excellency 
the Earl of Hornes, ſailed with my Sloop along the corner of 
the Iſland, to diſcover,which might be the moſt convenient place 
for landing, and, onourreturne on board again, gave Orders ta 
our Sea- and Land-Officers , that , early in themorning , (Wind 
and Weather permitting) they should land , at that place, which 
wee had found moſt convenient; accordingly, on the 27. at 
break of day wee gavethe Signe fer their landing : where- 
upon all the Galiotes , Boats, Sloops , and other ſmall 
Veſſels full of armed Men and Ammunition made towards the 
Shoar, in order toland there , underthe fayour of the Ships Ca- 
nons, which were ordered for theirdefence: And , comeing to 
Land, they found ſome reſiſtance from a Battery and ſome En- 
trenchments , which the Enemy had made : but the Frigatts 
flancking them, they were forced to leave it, and at about ten of 
the clock our Men gott ſuch footing on the Iſland , that they pure

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with other of the Landships failed towards.the Caſtle, which, 
by reaſon of the Rocks and Clefts , wee durſt not goe neerer to 


than in 6x fatham Water, whereupon wee diſchardged upon the 
Enemy , and they fired again on us : but ſeeing wee could doe 
little good there, wee putt out into the Sca again, and came to an 


Anckor in 73 fatham Water , whence wee ſaw ſeverall Troops 
marching out of the Caſtle againſt our Men : but, as farre as wee 
could diſcerne, (ſeeing ſome on Horſeback going up to them) 
when the news came that our Men were in full poſture, they 
returned from whence they came : towards the Evening his Ex- 
cellency was advanced with the Army a full mile beyond the 
place where they had landed : on the 28. wee thought good, 
that the Admirall Banchaerr and Van Nes should ſail towards the 
Welt of the Caſtle, where our Army now lay, on the 29. at noon 
came aboat from the Caſtle rowing towardsus, with a white Flag 
and a Trumpetter , who brought a Letter from the Governour 
called de Logerie , whereby he deſired, that, conſidering the ſaid 
Caſtle was flenderey ſtored with proviſions , they might have, 
liberty to ſend out 2 or 3 Barks to catch Serdin, both for the fleet 
and Caſtle : but, that being a thing beyond our orders, wee 
on the 30 ſent the Trumpetter back again to the Caſtle,, and de- 
ſired tobe excuſed, as haveing no ſuch orders , and deſired, that 
our Priſonners which they had, might bereleaſed , as the Earl of 
Horns had already releaſed ſeverall of theirs both men , Women 
and Children; which the ſaid Gouvernour failed not in, but ſent 
unto us , with the Trumpetter, 17 Seamen and Souldiers , whoat 
firſt had adventured co ftarre from of the body of the Army, to 
plunder , and were took by the Enemy and carryed in to the 
Caſtte; the which being contrary to orders , wee examined 
the ame very ſtrialy , and finding 2 of the Souldiers to have 
been the Ringleaders inthat ation , they were, by a councell of 
warre, condemned to the Halter, and onthe r. of July , the exe- 
cution followed : in the mean timehis Excellency broke up with 
all the men, and came on board the Fleet againe : -And for ſeve- 
all important reaſons it was reſolved, that wee should fail then- 
ce, and ſteer our courſe towards Noirmantiers ; and, if poſlible, 
tnannoy the Enemy there , and (fo xryee ſent rwoo frigats , and 8 
Fireships with orders to fail between Heys and the main land, 
2boyethe Rijff of Colone , within ſight ofthe Iſland St. on, 
| an 


themſelvs in order, and beganne to march : weein the meantime. 
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and thereto behave themſelvs as good Souldiers, and ſeamen: on 
the 2 ditto wee fatt ſail again,the wind being N.W. antl by Welt, 
ſteering E.S. Eaſt ; in the evening came into our Fleet again 
thoſe whom on the 18 paſt , wee had ſent as Convoy to S. Se- 
baſtian with a Fly-boat laden with Maſts, and Ropes ; the 
fame Captain brought letters to us from the Governour : The 
next day was the wind ſtill N. W, and by Weſt, the greateſt part 
of the night wee drove backwards , and forwards : and at ſunne- 
riſeing,wee made Croiſigh,cloſe tothe mouth of the River Nan- 
tes , N. Eaſt fromus , about 3 leagues of , the wind turned more 
northerly : an hour afterwards wee made the Iſland Heys , Star- 
boordt of us andNormantiers a head of us to the luward, whether 


| weedireed our courſe,and about noon came to an Ancker in y* 


fatham Water : the ſame afternoon, wee cauſed all the Generalls 
and Officers of the Fleet , and Land Officers alſo to come on 
board of us; who unanimously adviſed, that wee should land the 
next morning , whereupon Iwent in my Sloops toward the shoar, 
to ſee which might be the convenientelt place for landing, and 


' comeing on board againe gave what orders were needfull to 


thar purpoſe , and, forthe better ſecurity, I ſent one of his Excell. 
Captains, with one of mine towards the shoar, to take full 
inſpection thereof: onthe 4. the wind being N. Eaſt, a Fresh gale 
and fair weather, wee gave the ſigne to land , the Enemy did 
oppoſe us, and, with great difficulty, all our men ar laſt gotr on 
dry land; for they had miſtook the right landing place , and the 
tide was almoſt ſpent, ſo thatthey were forced to wade over the 
Rocks and Clefts, knee-deep , and ſometimes , as deep as their 
middle, but yer about ſeaven of the clock the laſt of our men gote 
on land , who marched direaly to the next mill , where wee 
ſoon ſaw the Princes Flagge (ett up, and in the afternoon 2. of the 
Seamens Vanes from the Caſtle, wee heard alſo ſome shoo- 
ting. On the fifth , ſeeing wee were perfett maſter of the Iſland 
(where his Excellency found ſeverall brafle . and iron guns both 
in the Caſtle and other Batteryes, which he ſent on board the 
Fleet) I ordered that all the Boats and Veſlells they landed 
with, should come into the Fleetagain, and,on the 9, I comman=- 
ded 2 Frigatrs with 2. other Veſlels, to cruice for 4. days and 
night between the Iſlands Heys , and Boulijn, that, if poſlib]c, 
wee might maſter the ſame; and, with one tould all the Captains 
and chief Officers of the Fleet, that they should provide vittualls 

LL s 3 days 
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' 2 days, for all ourmenon Land; aund pon the ſigne given by 
us, on break of day, to-iand with their Sloops and Boats, and 
joynthemſelvs with the Army : accordingly on the 7 early inthe 
morning ,.1 went with our Sloops and ſmall veſſels to the shoar, 
and at the Evening returned again therewith into the Fleer 
haveing,before my departure { at the requeſt of his Excellency ) 
given order to all Officers in my Ship, that they should ſtrictly 
warne all the ſeamen in our Eſquadron, not to fetch any cattle 
or any thing elſe from the Land onpain of death : Onthe 8. the 
wind being eaſterly, and good weather, the 2 Frigats, and 8 Fi- 
reships which wee,onthe «. inſtant,had ſent out,returned in the 
afternoon tothe Fleet , and acquainted us, that they had been be= 
forethe Iſland S, Martin and had chaſed a French Frigatt of 14 
guns againſt che shoar , which was there blowne up by its owne 
powder _—_ , andthereſt of it burnt; and onthe 2 a Zeeland: 
privateer informed us of 7 Turkish Pirates cruiceing nere Heyſ= 
fant; and onthe 4 wee mett with an English Veſell who tould us 
that the Inhabitants of the ſaid Ifle could not beleeve, that wee 
had been before the Iſland Boulijn, and therefore the fore men- 
rionedFrigatt was ſent out ro diſcover us:te ſam eday we ſent one 
Frigatt, with 9 other Ships , Both Flyboats and Galliotes , with 
empty Casks to. S. Andree to fetch water, and , on each of the 
French Bregatyns wee put Zo men, who were ordred with 2 
other Ships to cruice a long the Coaſt of Bretanny; , as far as 
Breſt for the ſpace of i2 days, and to takeand deſtroy all French 
Ships and Fishersas much as they poſſibly could; and on the g. 
wee ſent the like number with 2 Fireships to a& in like manner 
nere the Iſland S. Marten, asfarre before as the River of Bour- 
deaux:on the 10 Capt. Dekker and Megang, who were ſent out on 
the 6. returned us an account, that they had been before the 
Island Heys, and found it,in ſuch a poſture,that (conſidering that 
ſmall number of men they had on board ) they found themſelys 
to weak, to adventure on land,only they fired ſome of their guns 
againſt rhe houſes, and afterwards , mecting an English veflel 
which came from S. Marten ,'they were told that, on thearrival 
of our Ships there, they were mightily alarm ed , and that a great 
number of men vere thereupon transported into the ſaid Iſland 
from the main continent , and that they were by gueſſe 10000 
men ſtrong , (but moſt of them countrymen ) and muſt procure 
their owne proviſions, and that there were alſo ſeycrall Canons 
_  plantedalongtheshoar,of i 2 aud 18 pound Bullets; and repor- 
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? ted, alfothata Turck of 36 guns, was makeingready and viqual- 
| lo in Faelmouth ; on the 11 July twas ſtill weather and wee 
02. Sar the Commandours ; and chief Officers of our Fleet to 
ſend on shoar for the Souldiers proviſions for 5 days, on the 12. 
and 13. rwasSagaingood weather,and nothing of any importance 
paſſed, on the 14. returned the two Ships and the Bregantj- 
nes, which wee had ſent tothe coaſts of Brittany,bringing a ſmall 
French Ship along with them , which failed 6 weeks agoe, in 
Compagnie with 25. other merchant Ships, from Marſeilies, un- 
dera convoy of 18 French men of warre, who had brought them 
as farre as the Straits of Gibralter, & then returned againe within 
the ſaid ſtraits ; the ſaid Ship was bound for Nantes , and laden 
with Spanish Soap, Galls, Corrents, Rys , Oyl and Yellow dyers 
wood , mounted with 10 pieces of ordnance, and manned with 
20 men, 17 of whom, onthe comeing of our Ships Fled to the 
choar , with the letters , and bills of ladeing, whereof his Excel- 
lency the Earl of Hornes was immediatly adviſed , whom 
wee deſired, to ſend in to the Fleet the men belonging to the z 
Frigats which were inthe Army , the Steerman of the faid prize 
haveing informed us, that the aforeſaid Merchant-men were 
moſt of them in the Bay of France , ſo that I commanded the 
Captains of the Frigatts to make ready , and on the 15 I ſent 2 
Gale Sand 2dobble Schallops again towards the Brittain-shoar : 
On the 16.wee again commanded all Captains,and chief Officers 
of the Fleet, to ſend Proviſions on Shoar for 3 days more, on 
the 17, 18 and 19 was thewind weſterly, and nothing conſide« 
rable paſſed: onthe 20. came ſeverall Ships into the Fleer , whom 
on the 9. wee had ſent out to cruice before the River of 
Bourdeaux; who informed us , that they had been by 12 English 
and 2 Hamborow Ships, whotold them , that the Kings Ships 
were retreated under Rochefort , where they lay before 5 
Booms and that Fireships were made ready at Rochel! : Inthe 
evening I againe erdered the Officiers of the Fleet to ſend provi- 
ſions onshoar for 3 days longer, and , onthe 2.1, wee gave noti- 
cetothem all , thattheyshould lay all their Cattel , whichthey 
had on board, to ſpare the more water. 
Onthe 22.in the afcernoon , came the 2 dobble Schallops and 
2 Galleys which wee had ſent out, on the 17. one of the Galleys 
haveing loſt hisMaſt,they brought advice that they had took and 
deſtroyed 3 Barks, and ſaw 4or 5 ſmale Veſlels rideing before 
Boulyn , which they preſumed had Ammunuon in , | _ 
| another 
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another Maſt to begiven to the Bregantyn, and ſent Captain 
Baren Hides thither with 3 dubble Schaloups and Bregantyng 


to rake or deſtroy thoſe Ships if poſſible : on the 23. early in the © 


morning wee recieved a letrer out ofthe Army , whereupon wee 
immnedatly commanded all the Officers, to ſend their Sloops,and 
Boarsand other ſmall Veſſells onland , to fetch away the ſeamen, 
and land Militia , and bring them on board, and accordingly in 
the fore and afternoon returned into the Fleet, and towards the 
Evening, followed his Excellency with the reſt of the Army, and 
4 or 5 Hoſtidges and ſome Priſoners, whom onthe 24 inthe mor- 
ning, for want of room, I divided on board my owne, and other 
Ships of the Honourable colledge of Admiralty of Amſterdam: 

in this laſt enterpriſe wee had about 135 both ſlain, and woun- 
ded, amongſt others , Lieutenant Collonell Heyden , and Major 
Schoonhoven Major to the Earls Regiment , beſides other Officers 
wounded : ard wee with the advice of the Lieut. Admirals jud- 
ed: it advifeable { ſeeing the Fleet would ſoon come to want 
water, and that the Ships wee had ſent to S. Andries , were 
Not returned} to (end 2 Frigats with 4 or 5 Galiots , and 
other ſmall Veſlells with empty Barrels on Shoar, and that 
they should take the French Prince along with them,who on the 
14. was come into the Fleet , and ſee to bargain for his rantſom 

as adyantagiously as they could : wee alſo concluded , to ſend 

Captain Hallart with letters to Zeeland to gett thence, as ſoon 
as poſſibly could be obtained , fresh Viftualls for the Zeeland 
Ships , which might Jaſt tothe middel of Oftober : Wee are at 
preſent on another defigne with the Fleet, which wee cannot 

yet give any exact account ofzas being not cometo a finall refolu- 
tion; and ſo shall referre me to his Excell. the Earl of Hornes let- 
ter , and high and Mighty Lords , .shall pray unto God 
almighty , that he will, more-& more bletſe your Highneſles 
laudable Government and deſignes againit your Enemyes, and 
remain &c.

The Earl of Horres alſo was not wanting to give the Sta- 
tes an account of all things that had paſſed under hisdi- 
reQtion according to the tollowing letter.

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High and Mighty Lords, 


« © Ince the laſt time, I had the honour of writeing unto your 
Y Highneſſes at our departure from Torbay , wee uſed all 
poſſible endeavours to gets into the Bay A Biska and comeing 
zeere Heyſlant, wee ranne along the Shoar as neer as wee da= 
rd; The Enemy ,on our arrtvall, fired all along the Shoar, and 
from place to place gave Signes toone another of our approach, 
ee were informed by the Priſonners , whom wee had took ins 
ſeverall ſmall Barks , that a great part of the Nobility of 
Brittanny were at Breſt , and thereabouts , which city they 


_ fortifye = ſtrong , and furnihed with ſtore of Guns , the 
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nour of the Fort, who hayeing read his Orders, returned them 


like they did on their Ships , which were ranged along the 
Shoar, to hinder our entrance into the Haven. 

All the Chief- Officers of the Fleet were unanimouſly of that 
judgement, that (conſidering how the wind then blew , and the 
danger of the Coaſt alſo) 'twas beſt for us to wait , between Bell 


 Ifle., aud the Cardinalls , for theſeShips which wee had ſent 


away. partly on ſome deſigne , and which were ſcattered from 
 ; and then, being joyned togeather, 10 ſail with all our force 
to the River of Loire. 

On the 23, Ianuary wee arrived before Bell Iſle , and took 
that Evening 2. Barks laden with Wine and Salt, and the next 
morning wee ſpoke with an English Maſter, laden with Corne, 
who came out of the Haven of the Fort of Bell I{le , who afſu- 


red us , that he had ſeen 8o00 Armed on the Iſland , among ft 


whom were 600 Horſe , all of the Gentry of the Land: which 
was partly confirmed by a Pilot of 5t. Lazara, whom wee took, 
who,about 3 days before, had been on the [/land of Bell [ſle,but 
ſaid he had only heard ſd , not knowmg the certanity thereof: 
Hereupon wee reſolved to land in this Iſland , and to that pur- 
poſe wee went with my Lord Admirall Tromp , to view the 
Shoar, and found a very convenient place thereto, 

I [ent ,in the mean time,aTrompetter tothe Inhabitants ,with 
Orders,that they should depute ſome Perſons from among them, 
to come 03 ryiens of our Fleet , to know our deſigne upon pain of 
being plundered: The Trompetter was carryed tothe Gover-

der; and if wee would attacque the Iſland, they would defend 


the ſame. 

Hereupon wee landed the next morning very commodzouly, 
end found much leſſe reſiſtance than wee expetted ; notwith- 
ſtanding the Enemy had made, Entrenchments there one a. 


ove the other , which were filled with Men , beſides the dif. 


ficulty of klimming up the Hill : as farre as I can judge ,1 be. 
leeve not , that there were 3000 armed Men inthe I/land, (o 
that the Englishman was miſtaken, 

In the Evening, when wee had traverſed part of the Iſland, 
wee encamped about a Musquett-shott ſrom the Caſtle, ine 
Valley, where wee found drinking Water,which was very ſcarce 
in that I/land. | 

Or the 2.8. wee encamped at Saiſon , where wee drove moſt 
part of the Cattel togeather, which was very plentifull onthe 


_m_ » and ſent them on board the Fleet: and, after wee had 
e 


en there two days.,wee diſcovered thoſe Ships,which wee had 
miſſed ; and then wee reſolved to embarcque again without un. 
dertaking any thing againſt the Fort , becanſe*twould conſume 
very much owe time,which wee could employ to better advan- 
tFadge to your Highneſſes ; Wee carryed 3 Pieces of Ordnance 
with us , which wee had took fromthe Enemy , and ſetting our 
courſe towards the Rrver of Nantes , on the 3, of Iuly in the 
morning wee came t0 an Anchor in tbe Bay of Bourgeneuf 
over againſt Normantiers. 

The tide being gone that day, wee reſolved to land the next 
day on the Iſland Normantiers , which wee accordingly did: 
the Enemy had caſt up ſome Batteryes and Entrenchments on 
the Shoar , m the which they had placed their Musshetteers: 
and,there being not much Water there, wee were feign to Land 
with Sloops, Boats andPincks,and,nevertheleſſe,the half of our 
Men were forced to march through the Water , as high as their 
midael., ſo that many Bandelleers were wett. 

After the Enemy had fired ſeverall chardges upon us, out of 
theirTrenches.and from behind the Walls of a Villadge,nere un« 
der which wee lay ; wee approaching nere unto them, they fled, 
and retreated to Poicton : At the ſame time they deſerted the

unto him,and told him,the Inhabitants should obey no ſuch op. C 
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05. Caſtle of Normantiers alſo : WWhence , and from along the 
»d | Shoar, wee took 17 Canons, 8 braſſe » and g of iron, beſides 19 


Ships, which for want of Water could not gett out : In landing 
wee had , killed an wounded 135 Men , beſides ſeverall Off = 
cers , namely the Lievtenant Colli, and Major of my Regt. 
ment, one Captain, one Lieutenant, and 2 Enſignes. 

The Priſonners that wee took tould us, there were 5000 


' Men onthe main continent ready to embarcque for the Iſland 


end, that 500 were already gott into the Iſland , which made 
me haſten our march as much as wee poſſibly could , toencounter 
with chem on their paſſing over : and left Captain Brakel with 
3 c—— Seamen, and 70 Mucketteers, in the Caſtle, and 
Captain Hardenbroek wth 3 Companys of Seamen unier the 
Adamirall Tromp in the Abbye; and, comeing towards the 
paſſadge in the Evening , I ſoo they were all retreated again 
to the main Land: Where wee ſaw a great number of Men , 


: both Horſe and Foot. The want of fresh Water forced me to 


encamp a league diſtant from that place, and left my Lord So- 
merdijk with 400 Men to guard that Poſe. 

Or the 5. of Iuly in the morning , came within fight there- 
abouts 2. Bregantyns, made after the manner of Galleys, which 
thoſe of Rochell had ſent out ,to obſerve our Fleet, each moun- 
zed with 3 Canons , and 35 Seamen , all well armed: who not 
knowing's, that wee were landed , approached nere the Shoar, 
where my Lord Van Somerdijck had placed bo Mucketteers 
behind a little Hill , and,whilſt he amuſed them makeing as if 
he was aFrenchment,hey came ſo nere.that he falling ſuddain- 
ty in upon them, they yeelded. 

Oz the Ifland are , as nere as wee can gueſſe , 2000 Houſes, 
and lyes about 50 Rod diſtant from the main continent: ſo that 
wee lay within Musketts-shott of the Enemy , who was encam- 
ped over againſt us, on the other fide of the Water, At low VWa- 
ter, the Land,that lyes between Bouin and Beauvoir, which

that with as many men in a rank as could be deſired wee could

but an hours walk , and that pa

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, The Enemy reported. that they had orders from their King, 

fo come over with all their Force, both Horſe and Foot ,toforce 

us from the ſaid Poſt , in the mean time they ſatt all their Salt. 

. pans on fire themſelvs,between Boin, and Beauvoir, whereby 
it appeared , they were more afraid of our going over to them, 
than that they intended to attacque us. 

After wee had lain there three Weeks (the ſervice of your 
Highnelles o#/idgeing me to ſo long a ſtay there) wee reim- 
barqued, haveing firſt blowne up part of the Caſtle , and caſt 
downe their Works along the Shoar , emptyed their Houſes , 
and conſumed their Cattle,which was very numerous there,and 
beſides that , took Hoſtadges along with us , for the payment of 
the Contribution, lam upon them for 14.000 Rijxdalles, which 
Freatment their oppoſition was the cauſe of. 

From ſome of our Priſonners wee had intelligence , that the 
Duke of Chaulnes /ay between Croifil and'St. Lazare, a- 
bout 6 Hours going hence, with 4000 Horſe , being all Gentry, 
and the Duke of Rets with about 1200 of the Gentry , and 
5000 Inhabitants, about one Hour from this place. | 

The Duke of Neuville /ay over againff us, within ſight of 
#5, with 2000 Gentry , and Booo other Inhabitants , ſpread- 
ing themſelvs as far as Bouin and Beauvoir , which two laſt 
mrght eaſily in a short time joyne forces. | 

The Duke of Gadaigne commanded at Rochel, Oleron, 
#n the Iſle of Rhee, in which places they had brought moſt of 
therr Forces, ſuſpedtrmg the deſigne might be that way. 

And , according to the unanimous report of ſeverall Priſon- 
ners , which was alſo confirmed by the English and Hamborow 
Ships , comeing from thence , who tould us that on the Iſland of 
Rhee a/one, was 10000 armed Men, of which 1000 Horſe,and 
about 5000 of the Inhabitants reakoned among them , that 
within 6 Weeks the Foot-Regiments of Gadaine , Neuville, 
Louvigny , and one Battaljon of Marines , be ſides ſome other 


Companyes were arrived in that Iſland : as alſo the Regiments | 


of Horſe of Courlſelle, and Bellegaurde , the fir/# of whom 

commanded, under Gadaigne, the ſicund commanded the Hor 

ſe, and Louvay commanded on the Forts. 

From Oleron wee have no other news , but that o, a7 
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filled with Souldiers alſo , and that, about 4 weeks agoe , there 
arrived a new Battallion of Sea-Souldiers. 

'The Governour of S. Sebaſtiaen tould me , that he had nar. 
rowly ſearcht what forces the Enemy had along their Seacoaſts, 
and found that they of Rochel , Bordeaux and Bayonne , had 
above 8000 Foot and 606 Horſe marms. 

That the Marshalls of Grammont and Obret , with the 
Earls dela Serre and Louvigny , had the command along the 
Coaſt, between Bourdeaux and Bayonne. 

The Priſonners , and others , that came thence , informed us 
that they were in a very miſerable condition along the Coaſts 
all being there deſtroyed by the Horſe and Foot-forces , as bad, 
. #s if an Enemyes Army had been there , ſo that the Houſes 

alone were left ſtanding. | 
. My Lord Adamirall Tromp had adviſed you the particu= 
, lars about the burning of a French Frigatt , which two of our 
Men of Warre had drove on Shoar , as alſo the takeing of 2 
good priſe , ſo that I need not repeat the ſame : wee are juſt 
ow » ſetting ſail again, to ſee to effett what 1 am farther come

Verily,a matter of no ſmall importance;that the landing 
of 4000 Men, should keep 100000 in alarme, whoellſe 
might be uſed otherwife to greater advantadge to the 
Enemy , and thereby a dread caſt upon all the Inhabitants 
round about, not knowing , what Deſignes the Fleet 
; Might farther have, who now were ſett ſail againe, and, 
on the laſt ditto, arrived at S. Sebaſtiaen, where the 'Zee- 
| land, and Friefland Ships gave over their Land Forces 
 untothe ather Ships; and ſo departed thence homewards, 


| whilſt my Lord Tromp., the Earl of Hornes and William 


| Baſtiaenſe , and other Officers, went there on Shoar, and 
| conferred with Doz Berngraq de Salines , who, to that end, 
was arrived there: after which, the Earl of Horzes went 
by land to Madrid in Conmany wich Don Bernardo de $4- 
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lines; and Admirall Tromp,with the Fleet,ſet ſail for Cadix 
there to meet his Excellency on his returne , who had 
ſeverall conferences , with the Queen , and the Councel 
of Spain, and, after he had been nobly treated bythem , 
departed for Cadix , where comeing on the 1. Septemb. 
he found the Fleet, bich was arrived there on the 27 Aus« 
guſt : and after they had revictualled themſelvs, onthe 
7. September they ſatt ſail towards the Straits, paſſing 
on the 17 Allrcanten , onthe 24. they arrived before Barce- 
lone, where the Chief Commandours were treated by the 
Prince de Monteſarchio , Generall of the Spanish Galleys, 
and afterwards orders came from the Duke of S?, Germain 
Generall of the Spanish Army in Catalonia, that the 
dutch Militia should ſail to Roſes, and there be disbarc- 
qued; whereupon 6 _ were ſent thither with 11 or 
1200 men, under the Conduct of the Commandour 
Steck, with orders to ſtay there untill ſuch time that the 
ſaid Troops Should be reimbarqued; and the reſt of the 
Fleet , under Admirall TZromp , and the Earl of Hornes 
returned homewards with the reſt of the militia, and , on 
the 28 October, arrived at Cadix, where, at the ſameti- 
me, came news » that the Silver Fleet was arrived at Sr. 
Lywcar, ſo that the Admirall Tromp , leaving my Lord de 
Haen with ſeyerall men of warre, for the better ſecurity 
of the Smirna, and Spanish Convoy , and the Silver-fleet, 
which was now arriyed ; departed thence on the 4 No- 
vember homewards. and, on the 4 December, arrived fate 
in Texel with 18 fail; and thereupon made his report of 
What paſled in this expedition. 

. The6. Ships wich were left before Roſes, landed their 
Foot-ſouldiers, though unwilling , whom the Duke of 
Sz. Germain leeing, Admired at their number, being in 
Expectation of more Troops : fo that finding bur 
little aſſiſtance thereby ; he could make noe adyantadge , 
oftheretreart ofthe French, on the bare reportes of theſe 
aproaching auxiliary forces,but divided his Army into the 
winter quarters., -and departgd himſelfe into Barcelona, 
kaving orders with'the Comi'\andoar Stock , to mw his 
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Men again, and accordingly, the ſecond day after their 
landing , they went on board again , and immediatly 
weighed Anchor and returned home again, under the 
command of the Rear Admirall Alemonde, and on the 
10 November arrived at Cad;x; where he found my Lord 
de Haen, left there by Admirall Tromp ; be would not give 
him leave to Victual himſelfe , but forced him the next 
day thence, without convoying any Marchant-men 
which accordingly was done, and ſoon after they were 
- gone to ſea a terrible Storm met with them ; in which 
Berckhout being ſeperated from the reſt , loſt his Helm 
and floated a long-time in the ſea, without any hopes of 
being ſaved, untill at laſt he mett with the Lord Jar van 
Lier who haled him into the Caron to be repaired , bur, 
_#tlaſt, allof them arrived athome in ſafety : and ſo with 
the year finiched the Campagne alſo, and were laid up 
in their Winter-quarters. 

In the midft ofall theſe noiſes of warre,the Sweed ſouns 
ded the Trumpetr of Peace: the Swedish Mediatour , my 
Lord Ehreſteyz was returned from Cologne to the Hague 
and , on the 5. of ſuly , delivered over his firſt Memoriall 
unto the High , and mighty Lords, in which be teſtifyed 
hisgrear joy for the reſtauration ofthis State , and his great 

grief for the breaking of the treaty at Cologne and prof- 
tered his owne perſon, and the unwearyed conſtancy o 
his King , to uſe all their endeavours for the effecting of 
 apeace between the diflenting partyes. . 
Which Memoriall was ſecunded on the 12. by another 
. wherin they declared their farther inclinations , and good 
affections , with an ample apologie againſt what he ſaid 
that ſome, of them laid the blame of the Treaty's being 
: broke of, on the Mediatours; accuſeing them of partiality 
.1ntheir deportment ; butshewed, that there were ſevera 
Other evident reaſons thereof; and in particular 3 his 
Majeſyes ſincere affetion, to this State appeared herein , 
that he had again ſent the Earl Tot tothe Court of France 
and theBaron Spar toEngland,and himfelfe rotheirHigh. 
nefles , that, deſpiſcing all difiicultyes, they might faith- 
MM 2 fully 
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fully preſſe forward the Peace, ſo farreadvancedalready, 
to which all partyes declared their inclinations : demon« 

Nrateing at large the advantadges of peace , and the 


miſchieyouſneſle of the warre ; whereby alſo even thoſe 


that laboured to keep themſelvs neutrall,were ſo opreſled 
and ſo hoſtilly treated, by forced paſſadges through their 
Dominions , quartering of Souldiers, and unlawtall exa. 
Etions , as if, for that very caule, they ought to be oppreſ.. 
ſed and plundered : which was moſt notorious in the 
Empire , where the innocent places , which muſt be 
acknowledged are not concerned in this warre, are ſur. 
priſed, without any reſpect unto the Weſtphalian treaty, 
which above all things ought moſt ſacredly to be maintai- 
ned; ſothat his Majeſty of Sweden is ſomething ſollici- 
tous and troubled for it , for as muchas he is, on many ac- 
counts, oblidged, to prevent, as much as in him lyes, that 
. the ſaid peace be not wholy violated, nor their ſecu- 
rity enfringed : and therefore he moſt earneſtly emplores 
the aſſiſtance of their Highneſſes, to prevent whatſoever 
may hinder the ſame, hopeing that the EmperourandKing 


of France will then be brought to a reconciliation, ifthe 
grounds of Jealouſye be removed by each withdrawing - 


his forces out of the Empire, which France had declared 
Him ſelfe willing to doe; and then twill be no great diffi- 


culty to content Spain who hath declared , that he ſeeketh 


no new conqueſts , but that he takes up Arms only on his 
needfull defence out of love topeace, which will eafily be 
obtained , if 1. there be but an agreement made for a cel- 
ſation of Arms, and 2. that a ſecurer place be propoſed for 


the Treaty , and 3. that, beforeany place be pitched on, 
ſome conditions may be propoſed, whereby a peace may | 


be wrought out. | 

Beſides all which Memorialls, he, on the 20. dito de- 
livered a third, defireing , that, according to that good 
friendship and obligation of Treatyes, that was be- 
tween his Majeſty of Sweden and this State , he might be 
made privy to,and have the Copyes of the Treatyes made) 


an 


- accarding to publick rumours, between their Hi ghnefſes | 
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and the Dukes of Brunswijck and Lnnenburgh,asalſo with 
the Crowne of Denmark , and the EleQtor of Brarden- 
burgh ; and shewed farther , how the new contracted Al- 
liances were prejudiciall to the Peace. 

- To all which Memorialls their Highneſſes on the 25. 
July anſwered, That they heartily thanked hisMajeſty,for 
all the endeavours towards a Peace which he had uſed,and 
that*r would be a thing very acceptable unto them, if they 
would pleaſe ro continue the ſame ; that they beleeved 


* -his Majeſty of Sweden might , by what had paſſed, eafily 


ſee their cordiall defires , to keep themſelys in Peace, 
and to be freed of this Warre , and that both they , and all 


- their Allyes perſiſted in their zealous defires'of finishing 


this Warre by a good , honourable, and ſecure Peace : 
that they could not fee how any Negocition that way 
could be carryed on without reſolveing on a ſett place 
thereto; it being, in their judgement, impoſſible, before 
that,.to declare on what Conditions the Peace might be 
reſtored : That their Highneſſes therefore thought the 
only means to attain a good Peace was, that, firſt of all, 
all that are concerned in the Warreshould come to an = 


; greement aboutaplaceto treat in; which they and their 


Allyes were. ready to doe: 'Thar , with reſpect to their 
Confcederacyes, their Highneſles declared that they were 
only for mutuall defence, and aſliſtance againſt thoſe 
that bad already fallen upon them, or might hereafter 
doe it , haveing no tendancy to any other injurye or 
prejudice, and the maintaining of the Weſtphalian Peace 
being expereſly ſtipulated , and reſolved on: They de- 
claredalſo, that they were very willing to give them the 
Copyes of the ſaid Treatyes, as ſoon as they should be 


den would pleaſe to give unto their Highneſſes theCopy of 
the Treatyes made between him and the 


 . perfected: defireing alſo, thathis Royall eſe Swee- 


ing of France, 


Duke of Hanover, and Duke of Nzeuburg and other Prin- 
ces, that all the leaſt occaſions of ſuſpicion might be re- 

moved. 7” | | i 
'Oa the 9. Auguſt, the ſaid Embaſſadour of Sweden 
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by another Memoriall thanked their Highneſles, for their 
atteſtations of their ſteadfaſt inclinations to the peace, 
and that in their laſt anſwer they were pleaſed to shew 
their defire of haveing a place deſigned for a treaty , and 
their Deputyes had particularly declared that any place 
might be choſen , which was convenient to their adver= 
faryes , and any ways commodious for the other partyes 
whence the Embaſſadour believs the ſincerity of their 
Zeal for peace, but yet could deſire, that ſome prelimi- 
narye ditficultyes might be taken out ofthe way , and that 
the other conditions needfull towards a reconciliation 
might, as far as could be, in ſome meaſure be adjoulted: 
defireing firſtly , that they would nominate what place 
they judged moſt convenient for all partyes, and ſecondly 
that the Plenipotentiaryes of the State ,and of their Allyes 
might have their needfull initruftions before hand;third- 
Lf we the preliminary difficultyes might be qualifyed; 
ourthly , that thoſe obſtacles which could not be quite 
removed might , at leaſt, be propofed in ſuch manner, 
as might promiſe a probability of ending them with ſome 
facility : and fiftly , thar all arguments for juſtifying or 
diflallowing ofthe warre might belaid aſide, as lictle con» 
duceing to the promotion of the peace. 

And in another Memoriall on the 28. Decemb. oc« 
caſtioned by the engagement at Sexefand the preparations 
which thereupon were made on both ſides, he farther in 
fiſted on the nomination and concludeing on ſome one 
place,wherher,withoutany delay,the Embaſſadours from 
all ſides might be ſent with all need full inftructions ; and 
that the przliminary difficultyes of releaſing the Prince 
of Furſtenbergh, and graunting free letters of conduct to 
the Miniſters of Lorra7z might beevened, and made off; 
which is propoſed on very equall Terms: for if the Duke 
of Lorrambereſtored into his lands , which he may eaſily 
obtaine, it will not be eſteemed worthy to delay the en- 
ring upon a friendly treaty , by the not releaſing ofthe 
faid Prince. 

ToallwhichMemorialls theEmbaſadour not _ we) 
were 
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ſwered,according to his mind,timely enough,complained 


| inanother of theg. Ot. that he ſaw all of them ſo zealous 


in proſecuteing ofthe warre, & few that according to his 
wishes earneſtly purſued after peace, ſo that conſidering 


_ the miſchiefs of warre,and the advantadges of peace it ſee- 


med very ſtrange, that , whereas ſo great and faith« 
full a King to this State lefr nothing unattempted whicls 
might conduce to the makeing them partakers of ſogreat 
abenefitt, this his ſervice, fora long time had ſeemed to 


| berejected,whereas he could not imaginezthat they should 


entertaine any thoughts of the unfaithfullneſle of the ſaid 
peaceable King ; or that they had any objection againſt 
bis owne Perſon, whereas their Highneſſes might be ful=- 
ly ſatisfyed of the lincerity of both: and therefore the per- 
versneſſe of ſuch perſons was not to be borne with , who , 
either through inadvertency,or malice,as much as inthem 
lay , were not shamed to carpat, and blame the cordiall 
proceedings of his royal Majeſty , who , conſidering the 
uncertain conjuncture of affairs, had ſent ſome Troops 
to Germany for the defence of their Provinces , priviled= 
ges, and the preſerving of the Weſtphalian peace , by 
which means they take occaſion to make the Crowne 
of Sweden ſuſpected, as if thoſe forces were deſigned 
againſt this State , contrary to which his Majeſty 1s rea= 
dy, togiveand recievea mutuall and full ſecurity tothe 
contrary, and to makea neerer allyance, if ſuch a triend= 
ly propoſall, might be acceptable unto them , defireings 
that a conference might be held to that end, and his me- 
moriall be anſwered without any delay . in conſideration 
that the preſent ballance ofthe warre,and the approaching 
Wianter-ſeaſon required, that a generall treaty be entered 
on without any farther delay. FE 

And the ſame Embaſſadour, on the 22. December 
ina sharper ſtile, declared unto the State by another Me. 
mortiall , that the Zeal of the Mediation might have 


brought the Treaty at Cologne, to a better iſſue, if it had 


not been prevented by ſome, who, on a ſuddain without 
any neceſſity thereto,engaged themſelys in the warre, and 
M M ; pre. 
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preſently made themſelys partyes in the ſame by ſending _ | 
of Suecours, not for the defence of the Empire , accar- 
ding to the generall reſolutions made, and their propor- 
tions concluded on, but from particular motiyes, and 
with whole Armyes of their owne: fince which time 
the peace hath been but cooly proſecuted, that z un- 
der pretence of defending the Empire, the Neighbour 
provinces, es[pecially , the Princes, and other members 
ofthe Empire, which were reſtored by the peace of Of- 
nabridge and Munſter, will be ſo oppreſſed, with the bur- 
thens, and deſolations of the warre, as if they all muſt 
needs be enyolved in a new deſtructive warre, tothe en- 
dangering the shakeing of the whole Empire without any 
reverence had to the Weſtphalian peace ; whereby his. 
Royall Majeſty of Sweeden, as a principall Member of 
the Kmpite, and Guardian of the peace thereof, was ne- 
ceſſirated to beat the chardge and pains of ſending ſome 
Troops into Germany, to preſerve thoſe his Provinces, 

rights, and intereſts in the Empire , which by the ſaid 
| we were graunted unto him, from violence and inva- 
on : whereupon the ſaid Embaſſadour judgeth it very 
needfull, to entreattheir Highneſſes, that they would be 
pleaſed toconſider , the preſent State of Chrittendome, 
the miſery of the Romish Empire, andthe fear of thoſe, 
who are ſo much concerned in the conſeryation of the 
Weſtphalianpeace, amongſt whom his Majeſty of Swee- 
den is one; 'and that they wouldendeavour to ſtop rhe 
'Kire*s ſpreading farther, among ſomany Princes, and fo 
\ 7 6c bags the generall ruine , to which end there is noe 
tter means ,'than a ſpeedy treaty for the reſtaura- 
tion of a peace, and thereto chiefly it is required, 
that their Highneſles , who according to the liberall pro- 
teſtation of the moſt Chriſtian King., may have peace 
if they pleaſe but to interpoſe their Authority to effect 
the fame among their Confcederates, thatthey will ſpe- 
City and nominate a ſetr place which may be proper for 
the Treaty ; and remove ſuch known impediments, 
without the takeing away of which there is little hopes of 
EE - comeing 
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comeing to atreaty , that ſo the whole Chriſtian World b 
not wallowed in their owne blood. + 
To which Memoriall their Higneſſes on the 17. No- 
yvember anſwered; that they had hoped the arguments , 
and fincere declarations they had formerly made, would 
have ſutficiently convinced them , and all the world of 
their real inclinations toa peace , and that*twould there= 
fore have been needleſſe to animate them thereto : Yet 
they thanked his Royall Majeſty of Sweden neverthe- 
lefle for the zeal he shewed 1n this affair, and his Excellen- 
cy the Embaſſadour alfo , which he ſeeming in his memo- 
riall to make ſome doubt of, as if the arms of this State 
and their Confoederates should be made uſe of for the 
prejudice of the german Princes: they doe therefore again 
proteſt, that the cauſe of this preſent warre can by no 
means beaſcribed unto them;haveing proffered the King 
of France before he took up Arms againſt them all poſſi 
ble fatisfaction,entreating all their Confcederates and the 
King of Sweden alſo,that they would intercede for them, 
whereas the King of France on the contrary, laboured 
amongſt all Kings and Princes that were inallyance with 
this State ,. as many of them as he could not dispoſe to a 
fideing with himſelte, to ſtand ſtill as neutrall therein : 
whence the world may judge,to whom the following Ca. 
lamityes may be imputed ; and when the unconceivable 
ſucceſſes of the French Arms threatned the ruine of this 
State , their Highneſſes uſed all endeayours to procure a 
peace, ſufficiently beſeeching it of him ; andalto shewed 
themſelys every way enclined thereto, as ſoughtafterby 
the mediation of his Majeſty of Sweden, bur could ob - 
tain nothing elſe from the King of France than ſuch con- 
ditions which were not to be accepted of , which incon= 
veniencyes their former allyes beheld without giveing 
them any aſliſtance; Spazr being the firſt , who, without 
any engagement,ſfecunded them with his militia,8 Bran 
denburgh who by agreement took their Party,which Fran- 
ce ſo highly reſented, that he thereupon treated the Spa- 
Aish Netherlands in a very hoſtile manner, and forced 
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the Duke of Brandenbourgh , for his owne ſecurity, to lay downe 
his Arms; by which means the State being deſtitute of all help 
againe,wcre conſtrained;to enter into a neerer Allyance with the 
Emperouy, Spam, and the Duke of Loyyarn, ſo that bs retarding of 
the Peace pretended to ariſe from this Confeederacy cannot be 
aſcribed to them, but to thoſe that conftrained them thereto : and 
eherefore they remained obliged, before God, and the World, to 
what they had promiſed their Confaederates in their greateſt 
Araits , the aim of all being only an eſtablished Peace, andthe 
maintaining of theWeſtphalian Peace,without deſigning the pre- 
judice of any one whomſoever: ſo that their Highnefles are trou- 
bled, that his Royall Majeſty of Sweden should any ways ſuſpe&t 
them inthar Poinct; and that he should prepare himſel-e to pre- 
ſerve the ſame by force of Arms ; and that their Highneſles could 
not concieve what should be the reafon , that they should shew 
themſelvs more averſe from a Peace,ſince the contratedAlliance 
with the Elector of Brandenburgh, and the Princes of Brunswyck 
and Lunenbnrgh,thanbefore,they haveing noe other deſigne than 
what they had all along : ſo that they much wondered at the ſuſ- 
png expreſſions of the ſaid Embaſſadour , ſeeing the Princes 

letors had adventured themſelvs into the publick danger, 
without reſpett to any advantadge as to their owne particu- 
lar, only to follow the Emperour their chief Soveraigne, ac- 
cording to the decrees of the Empire ; the which is impoſh- 
ble to be done , without ſomeways burthening the Mem- 
bers of the Empire; yer their main endeavour hath been, to 
eaſe the Empire , and totransferre the ſeat of the warre into the 
Enemys country : and their Highneſles cannot beleeve, that his 
Majeſty of Sweden should hold thatto be a breach of the Weſt- 
phalian Treaty , that the Emperour and Princes of the Empire 
doe labour for their owne ſecurity, to turne the FrenchArms from 
their owne bottome , where as France without conſent of the 
Emperour or $ain hath marched through their lands, with great 
Armyes , maſtered ſeverall of their Towns and places , de- 
molishing, ruining, and fortifying again ſome of them, at his ow- 
Ne pleaſure ; which they judged the King of Sweden, as Guaran= 
ter of the peace made at Munſter and Aix la Chapelle,ought high- 
Iy to reſent ,-and that their Highneſſes acknowledge unto God 
the praiſe for their reſtauration thus farre , being not conſcious to 
themſelvs of being backward inany thing that might conduce to 


a generall peace , and were in no wile the cauſe of the m—_— 
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off the Treaty : if France be minded to reſtore tothe Duke of 
Lorain his land again , he would then ſurely graunt his Mini- 
ſters admiſſion to the treaty being that , which cannot in equity 
bedenyecd any one ; and as to the releasment of Prince William of 
Furſtenburgb, whoſe apprehenſion their Highneſles had no hand 
in, nor knowledge of ,1t ſeems ſtrange to them, that they sh-uld 
be putt upon the interceſſion for one , who hath publikely vaun- 
ted, glorying therein , that he had been labouring 15 years 
longto bring the State into that diſtreſle they now were in, and 
ſo hath been the chief Author of the shedding ſo much inno- 
cent blood ; and one, whom all Chriſtian Princes ought to look 
upent, as a diſturber of the Common reſt ; and therefore *r will 
be very unacceptable to thoſe that are true Lovers of peace that 
the whole treaty should be impeded for ſuch an unpeaceable and 
turbulent Perſonsſake ; and asto the nominateing a place to trear 
in, they had rather the King of France, or his Royal Majeſty of 
Sweeden would have propounded it, yet toavoid offence in this 
poin, either Franckfort , Hamboroww or Aix le Chapelle they 
Shall becontented with , and promiſe to contribute what ever 
cl{e Jay intheir power. 

On the 19. November , the ſaid Embaſſadour delivered 
anotherMemoriall,preſſing ftill che promotion of the Peace,from 
the dreadfullnefſe of the Warre adding thereto that the being of 
Germany , and the intereſted in the Weltphalian Peace required, 
ſuch a peaccable diſpoſirion ; much bewailing it, that thoſe, who= 
ſe fortunes depended thereon , should ſo much oppoſe it, and, 
without any conſideration of their peril and miſery, paſling over . 
other Provinces withtheir Armyes,caſt oyl uponthis rageing firey 
and ſo made theendeavours which other Provinces, and Chief- 
Members of the Empire , uſed for the obtaining a Peace , ridicu- 
lous, and by that means broke the Bond ofthe Romisb Empire : 
at the ſame time he congratulated with their Highneſles for the 
Mediation proffered by theKing of England to the putting an 
iſlue unto this preſent Warre. | 

And ina Memoriall of the 26. he teſtifyed his joy at thenomi= 
nation of a Place to treat in; aſſurging them, that he would uſe all 
his endeavours to make the ſame acceptable to his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty recommending farther unto their Highneſles , their ſe- 
rious endeavours to the adjouſting of all preliminary Points, that 
ſoall impediments,might be remooved, without which,although 
the placeshould be agreed on,thgre was noe hope of a meeting- 
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Onthe 27. ditto, he again declared, that whereas for ſome 

time forwards the Common cry hath been that the Swedish 
Troops are prepareing , to march into the EleQor of Branden- 
$urghs land, he, as being particularly commiſſionated to the 
negotiation for a peace had yet no certainty of that affaire , mo= 
rethem what he had recieved from credible hands ; but howe- 
ver that was, his Royall Majeſty of Sweden, would doubtleſſe, 
in due time acquaint-the State , either by letter or his Ambaſſa- 
dour , what arethe true reaſons, and cauſe thereof: and inthe 
mean time, he wondered , that ſome thereupon should judgeit 
necdfull, to munſter their forces immediatly , and ſend ſuccours 
that way , the intreſt of that Prince EleQour being different 
from the intereſt of this State, and had only reference to the pea- 
ceof Germany: and therefore tended to the ſpeedyer iſſuing of 
this warre, and that they ought not to have any hard thoughts 
of their old Friend , and Ally ; and that twould be a very unjuſt 
action, that ſuch a Mediatour , who isready to give account of 
his condutt should be ſuſpiciouſly dealt with; and therefore 
deſired that they would not come to a to precipitant reſolution , 
_butrather thinke of ſome other way than force of Arms; afſureing 
them , that his Maſter takes not up thoſe Arms too prejudice this 
State thereby , or to take away any thing from Brandenburgh , or 
"any other Prince , but only to promote the reſtauration of peace, 

and eſtablish a muruall friend ip. | 

>» To which Memorialls, their Highneſſes, on the 19. Novem- 
ber anſwered they were glad , that hethe ſaid Lord Embaſſa« 
Adour had ſuch expeation, and good confidence of makeing one 
of thoſe nominated places for the Treaty of peace acceptable to 
the King of France, and concerning the przliminary points, their 
-Highneſſes were troubled,that thoſe niceryes should retard a mat- 
-zer of ſo great pootoqpenceplpeciatly with reſpe& to the paſports 
:for the Miniſters of the Duke of Lorraine, and that for the rea- 
Jonsabove mentioned,and as to che releaſment of Prince Wilian, 
though he was ſuch a perſon, as before mentioned, yer *t was a

Inting my Lord the Embaſſadour, that they were from ſeverall 
hands informed, his Majeſty of Sweeden was very much m—”_ 
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fed with the Prince Eleftor of Brandenburgh ; for entering into # 
neerer allyance with his State and their Confederates, ahd , 
from this diſcontent of his , reports did riſe, as if the King of 
Sweden had deſigned the undertakeing of ſome aftion againſt 
hisEleRorallHighneſſes countrey & ſubje&s;where as that Prince 
Eleftor, for the maintaining of the Weſtphalian peace, is oblid = 
ged ſoto doe, and in' the laſt treaty between him and France he 
y agreement , reſerved the liberty of ſo doing : yer if (o be his 
Majeſty of Sweden , should think he had any juſt ground to be 
offended, ſach matters ought not to be decided by force of 
Arms, but by friendly compoſition, to which end they proffe- 
red the mediation of themſelvs and Allyes, ro whom twould be 
a very irkſome thing , if, by the Sweds needleſle takeing up of 
Arms , they should % forced to doe the ſame for the Branden- 
burghs defence, according to the treaty made with him , and by 
this means the Mediatour for peace would be the occaſion of 
inviteing the Emperiall, French , Swedish , and Brandenburghs 
Armyes togeather with their allyes into Germany tothe utter 
Fx turn, - the Weſtphalian peace ; their Highnefles farther 
teſtifying , that nothing would be more acceptable to them, 
than to enter with the ſaid Lord Embaſſadour into a conference 
to compoſe all things without warre. | 
On the 4. Decemb. the Embaſſadour thanked their Highneſſes, 
for their declaration about the Place of Treaty , and other preli- 
minarye Poindts, but yet ſtood more upon them than before, and 
co the juſtification of! Brandenburgh he made no farther anſwer 
than,that if Brandenburgh had not paſſed with his Army through 
Germany, all things would now,withour doubt, have been quiet 
and in peace, and the imaginary approaching calamityes would 
have been prevented, which nevertheleſſe, they hoped would be 
made off in friendship , if his Majeſty might but have the libertye 
to concerne himſelfe in leoking after the Peace & tranquillity of 
theEmpire.exhorting their Highneſſes to have a more favourable 
opinion of the Swedish expedition,& notto judge of it,as rash,or 
without neceſſity;and,ſeeing their Highneſſes doe proffer to have 
conference held about it, he is ready alſo to hear what shall be 
propounded,as,intheir judgement,moſt ſerviceable inthis matter. 
And on the 12. the ſaid Embaſſadour in another Memoriall 
acquainted them, thathe was adviſed by his Collegue at Paris , 
that France hopes they will excuſe him if, for ſeverall weighty 
reaſons, he cannot either name, or accept of any place nominated 
within the Empire; but out of loye to a peace,he had choſen the 
| | | We City 
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* City of Breda, whether he was ready to ſend his Embaſſadourg, 
as ſoon as ſatisfaftion should be given inthe caſe of Furſtenburgh, 
and the Monyes ſcized on in Cologne , on which 2 things the 
Embaſſadourpreſled very hard. 

' To which Memoriall their Highneſſes on the 13.Decemb. anſ- 
wered,they were ſorry to ſee the hindring difficultyes encreaſe,the 
nameing of Breda being a new hinderance,which theirHighneſles 
and Confcederates for (eyerall reaſons could by no means accept 
off; whereas Hamborowy was a place convenient for any of them. 

Before this anſwer of the States was ſent by the ſaid Embaſladour 
to France , herecieved the Declaration of the King about the ele- 
ion of Bredayand onthe 19. Decemb. delivered a Copy thereof 
nnto theirHighneſles,inſiſting to have it accepted: After delibera« 
tion whereon *t was thought good to perſiſt in the reſolution ma- 
deby their Highnefles on the 13. inſtant upon the ſame ſubje. 

'On the 3. ;anuary 1675. the aforeſaid Swedish Embaſſadour, 
repeated the proffer of their Highnefles in their Anſwer of the 23. 
Novemb. to hold a Conference about the differences of Sweden 
and Brandenburgh,preſſing them to it, leaſt by farther delayes the 
breach might be made wider, and break out into Aion. 

On the 12. inanother Memoriall he gave notice that he had 
recieved advice from the Court of France , by an expreſle, that he 
was willing to wave the non acceptance of the City of Breda, but 
alſo declared , that , for many weighty reaſons, he could not ac- 
cept of any place intheEmpire,but out of love to Peace,he should 
be content with what place their Highneſles should make choice 
off, ſuppoſeing itto be within the Jurisdiftion of this Common». 
wealth ; to which the Embafſadour added his owne arguments 
being very inſtant with them for the nomination of ſome other 
Place. Which Memoriall their Highnefles delivered into the 
hands of the Lords Commiſſioners for forreigne affairs, and re- 
folved rodeſirethe advice of his Highnefle and the judgment of 
their Confaederates about that matter. 

On the 21. the Swedish'Embaſſadour perſiſted on the ſubje&t 
of 'promoteing the Peace, and compoſcing the difference with 
Brandenbyrgh , deſircing that a convenient place for the Treaty 
might be-nominated ; and a Conference appointed to labour in 
earneſt and with vigour, the remoyall of the differences between 
the Crowne of Sweeden and Prince Eleftor of BFandenbaurgh ; 
whichwere ſeparate from the intereſt of this State , that the fire 
of Warre might not, by longer delays, break out into a greater 
flame : with one he delivered over unto the States an ample _ 
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p five from his Royall Majeſt of Wo , dated the 5. Decemb, 
1674. containing all that the aforeſaid Embaſſadour had from 
time to time in ſeyerall Memorialls, propounded unto themgteſti- 
fying alſo his —_ love and affection to this State, deſireing 
' the continuance of the ſame, and farther confirmation of their 
mutuall friendship: but that his Majeſty much wondered that 
they should rake up Arms againſt him inthe quarrel of Branden 
burgh ,chat difference not at all concerning this State y.and being 
of ſuch a nature that it might be ended by compoſition. 

In reference to the matter of the Mediation, the Embaſſadour 


onthe 13. delivered over a Declaration of the King, wherein he. 


declared, as before ,that the Place of Treaty he had left unto che 
choice of their H:ghneſſes , ſuppoſcing it only , to be under their 
Jurisdition, bur yer not in Vrieſland or Groeningen $as being to 
| farreremote; and now he farther declared his reſolution as to 
the other przliminarye Poin&s, friſtly, that,as to what concerned 
the Paſports , he would graunt them unto the Miniſters of all the 
. principall Partyes , and their Allyes , excludeing none, and 2. as 
to the releaſment of Prince William of Furſftenbergh, he was con- 
tent that he should be delivered into the hands of ſome Neutrall 
Prince, with whom he should be obliged toremaine uncill the 
Peace: And his Majeſtye , by virtue of his Ecclefiaſticall Cha» 
racer, doth conſent that he be ſent ro Rome to remain with his 

Holineſle untill the ſame time; But on the contrary 3. the Mony 
| arreſted at Cologne, should be reſtored , and 4. asto the matter 
of a Ceſſation of Arms, his Majeſty would give Inſtruftions to 
his Miniſters about that Poin&, to txeat about it at the generall 


Aſlembly , —— that the negociation continue not longer , ' 


than the beginning of the next Campaigne. 

To whic Deckugaidu their Highneſſes on the laſt of January 
replyed,that,concerning the Place of Treaty they referred to cheir 
Declaration on the 23. and 25. of this Month ; that they were 
very glad to ſee the difficulty about the Paſports removed;hope- 
ing that the detention of Prince W/iliam would cauſe noe far 
ther hinderance , and that ſome expedient would be found to 
ſurmount that difficuleye alſo , which would be athing very ac« 
ceptable unto them : and that their Highneſſes would give their 
Miniſters Inftructions,relateing both to the Treaty in generall,8: 
to all particular means which might any ways conduce thereto. 

; Such great care took Sweden now for the Peace of the Empire, 
who never ſpoke a word of the Weſtphalian Peace z when France 


had took away from the Duke of Brandenburgh all ſuch Lands 


which 
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 whichwereinhis poſſeſſion between the Rhijn and Weſer;wlien 
he kicked the Bishop of Tr;er outall his Dominions, and confi - 
' ned him to his Fort at Coblents z when he ſurprized the EleQor 


Palatines Towns, and ſeverall other Members and parts of the 


Empire, haveing noe other reaſon to it , but hisowne good plea- - 


ſure,trampleing under foot the Weſtphalian Peace; who alſo had 
nothing to ſay about the Guaranty of the League made at Aix le 
Chapelleywhen France ſo hoſtilly created the Spanish neutrall Pla- 
ces ; But now, when Brandenburgh matched with his Army, to 


. defend the Empire , and eſtablish the Peace of Germany, and to 
force theEnemy our of the Empire,withour any particular agree- 


ment for his owne private advantadge, or without any ways in- 
jureing any ofthe Members ofthe Empire; therefore muſt Swe- 
den tranſport his'Troops a Year before into Pomeren, and raiſe 
new Forces inthe Province of Bremen, who now in one body 
march, and encamp themſelys , being a very conſiderable Army, 
in the ſaid Prince EleQors Lands, beſetting his Poſts and Paſſes 
in the Uker-Markt nere unto Berlyn, and marchthrough Stettyn 
into the back part of Pomeren , where by the maſtering of one 
City — ,he can make himſelfe Maſter of the whats Coun- 
try, and all this, to make Brandenburgh depart the Empire 


with his forces : after the like manner, the Emperour, and all the 


faithfull Members of the Empire might be accuſed of the ſame 
breach of Peace,and therefore be forced to lay downetheir Arms, 


+. leaving the whole Empire as a Prey unto their Enemyes or elſe 
' . engagcd into a greater Warre for the defence of the Weftpha- 
-lian Treaty : And whilſt Sweden thus takes up Arms againſt one 


of the Confederates , he retains ſtill the Quality of Mediatour, 
in which work wee hope for a better ſucceſſe, than what hitherto 
wee haye ſeen any —_— oft: Unlefle the proffered Media- 

Id work it out for us, The principall con- 
reſting Partyes haveing already accepted thereof, to which end 


- . his Majeſty of Great Britain hath nominated Sr. William Temple, 
.* his Embaſſadour reſideing in the Hague, to bare the Character 
- of a Mediatour, from whoſe peaceable diſpoſition wee hope for 


a good. Iflue, he haveing already o far brought the buiſneſle of 
the Place to treatin , that , inall probability, the City Nimwegen 


_ $hall havecthe bappineſle of recieving this honourable Atſembly 
- within her Walls. The God of all Peace Sraunt that a Peace may 


be ;here wrought out , and fo our expeRations may be crowned
